/p 2, lies on the Banks of a 
River fuppofed to be a Branch 
of the Canges t about ^ Leases 
from that of BaUafirey former-' 
ly it was a Place of Trade* and 
was honoured with BugUjh 
and T>uich Faftories. ^ The Country produces 
the fame Commodities that BaUafire doesi 
t Aa tx, 
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a&wefent it is reduced to Beggary by the 
Ftvory’s Removal to Hugh^ and Calcutta, 
the Merchants being all gone. It is now in^ 
habited by Filhers, as are alfo lugellie, and 
Kidgerie, two neighbouring Iflands on the 
Weft Side of the Mouth of Ganges. Thefe 
Iflands abound alfo in tame Swine, where 
they are fold very cheap, for I have bought 
One and twenty good Hogs,betwecn ^oandSo 
Pound Weight each, for 17 Rupees, or 4^ 
Shillings Sterling. THiofe Iflands fend forth 
dangerous Sand Banks, that are both nume- 
rous and large, and make the Navigation out 
and in to Hughly River, both troublefo'm 
and dangerous, and after we pafs thofc Iflands, 
in going up the River, the Chanel for Shin- 
ing is on the Eaft-fidc, and feveral Creeks 
run from the Chanel among a great Number 
of Iflands, formed by diflerent Chanels of 
Ganges^ two of which are more remarkable 
than the reft, viz. Coxes and Sagor Iflands, 
where great Ships were obliged to anchor 
to take in Part of their Cargoes, becaufe fe- 
veral Places in the River arc too lhallow for 
great Ships to pafs over, when their whole 
Caiques are aboard. 

T H E R E are no Inhabitants on thofe Iflands,. 
for they are frt peftered with Tigers, that 
there could be no Security for human Crea- 
tures to dwell on them ; nay, it is even dan- 
gerous to land on them, or for Boats to an- 
chor near them, for in the Night they have 
fwimmed to Boats at Anchor, and carried 
Men out trf them, yet among the Pagans, 
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tl)e lAand Sa^r is accounted holyyai^d great 
Numbers of jougies go yearly thither in. the 
Months of Jslovember and December t to \yor- 
Ihip and wafli in Salt-water, tho’ many 
of them fall Sacrifices to the hungry 
Tigers. 

The fifft fafe anchoring Place in the Ri- 
ver, is off the Mouth of a River about twelve 
Leagues above Sagor, commonly known by 
the Name of Rogues River, which had that 
Appellation front fome Banditti Vortugueiae^ 
wno were Followers of Sultan Sujah, when 
Emirjemali Aureng&eb'% General, drove that, 
unfortunate Prince out of his Province* of 
Bengal^ for thofe Vortugueze having no Way 
to lublifl, after their Mailer’s Flight to the 
Kingdom of Arackan, betook themfelves to 
Piracy among the Iflands,at the Mouth of Gan- 
ges^ and that l^iver having Communication 
with all the Chanels from Xatigam to the 
wellward, from this River they ufed to fally 
out, and comtnit Depredations on thofe that 
traded in the River of Hughly., 

About 5 Leagues farther up, on the W eft 
Side of’ the River of Hughly^ is another 
firanch of the Ganges ^ called GaugOt it is broa- 
der than that of Hughly t byt mu^ lhallower, 
and more Incumbred with Sand Banks; a 
little below the Mouth of it the have a 
thatcht Houfe, but for what Rcafons they 
kept an Houfe there, I never could learn. 

Along the River of Hugh^ there are 
many fmall Villages and Farms, interfoerft 
in thofe large Plains, but the firft of any 
A 3 Note 
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Note on the River’s Side, is Culcullatz'Mir- 
Het Town for Corn, coarfe Cloth, Butter, and 
Oyl, with other Produftions of the Country ; 
above it is the *Dutch Bankjhallt a Place 
where their Ships ride when they cannot get 
farther up for the too fwift Currents of the 
River. Cukulla has a large deep River that 
runs to the eailward, and {ohas Juanfardoat 
and on the Weft Side there is a River that 
runs by the Back of Hughly Iftand, which 
leads up to Radnaguvt famous for manufadiu- 
ring Cotton Cloth, and Silk Rontaah, or 
Handkerchiefs. Buffuudri and Trejindiy or 
Cor gat and Cottrong,^re on that River, which 
produce the grcateft Quantities of the beft 
Sugars in Bengal. 

A little higher up on the Eaft Side of 
Hughly River, is Tonjelly^ a Village where 
a Corn Mart is kept once or twice in a 
Week, it exports more Rice than any Place 
on this River ; and five Leagues farther up 
on the other Side, is Tanna Fort, built to 
proted the Trade of the River, at a Place 
convenient enough, where it is not above 
Half a Mile from Shore to Shore, but it nc-. 
ver was of much Ufe 5 for in Anno 1686. 
when the Englijb Company quarrelled with 
the Moguly the Company had feveral great 
Ships at Hughlyy and this Fort was manned 
in order to ninder their Paftage down the 
River. One (Jo Gun Ship approaching pretty 
near the Fort, faluted it with a Broad-fide, 
which fo frightned the Governor and his 
MynnidonSj, that they all deferted their Poft, 

and 
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and left their Cafile to be plundred by the 
Engliflj Seamen. About a League farther 
up on the other Side of the Rivet) is Go~ 
vernaporey where there is a little Pyramid 
built for a Land-mark, to confine the Com- 
pany’s Colony of CakuttOy or Fort JVUliant. 
On that Side, and about a League farther up, 
(lands Fort IViUiam. 

The Englijh fettled there about the Year 
1590. after the Mogul had pardoned all the 
Robberies and Murders committed on his 
Subjedls. Mr. Job Channock being then the 
Company’s Agent in Bengaly he had Liberty 
to fettle an Emporium in any Part on 'the 
River’s Side below Hughfyy and for the fake 
of a large lhaddy Tree chofe that Place, tho’ 
he could not have chofen a more unhealth* 
ful Place on all the River ; for three Miles 
to the North-eaftward, is a Salt-water Lake 
that overflows in September mA OHoberyZtiA 
then prodigious Numbers of Fifli refort thi- 
ther, but in November and December when 
the Floods are diflipated, thofe Fifties are 
left dry, and with their Putrefaftion affed 
the Air with thick {linking Vapours, which 
the North-eall Winds bring with them to 
Fort, fFilliam, that they caufe a yearly Mor- 
tality One Y ear I was there, and there were 
reckoned in -Auguft about 1100 Englijhy 
fome Military, fome Servants to the Compa- 
ny, fome private Merchants refiding in the 
Town, and fome Seamen belonging to Ship- 
ping lying at the Town, and before the Be- 
ginning of January there were four hun- 
A 4 died 
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dred andlixty Burials fegiftr^ in the Clerk’s 
Book of Mortality. 

Mr. Cbanmck chooiing the Ground of 
the Colony, where it now is, reigned more 
abfolute than a Rajahs only he wanted much 
of their Humanity, for when any poor 
ignorant Native tranfgrefled his L.aws, they 
were fure to undergo a fevere Whipping for 
a Penalty, and the Execution was generally 
done when he was at Dinner, fo near his 
Dining-room that the Grones and Cries of 
the poor Delinquent ferved him for Mu- 
iick. 

The Country about being overfpread with 
^aganijmt the Cuflom of Wives burning with 
their deceafed Husbands, is alfo pradtifed 
here. Before the War,Mr.C&tf»wrA 

went one Time with his ordinary Guard of 
Soldiers, to fee a young Widow adl that tra- 
gical Cataib'ophe,but he was fo finittenwith 
the Widow’s Beauty, that he fent his Guards 
to take her by Force froxn her Executioners, 
and condudled her to his own Lodgings. 
They lived lovingly many Years, and had 
feveral Children, at length ihe died, after 
he had fettled in Calcutta^ but inllead of con- 
verting her to Chriflioftity, flie made him a 
Profelvte to Tagmifin, and the only Part of 
Cbri^tani^ that was remarkable in him, was 
burying her decently, and he built a Tomb 
over her, where all his Life after her Death, 
he kept the anniverfary Day of her Death by 
facrificing a Cock on her Tomb, after the 
2P^4»]Vfonner j this was and is the common 

Re- 
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Report, and I have been credibly informed, 
botti by Chriftians- and Tagansy who lived 
at Calcutta under his Agency, that the Sto- 
ry was really true Matter of Faft. 

Fort William was built an irregular 
Tetragon, of Brick andMorter, called Tuc- 
kah, which is a Compofition of Brick-duil, 
Lime, MalalTes, and cut Hemp, and when 
it comes to be dry, is as hard and tougher 
than firm Stone or Brick, and the Town 
was built without Order, as the Builders v 
thought moft convenient for their own Af- 
fairs, every one taking in what Ground belt 

f leafed them for Gardening, fo that in moll 
loufes you mull mfs through a Garden into 
the Houfe, the Englijh building near the 
River’s Side, and the Natives within Land. 

The Agency continued till the Year lyoy. 
that the om and new Companies united, and 
then it became a fplit Government, the old 
and new Companies Servants governing 
Week about, which made it more anarchical 
than regular. Sir Edward Littleton was 
Agent and Conful for the new Company at 
Hughlyy when this Union of the Companies 
was made, and then he was ordered to re- 
move his Factory to Cakuttay and being of 
an indolent Dilpofition, had let his Accounts 
with the Company run behind. He was fu- 
fpended, but lived at Ctdcutta till 1707. that 
he died there ; he was the only Prefident or 
Precedent in the Company’s Service, that loll 
an Ellate of 700 Pounds for Annum in fo 
profitable a Poll in their Service. 


This 
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This double-heacled Government conti- 
nued in CalcuttUy till January 1709. that 
Mr. JV eldon arrived with the Company’s Com- 
inillioii to fettle it at Bombay and Fort St. 
George, which were under the Management 
of a Governor and Council, which thofe of 
the Diredion in England took to be a better 
Way to promote their own Creatures, as well 
as their own Intcreft. His Term of governing 
was very Ihort, and he took as fliort a Way 
to be enriched by it, by haralfing the Peo- 
ple to fill his Coffers. There was one lingu- 
lar Inllance of it. A poor Seaman had got a 
pretty Muftice’Wife, a little inclined to Lewd- 
nefs in her Husband’s Abfence. She enter- 
tained two Armenians, who were like to 
quarrel about lharing her Favours, which co- 
ming to the Governor’s Ears, he reprimand- 
ed them : However, by the llrong Perfwa- 
fion of yoo Rupees paid in hand by one of 
them, he awarded him to have the foie Right 
to her, and he carried her to Htighly, and 
bragg’d openly what his Purchafe had coll 
him, to the great Credit and Praife of the 
Governor ; and when the poor Husband re- 
turned, he was forced to fubmit to lofe his 
Mare, under the Pain of Flagellation : Yet 
he was very Ihy in taking Bribes, referring 
thofe honeft Folks, whqtrafHck’d that Way, 
to the Diferetion of his Wife and Daughter, 
to make the bell Bargain they could about 
the Sum to be paid, and to pay the Money 
into their Hands, I could give many Inftan- 
ces of the Force of Bribery, both here and 

elfe- 
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elfewhere in Indiay but am loth to ruffle the 
Skin of old Sores. 

About fifty Yards from Fort William^ 
Hands the Church built by the pious Charity 
of Merchants refiding there, and the CAri- 
fiian Benevolence of Sea-faring Men, whofe 
Afl&irs call them to trade there ; but Mini- 
llers of the Gofpel being fubjeft to Mortali- 
ty, very often young Merchants arc obliged 
to officiate, and have a Salary of yo L. fer 
Annum added to what the Company allows 
them, for their Pains in reading Prayers and 
Sermons on Sundays. 

The Governor’s Houfe, in the Fort, is 
the beft and moft regular Piece of Archite- 
fture that I ever faw in India. And there 
are many convenient Lodgings for Faftors 
and Writers, within the Fort, and fome 
Store-houfes for the Company’s G^ods, and 
the Magazines for their Ammunition. 

The Company has a pretty good Hofpi- 
tal at QalcuttUy where many go in to un- 
dergo the Penance of Phyfick, but few come 
out to give Account of its Operation. The 
Company has alfo a pretty good Garden, 
that furnilhes the Governor’s Table with 
Herbage and Fruits i and fome Fifli-ponds 
to ierve his Kitchin with good Carp, Cal- 
kops and .Mullet.' 

Most of the Inhabitants of Calcutta that 
make any tolerable Figure, have the fame 
Advantages; and all Sorts of Provifions, 
both wild and tame, being plentiful, good 
^nd cheap, as wcU as Clothing, make the 

Coun- 
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Country very agreeable, notwithftanding the 
above mentioned Inconveniencies that attend 
it. 

On the other Side of the River are Docks 
made for repairing and fitting their Ships 
Bottoms, and a pretty good Garden belong- 
ing to the Armeniansy that had been a better 
Place to have built their Fort and Town in, 
for many Reafons. One is, that, where it 
now ftands, the After-noon’s Sun is full in 
the Fronts of the Houfes, and ihines hot on 
the Streets, that are both above and below 
the Fort, the Sun would have fent its hot 
R^ys on the Back of the Houfes, and the 
Fronts had been a good Shade for the Streets, 

Most Gentlemen and Ladies in Bmgd 
Jive both fplendidly and pleafantly, the Fore- 
noons beingdedicated to Bufinefs, and after 
Dinner to Reft, and in the Evening to re- 
create themfelves in Chaifes or 'Pala»kins irx 
the Fields, or to Gardens, or by Water in 
their Budgeroes, which is a convenient Boat^ 
t^t goes fwiftly with the Force of Oars ; 
^nd, on the River, fometimes there is the 
Kverfion of Fiflung or Fowling, or both; 
and, before Night, they make friendly Vi- 
sits to one another, when Pride or Conten- 
tion do not fpoil Society, which too often 
th^ do among the Ladies, as Difcord and 
Faraon do 4mong the Men. Aftd ^ althp* 
' the confcript Fathers of the Colony difegree 
in many Points among themfelves, yet they 
all ^ee in opprelEng Strangers, who are 
coni^ed to them, not fuffering them to buy 

or 
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or fell their Goods at the mod ^dvant^ous 
Markets, hut of the Governor and his Coun> 
cil, who fix their own Prices, highorlow, as 
feemeth bell to their Wifdoih and Difcreti- 
on : And it is a Crime hardly pardonable for 
a private Merchant to go to Hughfy, to in- 
form bimlelf of the current Prices of Goods, 
altho* the Liberty of buying and felling is 
intirely taken from him before. \ 

The Garifon of Fort William 
confills of a or 300 Soldiers, more for to 
convey their Fleet from ^atana^ with the 
Company’s Saltpetre, and Piece Goods, raw 
SIk and fome Ophium belonging to other 
Merchants, than for the Defence of the Fort, 
for, as the Company holds their Colony in 
fie Tail of the Moguls the^ need not be a- 
ftaid of any Enemies coming to difpoirefs 
them. And if they Ihould, at any Time, 
quarrel again with the Moguly his prohibiting 
bis SubjeAs to trade with the Company, 
would foon end the Quarrel. 

There are fome impertinent troublefom 
Ryahsy whofe Territories ly on the Banks 
of the Ganges, betwen *Fatma and Caffemim- 
siaar, who pretend a Tax on all Goods and 
Merchandize, that pafs by, or through their 
Dominions on the River, and often raife For- 
ces to compel Payment; but fome Forces 
from Fort William in Boats, generally clear 
the Paflage, tho’ 1 have known fome of our 
Men killed in the Skirmilhes. 

In Calcutta all Religions are freely tolera- 
ted, but the Ttesbyterum, and that they 

brow- 
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brow-beat. The Vagans carry their Idols In 
Proceffion thro’ the Town. The Roman Cat^ 
licks have their Church to lod^e their Idols 
in, and the Mahometan is not difcountenanc- 
ed ; but there are noPolemicks, except what 
are between our High-church Men and our 
low, or between the Governor’s Party and o* 
ther private Merchants on Points of Trade. 

The Colony has very little ManufaSory 
of its own, for the Government being pret- 
ty arbitrary, difcourages Ingenuity and Indu- 
ftry in the Populace ; for, by the Weight of 
the Company’s Authority, if a Native chan- 
ces to diloblige one of the Upper-houfe, he 
is liable to arbitrary Puniihment, either by 
Fine, Imprifonment or corporal Sufferings. 1 
will give one InilancQ, out of many, that 1 
knew of the Injuftice of a Governor of the 
double-headed Government in Anno 1706. 

There was one Captain Verriu Mailer 
of a Ship, who took up about yoo L. on re- 
J^dentia from Mr. Ralfh Sheldon one of 
the Governors, on a Vwage to Verfia, pay- 
able at his Return to BengA. Verrin hav- 
ing difpatched his Affairs in Terfia iootitt 
than he emeded, called at Goa in his Way 
Home, and bought a .far<>Nbuilt Ship very 
cheap, and carried her to Calecuty and took 
in a Quantity of Pepper for the BengalMax^ 
ket ; and havii^ brought in his other Ship, 

§ ood Store of Verjia wines, called at Fort 
t. George to difpofe of what he could there, 
but finmng no Encouragement from that 
Market, carried it to Bengal, On tus Arri- 
val 
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val he complimented Mr. Sheldon with the 
Oder of his Pepper and Wine, but he decli- 
ned meddling with that Bargain, farther than 
with*as muen of the Pepper, at the current 
Price, as would balance his Account of Prin- 
cipal and rejpondentia. Accordingly Verrin 
delivered fo much Pepper, and, on the De- 
livery, required his Bond up, but the Go- 
vernor told him, that he being a Fellow 
troubled with the Spirit of interlopping in 
buying Goods, and taking Freights where 
he could beft get them, he would keep that 
Bond as a Curb on him, that he fiiould not 
fpoil his Markets for the future. Poor ‘Per- 
rin ufed all his Rhctorick to get his Bond 
up, but to no Purpofe; and the Governor 
moreover gave his Wine a bad Name, fo 
that he could not difpofe of that either, and 
all this Oppreflion was in order to flraiten 
him, that he might be obliged to fell his 
new purchafed Ship, at a low Price, to him 
and his AiTociates, which, at laft, he was ob- 
liged to do, holding a Quarter Part in his 
own Hands, to fecy^e the Command of her 
to himfelf, which, after all, he could hardly 
do. Perrin made his Complaint to me, but 
I was in no Condition to amft him, becaufe 
I, having thre,e or four large Ships at Bengali 
was reckoned a Criminal guilty of that un- 
pardonable Sin of Interlopping ; however, I 
advifed Perrin to co^ly with his inexor- 
able Mailer, on any Terms of Agreement 
whatfoever, which he endeavoured to do, 
that he might, at leafi, keep the Command 

of 
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of hi» Ship, where he was fo much concern** 
ed, and had hardly done it, but by Acci- 
dent. One Day meeting me on the Greeii 
near the Fort, he ilcpt me to relate his 
Grievances, and begged, that, if he was tur- 
ned out of his own Ship, he might have an 
£mplby in one of mine, which I promifed 
he mould. 

_ Sheldon efpied us, out of a Window, hol- 
ding a long Confabulation, and being impati- 
ent to know about what, fent a Servant to 
call TerrtHt and he, obeying the Summons, 
tvas interrogated about what Our Difcourfe 
was ; and he told the Promife I had made 
him. Shetdim told him, that he w^ as cap- 
able to employ him, as I cbuld be. Terri* 
anfwered, that he knew that, but wiihed 
that he would be as willing too; fo SheUon 
promifed that he ihotild command his own 
Ship to Terjia. 

b UT the Wine flill lay unfold, tho’ it waS 
fcarce then in Ben ^ ; but the Name that it 
^t, firft at Fort St. Geot^e, and afterward 
in Fort WiUiamy ftuck fo fSt to it, that none 
of it would go off at any Price, fo I advifed 
him to carry it oft* in the Night, in my Boats, 
on board of one of my Ships, and I would 
try if I could ferve him in felling it, which 
accordingly he did, and two Gentlemen of 
the Council, being that Seafon bound for 
England^ coming one Day to dine with me, 
I treated them, and the reft of my Company, 
with that Terfia'^mgy which they all praif- 
cd, and askt me where I got it. I told them. 
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diatt knowing that good Wines would be- 
icaroe at Bengal that Year, I had provided a 
good Quantity at Surat, from whence I had 
come ukt Seafon. Eve^ one begged that I 
would fpare themfome Chells, which I con- 
defcended to do as a Favour, and next Day 
fent than what they wanted, at double the 
Price the Owner demanded for it, while he 
had it, andfo got above ixoChefis, which 
enaUed Mr. *Perrm to fatisfy moil of his 
Creditors. 

Sheldm provided a Stock and Freight for 
Verrm to *PerJia, and put on board, fome 
rotten long Pepper, tW he could dilbofe of 
no other Way, and fome damaged Gunniesf 
which are much in Ufe in *PerjU for embalm 
ing Goocki, when they are good in their 
Kmd ; but, nokns yokus, Herrin mufl take 
them, and iign Bills of Loadii^ for good 
weU conditioned Goods ; and yet, after he 
ums ready to fail, he had been ftopt, if he 
could not raife the Sum of %$co Rupees^ to 
^charge a Bill, that, at that Time, became 
due, and was indorfed to SheUon. 1 alfo 
lidp^ him out of that Difficulty^ and took 
his Bond for the Sum, bearing Intereft from 
the Date, at the current Intereft of. i fer 
Cent.fer Meufm, fo Prrrw proceeded on his 
Voyage to Verfia, biU; called at CalecUt in 
his Way Home again, and laid up his Ship 
there, and took Proteftion of a Nayer, with 
the foil Hand of tiooo L Sterl. of Ben- 
ge^ Moncw, and wrote to Mr. Sheldon, that 
M might k^ his former Bond, and he would 

B take 
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take Care of his Part of the Stock in his 
Hands. He alfo wrote to me, that he would 
take particular Care to reimburfe me, but» 
in a Ihort Time after* he died, and his Ef- 
fects came into the Englijh Chief’s Hand^ 
who detained them feveral Years, denying 
that ever he had -any, till Governx>r Boone 
came to the Government of B(mbayvcl\^'L^. 
and then he made a lame Account. I ^ve 
been fo prolix and particular in this Story, 
that it may form an Idea of the Deformity 
and difmal Image of Tyranny and Villany fup- 
ported by a Power, that neither divine nor 
human Laws have Force enough to bridle 
or reilrain. 

The Company’s Colony is limited by a 
Land-mark at Governapore^ and another near 
Bamagttlt about (lx Miles dillant ; and the 
Salt-water Lake bounds it on the Land Side. 
It may contain, in all, about lo or laooo 
Souls ; and the Company’s Revenues arc 
pretty good, and w'ell paid. They rife from 
Ground-rents and Confulage on all Goods 
imported and exported by Britijh Subjeds ; 
but all Nations befides are free from Taxes. 

CHAP. .XXXIV 

Is a Continuatim oftbe^eferiptionof'&en^. 

B ARNACDL is the next ViHage on 
the River’s Side, above Cakntta, where 
Kne Dutch have an Houfe and Garden ; and 

the 
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the Town is famoufly infamous for a Semi- 
nary of female Lewdnefs, where Numbers of 
Girl»are trained up for the Defbudion of 
unwary Youths, who ftudy more how to 
ratify their brutal Paflions, than how to 
inun the evil Confequences that attend their 
Folly, notwithflanding the daily Inflances of 
Rottennefs and Mortality that happen to 
thofe who moft fre^ent thofe Schools of 
Debauchery. The ^utch Shipping anchors 
there fometimes, to take in their Cargoes for 
Batata. And thofe are all that are remark* 
able at BarHogul or Bamagur. 

There arefeveral other Villages on the 
Wver’s Sides, in the Way which 

lies 20 Miles above Barnaguli but none re- 
markable, till we come to the Thanes Facto- 
ry, which {lands about four Miles below 
the Poverty of the l^anes 
has made them defert it, after having 
robbed the MoguPs Subjeds of fome of 
their Shipping, to keep tbendclves from flar- 
Ving. 

Almost oppofilte to the Tianes Faftory 
is Bankebankfal, a Place where the OJlmd 
Company fettled a Faftory, but, in Anno 
1713. they quarrelled with the Fouzdaar or 
Governor of Hughfyf and he forced the O- 
ftenders to quit their Faftory, and feek 
Proteftion from the French at Charnagnr, 
where their Faftory is, but, for Want of 
Money, are not in a Capacity to trade. They 
have a few private Families dwelling near 
.the Faftory, and a pretty little Church to 
B 2 hear

hear Map in, which is the chief Bufinefi of 
the French in Beicgal. 

About half a League farther up is the 
Chinchuroy^yaiex^ the *Dutch Emporium fland& 
It is a large FaAory, walled high With Briclb 
And the Fadiors have a great many ^ood 
Houfes Handing pleafantly on the River*s 
Side $ and all or them have pretty Gardens 
to their Houfes. The Chiuehura is wholly un- 
der the Company’s Government. It is 
about a Mile long, uid atmt the fame Breadtl^ 
well inhabited oy Armemms and the hb- 
tives. It is contiguous to Hu^>^ and afford 
SanAuary for many ^or Natives, when they 
are in Danger of being oppreil by the Me^ 
gnl'i Governor, or his Hatpies. 

Httghfy is a Town of a large Extent, but 
ill built. It reaches about % Miles aloi^ the 
River’s Side, Horn the before men- 

tioned to the Bandely a Colony former^ fet- 
tled by the ^ortugueze, but the 
Fouzdaar governs ooth at prefent. ^is 
Town of Mughty drives a great Trade, be- 
caufe all foreign Goods are brou^t thither 
for Import, and all Goods of the ProduA <ff 
Bengat are brought hither for £3qxMtat«>n. 
And the MoguFs Furza or Cuftom-houfe is 
at this Place. It affords rich Cargoes for Bfty 
or fixty Ships yearly, befides wlut is earned 
to neighbouring Countries in fnndl Veflels ; 
and there are VefTels that bring Salt-petre 
from ^atauoy above yo Yards fong, and y 
broad, and two and an half deep, and can carry 
above loo Tuns. They come down m the 

Month 
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Month of OlhBeri before the Stream of the 
River, but are obliged to track them up a- 
niu, with Strength of Hand, about kooo Miles. 
To mention all the particular Species of Goods 
that this rich Country produces, is far beyond 
my 3dll ; but, in our Eaft-iudia Company’s 
Sales, aU the Sorts, that are fent hence to Eu- 
rope, may be found ; but Ophium, long Pep< 
ptt and Ginger are Commodities that the tra^ 
ding Shifting in India deals in, befides To-^ 
bacco, and many Sorts of Piece Goods, that 
are not merchaniable in Europe. 

The Bandel, at prefent, deals in naSort 
of Commodities, but what are in Rraueft at 
the Court of Venus, and th^ have a Church, 
where the Owners of fuch Goods and Mer> 
chandize are to be met with, and the Buyer 
may be condu6ied to proper Shops, where 
the Commodities may be feen and felt, and 
a Prieft to be Security for the Soundnefs of 
the Goods. 

Now this being rnyfartheft Travels up 
the famous Ganies, I mufl advance farther 
on the Report of others, and fo I begin with 
CaffenUtazaar, about too Miles above Hugh- 
fy, where the Englifls and *I>utch have their 
rdfpedive Fadon^ ; and, by their Compa- 
nies Orders, the Seconds of Council ought 
to be ChieB of thofe Factories. The Town 
is large, and much frequented by Merchants, 
which never fails of making a Place rich. 
The Country about it is very healthful and 
fruitfid, and produces indudrious People, who 
cultivate many valuable Manufaftories. 

B 3 Mhx- 
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Muxadabaud is but ii Miles from it} a 
Place of much greater Antiquity, and the 
Mogul has a Mint there i but the ancirat 
Name of Muxadabaud is changed for Rajahr 
malt fot above a Centnry. It was, in for- 
mer Times, the greateft Place of Trade and 
Commerce on the Goums, but now its Trade 
and Grandeur adorns Gaffembazaar. 

About forty or fifty Miles to the Eafi- 
ward of Rajahmalt on another Chanel of the 
Gangest is Maldoy a large Town, well inha- 
bited and^equented by Merchants, and the 
Englijb and ^utch had Faftories there, but 
whether they are continued flill, 1 know not. 

Vatana is the next Town frequented by 
Europeansy where the Englijh and ^Uteh 
have Fadories for Salt-petre and raw Silk. It 
produces alfo fo much Opium, that it ferves 
all the Countries in India with that Com- 
modity. It is the Place of Refidence of the 
Prince of Bengdy who is always of the Blood 
Royal. The Town is large, but the Houfes 
built at fome Diflance mom one another. 
The Country is pleafant and fruitful ; and 
the Town lie^ in -16 D^ees of Latitude to 
the Northward of the iEquator. 

Bannaras lies about 100 Miles farther up 
the RtVer, celebrated for its Sandlity by all 
Perfons over ludioy where TagMt^ pre- 
vails. Here are Seminaries and unlveruties 
for the Education of Youth, and to initiate 
them into the Myfleries of their Religion. 
Aurengs^b rellrained the Priefls from fhew- 
mg the Madnefs of their Zeal, for they found 

out 
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outfome weak Dotards, who, for Oftentati- 
on, would go to the Top of an high Tower, 
and leap down where divers pointed Weapons 
were placed in the Spot they were to fall on, 
and among them they ended their filly Lives. 
It is Hill in fo much Veneration, that I have 
known young and old Banyans go from Su- 
rat thither over Land, out of Devotion, which 
is computed to be 400 Miles. The Prieils fill 
Brafs and Copper Pots, made in the Shape of 
ihort-nccked Bottles, with Ganges's Water, 
which they confecrate and feal up, and fend 
thofe Bottles, which contain about 4 EneHJh ‘ 
Gallons, all over Jndia^ to their Benefaaors, 
who make them good Returns, for whoever 
is waflit with that Water juft before they ex. 
pire, are waiht as clean from their Sins as a 
new-born Babej,\ 

I have ventured fo far into this Terra in- 
cognita on the Ganges, that I dare venture no 
farther, but muft vifit T)acca, which lies un- 
der the Tropick of Cancer, on the broadeft 
and eailermoft Branch of Ganges. The Ci- 
ty is the largefi in Bengal, and it manufadlurcs 
Cotton and Silk the bell: and chcapeft. The 
Plenty and Cheapnefs of Provifions are in- 
credible, and the Country is full of Inhabi- 
tants, but it breeds none of tolerable Cou- 
rage, for five or fix armed Men will chafe a 
Thoufand: Yet, about two Centuries ago, 
T>acca had its own Kings, but when Jehan 
Guirc, the King of Mogul, over-ran Bengal 
with a vidorious Army, a Detatchment of 
aocoo Men was fent down to T)acce, on 
B 4 whofe 
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whofe A{^roach the poor King furrendred 
|iis Kini^om, without once drawing his 
Swprd in its Defence, and fo it eaiily be- 
came annext to the MoguFs Dominions. 

That Branch of the Gauges difembpo^s 
into the Sea at CUttagouug, or, as the Par- 
fugueze call it, Xatigatu, about yo Leagues 
^Jow Tfaccai and this Place confines the 
MoguFs Dominions to the Eaftward, The 
Diuance between S/^or the weftermoft Cha- 
nel of the Gauges, and Xatigam the eafler- 
mofl, is about loo Leagues, the maritim 
Coafi.being divided into many fmall Illands 
made by the Currents of the Gauges, but ve- 
TV few are inhabited, becaufe they eBce fo pe- 
ered with Tigers, that there is little Safety 
for other Inhabitants ; and there are alfo ma- 
ny Rhinocerofes on thofe Illands, but they 
are not fo dangerous Neighbours as the Ti- 
gers, yet, when provoked, they will allault 
any living Thing. Na^re has endued him 
with two particular Rarities out of her Stores. 
One is a large Horn placed on his Nofe. The 
fecond is a Coat of Mail to defend him from 
the Teeth or Claws of other fierce Animals. 
His Tongue is alfo fomewhat of a Rarity, 
for, if he can but get any of his Antagonifis 
down, he will lick them fo clean, that he 
leaves neither Skin nor Flefli to cover their 
Bones ; but he is feldom known to be an Agr 
grelFor, except when he meets with an Ele- 
phant, then he iharpens fiisHorn and allaults, 
tho’ he is much inferior to the Elephant in 
Bulk and Strength, being no bigger than a 

very 
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Qxy yet he often overcomes ia 
, fpite of the Elephant’s Teedi. 

Sundiva hs anilland four Leases dii^t 
ftom the reft, and fo far it lies m the Sea^ 
it is about ^o Leagues in Circumference, and 
has three Fathoms Water within a Mile of 
the Shore, and it may ferve to ihelter finall 
Ships ftom the raging Seas, and Winds of the 
South'Weft Monfoons. 1 was credibly iofor« 
med by one that wintred there^ that he 
bought 580 Pound Weight of Rice for aV 
Rupee, or Half a Crown, eight Geefe for 
the fame Money, and fixty good tame Poul- 
try for the fame, and Cloth is alfo incredibly 
chew, it is but thinly inhabited, but the Peo- 
{de umple and honelt. 

The Religion of Bengal by Law eilabli- 
ftied, is Mahometan^ yet for one Mabomvtan 
there are above an Hundred Pagans, and the 
publick Offices and Pofts of Truft are 
filled promifcuoufly with' Men of both Pec^ 
fwafions. 

The Gentiles are better contented to 
live under the MoguFs Laws than under 
gan Princes, for the il/rviif/taxes them gently, 
and every one knows v^at bemuft pay, but 
the ^agm Kings or Princes tax at Oifcro* 
tion, making their own Avarice the Stan- 
dard of Equity ; befid'es there were former^ 
ly many fmall Rajahs, that ufed, upon frivo- 
lous Occafions, to pick Quarrels with one 
another, and before they could be made 
Friends agdn, their Subjeas were forced to 
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open both their Veins and Purfes togratifie 
Ambition or Folly. 

And now havii^ curforily travelled over 
the moft noted Countries and Towns in 
Bengal, with the heft Remarks I could of 
their Government, only making a voluntary 
OmiiCon of many Opprelfions and other In- 
jufiices that came witnin the Reach of my 
own Knowledge and Experiments, I take 
Leave of that earthly Paradife,and proceed. 


CHAP. XXXV. 

Gives an Account ofSAXAgum, and the King- 
dom of Arackan, hiftortcal Ohferva- 
thns on Sultan Sujah’s Misjbrtunes there, 
anithf Mifiries that Country fell underby 
Civil Wars. 

X ATIG A M'ls a Town that borders 
on Bengal and Arackan, and its Po- 
verty makes it a Matter of Indifference whom 
it belongs to. It was here that the Tortu- 
gueze firil fettled in Bengal, but the Dangers 
their Ships run in coming thither in the 
South-weft Monfoons, made them remove to 
the Bandel at Hughly. The Mogul keeps a 
Cadjee or Judge in it, to adminmer Juftice 
among the Tagan and Mahometan Inhabi- 
tants, but the Offspring of thofe ^ortugueze 
that followed the Fortune of Sultan Sujah, 
when he was forced to quit Bengal, arc the 
domineering Lords of it. 

It 
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It is not fo fertil in Corn as Bengaly and 
has but few Cotton Manufadories, but it af- 
fords the beft Timber for building, of any 
Place about it. The River has a deep enough 
Entrance, but is peilered with Sand Banfs, 
and fome Rocks within. I have known fome 
Euglijb Ships forced from Point Talmeira 
by Strefs ot Weather thither, and had fafe 
riding till the North-eali: Monfoons came to 
relieve them. The Government is fo anar- 
chical, that every one goes armed with Sword, 
Piftol, and Blunderoulh, nay, even the 
Priefts are obliged to go armed, and often ufe 
their Arms to as bad Ends as the licentious 
Laity, and fome of the Prieib have died Mar- 
tyrs to villainous Aftions. 

• Arackm is the next maritim Country to 
the Southward of Bengaly and in formet 
Times made fome Figure in Trade. It was 
into this Country that tHe unfortunate Suit am 
Swahc9XD!& a Supplicant for Protedion, when 
chafed him out of Bengal. He car- 
ried his Wives and Children with him, and 
about T^o hundred of his Retinue, who 
were refolved to follow his Fortune, and he 
carried fix or eight Camels Load of Gold 
and Jewels which proved bis Ruin, and in 
the End, the Ruin of the Kingdom of A-^. 
raekan. 

When Sultan Sujah firft vifited the King 
of Arackany he made him Prefents fuitable 
to the Quality of the Donor and Receiver, 
the Arackaner promifing him all the Civili- 
ties due to fo great a Prince, with a fafe 

■AJylntm 
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for himfeU^ and Famil 7 : When E~ 
mrjenuA knew where Sultatt Siyab had ta« 
ken Sanctuary, he fent a Letter to the King 
of ArMkm^ wherdn he demanded the poor 
difirefl Prince to be delivered up to him,ON 
therwife he threatned to bring Army 
to his Country to take him by Force. The 
threatning Letter wrought fo far on thebafe 
Arackmery that he contrived Ways and 
Means to pick a Quarrel with his Guefi, to 
have a Pretext to oblige Emirjmaly at lafi 
be found a very fair one. 

Sukm Sujah having a very beautifid 
Daughter, the King of Arackm defired her 
in Marriage* but knew well enough thatiWA 
tan Sujah would never confent totheMatch» 
he being a?iW4w andihe ^Mahometau.Yia: 
Father med all reafonable Arguments to dif« 
fwade the Araskaner from proTecuting his 
Suit, but in vain, for the Arackaner grew 
daily more preffi^, and Sultan Suj At at laft 
gave turn a flat Denial, on which the bafe 


Kmg liMt him Orders to go out of his Do^ 
minions in Three Days, and forbad theMar> 
kets to fiirniih Wi any more withProvifions 
for his Money. Sukm Sujah knowing it 
would be D^thfor him to go back to Beu- 
gAy refblved to over foroe Mountains 
oversown with Woods, into the King of Po- 
re’s Dominions, which were not above loo 
Miles ofli and fo next Day after Summons, 
with his Family, Treafure, and Attendants, 
Sultan SuJAt began his March, but the bar- 
barous Arackaner fent a flrong Party after 

him. 
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bim, who overtook him before he had ^adwm- 
ced far into the Woods, and killed moft of 


Sultm Sujt^'s Company, and feized the 
Treafure, and thought it back in an indori* 
ous Triumph. What became of SulfanSuftib 
and his fair Ihnighter, none could evar 
a certain Account ; whether th^ were ^ed 
in the Skirmifli, or whether th^ were de* 
(Iroyed by wild Elephants and Tigers in the 
Woods, none ever knew, but the Araekmers 


alledge they were deforoyed by the wild 
Beails of the Woods, and not by the fflcnre 
ravage Beails in human ShaM. 

S o much Treafure never had been feenidt 


Arackan before, but to whom it ihould be- 
long caaied fome Difoirbance. The King 
thought that all beloi^ed to him, thofe tint 
fought fm: it claimed a Share, and the Prin- 
ces of the Blood wanted fomehne large Dia- 
monds for their Ladies, but the Tribe ofi«^> 
mi found a Way to make up the Difference, 
and perfwaded the King and the other Pre- 
tenders, to dedicate it to the God 
who was the titular God of the Kingdcmi, 
and todepofitate it in his Temple, which all 
^eed to; now whether this be the fame 
of A/h^d, mentioned in the firft 
Book and fifth Chapter of Samuel^ Ido not 
certainly know, but *Dagm has a lar^ Tem- 
ple in Arackath that I have heard of, and a^ 
nother in *Pe9u that Ihavefeen. 


In id90. a King of dying without 

Blue, two Princes of the Blood quarrelled 
about filling up of the Vacancy, they both 

took 
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took ArmS) and both had an Eye upon the 
Treafure, which fo frightned the Prieflhood* 
that they removed Sultan Sufo^i Trediire 
to another Place only known to themfelves ; 
and thofe two hot Blades purfued their 
Quarrel fo warmly, that in one Year them*' 
felves and Families were intirely cut off, and 
the Kingdom has continued in Anarchy e- 
ver fince. 

Arackan has the Conveniency of a noble 
fpacious River, and its Mouth is both large; 
and deep enough to accommodate Ships of 
the greateft Burden into a fpacious Har- 
bour, large enough to hold aU the Ships in 
Eur^e. 

When the Euetiflj left Bengal in Ahm 
i 0 i 6 . Mr. Cbatmock came thither with Half 
u Dozen of great Ships, to pafs the South- 
well Monfoons away, the Country allifted 
them plentifully with Provifions, but they had 
no other Commerce ; they had no lefs than 
iix Fathoms Water going in to the River, and 
in fome Places within, above twenty. The 
Country produces Timber for building, fome 
Lead, Tin, Stick-lack, and Elephants Teeth. 

The Sea Coaft of Arackan reaches from 
Xatigatn to Cape Negrais, about 400 Miles 
in Length, but few Places inhabited, becauie 
there are fuch vail Numbers of wild Ele- 
phants and Buffaloes, that would deftroy the 
Produdlions of the &ound, and Tigers to 
dellroy the tame Animals, that they think it 
impraaicable to inhabit it, only fome Iflands 
in the Sea are peopled with fome poor mh 
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ferible Fifliers,. whoget their Bread out of 
the Water, to keep them from flarving, 
and they live out of the Way of Oppref* 
fion. 

T H E RE are fome of the Mo 0 F% Subje^ 
who trade xaArackm for the Commodities 


^ove mentioned, and fometimes they meet 
with good Bargsuns of Diamonds, Rubies, 
&c. precious Stones, and Gold Rupees, which 
are to be fuppofed are fome of Suha» S»- 
Job's Treafure, pilfered by the avaricious 
Priefts. 

The RE are abundance of Iflands on the 
Arackan Coafi, but they lie clofe to the 
Shore, only the Buffalo Iflands lie about 
four Leagues off, ana there is a Rock that 
ihews its Head above W ater about the Middle 
of the Chanel, between thofe Iflands and the 
Continent. The Chanels among the Buff 
fiUo Iflands feem to be clear of Danger,and 
above lo Fathoms Water in them, but about 
8 Leagues off the North End of the great 
IflanJof Negraisi is a dangerous Rock that 
only appears above Water in the low Ebbs of 
fpring Tides, it lies in Fathoms Water, 
and twenty Yards off are 13 Fathoms. The 
other Hand of Negraisy, which makes the 
Point called the Cape, is a fmall, low, barren 
rocky Hand, it is often called 'Diamo^ Hand, 
becaufe its Shape is a Rhombus. About the 
Year 1704. four French Ships went to careen 
at the great Negrais, and turning in between 
the Iflands, one Ship of 70 Guns called L’ Ju- 
run aground onfome Rocks lying on 
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fbe bfide of *Dimmd and was 

but the reft £nred the Men, and all bn: por* 
table Fvmkure. 

Threb Le^ei to the Southward of 
fOuumd IfknC lies a Reef of Rocks a 
Ijcagae kvifehut they do not ^>pear «bove 
Water, tha th^ are conlpicuous at afl 
Tittes by the Sea breaking on them. There 
is a good Chanel between the Ifland and 
them, above a Learae broad, and ii or ii 
Fathoms deep ; the Rocks are called the Le* 
gartiy or,in£ff^///b,the Lizard.

CHAP. XXXVI. 

Cnvx OH Account of the famous Kingdom of 
Pegu, its Situation and *Produ£iy with its 
Lawsy Cuftomsy and Religiout mid fame hi- 
^oricid Accounts of their Temples and Gods^ 
of Occurrences and Revolutions in the 
State, andhow it became a Trovince of the 
Kingdom ^Barma. 

T he Sea<oaft from Negjrais to Syriau 
Bar, is in the Dominions of Te^ 
tbere are feme of the Mouths of Tegu Ri- 
ver open on that Coaft into the Sea. H^lln 
is the firl^ about fifty Miles to the Eaftward 
Negrms. Chiua Backaar is another about 
forty Mies to the Eaftward of TloUny and 
between thefe Openings there is a dangerous 
Bank of black Mnd, that runs four or five 
Leagues out into the Sea, and fo fiir oft there 

are 
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are but 14 Foot Water. About 60 Miles to 
the Eaftward of China Backaar, is the Bar 
of SyrioHyth^ only Port now open for Trade 
in all the Dominions. 

If by Accident a Ship bound to Syrimth& 
driven a League or two to the Eauward of 
that River’s Mouth, a ftrong Tide carries 
her on hard Sands till Ihe fits fait on them* 
for Anchors are of no Ufe to ftop them, be- 
caufe of the Rapidity of the Current ; at low 
Water the Ships are dry when on thofe Sands, 
and the Sea leaves them, and retires f or 6 
Leagues, at which Time the ihmwrackt Men 
walk on the Sands toward the Shore for their 
Safety, for the Sea comes back with fo much 
Noife, that the roring of the Billows may 
be heard ten Miles off, for a Body of Wa- 
ters comes rolling in on the Sand, whole 
Front is above two Fathoms hfgh, and what- 
ever Body lies in its Way it overturns, and 
no Ship can evade its Force, but in , a Mo- 
ment 1$ overturned, this violent Boer the Na- 
tives call a Mackrea. 

About fix Leagues from the Bar pf^#- 
gu River, is the Qty of SyriaH% it is built 
near the River’s Side on a riling Ground, and 
walled round with a Stone-wall without Mop* 
ter. The Goyemor, who is generally of the 
Blood-royal, has his Lodgings in it, but tte 
Suburbs are four 'limes ' bigger than the Cir* 
ty. It was many Years in Poflelfion of the 
'Portngueaie.t^^ by their Infolence and Pride 
they were obliged to quit it. 


Voi,.II. 
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The ancient City of Tern {lands about 
forty Miles to the Eallward of Syrian^ the 
Ditches that furrounded the City, which are 
now dry, and bear good Corn, teilifie that 
few Cities in the World exceeded it in 
Magnitude, for they are reckoned fix or fe- 
ven Leagues round their outward Polygon. 

I T was the Seat of many great and puiuant 
Kings, who made as great a Figure as any in 
the Fail, but now its Glory is in the Dull, 
for not one twentieth Part of it is inhabited, 
and thofe are but the lower Clafs of People 
who inhabit it. The Caufe of the Ruin of 
the Kingdoms of Vegu, Martavan^ and fome 
others under the Dominions of I had 
from fome Teguers^ in feveral Difeourfes 
with them about that Revolution, which was 
thus. 

There was great Love and Friendlhip 
between the Kings and Subjedls of ’Tegu and 
Sianiy being next Neighbours to one another, 
and they had a good Intercourfe of Trade, 
both by Land and Sea, till in the fifteenth 
Century, a 'Pegu Veflel being at Odia the 
chief City of ^iamy and when ready to de- 
part for PegUy anchored one Evening near 
a little Teniple a few Miles below* the City, 
and the Mailer of the Veflel, with fome of 
his Crew, going to worlhip in that Ten^le, 
feeing a pretty well carv’d Image of the God 
Sam/ay^ about a Covet high, rell in Love 
with it, and, finding his Priefls negligent in 
watching, {l6le.him away, and carried him 
on board Prifoner for Pegu. When the ne- 
gligent 
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gligent Priells mill their little God they were 
in a deplorable Condition, lamenting their 
Lofs to all their neighbouring Prieils, who 
advifed them to* complain to the King of Si- 
am of the Theft, which accordingly they 
did, imploring his good Offices with the King 
of Tegu, to have their God fent back ; and it 
happened that by the unfeafonable Floods in 
the River that Year, there came to be a 
great Scarcity of Corn, which Calamity was 
imputed by tne Priefts to the Lofs of Sam- 
y^,upon which the pious Prince fent an Em- 
baf^ to his Brother of delirlng the 

Kemtution of the Image, whole Abfence had 
caufed fo ' great Lofs and Clamour in his 
Country. 

Th E King of being as great a Bigot 
as his Brother of Siamt would by no Means 
deliver back a God who had fled from the 
Impieties of his native Land to him for Pro> 
teaion, and with that Anfwer fent back the 
4S'i<2wAmbairador,who was not a little mor> 
tified with the Difappointment. 

Since fair Means could not perfwade the 
^eguer to fend back the little God, the Si- 
amer was refolved to try what Force would 
do, and accordingly railed an Army of two 
or three hundred thoufand Men to invade 
the King of Tegu'% Dominions, and the firll 
Fury of the War fell on the Province of 
Martavant being contiguous to the Terri-^ 
tories of and with Fire and Sword de^ 
llroyed the open Country almofl to the 
Gates of the City of where often 

C X the 
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the King of ^egu kept his Court, and was 
formerly the Metropolis of an ind^ndent 
Kingdom, before reduced that Country 
by Conqueft to be a Province of theirs. 

After the Siatfier hid fatiated his Cru- 
elty and Rage, by the Dedrudion of many 
poor Innocents, he retired back to his own 
Country very much elevated with Pride and 
Vain-glory for his great Atchievements, but 
next Year he was pretty well humbled, for 
the l^eguer raifed a much greater Army, and 
embarking them in fm%il Boats on the River 
Menrnotty on which the City of Odia Bands 
in one of its Iflands, his Army was brought 
with fo much Celerity and Secrecy, that the 
^Peguer brought the firft News of his Invafi- 
on, and pitching his Tents round the City, 
i'oon brought it into great Straits, by flopping 
the daily Provilions that fupported itjbutun- 
cxpcftedly the River bringing down great 
Floods of Waters, fooner than their ordinary 
Time, the Country about the City overflow- 
ed, and fpoilt all the Peguer's Provifions of 
Com, and drowned near the Half of his Ar- 
my, which obliged him to raife the Siege, and 
retire to his own Dominions. 

Next Year, the SiameTf to be revenged, 
levied another great Army, with which he 
over-ran all the inland Countries of Pegu 
that lay near him, and annext them to 
his own Dominions. The Peguer finding 
that he could not recover his Lands without 
foreign Aid and Afliilance, invited the SPar- 
tugueafy whofe Name l>egan .to be dreadful 

in 
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in Indioy and by the great Encouragement he 

g ave them, got about 1000 Volunteers into 
is Service. Neither the Siamers nor the *Pe- 

f uers at that Time underftqod the Ufe of 
i'ire Arms, and their Noife an d Execution at 
fo great a Diftance terrified them. With 
the Tortu^ueze AfRilance, the ‘Peguer went 
with his Army, .which was very numerous, 
to find out the Siamer, and having found 
him, gave him Battle, the Portugueze being 
in the Front with their Fire Arms, foon put 
the Stamer to Flight before they could come 
to Handy-blows, on which he left the Pjt~ 
guer's Country in greater Halle than he 
came into it. 

The King of Pegu was fo fenfible of the 
Portugueze. Service in gaining the Battle, 
and driving the Siamers out of nis conquered 
Country, that he made one Seubor Thoma 
Pereyra ( who commanded the Portugueze 
in the War) Generalillimo of all his Forces, 
which Preferment made the Portugueze fo 
infolent, that in a few Years they became 
intolerable to all Ranks and Degrees of Per- 
fons in ^egu. 

Both Kings grew tired of War, but both 
too proud to make Advances toward Peace, 
fo that for many Years they had skirmilhing 
with fmall Parties, tho’ no. fet Battles, and 
where •ever, the Portugueze Arms went, 
they had Vi Aory to accompany them. 

The King of PegUt to have his Forces 
nearer the Borders of Siam^ fettled his Court 
at Martavottf and kept the Portugueze near 
C 3 him.

him, to be reads' on all Occafions, either to 
repel or aflault the Siam Forces, as Oppor- 
tunity ferved, and Thoma *Per(yra was the 
darling Favourite at Court, he had his Ele- 
phants of State, and a Guard of his own 
Countrymen to attend him. One Day as he 
was coming from Court in State, on a large 
Elephant, towards his own Palace, he chanced 
to hear Mufick in a Burgher’s Houfe, whofe 
Daughter being a very dutiful Virgin, had 
been married that Morning to a young Man 
of the Neighbourhood. The General went to 
the Houfe and wifhed them Joy, and delired 
to fee the Bride. The Parents took the Ge- 
neral’s Vilit for a great Honour done them, 
and brought their Daughter to his Elephant’s 
Side ; he being fmitten with her Beauty, or- 
dered his Guard to feize her and carry her 
to his Houfe. 

His Orders were but too readily obeyed, 
and the poor Bridegroom not being able to 
bear his Lofs, cut his own Throat, and the 
difconfolate Parents of their injured Children, 
rent their Clothes, and went crying and com- 
plaining through the Streets towards the 
King’s Palace, imploring their Gods and 
Country-men to avenge them on the infolent 
1Portug«eze,ihe common Opprefibrs of their 
Country. Crowds of People came from all 
Parts of the City to hear and fee the*Trage- 
dy, their Numbers grew fo great, that the 
Streets were hardly big enough for them, 
and their Noife fo loud that it reached the 
King’s Ears, whofent to know the Caufe of 

their 
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their Uprore. The Meflenger returning, ac- 
quainted the King what had been tranfaded, 
and he, to appeiue the Tumult, font them 
Word that he would puniih the Criminal, 
and accordingly fent for his General, but he 
being much taken up with the Enjoyment of 
his new Purchafc, made an Excufe that he 
was fo much out of Order, that he could 
not then wait on his Majefty till he was bet- 
ter, which Anfwer fo provoked the King, 
that he ordered the whole City to take 
Arms, and to make a gdneral MalTacre on all 
the ^ort^uezev/httciotvet they could 'be* 
found in City or Country. The King’s Or- 
ders were put in Execution fo fpeedily, that 
in a few Hours all the ^ortugueze were 
ilaughtered, and the ^ilty Criminal was ta- 
ken alive, and made by the Heels to an 
Elephant’s Foot, who dragged him through 
the Streets till there was no Skin nor Flefli 
left to cover his Bones, which Spedlacle ap- 
pealed the enraged Populace. There were 
only three ^Portugueze faved, who were ac- 
cidentally in the ^burbs next the River, who 
hid themfelves till Night favoured their E- 
fcape in a fmall Boat, in which they coallbd 
along the Shore, feeding on what the Wdods 
and Rocks afforded them, and at length ar- 
rived at Malacca^ to give an Account of the 
melancholy Scene. 

Both Kipgdoms being much weakned 
with bloody Wars, took Reft for many 
Years, but never entred on Treaties of Peace 
So about the Middle of the feventeenth Cen- 
C 4 tury 
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tury, the Siamer invaded the Dominions of 
and conquered all to the Southward 
of Martavaut taking in the Provinces of 
Tmacerin and Ligore^ who were Tributaries 
to Tegu^ and retains them ilillin his PolTel!^ 
iion. 

The King of Tegu finding that the In- 
croachments of Siam daily le&ned his Do- 
minions, and his own Forces were not able 
to protect what he had left, fent an Embafiy 
to the King of a potent Prince, whole 

Dominions lay about yoo Miles up the River 
from ^Pegtty to beg his Aififiance to flop the 
Siamers, in their Courfe of Conquefls, and 
he promifed to give good Encouragement 
to the Barmaes. The Embafly wasgracioufly 
received, and an Army of an hundred thou- 
fand was levied for that Service, and fent on 
tranfport Veflels to and joyned the 

fPegu Army, who conjunaly marched againft 
the Siamer, and drove him quite out of his 
new Conquefls < and when the Barmaes ob- 
ferved the Feeblenefs and bad Difeipline of 
the Tegu Army, they even killed the King 
of Pegu, and broke the Pegu Army, and 
felzed the Kingdoms of Pega and Martofvau 
for their Mafler, and in that Family it con- 
tinues to this Time, The Barmaes ruined 
both the Cities of Pegu and Murta/t/au, and 
funk Veflels in the Mouth of the River of 
Martavan, to make it unnavigable, and fo 
it continues. This Account I oad at Peffs 
in Anue 1709. both from Peters and Por^ 
fuguexe,whouBcee^m thelvflory as I have 
reutedit, Thb 
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The Dominions of Barma are at prefent'’ 
very large, reaching from Morteui near Ta- 
uaceritty to the Province of Tunan in China^ 
about 800 Miles from North to South, and 
zyo Miles broad from Well to Eaft. It has 
no Sea-port but Syriariy and that River is 
capable to receive a Ship of 6co Tuns. 
The Town drives a good Trade with Ar~ 
meniansy ‘PortuguezCy Moors and Gentowsy 
ind fome their Import is feveral 

Sorts of Indian Goods, fuch as Beteellasy Mul^ 
mulsy Cojfasy Sannisy Oran^iaysy Tanjiebsy 
European Hats coarfe and fine, and Silypr. 
The Culloms are eight and an half per Cent. 
which, with other Charg9s, amount to about 
.twelve in the Hundred. ^The Produftofthe'^ 
Country is Timber for building. Elephants, 
Elephants Teeth, Bees-wax, Stick-lack, Iron, 
Tin, Oyl of Earth, Wood-oyl, Rubies the 
bell in the World, Diamonds, but they are 
fmall, and arc only found in the Craws of 
Poultry and Pheafants, and one Family has 
only the Indulgence to fell them, and none 
dare open the Ground to dig- for them. Salt- 

E etre they have in Abundance, but it is 
)eathto export it. Plenty of G^xty^orLead, 
which palTeth all over the Tegu Dominions 
for Money. About twenty Sail of Ships find 
their Account iri Trade for the limited Com- 
modities, but the have got the Mo- 

nopoly of the Rubies, which turns to a 
good Account in their Trade ^nd I have feen 
fome blue Sapphires there, that! was told were 
found on fome Mountains of this Country. 
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The Country is very fruitful in Corn, 
Fruits, and Roots, and excellent Legumen 
of feveral Species, Abundance^pf wild Game 
either quadrupeds orwinged< In the Months 
of September and OBober., wild Deer are fo 
plentiful that 1 have bought one for three or 
four Pence; they are very flefhy, but no Fat 
about them. They have many Sorts of 
good Fif^ and Swines Flefh and Poultry are 
both plentiful and good. 

They wear none of our European Com- 
modities but Hats and Ribbons, and the 
Gentry will give extravagant Prices for fine 
Beaver Hats, and rich Ribbons flower’d with 
Silver and Gold, and if it be never fo broad 
it is ftretcht up the Crownof the Hat as far 
as it can go, and they ufe no Sort of Cock 
to their Hats. Cotton Cloths from Bengal 
and Chormondelf with fome ftripped Silks, 
are beft for their Market, and Silver of any 
Sort is welcome to them. It pays the King 
eight and an Half per Cent. Cullom, but in 
lieu of that high Duty, he indulges the Mer- 
chants to melt it down, and put what Alloy 
they pleafe in it, and then to pafs it off in 
I^yments as high as they can. 

^Rttpee Silver, which has no Alloy in it, 
will bear twenty eight per Cent, of Copper- 
alloy, and keep the 'Tegu Touch^hich they 
call flower’d Silver, and if it flowers, it pafles 
current. 

Their Way to make flower’d Silver is, 
when the Silver and Copper are mixt and 
melted together, and wnile the Metal is 

liquid, 
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liquid, they put it into a fhallow Mould, of 
what Figure or Magnitude they pleafe, and 
before the Liquidity is gone, they blow on 
it through a fmall wooden Pipe, which makes 
the Face, or Part blown upon, appear with 
the Figures of Flowers or Stars, out I never 
faw any European or other Foreimer at ¥e~ 
gUf have the Art to make thofe Figures ap- 
pear, and if there is too great a Mixture of 
Alloy, no Figures will appear. 

/ The King generally adds ten per Cent, on 
all Silver that comes into his Treafury, be- . 
iides what was put on at firll, and tho’ it be 
not flower’d, it mufl go off in all his Payments, 
but from any Body elfe it may be refufed if 
it is not flower’d. 

His Government is arbitrary. All his 
Commands are Laws, but the Reins of Go- 
vernment are kept ileady and gently in the 
King’s own Hana. He feverely punilhes his 
Governors of Provinces or Towns, if Oppref- 
flons or other illegal Pradiices are proven up- 
on them ; and to know how Affairs pafs in 
the State, every Province or City has a Man^ 
dereen or Deputy reiiding at Court, which is 
generally in the City of prelent Me- 

tropolis. 

.Every Morning thefe Mandereens are 
obliged to attend at Court, and after his Ma- 
jefly has drell and breakfafted, which is 'ge- 
nerally on a Diih of Rice boiled in fair Wa- 
ter, and his Sauce is fome Shrimm dried 
and powder’d, and fome Salt and Cod-pep- 
per mixt with thofe two Ingredients, and 

that 
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that Mixture makes a vei^ pungent Sauce, 
which they call VrocktZnA is in great Efieem 
and Ufe among the *Peguers. 

When his Breakfau is over, he retires in- 
to a lloom fo contrived that he can fee all 
the Attendants, but none can fee him, and a 
Page (lands without to call whom the King 
would have give Account of the current 
News of his Province or City, which is per- 
focmed with profound Reverence toward 
the Room where the King flays, and with a 
diflioA audible Voice ; and if any particular 
Matters of Confequence is forgot or oimt- 
ted, and the King comes to hear of it by a- 
nother Hand, ^ere Punifliments follow, 
and fohe pafles his Mornings in hearing the 
necelTary Cafes of his own Affidrs as well as 
thofe of his Subjedls. 

If he is informed of Treafon, Murder, or 
fuch like hainous Crimes, he orders the Mat- 
ter to be judicially tried before Judges of his 
own choofing, for that Time and Anair, and 
on Convifiion he figns the dead Warrant, 
wherein he orders, that the Wretch con’^i- 
fied (hall trade no more on his Ground, and 
Ehtecution prefently follows, either by be- 
heading, or ordering them to be Sport for 
his Elephants, which is the cruellefl Death, 
^metimes he baniflies them for a certain 
Time to the Woods, and if they are not de- 
voured by Tigers, or killed by wild Ele- 
phants, they may return when their Term 
is expired, and pafs the Remainder of their 
Days in ferving a tame Elephant ; and for 

fmaller 
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iinaller Crimes they are only condemned to 
clean his El^hants Stables for Life. 

His SubjeAs, if they may be fo called, 
treat him with folfom Adulation. When they 
fpeak or write to him they call him their God 
(or in their Language Kiack) and in his J^etters 
to foreign Princes, he afliimes the Title of 
King of Kin«, to whom all other Kings 
ought to be mbjedi as being near Kinfman 
and Friend to all the Gods in Heaven and 
on Earth, and by their Friendihip to him all 
Animals are fed and preferved, and the Sea^ 
fons of the Year are regularly kept : The* Sun 
is his Brother, and the Moon and Stars are 
his near Relations, Lord over the Floods 
and Ebbing of the Sea ; and after all his lofty 
Epithets and Hyperboles, he defcends to be 
King of the white Elephant, and of the twen- 
ty four white Smereroes or VmbreUaes. 
Tliefe two laft he may indeed claim with 
fome Shew of Juftice, for 1 have feen Ele- 
phants of a light yellow Colour both in ^Pe- 
gu and Sianit but who ought to be called 
their Lord is a Queftion not yet decided s 
and as King of the twenty four white Some- 
reroeSi I believe few Kings will much care 
to difpute that glorious Title with him, for 
thofe Smereroes are only common 
trettaesy covered over with thin Cbormon- 
del BeteeUaes, and their Canes lackt and gil- 
ded, and becaufe his own Subjeds dare not 
life any fuch ^M^/Af«x,he wifely lays his im- 
perial Commands on all other Kin^ to forbear 
wearing of them when they go abroad. 
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After his MajefWhas dined, there is a 
Trumpet blown, to ugnifie to all his Slaves, 
as he terms other Kings, that they may go 
to Dinner, becaufe their Lord has already din- 
ed. And when any foreign Ship arrive at 
Spriaity^ the Number of People on board, with 
their Age and Sex, are fent to him, to let 
him know that fo many of his Slaves are ar- 
rived to partake of the Glory and Happi- 
nefi of his Reign and Favour, and the higheft 
Title his o\vn Subjedls aflume, is the King’s 
firil Slave. 

The King’s Palace at Ava is very lar^e, 
built of Stone, and has four Gates for its 
Conveniencies. Ambailadors enter at theEaft 
Gate, which is called the golden Gate, be- 
caufe all Ambalfadors make their Way to him 
by Prefents. The South Gate is called the 
Gate of Juilice, where all People that bring 
Petitions, Accufations, or Complaints, enter. 
The Weft is the Gate of Grace, where all that 
have received Favours, or have been acquitted 
of Crimes, pafs out in State, and all condemned 
Perfons carried out in Fetters ; and the North 
Gate fronting the River, is the Gate of State 
where his Majefty miTes through, when he 
thinks fit toblefs his People with his Prefence, 
and all his Provifions and Water are carried 
in at that Gate. 

When Pots of Water, or Baskets of 
Fruits are carried through the Streets for 
the King’s Ufe, an Olftcer attends them, 
and all the People that fortune to be 
near, muft fall ou ihcir Knees, and let it 

pafs 
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I}afs by, as a good Catholick does when he fees 
the Hoft. 

When an Ambailador is admitted to Au- 
dience in the Palace, he is attended with a 
large Troop of Guards, with Trumpets foun- 
ding, and Heralds proclaiming the Honour 
the AmbafTador is about to receive, in going 
to fee the Glory of the Earth, his Majelly’s 
own fweet Face, and between the Gate and 
the Head of the Stairs that lead to the Cham- 
ber of Audience, the AmbaiTadorls attended 
with the Mailer of the Ceremonies, who j^- 
ilrufls him to kneel three Times in his'Way 
thither, and continue fo with his Hands Vver 
his Head, till a Proclamation is read before 
he dare rife. Some of his Elephants are 
inilrudedtofall on their Belly when the King 
paiTes by them. 

This Relation I had from oneMr. Reger 
Alijout who had been twice AmbalTadorfrom 
the Governor of Fort St. George^ or his A- 
gents at to the Court of Avai and 

tho’ the Palace is very large, yet the Buil- 
dings are but mean, and the City tho’ great 
and populous, is only built of Bamvw Canes, 
thatcht with Straw or Reeds, and the Floors 
of Teak Plank, or fplit Bambows, becaufeif 
Treafon or other capital Crimes be detefled, 
the Criminals may have no Place of Shelter, 
for if they do not appear on the firfl Sum- 
mons, Fire will fetch them out of their com- 
builible Habitations. 

His Sword-oificers have no Salary, nor 
his Soldiers for their Support, but mere is 
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a Province or a City given to fome Minion, 
who is to give Suftenance to fuch a Number 
of Soldiers, and find the Palace at Aea with 
fuch a Quota of Provifions as the Providore 
thinks fit to appoint. 

When there is a War, and Parties are fent 
on El^ditiOnSy then the King allows them 
Pa^ Clothes, Arms, and provides Magazines 
of ftovifions for them ; but alToon as the W ar 
is at an End, then the Clothes and Arms are 
returned, by which Means Difcipline is little 
known among them, and a Man of a tolerable 
Stock of Courage may pafs there for an 
Hero. 

THEQualityof an Officer is known by his 
Tobacco Pipe having an earthen or me- 
tallick Head, with a Socket to let in a joynt> 
ed Reed, that on its upper End has a Mouth- 
piece of Gold, joynted as the Reed or Cane 
IS, and by the Number of Joynts in th^olden 
Mouth-piece, the Oplity of the OflScer is 
known, and Refpen paid him accordingly. 

Ale Cities and Towns under this King’s 
Dominions, are like arifiocratical Common- 
wealths. Tlie Prince or Governor feldom 
fits in Council, but appoints his Deputy, and 
twelve Counfellers or Judges, ana they fit 
once in ten Days at leall, but oftner when 
Bufinefs calls them. They convene in a large 
Hall, mounted about three Foot high, and 
double Benches round the Floor for Perale 
to fit or kneel on, and to hear the free De- 
bates of Council. The Hall being built on Pil- 
lars of Wood, is open on all Sides, and the 

Judges 
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Judges fet in the Middle on Matts* and fit- 
ting in a Ring there is no Place of Prece- 
dence ; there, are no Advocates to plead at 
the Bar, but every one has the Privilege to 
plead his own Caufe, or fend it in W riting 
to be read pu dickl^andit is determined ju- 
dicially within the Term of three Sittings of 
Council, but if anyone quefiions his ownE- 
lo<juence, or Knowledge of the Laws of 
quity, he may impower a Friend to plead 
for him, but there are no Fees but what the 
Town contributes for the Maintenance of 
that Court, which in their Language is cab- 
led lYiC Rounday, and thofe Contributions are 
very fmall : There are Clerks fet at the Backs 
of the Judges, ready to write down whatever 
the Conmlainant and Defendant has to fay, 
and the Cafe is determined by the Prince 
and that Council, very equitably ; for if the 
lead Partiality is found awarded to either 
Party, and the King is made acquainted with 
it by the Deputies at Court, the whole Sen- 
tence is revoked, and the whole Board are 
corrected forit,fo that very few haveOccafi- 
on to appeal to Court, which they may do 
if they are aggrieved, and if an Appeal is 
made upon ill Grounds, the Appellant is 
chafiifed, whifch juft Rigour hinders many 
tedious Suits that arife where there are no 
Penalties annext to fuch Faults. 

The Ju^eshavea particular Garb of 
their own. Their Hair being permitted to 
grow long, is tied on the Top of their Heads 
with Cotton Ribbon wrapt about it, and it 
VoL. n. D ftands 
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(lands upright in the Form of a (harp P3rra> 
mid. Their Coat is of a thin BeteUa, fo that 
their Skin is eafily feen through it. About 
their Loyns they have a large Lungee or Scarf, 
as all other Te^ers have, that reaches to 
their Ancles, and againU the Navel a round 
Bundle made of their Lungee, as big as a 
Child’s Head, but Stockings and Shoes are 
not ufed in Tegu. 

The Barmaes wear the fame Habit, and 
imprint feveral Devices in their Skins, prickt 
with a Bodkin*, and Powder of Charcoal rub- 
bed over the little Wounds, while the Blood 
continues wet in them, and the black Marks 
remain ever after. The ’Beguers dare not 
mint their Skins, fo that the Natives of each 
Nation are eafily known W the difiingui- 
(hing Mark of Painting or Plainnefs. There 
are few of their Men fat, but plump, well 
(bap’dyofan Olive Colour, and well featur’d. 

The Women are much whiter than the 
Men, and have generally pretty plump Faces, 
but of fmall Stature, yet very well fhap’d, 
their Hands and Feet Imall, and their Arms 
and Legs well proportioned. Their Head- 
drefs is their own black Hair tied up behind, 
and when they go abroad, they wear zSbuul 
folded up, or a Piece of white Cotton Cloth 
lying loofe on the Top of their Heads. 
Their bodily Garb is a Frock of Cotton Cloth 
or Silk, made meet for their Bodies, and the 
Arms of their Frock llretcht clofe on the 
Arm, the lower Part of the Frock reaching 
Half-thigh down. Under the Frock they have 
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a Scarf or Lm^ee doubled fourfold, made 
fall about their Middle, which reaches al- 
moft to the Ancle, fo contrived, that at e- 
very Step they make, as they walk, it opens 
before, and Ihews the right Leg and Part of 
the Thigh. 

This Faihion of Petticoats, they fay, is 
very ancient, and was firil: contrived by a 
certain Queen of that Country, who was 
jmeved to fee the Men fo much addidcd to 
Sodomy tX\vat they negledcd the pretty Ladies. 
She thought that by the Sight of a pretty Leg 
and plump Thigh, the Men might be allured 
from that abommable Cuilom, and place their 
Affedions on proper Obje(^s, and according 
to the ingeiuous Queen’s Conjediure, that 
Drefs of the Lmoee had itsdeiired End, and 
now the Name of Sodomy is hardly known 
in that Country. 

</ The Women are very courteous and kind 
to Strangers, and are very fond of marrying 
with Eurofeansi and mou Part of the Stran- 
ge who trade thither, marry a Wife for the 
Term they ftay.^ The Ceremony is, ( after 
the Parities are agreed) for the Bride’s Pa- 
rents or neareft Friends or Relations, to make 
a Feaft, and invite her Friends and the Bride- 
groom’s, and at the End of the Feall, the 
Parent or Bride-man, asketh them both be- 
fore the Company, if they are content to 
cohabit together as Man and Wife, and both 
declariim their Confent, they are declared 
by the Parent or Friend to be lawfully mar- 
ried, and if the Bridegroom has an Houfe, 
D X he 
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he carries her thither, but if not, they have a 
Bed provided in the Houfe where th^ are 
married, and are left to their own Diicreti- 
on how to pafs away the Night. 

^ T H B Y prove obedient and obligng Wives, 
and take the Management of Amirs within 
Doors wholly in their own Hands. She goes to 
Market for Food, and aAs the Cookindref- 
fing his ViAuals, takes Care of his Clothes, 
in walking and mending them ; if their Huf- 
bands have any Goods to fell, they fet up a 
Shop and fell them by Retail, to a much bet- 
ter Account than they could be fold for by 
Wholefale, andfome of them carry a Cargo 
of Goods to the inland Towns, and barter 
for Goods proper for the foreign Markets 
that their Husbands are bound to, and ge- 
nerally brine fair Accounts of their Negoti- 
ations. If Ine proves falfe to her Husband’s 
Bed, and on fair Proof convidled, her Huf- 
band may carry her to the Rounday^ and 
have her Hair cut, and fold for a Slave, and 
he may have the Money ; but if the Husband 

f oes ailray, Ihe’ll be apt to give him a gentle 
>ofe, to lend him into the other Wjorld a 
Sacrifice to her Refentment. 

If file proves prolifick, the Children can- 
not be carried out of the Kingdom without 
the King’s Permillion, but that may be pur- 
chafed ror 40 or L. Sterl. and if an irre- 
concilable Quarrel happen where there are 
Children, the Father is obliged to take Care 
of the Boys, and the Mother of the Girls. If 
a Husband is content to continue the Mar- 
riage, 
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riage, whilft he goes to foreign Countries a- 
bout his Aflairs, ne mull leave fome Fund 
to pay her about fix Shilling eight Pence 
f er Month, otherwifeat the Year^ End £he 
may marry again, but if that Sum is paid her 
on his Account, Ihe is obliged to llay the 
Term of three Years, and Ihe is never the 
worfe, but rather the better lookt on, that Ihe 
has been married to feveral European Huf- 
bands. 

CHAP, xxxvn. 

Givee an Account of the Pegu Clergy their 
Charity^ IScc. their Temples^ and the Rea- 
fin why they are fo numerous^ and their 
Trials by Ordeal, the Fertility of the Coun- 
try y and the Ceremony in burning the Corps 
of an high Trief. 

T H E Tegu Clergy are the bell' Obfer- 
vers of the Rules of Morality and Cha- 
rity, that 1 have met within my Travels, and 
the People are pious and hofpitable. There 
are vail Numbers of Temples built in this 
Country, but moll of Wood, becaufe that 
l^terial is plentifullell and cheapell, and 
takes Varnilh acnd Gilding bell, being gawdi- 
ly painted both within and without. Every 
one has free Liberty to build a Raw or 
Temple, and when it is finilhed, purchafes 
or bellows a few Acres of Ground to main- 
tdn a certain Number of Priells and Novices, 
D 3 who 
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who manure and cultivate the Ground for 
their own Suftenance, and in the Garden the 
Prieib and Novices have a Convent built 
for their Conveniency of Lod^ngs and Stu- 
dy* and thole are their fettled Benefices* for 
they are no Charge to the Laity* but by 
their induftrious Labour in mana^g their 
Garden* they have enough for tnemfelves* 
and fomething tofpare to the poor Indigent 
of the Laity ; but if their Garden is too 
fmall or fieril for the Subfiilence of their 
Family* then they fend fome Novices abroad 
with a large Orange-coloured Mantle about 
their Bodies* with a Basket han^ng on their 
left Arm* a little Drum in the left Hand* 
end a little Stick in the right* and when they 
come to the People’s Doors thi^ beat three 
Strokes with the Stick on the Drum* and if 
none come to anfwer* they beat again* and 
fo on to the third Time* and then if none 
anfwer, they proceed to the next Houfe 
without fpeaking a Word, but they are fel- 
dotn fent aWay without an Alms of Rice, 
Pulfe, Fruits, or Roots, which is their only 
Food, and What they receive more than they 
have prefent Occafion for* they diilribute to 
the Poor* for thev never take Care for to 
Morrow, living all their Days in Celebacy* 
they have none of the Anxiety of thinking 
about Provifion for a Widow and Children. 
Their innocent ex^plary Lives procure them 
mahy Free-will-ofieiings from the well dl& 
Pofed Laity* and what is faved after provid- 
ing their Convents, of Eatables and Clothing, 
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returns to Maintenance of the diftrell 
Laity> who» through Age, Sicknefs, or other 
Acdaents, cannot maintain themfelves t>y 
Labour, but none who are able to work, par- 
take of their Charity. 

They preach or ledure frequently, and 
have a numerous Auditory. Their Religion 
is ^agmi/mt and their Syfrem of Divinity 
Vo^tbeijm. They have Images in all their 
Temples or Baws^ of inferior Gods, fuch as 
SonoM Cuddomj Sarnfay^ and ^rawfout^ but 
they cannot form an Idea of the Image of the 
great God, whofe Adoration is left to their . 
or Priells. 

Those TalU^oies or Priefts, teach, that 
Charity is themoftfublime Virtue, and there- 
fore ought to be extenfive enough to reach 
not only to human Species, but even to Ani- 
mals, wherefore they neither kill nor eat any, 
and they are fo benevolent to Mankind, that 
they cherilhall alike without DillinAion, for 
the fake of Religion. They hold all Reli- 
gions to be grod that teach Men to be good, 
and that the Deities are pleafed with Variety 
of Worfliip, but with none that is hurtful to 
Men, becaufe Cruelty mull be difagreeable to 
the Nature of a Deity : So being all agreed in 
that Fundamental, they have but few Tvle- 
mkks, and no Perfecutions, for they fay that 
our Mndsare free Agents, and ou^t neither 
to be forc’d nor fetter’d. 

The Images in their Temples are placed 
in ^mest in a fitting Pollure, with their 
Legs acrofs, their Toes all alike long, their 
D 4 Arms

Anns and Hands very fmallin Proportion to 
their Bodies, their Faces longer than human, 
and their Ears large, and the Lappets very 
thick. The Congregation bows to them 
when they come in and go out, and that is all 
the Oblation they receive. 

They never repair an old BaWy nor is 
there any Occaflon for that Piety or Expence; 
for in every Seftember there is an old Cu- 
ftom for Gentlemen of Fortune, to make 
Sky Rockets, and fet them a flying in the 
Air, and if any fly any great Height, that is 
a certain Sign that tne Owner is in favour 
with the Gods, but if it comes to the Ground, 
and fpends its Fire without riling, the Owner 
is much dejeded, and believes that the Gods 
are angry with him, but the happy Man, whofe 
Rocket makes him in the Gods Favour, never 
fails of building a new Btmy and dedicates 
it to the God he adores, and fome Priells, 
whofe Temples are gone to Decay, bring their 
Images to adorn it, who have the Benefice for 
their Pains. 

I havefeen fome of thofe Rockets folarae, 
that one of them could contain above ^e 
hundred Weight of Powder Duft and Coal, 
which is their common Compofition. The 
Carcafe is thcTrunk of a great Tree made hol- 
low, leaving about two Inches of folid Wood 
without the Cylinder, to firengthen it, the 
Hollow they fill with the Compofition well 
ramm’d in, and after that is done, they make 
Thongs of green Buflaloes Hides, and hale 
tight round the Carcafe to keep it fromfplit- 

ting, 
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ting) and thofe Thongs are put from one 
End to the other, in the Place of Hoops, 
and when they grow dry, they are as clofe 
on the Carcaie as fo many Hoops. TTien 
they fecure the Ends, that the Compofition 
may come gradually out, when fired. The 
Carcafe they place on a Branch of a large 
high Tree, which grows plentifully in their 
Fields, and fix it in the Pofition thev would 
have it mount in when fired, and tnen they 
take a large Bambow for a Tail to balance it. 
Some I have feen above i ao Foot long. When 
the Tail is made faft according to Art, then 
the Day of Solemnity is proclaimed, and great 
Numbers of People of all Ranks, Degrees 
and Ages, aflemble to fee the Rocket fly. 
When all are convened, the Lalhings that 
fafined it to the Tree, are cut, except fo 
many as can fupport it from falling, and 
there are Men with Hatchets ready to cut 
them, when the Fire is put to it, which is 
done the Owner, and then the R^ket 
takes Flight, and fome fly a prodigious 
Height, others come to the Ground, and 
fly s or 600 Paces in an irregular Motion, 
wounding or fcorching all that come in its 
Way. The Confequences of the high Flier 
and the low, I have defcribed at Length above. 

A little While after the Rockets flying they 
have another Feafi, called the CoUockt and 
fome Women are chofen out of the People 
alfembled, to dance a Dance to the Gods of 
the Earth. Hermophradites, .who are nu- 
merous in this Country, are generally chofen.

if there are enow j^ent to make a Set for 
the Dance. 1 faw nine dance like madFolks» 
for above half an Hour, and then fome of 
them fell in Fits, foming at the Mouth for 
the Space of half an Hour ; and, when their 
Senfes are reilored, they pretend to foretel 
Plenty or Scarcity of Com for that Year, if 
the Year will prove fickly or lalutary to the 
People, and feveral other Things of Mom^t, 
and all by that half Hour’s Converfation 
that the furious Dancer had with the Gods 
while ihe was in a Trance. 

They have various Sorts ofMufick, but 
the Pipe and Tabor are efleemed the beft, 
tho their ilringed Inllruments pleafed my 
Ears bell. They have one Sort in Shape of 
a Galley, with about twenty Bells of feveral 
Sizes and Sounds, placed fall on the upper 
Part, as it lies along. The Infirument is a* 
bout three Foot long, and eight or ten Inches 
broad, and fix Inches deep. They beat 
thofe Bells with a Stick made of heavy Wood, 
and they make no bad Mufick. 

There are two large Temples near Sy- 
rian, fo like one another in Stru^re, that 
they feem to be built by one Model. One 
i^ds about fix Miles to the Southward, cal» 
led Kiakiacky or, the God tfGods Temple. In 
it is an Image of twenty Yards long, lyin^ in 
a (leeping Pofture, and, by their Tradition, 
has lien in that Pofture dooo Years. His 
Doors and Windows are always open, and 
every one has* the Liberty to fee him ; and, 
when he awakes, this World is to be annihi- 
lated. 
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kted. nnie Temple Hands on an hi^hclram- 
pain Ground, and may eafily be l^n, in a 
dear Diy, eight Leagues 'off. The other 
Hands in a low Plain, North of Syrian, a- 
bout the fame Dillance, called *Dagun, His 
Doors and Windows are always Hint, and 
none enters his Temple but his PrieHs, and 
they won’t tell what Shape he is of, only he 
is not of human Shape. AiToon as Kialuack 
diHblves the Being and Frame of the World, 
^agon or Dagun will gather up the Frag> 
mmts, and make a new one. There are yearly 
Fairs held near thofe Temples, and the Free- 
will OHerings arifing at thofe Fairs, are for 
the Ufe of the Temples. 

For finding out fecret Murder, Theft or 
Perjury, the Trial of Ordeal is much in Cu- 
Horn in Tegu. One Way is to make the Ac* 
cufer and the Accufed take fome raw lUce 
in their Mouths, and chew, and fwallow it, 
but he that is guilty of the Crime alledged, 
or of falfe Accufation, cannot fwallow his 
Morfel, but the innocent chews and fwal* 
lows his eafily, 

ANOTHEaWay they have by driving a 
Stake of Wood into a River, and making the 
Accufer and Accufed take hold of the Stake, 
and keep their Heads and Bodies underWater, 
and he Who Hays longeH under Water, is the 
Perfon to be credited, and whofoever is con- 
vifted by this Trial, either for the Crime al* 
ledged, or for malicious Slander, by Accu- 
fation, muH ly on his Back three thys and 
Nights, with his Neck In a Pair of Stocks, 

without 
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without Meat or Drink, and fined to boot 
They have alfo the Cuftom of dipping the 
naked Hand in boyling Oyi, or liquid Lead, 
to clear them from atrocious Crimes, if ac- 
Qufed, and if the Accufer fcalds himfelf in 
the Trial, he mult undergo the Punilhment 
due to the Crime, which makes People very 
cautious how they calumniate one another. 
And, if any one afperfe a Woman with the 
Name of Whore, and cannot prove the Ar 
fperfion to be true, they are fined feverely. 

The Country is fruitful and healthful, and 
the Air fo good, that when Strangers come 
hither in a bad State of Health, they feldom 
fail of a fpeedy Recovery ; but the unail Pox 
is dreaded aspeftiferous, and in the Province 
of Kirian that Difiemper is moll dangerous 
and moll infedious, fo that if any one isfeiz- 
ed by that Difeafe, all the Neighbourhood 
removes to two or three Miles Dillance, and 
builds new Houfes, which are ealily done 
with BanAows and Reeds, which they have 
in great Plenty. They leave with the difeaf- 
ed Perfon a Jar of Water, a Basket of raw 
Rice, and fome earthen Pots to boyl it in, 
then they bid him farewel for twenty one 
Days. If the Patient has Strength enough to 
rife and boyl Rice, he may men recover, 
if not, he mull even die alone. And it is 
obfervable, that, while a Perfon has that 
EKllemper, the Tiger, for all his Voraciouf- 
nels, will not touch him. If the Patient 
dies within the Term of twenty one Days, 
then the Smell certifies them on their ap- 
proach- 
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preaching the Houfe, and if he live, they 
carry him to their new built City, and make 
him a free Burgefs. 

I faw the Ceremony of an high Priell’s 
Funeral, and was not a little pleafed with the 
Solemnity. After the Corps had been kept 
three or four Months by Spirits or Gums 
from Putrefrdion, there was a great Mail 
fist in the Ground, fo fafl; that it could be 
moved no Way from its perpendicular Pofi- 
tion. Then, about fifty or lixty Yards on 
each Side of that Mafi, four fmaller Mafis 
were placed, and fixed perpendicularly in the 
Ground. Around the aeat Maft, in the 
Middle, were ereded three Scaffolds above 
one another, the lowermoll; big«r than the 
fecond, and the third fmaller than that, fo 
that it lookt like a Pyramid four Stories hi^. 
The Scaffolds were railed in on each Side, 
except an open Place of three or four Foot 
wide on each Side. All the Scaffolds, and 
the Ground below them, were filled with 
Combultibles. From the Mafi in the Middle 
four Ropes were carried to the otho: four 
Mails, and hal’d tight, and a Fire-rocket 
on each Rope was placed at the refpedive 
fmall Mafis. Then the Cor^ was carried 
to the upper Story of the Pyramid, and laid 
flat on the Scafifold, and, after a great Shew 
of Sorrow among the People there prefent, 
a Trumpet was founded, which was a Sig- 
nal to fet Fire to the Rockets, which, in an 
Infiant, flew with a quick Motion along the 
Ropes, and fet Fire to the Combufiibles, 
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and in a Moment they were all in a Flame* 
ib that in an Hoar or two all was confumed* 

This high Prieft was held in fo great Ve* 
Deration, that he was reckoned a Sunt a- 
fflong the People. He was in meat Efieem 
with the Kin^ and when any Ftobleman fell 
into Difgrace^ he ufed his Intereft with the 
King to have him refiored again to Favour, 
iialefe they were gnilty of atrocious Crimes, 
and, m that Cafe, he ufed his Endeavours to 
have the Rigour of the Pimiihment extenu* 
ated. 

Ati, the Cler^ are Mediators 

in making up Cafes of Derate and Contend* 
on that happen among Neighbours. They 
never leave mediating till there be a Recon* 
eUiatliim, and, in Token of Friendihip, ac* 
cordii^ to an ancient Cuhom there, they 
eat Chm^ck irom one another’s Hand, and 
that feals the Friendihip. This Chamfock is 
Tea qS. a very uafevou^ Tafte, it grows, as 
otiter Tea does, on Bulnes, and is m Ufe on 
fuch Occaiions all over Tegu. 

And now, hnce 1 muit feave Prra, 1 muR 
not omit giving the Clmgy their mie Praifes 
in another partictdar Pramce of their Chari* 

2 . If a Strahger has the Misfortune to be 
ip-wrack*d on their Coaft, by the Laws of 
the Country, the Men are the King’s Slaves, 
but, by the Mediation of the Church, the 
Governors overlook that Law; and when 
the unfortunate Strangers come to their 
Bivvosy they find a meat Deal of Hofpitality, 
both in Food and Raiment, and have Let* 

ters 
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ters of Recommendation from the Frieds of 
one Convent to thofe of another on the 
Road they defign to travel, where they may 
expeA Vedels to tranfport them to 
and if any be fick or maim’d, the rae^, 
who are the Tmucts chief Phylicians, keep 
them in their Convent, till they are curei^ 
and then fiimilh them with Letters, as is a- 
bove obferved, for they never enquire 
which Way a Stranger woribips God, but if 
he is human, he is the Objea of their Cha- 
rit^ 

There are fome Cbrijliats in Syrum of 
the Tor^ueze C^EI^ring, aud'fome Arme^ 
nioHs. The have a Church, but 

the fcandalous Lives of the Frieds and Peo- 
ple make them contemptible to all People in 
general. 

. I have only to add to my Obfervations of 
'^egUy that, in former Times, Mttrtofvan was 
one of the mod douriihing Towns for Trade 
in the Ead^ having the Benefit of a noble 
River, which afforded a good Harbour for 
Ships of the greated Burden ; but, after the 
Barmaes conquered it, they funk a Number 
of Vedels full of Stones, in the Mouth of 
the River, fo that now it is unnavigable, ex- 
cept for (mail Vedels. They make earthen 
WWe there dill, and glaze them with Lead- 
oar.^ 1 have feen fome Jars made there, that 
could contain two Hc^iheads of Liquor. 
They have alfo dill a fmall Trade in Pifii. 
Their Mullet dried is the bed dry Filh I e- 
ver taded, either in India or Europe, 

The 
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The Iflands off the Coaft of are 
the Cocoes, uninhabited* but full of Cocoa- 
nut Trees. They ly about oo Leagues Weft- 
fouth-weft from Cape Negrais: And the I- 
ilands Terferies ly i6 Leagues South of the 
laid Cape. They are hieh Iflands uninhabi- 
ted, and fo environed with Rocks under Wa- 
ter, that there is Danger in landing on them. 
They feem to be overgrown with Woods, 
and that is all that I could obferve of them. 
There is another fmall Ifland called CmmMifS 
that lies about lo Leagues off the Coaft of 
^efft, but is not inhabited. 


CHAP, xxxvni. 

Treats of Merjee and Tanacerin, and of tlx 
Sea<oafi in the King t^SiamV T}ommims, 
of the maffacre there of tlx Engliih in An- 
no 1 ^ 7 . alfi <^Quedah, and the other nur- 
rithn Countries and Iflands as far as Ma- 
lacca. 

T he next Place on the Continent, to 
the Southward, is Merje e, a Townbe- 
lon^g to the King of Stam, fituated on the 
Banks of the River of 7diiMrm», lying within 
E^eat Number of fmall uninhabited Iflands. 
'The Harbour is fafe, and theCountry produces 
Rice, Umber for building. Tin, Oephants, 
Elephants Teeth and AgSa Wood. In for- 
mer Times a good Number of EngUJh free 
Merchants were fettled at Merjee, and drove 
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a good Trade, living under a mild indulgent 
Government ; but the old Eaji~india Corn- 
paiw envying their Happinefs, by an arbitra> 
ry Command, ordered them to leave their 
Induflry, and .repair to Fort St. George^ to 
fenre them, and threatned the King of Stam 
with a Sea War, if he did not deliver thofe 
Engltjh up, or force them out of his Coun- 
try, and, in Anno 1687. Captain 

IVeldon in a fmall Ship called the Curt/my, to 
jMerjee with that Meflager^Hc behaved him- 
felf very infolently to the Government, and 
killed fome Siamers^ without any juft Caulh. 
One Night when Weldon was afliore, the Si- 
imers thinking to do themfelves Juftice on 
him, got a Company together, deligning to 
feize or kill the Aggreilbr, but WcMoh hav- 
ing Notice of their "Defign, made his F.fcape 
on board his Ship, and the Siamers miffing 
him, tho’ very narrowly, vented their Rage 
and Revenge on all the En^lijh they could 
find. The poor Vidiims being only guarded 
by their Iniiocence, did not (0 mach as arm 
themfelves, to withftand the Fury of the en- 
raged Mob, fo that feveny fix were malTa- 
cred, and hardly twenty efcaped on hoitrd of 
the Curtanyi fo there was the tragical Con- 
ference of one Man’s Infolence. 

Before that fatal Time, the EngliPt 
were fo beloved and favoured at the Court 
of Sianit that they had Places of Truft con- 
ferred upon them, both in the civil and mi- 
litary Branches of the Government. Mr.dVt- 
tnuel White was made Shawbandnar or Cu- 
VoL. n. E ftom- 
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ftom-mafter at Merjee and Tanacerint and 
Captain Williams was Admiral of the l^g’s 
Navy ; but the troublefom Company, and 
a great Revolution that happened in the State 
mSiamt made fome repair ‘to Fort St. 
others o Bentaly and fome to Atcheen, 

The Iflands oppofite to the Coaft of Tor 
naceriuy are the. Andenums. They ly about 
8o Leagues of^ and are furroundea with ma- 
ny dangerous Banks and Rocks ; they are all 
inhabited with Canibals, who are fo fearleis, 
that they will fwim oif to a Boat if ihe ap- 
proach near the Shore, and attack her with 
their wooden Weapons, notwithfianding the 
Superiority of Numbers in the Boat, and the 
Advantage of miifive and defenfive Arms of 
Iron, Steel and Fire. 

I knew one Fergujfouy who commanded a 
Ship from Fort St. GeorgCy bound from Mar 
hcca to Bengaly in Company with* another 
Ship, going top near one of the Andaman I- 
llands, was driven, by the Force pf a ilrong 
Current, on fome Rocks, and the Ship was 
loll. Tlie other Ship was driven thro’ a 
Chanel between two of the fame Illands, and 
was not able to aSill the Ihip-wrack’d Men, 
but neither Fergujpm nor any of his People 
were ever more lieard of, which gave Ground 
to conjedure that they were all devoured by 
thole lavage Cmtibals. 

1 faw one of the Natives of thofe Illands 

Atcheen in Anno 169^. He was then about 
40 Years of Age. The Andemaners had a 
yearly Cufiom to come to the Nicobar I- 

llands. 
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iland^ with a great Number of SvasXiVrawst 
and kill or take Prifoners as many of the 
pro/ NieobareoHs as they could overcome. 
The Ntcobareans again joyned their Forces, 
and gave the Canibah Battle, when they met 
with them, and one Time defeated them, and 
gave no Quarter to the Andematters. This 
Man above mentioned, when a Boy of lo or 
Years of Age, accompanied his Father in 
the Wars, and was taken Prifoner, and his 
Youth recommending him to Mercy, they 
&ved his Life, and made him a Slave. An 
ter he had continued fo three or four Years, 
he was carried to Atcbeen to be fold for 
Cloth, Knives and Tobacco, which are the 
Commodities molt wanting on the Nicobars, 
The AteheeHersharngMammetanit this Boy’s 
Patron bred him up in that Religion, and 
fome Years after .his Mailer dying, gave him 
bis Freeedom ; he having a great Delire to 
fee his native Country, took a TrtfyOt and 
the Months of *Decemberj January' mA Fe- 
bruary being fair Weather,and the Sea fmooth, 
he ventured to the Sea, in order to go to his 
own Country, from the Illands oiGomus and 
FuUo-'doeyt which ly near Atcfxen. Here the 
Southermoll of the Nkobars may be feen, 
and fo one Hand may be feen from another, 
from the Southermoft of thofe to Cbitty-an^ 
deiuau, which is the Southermoll of the An- 
demons^ which are dillant from Atcbeen a- 
boot an hundred Leagues. Arriving among 
his Relations he was made welcome, with 
great Demonftrations of Jcy to fee him alive, 

E % whom. 
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whom they expedted to have been long dead. 

Having retained his native Language, 
he gave them an Account of his Adventures; 
and, as the Andemaners have no Notions of 
a Deity, he ac(]mainted them with the Know- 
ledge he had of a God, and would have per- 
fwaded his Country-men to learn of him the 
Way to adore God, and to obey his Laws, 
but he could make no Converts. When he 
had flay’d a Month or two, he took leave to 
begone again, which they permitted, on Con- 
dition that he would return. He brought 
along with him four or five hundredweight 
of Quick-filver, and he laid, that fome of the 
Andeman Iflands abound in that Commodity 
He had made feveral Trips thither before I faw 
him, and always brought fome Quick-filver 
along with him. Some Mahometan Fakires 
w’ouTd fain have accompanied him in his Voy- 
ages, but he would never fuffer them, be- 
Mufe he faid, he could not engage for their 
Safety among his Countr)'-men. When I faw 
him, he was in Company with a Seidy whom 
I carried a Pallenger to Surat y and from him 
1 had this Account of his Adventures. 

The next Plticeof any Commerce on this 
Coafl, is the Ifland oi Jonkceyloany it lies in 
the Dominions of the King of Siam. Between 
Meriee and Jonkceyhau there are feveral good 
Hart )ours for Shipping, but the Sea-coafl is 
very thin of Inhabitants, bccaufe there arc 
great Numbers of Freebooters, called Sallei- 
tersy who inhabit lilands along the ^-ccm^ 
and they both rob, and take People for Slavey 

an<r 
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and tranfport them for Atcheent and there 
make Sale of them, and Jonkc^bM often 
feels the Weight of their Elepredations^ 

The North End of Jonkceylotm lies within 
a Mile of the Continent, but the South End 
is above three Leagues from it. Between 
thelfland and the Continent is a good Har- 
bour for Shipping in the South-weft Mon- 
foons, and on the Weft Side of thelfland P«- 
trni Bay is a fafe Harbour in the North-eaft 
Winds. The Iflands afford good Mails for 
Shipping, and abundance of Tin, but few 
People to dig for it, by reafon of the afore^ 
mentioned Outlaws, and the Governors be- 
ing generally Chinefit who buy their Places 
at the Court oiSiarny and, toreimburfethem- 
felves, opprefs the People, in fo much thar 
Riches would be but a Plague to them, and 
their Poverty makes them live an eafie indo- 
lent Life. 

Yet the Villages on the Continent drive 
a fmall Trade with Shipping that come from 
the Clxrmondel Coaft, and Bewaly but both the 
Buyer and Seller trade by Retail, fo that a 
Ship’s Cargo is along Time in felling, and the 
Produd of' the Country is as long in purchafing. 

The Iflands off this Part of the Coaft are 
the Nicobarsy and are about 90 Leagues di- 
ftant from the Continent. The Northmoft 
Clufter is low, and are called the Carracu- 
barsy and by their Vicinity to the Audemansy 
are but thinly inhabited. The middle Clu- 
is fine champain Ground, and all but 
one, well inhabited. They are called the Sa~ 
E 5 merera 
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mtrero Iflands, becaufc on the South End of 
the hrgeft Ifland, is an Hill that refembles 
the Top of an ^mhreUa or Smerera. About 
fix Leagues to the Southward of Smnerera 
Ifland, lies TaUM^jang the uninhabited Ifland, 
where one Captain loft his Ship in 
1708. but the Men were all laved, and finding 
no Inhabitants, they made Fires in the Night, 
and next Day there came y or ($ Canoaes ftom 
Ning and Goury^ two fine Iflands that ly a* 
bout four Leagues to the Weftward of the 
defert Ifland, and very courteoufly carried 
the fhipwrackt Men to their Iflands of ATiatv 
and Gouryt with what little Things thc^ had 
faved of their Apparel and other Necdiaries. 

The Captain had faved a broken Knife a* 
bout four Inches long in the Blade, and he 
having laid it carelefly by, one of the Na« 
tives made bold to take it, but did not ofter 
to hide it. The Captain feeing his Knife in 
the Door Native’s Hand, took it from him, 
and beftowed fome Kicks and Blows on him 
for his ill Manners, which was .very ill taken, 
for all in general (hewed they were diflatisfied 
with the A(ftion ; and the fhipwrackt Men 
could obferve Contentions ariung between 
thofewho were their Benefadiors in bringing 
them to their Ifland, and others who were 
not concerned in it : However, next D^as 
the Captain was fitting under a Tree at 0 in« 
net, there came about a Dozen of Natives to* 
wards him, and faluted him on every Side 
with a Shower of Darts made of heavy hard 
Wood* with their Points hardned in theFire, 
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and fohe eanir’d in a Moment. How far they 
had a Mina to purfue their Refentment* 1 
know not, but their Benefaftors kept Guard 
about their Houfe till next Day, and then 
prefented them with two Canoaes, and fitted 
diem with Out-leagers to keep them from 
overturning, and put fome Water in Pots, 
fome Cocoa-nuts and dry Filh, and pointed to 
them to be immediately gone, which they 
did. Being fixteen in Company, they divided 
equally, and fteered their Courfe for yo»i- 
but in the Way one of the Boats loft 
her Ont-leager, and drowned all her Crew,* 
the reft arrived fafe, andl carried them after- 
wards to Matcbu/ij^atam. 

Ning and Gouty are two fine fmooth Iflands, 
well inhabited, and plentifully furnifhed with 
feveral Sorts of good Filh, Hogs and Poultry, 
but they have no Horfes, Cows, Sheep, nor 
Goats, nor wildBeafts of any Sort, but Mon- 
kies. They have no Rice nor Pulfe, lb that 
the Kernel of Cocoa-nuts, Tanst and Potatoes 
ferves them for Bread. 

Along the North End of the eaftmoft of 
the two lflands,are good Soundings from ten 
to eight Fathoms Sand, about two Miles 
off the Shore. The People come throiming 
on hoard in their Canoaes, and bring Hogs, 
Fowl, Cocks, Filh, frelh, falted and dried 
Tams^ the bell I ever tailed. Potatoes, Parots 
and Monkies, to barter for old Hatchets, 
Sword-blades, and thick Pieces of Iron-hoops, 
to make defenfive Weapons againft their com- 
mon Difturbers and implacabale Ememies the 
L 4 -d;/- 
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AndentMtersyZiAdi Tobacco they are very gree- 
dy of, for a Leafof Tobacco, if pretty large, 
they will give a Cock, for three r oot of an 
Iron Hoop, a large Hog, and for one Foot in 
Length, a Pig. They all fpeak a little bro- 
ken 'Portuguesie,h\it what religious Worlhip 
they ufe, I could not learn. 

The Ifland Somerera lies abotit 8 Leagues 
to the Northward of Ntug and Goury, and is 
well inhabited by the Nun%er of Villages that 
ihew therafelves as we fail along its Shores. 
The People, like thofe of Ning and Goury, 
are very courteous, and bring the Produft 
of their Ifland aboard of Ships to exchange 
for the aforementioned Commodities. Silver 
nor Gold thw neither have nor care for, fo 
the Root of all Evil can never fend out 
Branches of Mifery, or bear Fruit topoifon 
their Happinefs. The Mens Clothing is a 
Bit of String round their Middle, and about 
a Foot and an Half of Cloth fix Inches broad, 
tuckt before and behind within that Line, 
The Women have a Petticoat from the Na- 
vel to the Knee, and their Hair clofe ihaved, 
but the Men haye the Hair left on the up- 

g er Part of the Head, and below the Crown, 
ut eut fo ihort that it hardly comes to their 
Ears. 

The Southward Clutter of the NicoMrs^ 
is mountainous, and the People partake of its 
pnpoliihed Nature, being more uncivil and 
furly than thofe to the Northward. Their 
Iflands produce the fiune Meceflaries as the 
others do, 

^edah 
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^edah is the next Place of Note on the 
Continent to the Southward* and is honoured 
with the Title of a Kingdom, tho’ both fmall 
and poor. The Town which bears the fame 
Naine, (lands on the Banks of a fmall navi-i 
^le River, deep, but narrow, about $6 Miles 
from the Sea, and the King relides in it, but 
(hews no Marks of Grandeur, bolides arbitra- 
ry governing. 

Their Religion is Mahometan, much mixt 
"WitYiTagani/m. The People are deceitful, 
covetous, and cruel. It was many Years tri- 
butary to Siam, but in their long ^egu War, 
it threw off the Yoke. Its Produft is Tin, 
Pepper, Elephants, and Elephants Teeth, 
Canes, and ^amar, a Gum that is ufed for 
making Pitch and Tar for the Ufc of Shipping. 
The iGng is poor, proud, and beggarly, he 
never fails of viltting llrangcr Merchants at 
their coming to his Port, and then, according 
to Cullom, he mull have aPrefent. When the 
Stranger returns the Vilit, or has any Bull-, 
nefs with him, he mull make him aPrefenr, 
otherwifehe thinks due Refpe6l is not paid to 
him, and in Return of thefe Prefents his Ma- 
jefty will honour the Stranger with a Seat 
near hisfacred Perfon, and will chew a little 
Betel, and put it out of .his royal Mouth on 
a little gold Saucer, and fends it b;/ his Page 
to the Stranger, who mull take it with all 
the Signs of Humility and Satisfaclion, and 
chew it after him, and it is very dangerous 
to refufe the royal Morfel. 


Some 
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Some Ages ago, Ligpre was a Kmadom 
of it felf, and the Ymgpoi^uedah andXj^^r^ 
feU at Variance. He of Quedah in^de^the 


Territories of Liwre^ and left his Queen and 
IiisSon,an hopefiu Youth about twenty Years 
of Age, to govern in his Abfence. The Ma- 
ther and Son grew enamour’d of each other, 
and fhe found her felf with Child by the re* 
ciprocal Efieem they bore on£ anotner. She 
b6ing jufily afraid of the King’s Refentment 
bn his Return, laid the Danger before her 
Son, that threatned them both, and advifed 
the dutiful Child to prevent their Death by 
killing his Father. Whereupon he wrote to 
the lung for Leave to give him a Vilitinthe 
Camp, which Favour he obtained, and pro- 
ceeded accordingly to the Place where his 
Father was with his Army. At his Arrival 
he was received by all with great Demonflra- 
cibns of Joy, particularly by nis Father, who 
made him lodge in his own Tent. The Vil- 
lain let his Father fall afleep, and then llab- 
bed him to the Heart, and immediately left 
the Army, and haded to his loving Mo- 
ther, to give her an Account of his noble 
A^on. In the Morning the King being found 
dead, and the Son gone, the Regicide was 
foon known ; and bebaufe the Queen ihould 
not continue long a Widow, the obedient 
Child married her himfelf, becaufe none in 
the Country had royal Blood in their Veins 
but himfelv and fhe could not doop to match 
below the Dignity of a fovereign Prince. Such 
libidinous Marriages are very frequent in this 
Country to this prefent lime. 
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‘Perah is the next Country to Ic 

is properly a Part of the Kingdom of Jobore, 
but the People areuntraAableand rebellious, 
and the GovemrasxA anarchical. Their Re> 
ligion is heterodox Mahmetifin. The Coun- 
try produces more Tin than any in lHdia,bot 
the Inhabitants are fo treacherous, faithl^s, 
and bloody, that no European Nation can 
keepFaftories there with Safety. The'Dutch 
tried it once, and the fir A Year had their 
FaAory cut off! They then fettled on PuUo~ 
dmgdingi an Ifland at the Mouth of the River 
Peraby but about the Year 1690. that Fado- 
ry was alfo cut off, and I never heard thata- 
ny Body elfe ever attempted to fettle there 
fince. 

There arefeveral other Places along that 
Coail of Malaya, that produce meat Quan- 
tities of Tin, but Sdlangore and Patfalore 
are the moil; noted, tho’ little frequented by 
Europeans, hecoxSe they have too many' of 
the Qualities, to be truffed with ho- 
nefl: Mens Lives and Money. Their Reli- 
gion is alfo a Sort of fcoundrel Mcdiom- 
tijm. 
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CHAP. XXXIX. 

Gives an Account of Malacca, how the Por- 
tugueze got Footing therey and fortified ity 
am how Dutch fuf planted the Portu- 

gueze, and made it a Colony of theirsy with 
fame Occurrences happening to the Scots 
Company's Affairs therey and other F laces 
in India. 

M A L ACC Av&thR next Place inCourfc 
along this Coaft of Malaya. Before 
rtuguesie came to Indiay it had been the 
Place of Refidence of the Kings of Johorcy 
but they denying the Fortugue&e Commerce 
in their Country, alTociated themfelves with 
the King of Aarow ( a potent Prince in thofe 
Times) on the Ifland of Sumatroy who was 
en^ged in a War with the King of Johor Cy 
and with their joynt Forces obliged him to 
quit that Place, and retire to johore-lamiy 
which lies at the very Point of that Pro- 
montory, within one Degree ofthe Aiquator. 
There is a noble fpacious River that accom- 
modates Johore-lami. 

A s s o o N as the King of J chore was gone, 
the Fortugueze began to fortifie, and encom- 
pailed a little Hill with a Stone Wall, about 
a Mile round, in which they built a City, and 
called it Malaccay and by the Conveniency 
of its Situation, in a few Years it became the 

f reateft Mart in India i however, the King of 
■ohire was fain to make a Peace with the 
Tortuguezcy allowing them their Fort, and 

as 
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as much Ground round it as their Cannon 
could fling a Shot, and fo they became Friends; 
but the King of j chore invaded the Kim of 
Aarovo's Dominions, with a numerous Heet 
of Gallies, and in a fhort Time forced him 
to crave Aid from the Vortugueze, who ne- 
ver us’d to deceive their Allies but when they 
trufted to them, and fo the King of Aarow 
loft his Country. 

Malacca, a Place of fmall Account, in a 
Ihort Time became famous all over India and 
Eurcfe, lying almoftin the Centre of Trade, 
brought thither by Shipping from the rich 
Kingdoms of Jafon, China, Formoja, Luce* 
nia, Tonquin, Coachin-china, Camhodia, and 
i^iant, befldes what Johore produced, and iAk- 
tnatra, Java, Borneo, Macaffer, Banda, Am- 
boifta, and Temate Iflands, that produce nuu 
ny valuable Commodities. 

A s the Fortu^eze grew great and rich, 
they grew alfo infolent, and fo continued a- 
buflng and affronting their Neighbours tilla- 
bout the Year 1660. the *Dntch had a Wlar 
\i\tYiTortugal, on account of fomeLofles the 
*Dutch fuftained in Brazil. 

The ^tttch fent many Ships and good For* 
ces to India, to be equal with the Vortugneze, 
for their driving the Dntch out of Brazil ; 
and how their Arms flourifht on the Coafts 
of Malabar and Zehan, 1 have obferved al- 
ready in my fir ft Volume, andfol begin again 
at Malacca.. 

The Hutch coming into the Streights of 
Mtdacca from Batavia, with a ftrong Fleet 

and 
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and a Laiid-anny on board of it, (track tip 
anAUiancewiththe King of JohoretCiSssiScfC 
and defeniive, as long as the Sun aifd Moon 
gnre Light to this World ; for I faw the 
Treaty, and heard it read, with thofe Ex^ 
preffions in it : On which the King oijohore 
affified the 2 )«tfr^ with xoooo Men, and laid 
to the Fort by Land, while the Dutch 
di(&efled it by Sea ; and yet for all that the 
Fleet and Army could do, they could not 
have taken itbyForce, but by reaucing them 
by Famine, wluch would have taken up a 
great Deal of Time, fo what they could not 
efie^ by Force, they did by Fraud. 

THEvheard that the Tortugueze Gover- 
nor was a fordid avaricious Fellow, and ill 
fadovedby the Garifon, fo the Dutcby byfe- 
cret Conveyances, tampered with him by Let- 
ters, promifing him Mountains of Gold if he 
would contribute towards their gaining the 
F'ort. At length the Price was let of 80000 
Pieces of Eight, to be the Reward of his 
Treachery, and to be fafely tranfported to 
Batcevia in their Fleet, and be made a hree 
Denizon there. So he fent fecret Orders to 
the Dutch to make an Attack on theEaft-lide 
of the Fort, and he would acl his Part, which 
was accordingly done. 

He thereupon called a Council, and told 
them he had a Mind to circumvent i\itDutcbi 
by letting them come clofe to the Fort 
Walls, and then to fire briskly on them firom 
all Quarters, and defiroythemat once, fo the 
Dutch made their Approaches without Mo- 
le- 
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IdtatioD} and placed their Ladders. 

Garifon fent Meflage after Melfage, to ac- 
quaint the Governor of the Danger th^ were 
in» for want of Orders to fire and fally out 
on the *Dutchs as was agreed on in Councila 
but he delayed fo long till the ^Duteh got in- 
to the Fort, and drove the Guard from the 
Eafr-gate, which they foon opened to receive 
the reft of their Army, who, aftbon as they 
were entred, gave Quarters to none tlut 
were in Arms, and marching towards the Go- 
vernor’s Houfe, where he thought himfelf 
fecure by the Treaty, they forthwith dif- 
mtcht him to fave the fourfcore thouland 
Dollars. 

The Mafter Gunner being pofted on a 
large Baftion, whofe Walls arewalhed by the 
Sea at high Water, with about loo Parrat- 
gueze along with him, would by no Means 
yield till he had capittdated with the Dutch 
tor fair Quarter for himfelf and his Compa- 
ny, which the Dutch would not adhere to, 
fo that for two Days he gallantly maintained 
his Poft. At laft, by continual Fatigue, and 
Lofs of his Men, he was obliged to yield to 
Fate, and great Superiority of Numbers, and 
died like an Hero, with lus Swprd in his 
Hand; and there is a common Report at 
Malacca ftill, that the Night after the ani- 
verfaryDay ofhis Death, his is feen on 

that Baftion : And I was informed by a Dutch 
Governor at Malaccoy that on that Night no 
Sentinels are fet there, for that feverals have 
found the Efiefrs of his Fury, by being 

thrown

thrdwn over the Wall, and have been either 
killed or maimed by the Fall. 

The TortuguezCi to Ihew their Zeal to 
Religion, while they were Mailers of Ma- 
lacca, had no lefs than three Churdhes and a 
Chapel within the Fort, and one without, but 
now there is but one Church and a Chapel 
within, and none without. That which the 
^utch nowufefor their Worihip, (lands con- 
fpicuoufly on the Top of the HSU, and may 
befeenupor down theStrcights at a good 
t)i(lance, and a Flag-ilaff is placed on the 
Steeple, on which a Flag is hoilled on the 
Sight of any Ship. 

The Fort is both large andilrong, the Sea 
walhing the Walls of one third Part of it, and 
a deep rapid, but narrow River, the Weil- 
iide of it, and a broad deep Ditch the reft of 
it. The Governor’s Houfc ’ is both beauti- 
ful and convenient, and there arc feveral o- 
ther good Houfes in the Fort, and in the 
Town without the Fort, but the Road for 
Shipping is at too great a Diftance to be de- 
fended by the Fort, the Shallownefs of the 
Sea obliging them to ly above a League ofi^ 
which is a very great Inconveniency. For 
in 1709. the French coming into the Streights 
with a Squadron of three or four Sail, feeing 
a large Snip in the Road, newly arrived from 
Jafon, ftood in to the Road, and had certain- 
ly carried her out, if the* Wind had notfaUed 
them about Musket Shot from her. 

At Malacca the Streights are not above 4 
Leagues broad ; for tho^the oppofite Shore 

on 
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on Sumatra is very low, yet it may eafily be 
feen in a clear Day, which is the Reafon that 
the Sea is always as fmooth as a Mill-pond, 
except when it is ruffled with Squalls of wind, 
which feldom come without Lightnings, 
Thunder, and Rain ; and tho' they coipe 
with meat Violence, yet they are foon*ovcr, 
not often exceeding an Hour. 

LT h e Country produces nothing for a fo- 
reign Market, but a little Tin and Elephants 
Teeth, but feveral excellent Fruits and Roots 
for theUfe of the Inhabitant^ and Strangers 
who call there for Refrelhments.J) The Ma* 
lacca Pine-apple is accounted the belt in the 
World, for mother Parts, if they are eaten 
to afmall Excefs, they are apt to give Sur- 
feits, but thofe of MaUuca never oflend the 
Stomach. The Mango ft aue is a delicious 
Fruit, almoll in the Shape of an Apple, the 
Skin is thick and red, being dried it is a good 
Allringent. The Kernels ( if I may fo call 
them) are likeClpvesof Garlick, of a very a- 
greeable Talle, but very cold. The Ramb<h 
ftoH is a Fruit about the Bignefs of a Wal- 
nut, with a tough Skin, befet with Capilla- 
ments, within the Skin is a very favoury Pulp. 
The ifureau is another excellent Fruit, but 
offenfive to fome Peoples Nofes, for itfmells 
very like humian Excrements, but when once 
tafted, the Smell vanilhes. Tlie Skin is thick 
and yellow, and within is a Pulp like thick 
Cream in Colour and Confidence, but more 
delicious in Tade. The Pulp or Meat is very 
hot and nourilhing, and indcad of furfeiting, 
VoE.II. F they 
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they fertile the Stomach, and are a great In^ 
centive to Wantonnefs. They have Cocoa- 
nuts in Plenty, and fome grow in Marilhes 
that are overaown with the Sea in Spring- 
tides. Their Liquor and Kernel partake of 
thp Qualities of the Ground they grow in, 
being «xceedi^ Salt. I never faw any Cocoa- 
nuts grow in ^t Grounds but there^ and 
fome arefo laree that the Shell will hold more 
than an Quart Pot. They have alfo 

Plenty of Lemons, Oranges, Limes, S^r- 
canes, andil/«fli^^/. They have a Species of 
MMff, called by the ^utch a Stinker, which 
is very ofTenfive both to the Smell and Tafie, 
and confeqnently of little Ufe. There is little 
Com or Pulfe prows in this Country but 
what is nouiiiht m Gardens. 

Sheep and Bidlocks are fcarce and dear, 
but Swiiies Fleih, Poultry, and Fifh pretty 
plentiful, and reafonably cheap, confidermg 
It is a ^uteb Colony, whofe es:elfiveT£ces 
make every Ttung dear, and difeourage the 
Poor from improving, Sioce Poverty fecurea 
them from farther C^prefHon. Their Com 
comes all from Java, Sum, ot Camkoi&h 
but the Freight makes it come out dear to 
what it is in other Places, whofe native Ground 
produces it. 

I will pafr by their Court of JaiHce,becatife 
it hardly deferves the Name, finCe 
/are excluded from the commem Laws ot 
Humanity, whneini acbabletogivemanyln- 
flances, but I voluntarily pafsby Partictdarities 
till another Time. 


Theru 
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There is a very high Mountain to the 
North-eaftward of 'Malacca^ that fends forth 
feveral Rivers^ of which that of MaUbca is 
one, and all of them have fmall Quantities of 
Gold Dull found in their Chanels< v. The in« 
land Inhabitants called Mo»acabMl»^Te a bar- 
barous favage People, whofegreatellPleafurc 
is in doing Mifchief to their Neighbours, 
which is thegreatellReafonwhy the Peafants 
about Medaeca fow no Grain but what is in- 
clofed in (Ardens with thick fet prickly Hed- 
ges, or deep Ditches ; for when their Grain 
is ripe in the open Plains, the 
ver fail of putting Fire to it, in order to con- 
fume i^They are much whiter than their 
neighbouring Malagas who inhabit the low 
Grounds, and the Kings of Johore, whofe Sub- 
jeAs they are, or at leaft ought to be, could 
never civilize them. 

Their Religion is a Complex of Mdxh 
metifinvcA. ’Pa^i/tttfZadi they have the Cha- 
rader of great Sorcerers, who by their Spells 
can tame wild Tgers, and make them carry 
them whither they order them, on their Backs. 
Once they had a Mind to try their Art on 
the Town of MalaeeOf but were unfuccefs^ 
ful in their Enterprize, according to common 
Report there^ For one of their chief Wiz- 
ards allured them that neither Gun, Sword, 
nor Lance ihould have Power to hurt them, 
if they Ihould attempt the Town, whofe De- 
fence confilts only in a llighC Gate, with a 
little round Baftion, with five or fix great 
Guns mounted on it. Soon the Opinion of 
F X tMr 
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their DoAors Art, a great Number drew to- 
gether, and being armed with Lance and 
Crofs, their common Weapons, marched 
without Order or Fear towards the Gate, 
When thw came near enough, the Gunner 
of the Baition pointed fome Guns, and fet 
Fire to the Priming, but that ilalhed, and 
the Guns would not difcharge, which dif- 
couraged the Guard of the Gate, but a Ma- 
laya Soldier, who underftood fome of the 
Mmacaboes Art, called for a Piece of Pork* 
with which he befmear’d the Mouths of the 
Cannon, while the Gunner renewed the Pri- 
ming, and Fire being put to them, the Can- 
non wentoBj and did good Execution, which 
fo&ig^tnedthe McnacaboesttYiM they betook 
themfehres to Flight, and never attempted to 
diilurb the Town ilnce. 

I faw ilrange Cures performed by a Ma- 
laya Dodlor at Malacca. One of them was 
on a Gentleman of my Acquaintance, who 
was fecond Supercargo of a Scots Ship called 
the Sfeed-welty which was loll near Malacca. 
After the Ship w'as loft, the lirft Supercargo 
took an Houle near the Town, by the Sea- 
fide, to put their Cargo and Stores in, that 
were favcd, but eleven Chefts of Treafure 
and fome fine Goods were lodged in one of 
the *Dutch Company’s Ware-houfes in the 
Fort, which bad three I.,ocks on its Door. 
ITie Governor had one Key, and each of the 
Supercargoes one. A common Strumpet cal- 
led Mris. Kennedy y who at that Time was mar- 
ried to an Irifl) Pirate of that Name, and 

kept 
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kept an Ordinary in Malacca^ gave the firft 
Supercargo a Philtre that made him dote on 
her aimoil to Diftraftion. He was never 
eafie out of her Company while awake, and 
in his Sleep he called her by Name. When 
fhe had got him fo far in the Noofe, Ihe pre- 
tended me had great Need of Money, and 
would fain have borrowed a Chert of one 
thoufand Pounds Sterlinf^ of the Scots 
Company’s Money. The bewitched Super- 
cargo could deny her nothing flie asked for, 
and promifed, that if he could bring his Se- 
cond to confent, ilie Ihould have it, but that 
Confent could be got on no Terms, tho’ the 
firll preferred to be accountable to their Ma- 
ilers for that Sum, and he acquainting her 
with the Impoflibility of getting that Confent, 
Ihe contrived a Way to remove the Second 
by Poifon, and going to a female Friend of 
hers, who was well acquainted with the My- 
ftery of Poifoning, procured a Dofe fo fmall 
that Ihe could drop it in his Broth or Drink 
without his perceiving it ; and accordingly 
Ihe took an Opportunity to dine with them 
one Day W'hen they had Broth at Table, and 
in ferving the Broth about, flie dropt it a- 
mong his. The fame Night k began to ope- 
rate by Grippings and Sweating, and he be- 
ing bred a Surgeon, took fome Medicines to 
corretrt the Grippings, which in fomeMcafure 
the Medicine did, but he loft his Appetite, and 
his Increments came from him as black as 
Ink. In the Interim a Ship came from Surat ^ 
bound to Qhin&i wherein the chief Snpcrcar- 
F 3 S'’ 
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go was obliged to embarque with the Com 
pany's Stock, and left the Second at Make- 
cOf to take Care of what was left there. A. 
few D-iys after the Sarat Ship liuled,! arriv> 
edat Makecot and found the fecond Super- 
car^ in a deplorable Condition. 

He finding all Medicines inefiedual, bej^ 
to fear Poifon, and fent for the ^ateb Do- 
dor of Phyfickto confult him, who, on Sight 
of his Excrements, told him plainly that he 
waspoifoned, and advifed him to iend fora 
noted Makya Dodor, who lived at a Place 
called batantiga^ about four Miles to the 
North-weft of Makccoy which he forthwith 
did, and when the DodOr came, he felt his 
Pulfe, and immediately told that he was toI- 
foned, and that if he could not tell what Poi- 
fon he had taken, his Cure was very defpe- 
rate and uncertain. I advifed my Friend to 
let old Bfelzebub (for he was a Man, or wal- 
king Shadow, of a difmal Afped, near aq 
hundred Years old) take him into hisCare, 
My Friend took my Advice, and complimen- 
ted the Dodor with five Jaf>on Cufangs^ or 
fifty Dollars, OlA EJcukfiuswa^X 
when he received the Prefent, but could nor 
Ihew one Tooth, but promifed his utmoft En- 
deavours to cure him. He asked my Friend 
if be fufpeded any Body particularly, who 
might ow him a Grudge, He aniwered, 
none but Mris. Kennedy or fome of her Com- 
panions. TTie Dodor called for a Tea Cua 
and fome ftefli Limes, which were broum( 
to him. He turned all out of the Room but 

my 
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my felfand his Patient, and cutfomeLimes> 
and fqueezed their Juice 'into the Tea-cup 
till it was fidl. He then ihutter’d fome un- 
intelligible Words, keeping his right Hand 
moving over the Cup for the Space of three 
or four Minutes, and finding his Conjuration 
was not fatisfadlory, he ihak’d his old Head, 
and lookt dejefled. He then mutter’d fome 
other W ords with an higher Voice, keeping 
his Hand in Motion as before, and in two 
Minutes the Juice in the Cup feemed to boil 
as if Fire had been under it. Then he bej^n 
to fmile. I had theCuriolity to put my Fin- 
ger into the Juice, but it retained its ordi- 
nary Coldnefs. He then told his Patient that 
his Cure was certain, on which he had a Pro- 
mife of five Cupmgs more when the Cure 
was efi^Aed . He ordered the Patient to fend 
a Servant toMris. KennedysTioor, and watch 
between the Hours of Ten and Twelve, and 
to obferve well if there was anyunufual NoHe 
in her Houfe between thofe Hours, and fo 
took his Leave with a contented Counte- 
nance. At Ten my Friend fent a Servant ac- 
cording to Dire^ion, and he and I fat dif- 
courfing about what we had obferved in the 
Doftor’s Actions towards effecting the Cure. 
About Eleven the Spy came and told us that 
Mris. Kennedy had run fiark mad, making an 
hideous Noife, and faid. She had feen the 
Devil in the little Houfe in the Garden, in a 
monftrous Shape and terrible AfpeA. She 
foon after grew furioufly mad,fcratchingand 
biting every Body flie could come at^ and 
F 4 lb 
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fo the Family was forced to throw her on 
a Bed, and tie her down to it. 

In that Fit Ihe continued till about eight 
in the Morning, that the old Conjurer came 
to Town, who, upon the Advice given him, 
went diredly to vifit her. Upon Sight of him 
Ihe became calm and fenfible. He ordered 
every Body out of the Room, and askt her 
what Poifon fhe had given to his Patient: 
She was very loth to tell, and proferred him 
yoo Dollars to forfake his Patient, and let the 
Poifon operate ; but he honeftly refufed, and 
allured her that the fame Devil that Ihe faw 
in the Garden, Ihould be her continual Corn- 

E anion all her Days, and would often make 
er feel the EfFefts of his Power, if Ihe did 
not inllantly declare what the Poifon was, 
and from whom Ihe had it. She feeing no 
other Remedy, confefl: where Ihe had the 
Poifon, but could not tell what it was. The 
Doftorfent for theoldSchoolmillrifs ofWic- 
kednefs, and when Ihe came, he threatned 
to torment her alfo, by bis humble Servant 
the Devil, if Ihe did not forthwith declare 
what Poifon had been given, which Ihe did, 
and he took away Mris. Kennedy'^ Compani- 
on the Devil, and the Patient was well enough 
in eight or ten Days, to follow h^ Af&irs, 
but Mris. Kennedy lookt ever after dinurb’d, as 
if continually frightned. 

Another llrange Cure I faw him per- 
form on an Oflicer belonging to my Ship. 
He was going to Heep about Midnight, and 
lying down on bis Bed, was bit in the Calf 

of 
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of the Leg ^ a Centifee, an InfeA with ma- 
ny Feet, and very venomous. The Pain that 
^e Bite caufed would allow him no Relh 
Next Day he expe^ed that the Venom might 
have been exhaufted, but in that he was mi- 
fiaken, for it grew firft red by Inllamation, 
and then blue and nummed. I fent for the 
]^61or aforefaid, - who came on the firft Sum- 
mons. 1 told him of the Accident that had 
happened, and he faid there was no Danger. 
He faw the inflamed Leg, and kept his Hand 
moving over it, but did not touch it. He 
muttered fome unintelligible Words, and fpit 
on the Place afteefed, and in five Minutes 
he could walk without Pain, tho* before the 
Cure, .he could not ftand without fomething 
to fupport him. 

And ftnee 1 have been mentioning the 
Scots Eaft-india Ship and her Supercargoes, 
1 will give a fmall Account of the Manage- 
ment of their Aft'airs in India. They arrived 
at Batavia about the Beginning of July 1701. 
but being taken up with the Pleafures of the 
Place, loitred away near a Month of their 
Time, which had been much better fpent in 
profecuting their Voyage to China : Howe- 
ver, by the Beginning of Seftembery they 
reacht the Coaft of Chinas where meeting 
with a Tuffoon-t or a North-eaft Storm, that 
often blows violently about that Seafon, they 
vi'ere forced to bear away for Johorcy where 
they flaid about two Months, and then came 
to Malacca^ where they had a Mind to clean 

their 
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thw Ship's Bottom, and to proceed next^. 
frit or May for Cbiua. 

Thb Hutch received them civilly, and 
gavd them Leave to lay their Ship alhore on 
an liland to the Wefiward of the Town, 
bout two or three Miles from the Fort, and 
allowed them to land their Cargo and Stores 
on the Bland, till their Ship was made clean, 
which they had perfedled in two Springs, 
and bringing the Ship towards the Road a- 
^ain, the Cwtain being on board, ordered 
to Beer the on fome Rocks that lay on 
the Shore, and were dry at Low-water. 
The third ^te, who was the only com- 
numding Officer on board, except the Cap- 
tain, told- him of the Danger he was running 
int(^ and begged him to alter his Courfe, 
but the Captain curfed him for his imperti- 
nent Advice, and run the Ship on the Rocks, 
but the People got a fmall Anchor and an 
Halfer out, and brought her aflote again, 
but, alToon as the Anchor was weighed, they 
rro her once more on the Rocks, and ihe ha- 
ving a little Motion, a Rock work’d itfelf 
through her Bottom, and there Ihe was loB 
without Hopes or Defign of being recover- 
ed, and with her ended the Scots Eafi-iudia 
Company’s IntereB in India. Whether the 
Ship was loft by Ignorance or Defign, I will 
not judge, but, in my Opinion, it was by 
Defign, for, as I heard afterwards, the Cap- 
tain and Supercargoes had taken up round 
Sums on the Bottom of the Ship, and took 
that Method to pay their l^bts. I came to 

Ma> 
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MsUcc4 dbouc the Beginmng of An^ft, and 
found the fecond Supercargo in the ill State 
I have dready mentioned* with the Pnrfer and 
the Supercargo’s Writer, and eleven Ment 
mhre, who could not get Pailages to Coun« 
tries where they might get Employment. I 
had then a great Ship and a fmdl one under 
my Command, fo 1 entred them all on board 
my Ships in the fame Pods they had on board 
the Speedwell and I entred on a Scheme ndth 
the fecond Supercargo to carry the Sc^s 
Company’s Ededs on board my great Ship 
to Scatlandt but the firft Supercargo, who 
was, before my Arrival, gone to Cbokh and 
had no Mind ever to fee his native Country 
^in, broke our Meafures by rambling thro* 
Mia with his Maders Stock. What the 
Scots Company’s Cargo was, I did not fee ; 
but the Supercargoes had a Ched of Glais* 
ware in their own private Adventure, the 
mod obfcenely Ihameful that ever I faw or 
heard of among Merchants. They werePr^' 
afufes of a large Size, with a Scrotum bige* 
nough to hold an EnglifljVvoX of Liquor, ei« 
ther to addrefs the God Bacchusy or the 
Goddefs Venus, as feemed bed to their Vo< 
taries. 

I profecuted my Voyage to Surat, and 
left the Scots Supercargoes to purfue thdr 
Maders Intered in getting their Afi^rs in a 
Readinefs to get a Cargo for Europe, to be 
carried on board my Ship accordmg to an 
Agreement made between the fecond Super- 
cargo and me; but, indead of putting Af- 
fairs 
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&irs in a Readinefs, he embarafTed theiOt lent 
fome of his Matters Stock to Ibme infolvent 
Merchants in Apuy in Chinoy and let out 
fome on the Bottom of the Ship he to(^ hiS 
PaiTage on board of, and tho* that Ship w^s 
ordered, by theOumers and Freighters, back 
to Surat direfily, a young C^ntleman a 
Supercargo went with her to Beugaly and 
from thence to Terjioy where the Snip was 
feized by the Owners Orders, and fent to 
Surat y where I met with the firtt Supercargo 
half-dead with Vexation for his Folly, in 
keying fuch a Stock two Years and an half 
without the leatt Improvement : And what 
was left in Chmoy was in Danger of ever be- 
ing recovered, tho’ it was afterwards. 

At Surat the chief Supercargo grew very 
weak, and finding he had not long to ttay in 
this World, had a Mind to fettle his Affairs 
here, before he went to the other, fo one 
Day he fent for me, to advife him what he 
ttiould do with his Matters Effedh, if he 
fixMild die. I asked him if his Accounts were 
: brought forward, and he told me they were, 
and defired, that I would take all into my 
Pottettion, and be accountable to the Scots 
! Company, and to remit it Home to them, 
according to the Orders they would fend me 
about it, but I excufed myfelf, and would 
not meddle in their Afiairs on fuch weak 
Terms; butladvifed him to lodge his Books 
and Efl^s in the Hands of one Mr. Ber- 
nard fVeychty whom I took to be an honett 
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and indufirious Gentleman* and fo he 
and then he died. 



H E was a Gentleman of a very codrteou^ 
Behaviour, and underilood a fmall Sword 
excellently well, but not much verfed in 
Merchandize or foreign Commerce. The 
fecond was a very good Surgeon, and was 
Matter of the Freuco Language, but under- 
ttood nothing in Accounts. T^e Captain, 
who ttaid on board of my Ship above twelve 
Months, had been bred in his Youth a Driver 
of Cattle tt'om the Highlands of Scotland in'^ 
to England. He had very mean Education, 
and could not tell what he meant either in 


fpeaking or writing. He had a brutal Cou- 
rage, and was the Husband of three Wives 
all alive together. He knew nothing either 
of the Theory or pradical Parts of Navigation 
and yet had oeen honoured with a Commit 
tton for Lieutenant in the royal Navy of Eng-- 
land. 


I mutt now leave my long Digrettibn, and 
proceed ttrom Malacca along the Coaft of 
Malayoy tho’ there are no Places of Conk' 
merce between it and Johore Lomu which 
is fometimes the Place of that King’s Relt- 
dence, and has the Benefit of a fine deep 
large River, which admits of two Entrances 
into it. The fmalleft is from the Wettward, 
called by Europeans the Streights of Sinca- 
pure, but by the Natives SaUeta de Brew. It 
runs along the Side of Siticapure Ifland for f 
or 6 Leiwues together, and ends at the great 
River of Johore.

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CHAP. XL. 

Treats of the 7)mmims of Johorct its Met- 
eat and frefint State occajimed by a Revo^ 
hatioH. 

'T^HE Territories of Jfl/Swrr reached from 
p Terah to Point Romano, which is the 
ibuthermoft Promontory on the Continent of 
Jtfd, it lying but one Degree to the North* 
Wvd of the .^uator, about three Leagues 
from Jobore River, in Length about loo 
Le^e^ and in the broadefl Place about 8a 
The Inhabitants are lazy, indolent, perfi* 
dious and cruel. The Country is very woody, 
being daily refrelht with Showers and Bree* 
zes of Wind. It abounds in Tin, Pepper; E* 
le[^nts Teeth,Gold,.<^i(Af Wood and Canes, 
but the Inhabitants are fuch Drones, that 
they fow very little Rice or other Grain. 
And the inland People fubfill mollly on So- 
gate, the Pith of a Imall Twig frlit and dri- 
ed in the Sun, and on their Fruits which 
grow an Seafons of the Year, and Roots, 
which they always have in great Plenty, and 
Poultry, which they rear up. 

About the Sea-coall they feed mol^ on 
Flih and Rice brought to them from sava, 
Siam and Cambodia. The People of Indufiry 
are the Chinefe who inhabit among them in 
Chdr Towns ; and there may be about looo 
Families of them fettled in the Jobore Domi- 
nions, befides a much greater Number who 
drive a foreign Trade among them. 

In 
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I N Rel^on they are heretical MaJhemt/mf, 
and are wi>plied with Priells from Surat % 
but the Seids are in mod; Efieem among 
them. They are neat Lovers of Praying 
and Preaching, ana frequent their Mofques 
very often, and look very devout; but tneir 
Pradices are the moft irreli^ous and immo- 
ral of any People I know. 

In Anno idyy. their King was a Youth.of 
twenty Y^rs of.^;e, and being vitioufly in- 
clined, was fo corrupted by Adulation and 
flagitious Company, that he became intole- 
rable. I went to J chore Lami at that Time^ 
to traflick with tus SubjeAs, and fome China 
Men, with a Cargo poper for their 'lYirn, 
and, according to Cuftom, went to compli- 
ment his Majefty with a Prefent, in wluda 
was a Pair of icrew-barrelled Pillols. He 
defired me to prove them with a Shot, to 
try how far it would penetrate a Pod that 
was at the Gate, which I did, and he much 
admired how fo little Powder ihould have 
Strength to force a Ball fo far in the Wood, 
and begged fome Powder and Ball, which 1 

g ave him, and the next Time he went a- 
road, he tried, on a poor Fellow on the 
Street, how far they could carry a Ball into 
his Flefli, and ihot him through the Shoulder. 

H E was a great Sodomite, and had taken 
many of his Orankays or Nobles Sons, by 
Force into his Palace for that abominable 
Service. A Moorijh Merchant, who was a 
Freighter on board my Ship, had an hand- 
fom Boy to his Son, whom the King one 

Day 
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Day faw, and would needs have him for a 
Catamite. He threatned the Father, that if 
he did not fend him with ^od Will, he 
would have him by Force. The poor Man 
had taken an Houfe clofe by our Ship, and 
immediately came with his Son on hoard, 
imploring my ProtefHon, which I promifed 
him. He had not been half an Hour on board, 
till a Guard came in a Boat to demand him. 
I would fuffer none to enter but the Officer, 
and an Interpreter for the ^ortu^ueze Lan- 
guage. The Officer told nae his E^and, and, 
in an huffing. Manner, threatned me, if Ipro> 
teded him. I made him no Anfwer, but 
taught him to leap into the River, and bid 
the Interpreter tell the King, that, if he offe- 
red the lead Violence to any that belonged 
to me, I would fire down his Palace about 
his Ears. He had never been contradided 
before, muchlefs threatned, and he fent for 
his Orankays to know if I was a King or no. 
They told him that 1 was on board of my 
Ship, and that I would prove a dangerous E- 
nemy, if provoked, and besg’d, that his Ma> 
jefty would remove to a Village about twen- 
ty Miles up the River, and flay till our Ship 
was gone, which Favour he willingly grant- 
ed us, and fo we traded with fome more Se- 
curity, but were continually in Arms for fear 
of a Surprize. 

He continued his infupportable Tyranny 
and Brutality for a Year or two after 1 was 

g one, and his Mother, to tij if he could be 
roke off that unnatural Cuftom of Converfe 

with 
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with Males, perfwaded a beautiful young 
Woman to vilit him, when he was a Be^ 
which fhe did, and allured hhn with her Em- 
braces, but he was fo far from being pleafed 
with her Converfation, that he called his 
black Guard, and made them break both 
her Arms, for ofiering to embrace his royal 
Perfon. She cried, and faid it was by his 
Mother’s Order Ihe came, but that was no 
Excufe. 

Next Morning he fent a Guard to bring 
her Father’s Heao, but he being an Orankay 
did not care to part with it, I'o the Tyrant 
took a Lance in his Hand, and fware he 
would have it ; but, as he was entring at 
the Door, the Orankay paft a long Lance 
through his Heart,* and fo made an End of 
the Beaft. 

The Kingdom was three Years without a 
King, but inteftine Difcords daily arifing, in 
Anno 1700. they choofed another, a Coufin- 
german to him that was killed. His Name 
was Snltan Abdulla Gialily a Prince of great 
Moderation and Jufiice, and governed well 
for eight or nine Years, that he held the 
Reins of Government in his own Hands 
Trade flourilhed all over his Dominions, and 
he was beloved by all his Subjedls, but being 
of a quiet Difpoution, and a great Bigot tO’ 
the Mahometan Religion, difpofed himfelf to 
Prayer and hearing Sermons, and left the 
Management of his Government to a young- 
er Brother, called Rojoh Mondab, a covetous 
tyrannical Prince. Tne King never came out 
Voi« n. G of 
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of his Palace, but devoted himfelf wholly to 
the Company of Priells, who fed his Mind 
with their Nonfenfe and Cant, and his Bro- 
ther keeping fair with the Priefls, came to 
opprefs the People, and keep the King igno- 
rant. I had the Honour to be acquainted 
with him before he was King, and had free 
Accefs to him when he was King ; but ^s 
Brother never fuifered me to be alone with 
him, left 1 fhould have difcovered fome of 
his evil •Pradices, which I certainly had done, 
if I could have found an Opportunity, and 
to have forewarned him of the Danger he 
was falling into. In Anno 1703. I called at 
Johore in my Way to China, and he treated 
me very kindly, and made me a Prefent of 
the Ifland of Sincafure,. but I told him it 
could be of no Ufe to a private Perfon, tho’ 
a proper Place for a Company to fettle a Co- 
lony on, lying in the Center of Trade, and 
being accommodated with good Rivers and 
fafe Harbours, fo conveniently fituated, that 
all Winds ferved Shipping both to go out and 
come into thofe Rivers. The Soil is black 
and fat: And the Woods abound in good 
Mads for Shipping, and Timber for build- 
ing. I have ieen Targe Beans growing wild 
in the Woods, not interior to the beft in Eu- 
rofe for Tade and Beauty ; and Sugar-cane 
five or dx Inches round growing wild alfo. 

In 1708. the King’s Brotherperfwaded him 
to leave Johore Lami, and reude at Rhio on 
the Ifland of Bintang, about three Leagues 
off the River of Johore, becaufe he thought 

he 
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he could ad his Tyranny with more Securi- 
ty than on the main Continent, and io«t Rhio> 
he engroiTed all Trade in his own Hands, 
buying and felling at his own Prices, and 
puniAiing thofe who dared to fpeak ngainft 
his arbitrary Dealings. At lart, in 1711. a 
Rebellion broke out, that nothing could ftop 
but a Revolution, which dilTolved the State 
into Anarchy. 

Upon the Riling of the People, the Ty- 
rant got on board of a Galley, with his Wives 
and Children, and carried with him above a 
Tun Weight of Gold, and, without taking 
Leave of his Brother, fled to Jolxre Lami, 
bujt finding a fmall Army of Monacaboes 
(whom the People had invited to their Alfi- 
Itance) had taken their Quarters there, he be- 
took himfelf to the Woods with his Family, 
and left his Galley and Gold a Prey to them. 
He knew that there could be no long Safety in 
the Woods, and defpairing of Mercy from 
the injured People, made Defperation fupply 
the Place of Courage. He firft killed his 
Wives and Children, but began to helitate 
about killing himfelf, but a Page of twelve 
Years of Age asked him if he was afraid to 
die a Prince rather than be butcher’d like a 
Slave by fome Villain or Slave’s Hand, and 
that he, tho’ innocent, and who might ex- 
peft Mercy, would lliew him the Way to 
die, and with that took a Crefs, and run 
himfelf through the Body. The Tyrant pre- 
fently followed the Youth’s Example, and 
immediately expired; but the Monacaboes 
Q 7, com- 
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coming foon after to the tragical Place, fanr 
what had been done, and found the Boy a- 
livej and in hisSenfes. They flopt his blood- 
ing Wound, and carried hin^ to Johor e Lor 
tni till his Strength returned. 

When the King heard of the People’s Mu- 
tiny, and his Brother’s Flight, he came out 
of his Palace, and proferred to fettle the State 
in its former Tranquillity, and if that could 
not appeafe them, ne thought nothing elfe 
could bring them to Reafon, but his Life, 
which he would willingly facrifice to atone 
for his Mal-adminiBration. 

T HE People told him, that he was too re- 
ligious to make a good King, and that he 
might retire to ^Miaung or Trmgmo., and 
ipend his Time, W as for Johore and the I- 
flands between Sumatra and it, they would 
confider what to do with them, and fo gave 
him feme Vellels to carry him and his Fami- 
ly, with others who would follow his For- 
tune, to TrangoHO. 

On his Way thither, he called at *Pukh 
aurtf Tingif Tijfang and Timoon, and the In- 
habitants of thofe lllands received him with 
Oemonftrations of Love, and promifed to 
continue in their Duty as his Subjeds. He 
put his cldeft Son, a Youth about twenty 
Years of Age, aihore at Tahaungt to keep 
that Country from revolting, and went him- 
felf ta TranganOi where I afterwards had the 
Honour to fee him, and there I leave him 
at prefenty and return to thofe lllands that ly 
round his Dominions.

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CHAP. XU. 

Gives m Account of tf/e IJland ^Sumatra its 
Places of Note in Trade. 

§ V MAT R A fronts all the Coaft of Mtt- 
laya, from §luedah to the Promontory of 
wrCf and reaches above ifo Leagues far- 
ther. It is one of the greateft Iflands in the 
World. Atcheen being the moft confpicuous 
Place for Trade, I will begin with it, and 
coaft along the Weft Side of it, till I come 
round again to Andraguiry^ to the North- 
weft ward of which River mere is little or no 
C^merce. 

\Atcheent for many Ages, has been a noted 
Port for IVadc from Surat, Malabar, Chor- 
mondel, Bengal, Tegtt and Chiua^ It lies at 
the North-wclt Kni of the famous Sumatra, 
and, for many Years, was bleft with a Wo- 
man’s Government. Queen Elizabeth of 
England fent the Queen of Atcheen a Com- 
pliment of fome Engltjh Rarities, among 
which were fome Brafs Guns, with the Arms 
of England on them, and the Fricndfhip cul- 
tivated by the two Queens, procured great 
Indulgences from the Queen of Atcheen, to the 
Engltjh who traded to her Country. About 
the Year 1675’. \\\(tT>utch made War on her, 
becaufe flie would not permit them to fettle 
a Faftory at Atcheen, or rather, to make her 
their Vallal. They ftmt up the Port of At- 
cheen by their Shipping, and ftrnitned the 
Town for Want of Provifions and other Ne- 
G 3 ceflaiicv. 
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ceilkries, that came yearly from Bengal, but 
an Emlijh Ship came from thence with Rice 
and Cloth proper for tlie Market ; but the 
^utch, after their ufual Manner, forbad the 
Engliflj Traffick, while they had a War. The 
Mailer of the Englijh Ship being afraid of 
Ruin by the Lofs of his Voyage, fent Ad- 
vices to the Atcheeners to be ready near the 
Shore on a Night that he appointed, and he 
would run his Ship alhore in the Bay, loaded 
as /he was, and they might have both the 
Corn and Cloth, 'whether the Hutch would 
or no, which Proje^l was put in Pradlice, 
and had the de/ired Efie^, with the Lofs of 
the Ship only. This Piece of Service fo 
pleafed the Queen, that Ihe called a Cotm- 
cil of her Orankays, and magnifying the 
Englijh Friendlhip, in a full Council declar- 
ed all Englijh free of Atcheen, to pay for a 
Ship with three Mads, loo Tayels, or about 
8o L. Sterl. as a Prefent to the Queen, in 
Lieu of all Cuftoms, let the Cargo be never 
fo rich, and for a Brigantine or Sloop 40 7 W- 
els, and that no Englijh Goods Ihould be 
carried to the Cullom-houfe, or furv^ed in 
their own Houfes, and that all Englijh Mer- 
chants Houfes were to be reckoned as San- 
duaries to fuch as could not my their Debts, 
or had committed any flight rault. 

This Harmony continued till the Year 
1700. that the Queen died, and a Seid or 
Preacher getting a llrong Party, was made 
King, promiling to do Wonders ; but, in all 
my Travels, I never found a civil Govern- 
ment 
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ment, with a Prieft at the Head of it, pro- 
Ircr long, and fo it fell out here. The firft 
Thing of Moment he contrived, was to make 
the Englijh pay lo fer Cent. Cufioms on the 
Goods they imported, which they would not 
come into, nor would they unlade their 
Goods, but on the old Footing. 

In May 1701 . 1 arrived there with a great 
Ship, and good Force, for it was dangerous 
to trafKck by Sea, becaufe of the Impedi- 
ment that the French and the Pirates gave to 
Trade in India. I had on board a rich Car- 
go from Suratt and, on my At rival I took the 
Chap at the great River’s Mouth, according 
to Cufiom. This Chap is a Piece of Silver 
about 8 Ounces WeiMt, made in Form of a 
Crofs, but the crofs Part is very Ihort, that 
wp take with both Hands, and put to our 
Fore-head, and declare to the Officer that 
briims the Chapt that we conle on an honeft 
Deugn to trade, and after that Ceremony is 
over, we go in our Boats freely to the Town, 
which Hands about four Miles up the River ; 
but, before wc take the Chap^ no Boat mult 
go on Penalty of a Fine. 

When I came to Town, I went to pay 
my Vifit to xhe ShawbundaartVihoxsCxxiiom- 
mailer, and common Arbitrator of Differen- 
ces ariling among Merchants. Some Gentle- 
men that relided there, and fome Mailers of 
Ships belonging to the Englijh^ accompani- 
ed me. I carried my Boat’s Crew, armed 
with Fuzee and Bayonet, for my Guard. Af- 
ter fome Compliments had pall bctweai the 
G 4 Sham- 
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Shawbundaar and me, he told me, that if I 
had a Mind to trade there, I muft carry rty 
Goods to the Cuftom-houfe, and there to be 
opened, and lo fer Cent. laid by for the King, 
whether we fold the reft there or no. I told 
him that was a new Method that I did not 
underftand, and could not come into, but 
withal advifed him to take Care how their 
King quarrelled with the Englifij^ who were 
as capable to reduce them to Straits as the 
^utch were, when the Englijh relieved them. 
He anfwered me, that they were not afraid 
of what the Englijh could do, for their Pow- 
^r being divided, they could do nothing but 
threaten. 

I took my Leave of him abruptly, and told 
him, that we knew how to fight in Defence 
of our Rights and Privileges better than how 
to threaten. There were three Englijh Vef- 
fels lying in the River, which had paid their 
Cuftoms and fold their Cargoes at under 
Rates, and two Merchants that refided at 
Jltcheen. We all dined together, and, after 
Dinner, held a Confultation how to behave 
in this Aft'air, that afte^led our Merchants in 
general, who traded thither. At latt it was 
agreed, that I Ihould aftift the Merchants in 
getting their Eflefts offon board of my Ship, 
and to get their Veflels out of the River, by 
the Afliftance of my Boats and Men, and 
then to iliut up the Port, all which was done 
in one Day and a Night. I then fent a Lin- 
guift to tell the Sharjubundaart that fince the 
EngliJ!) were denied Trade at their Port, we 

for- 
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forbad Trade to any other Nation, and de> 
fired that no Boats might pafs out of their 
!^vers, either to trade or fiui, on their Peril. 
They continued quiet two Days, and on the 
Third they fent fome Boats off, from afiuidy 
Bay about three Miles from our Ship. I fent 
two Boats well mann’d to feize their Nets, 
but afibon as they perceived my Boats, they 
ran theirs alhore, and took out what was in 
them ; and as my Boats were rowing near 
the Shore within a Mile of my Ship, about 
40 or 50 Muskets were fired on them out of 
lome Bulhes that grow thick, a little Way 
from the Strand. My Boats fired in their 
Turn at the Place where they favv the Smoke, 
and I made a Signal to bring them aboard a- 

f jain, and found only two of my Men flight- 
y wounded. 

The fame Evening we had Advice, that 
they were about mounting three Culverins 
that lay in a little Fort on the River’s Side, 
as we go to Town. I immediately ordered 
my Armourer to get about loo Ihort Spikes 
of feveral Sizes, and harden them well, and 
carried them in my Boat, which I double 
manned, and coming into the River, we e- 
fpied a great Number of Men in the Fort. I 
rowed direftly towards it, and they within ex- 

S edling to. have a- Meflage to carry to the 
dng, llood gazing till we came clofe to the 
Yvall, and then we faluted them with a Show- 
er of twenty or thirty Granadocs, that fq 
frightned them, that happy was he who got 
firfiaway. We then entred the Fort, and 

found 
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found fome wounded Men in it. We pre- 
ftntly fpik’d up the Vents of the Guns, and 
left them, and came at our Leifure aboard 
again. 

A Day or two after,as my Boat was rowing 
along the Shore,towards zTrofw that was com- 
ing in towards the fmall River, they again fired 
out of their Bulhes. I had forty two Guns 
mounted on my Ship, and bringing my Broad* 
fide to bear, I got five and twenty on that Side, 
and pointing them well among the Trees and 
Buihes where we obferved the Smoke to a- 
rife, we gave them a Volley of great Shot in 
return of their Volley of fmall. By Report 
our great Shot did fome Execution, but par- 
ticularly on the poor Fiftiers, who had a 
Village a little within the Woods, that we 
did not fee. 

This Stoppage of Trade and Filhing, and 
killing and wounding the People, made a 
great Noife among the poorer Sort, having 
in nine Days Time found more of theEfi^As 
ofHoftility, than ever they did in their Lives 
before, and fo gathering together in great 
Numbers, went in a Body to the Palace, 
threatning Vengeance on theCaufersof their 
Calamity, and if the Englijh were not reftored 
to their ancient Privileges, they would have 
a Woman to reign again. 

A Nephew of the deceafed Queen lived 
then privately at ?*^</iw,aTown about feven 
Leagues oE Some Orankayas who were 
difcontented with the new King’s Govern- 
ment, firft becaufe he was a Foreigner, and 

that 
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that the Af&irs of State were ill managed 
and that a War with the Englifit was im> 
pendingy wrote to that Gentleman, that 
if he would come to them with a fmall 
Force, they would raife a Partj' to dethrone 
him that reigned, and he might have a fair 
Chance to fucceed him. 

However, the reigning King not ex- 
pe6hiw that his new Culloms would meet with 
liich Oppofition, fent an Ormkaya aboard of 
my Ship, with the Linguift,toknow whywe 
made War on him. We replied that he was 
the Aggreflbr, by robbing us of our juft Rights 
and Privileges, acquired by our Services, and 
in firing at our Boats, fo we wondred that 
> the King could ask a Reafon of us. The O- 
rankaya told us, that he had brought a Pow- 
er to make up all Differences on the King’s 
Part, but that we muft confent to fome new 
Things, as that we fhould pay no Cuftoms, 
but a Prefent as before, but that our Goods 
muft go to the Cuftom-houfe, and there to 
be opened, and was going on, but I inter- 
rupted him, and told him be had demanded 
more than could be granted already, fo he 
might lave himfelf the Trouble of making far- 
ther Demands.' When he found that nothing 
new could be obtained, he faid he would car- 
ry our Anfwer to the King, which he did ; 
and the fame Evening Proclamation was cried 
through the Streets, that the might a- 

gain repair to their refpedtive Houfes, and 
trade on the old Foundation. 


Next 
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Next Day I went to wait on the Sbaiti- 
bundaart but carried a Guard of twenty Eu- 
ropans. He askt me why I carried fo many 
arm’d Men in my Company. I told him that 
I underftood there were like to be Commo- 
tions in the Country, and I wasrefolved to be 
neuter, and would not be infulted by either 
Party. He begg’d that I would lana Ibme 
Bales of Goods, to Ihew that we were recon- 
ciled, which I did, to the no fmall Joy of 
the Town’s People, who were quite tired with 
their new IQng’s Experiments. 

But the Clamours of the People did not 
ceafe. For when they had News of their de- 
ceafed Queen’s Nephews railing Forces to 
come xaAtcheeny tne Diforders of the State 
increafed, but 1 left them, and purfued my 
Voyage to Malacca and Johore^ where I met 
with the Scots fecond Supercargo, as is before 
mentioned. 

Ate been affords nothing of itsownProduft 
fit for Export, but Gold Duff, which they 
have pretty plentiful, and of the finell Touch 
of any in tnofe Parts, it being two per Cent. 
better than Andra^gbiry or 5P/i/?4«»^Gold, and 
is equal in Touch to our Guinea. They do 
not dig for it, but catch it in Gullies, or little 
Rivulets, as it wadies off the Mountains, and 
one particularly, a very high Mountain in Form 
of a Pyramid, called Gold Mount, which by 
Report furnilhes them yearly with above looo 
Pound Weight. 

Elephants are ver^lentiful at Atebeen, 
and confequently their Teeth, which the«r»- 

rat 
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rat Merchants buy up for their Markets. In 
170Z. I faw one who had been kept there a- 
bove 100 Years, but by Report was then 300 
Years old, he was about 1 1 Foot high, and had 
a vail Deal of Sagacity. 

When any young male Elephant mows 
unruly, which they ufually do in rutting ^me, 
and break their Fetters and go aflay, 
this old Elephant is immediately fent out, 
and following the Track of his Foot, will 
find him out, and bring him back to his 
Stable, either by fair or foul Means. 

At Atcheen they have a fmall Coin of 
Leaden Money called Caih, from twelve to 
fixteen Hundred of them goes to one ATare, 
or Majfcie. The Maffcie is a fmall Gold Coin 
of fourteen Pence current, but in Value a- 
bout twelve Pence Englijh. I have taken a 
Gold Maffcie^ and put it with a Majfcie of 
Cafli, and thrown them into a Puddle of Wa- 
ter, and the Elephant would find out the 
Gold among the Lead, by the nice Feeling of 
his Probofeis. 

T H E R E is a very comical Piece of Revenge 
he took on a Taylor in Anno 1691. A Ship 
called the ‘Dorothy., commanded by Captain 
Tbwaits, called at Atifbeen for Rcfrelhments 
in her Way froift England to Bengal, and 
two Englijh Gentlemen refiding then at At- 
cbeen, went aboard to flirnilh themfelvcs with 
what European Necellarics they had Occalion 
for; and, amongft other Thin^, they bought 
fome Nor'wich Stuffs for Clothes, and there 
being no Englijh Taylor to be had, they em- 
ployed 
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ployed a Survt Taylor, who kept a Shop on 
the Bazaar, or ^eat Market-place, and had 
generally half a Dozen, or half a Score Work- 
men to few in his Shop. It was the old & 
lephant’s Cuflom to reach in his Trunk at 
Doors or Windows as he pafled along the 
Side of a Street, begdng decayed Fruits or 
Roots, which the Inhwitants generally gave 
him. 

As he was one Morning going to the Ri- 
ver to be waihed, with \^Carnacky or^der 
on his Back, he chanced to put his Trunk in 
at the Taylor’s Window, and the Taylor 
prickt him with his Needle, inflead of ^ving 
an Alms. The Elephant feem’d to take no 
Notice of the Affront, but went calmly onto 
the River, and was waflied, and being done 
with wafhing, troubled the Water with one 
of his fore Feet, and then fucked up a good 
Quantity of that dirty Water into his Trunk, 
and pafling unconcernedly along the fame 
Side of the Street where the Taylor’s Shop 
was, he put in his Trunk at the Window, and 
blew his Nofe on the Taylor with fuch a 
Force and Quantity of Water, that the poor 
Taylor and his Life-guard, were blown off the 
Table th^ wrought on, almoft fri^tned out 
of their Senfes, but the Englijh Gentlemen 
had their Clothes fpoiled by the Elephant’s 
comical, but innocent Revenge. 

No Place in the World punllhes Theft 
with greater Severity than Atcheen, and yet 
Robberies and Murdeis are more frequent 
there than in any other Place, For the firft 

Fault, 
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Fault, if the Theft do not amount to a Tayel 
Value, it is but the Lofs of an Hand, or a 
Foot, and the Criminal may choofe which 
hell part with ; and if caught a fecond Time, 
the fame Puniihment and Lofs is ufed, but 
the third Time, or if theyfieal five Tayel in 
Value, that Crime entitles them to Soulingt 
or impaling alive. When their Hand or Foot 
is to be cut off, they have a Block with a 
broad Hatchet fixt in it with the Edge up- 
wards, on which the Limb is laid, andftruck 
on with a wooden Mallet, till the Amputa- 
tion is made, and they have an hollow JBtm- 
bow^ or Indian Cane, ready to put the Stump 
in, and ftopt about with Rags or Moft, to 
keep the Blood from comiimout, and arefet 
in a confpicuous Place, for Travellers to gaze 
on, who generally beftow a little Spittle in a 
Pot, being what is produced by the Mafiicati- 
on of Beetle, and that ferves them inf^d of 
Salve to cure their Wounds. 

T H o s B who fuffer the Penalty of the Law, 
who have no Families in the Town, are ba- 
nifhed to Tullo-weyt an Ifland about four 
Leagues to the North-eaftward of Atcheeuy 
and there they cultivate the Ground, and breed 
Poultry for the Ufeof the Town ; and I have 
heard that there are above five hundred of 
thofe Banditti Inhabitants on it. There is 
another Ifland that lies about three Leagues 
to the Northward of called Tullo- 

rondo. Ir is uninhabited, and fends forth a Reef 
of Rocks towards Tullo-weyy above one 
third Part of the Chanel. Between them 

and 
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and Tulkhsomus is Clufter of high ffloim- 
tainous and rocky Iflands, to the North-weft- 
ward of AtcheeHf and their End runstpfeven 
Leases Diftance from the Road. There is 
no Danger lying above a Mile off them ; and 
between Atcheen Head an high fteep Promon- 
tory, and the South End of Gmus lilands, 
there are two Chanels to come from the 
W eft ward into the Road. The fmalleft, which 
is not a Quarter of a Mile broad, has no Dan- 
ger in it, but the broadeft, which is above 
two Miles broads is peftered with Rocks 
half Way over from Gomuslttznds. 

The Vallies about Atcheen produce ex- 
cellent Fruits, and the hefiMangoftanesmilas 
World grow there. The Air is very falu- 
tary, and the River Waters are excellent for 
bathing. Waihing in it before Sun-riling, 
and after fetting, has cured inveterate Fluxes;, 
and I have been told, that frequent Bathing 
has cur’d the Pox. 

CHAP. XLH. 

Gives an Account of the IJlands and trading 
Torts on the Weji Ca<i/? ^ Sumatra. 

A nd now I leave Atcheen, and purfue 
my Travels along the Weft Coaft of 
Sumatra. Labon is the firft Place noted for 
Gold Duftand Camphire, but has no Com- 
merce with Strangers. Hog Iflandlies oppo- 
iite to it, about ten Leagues off. Thisifland 

takes 
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takes it Name from the great Numbers of 
wild Hogs on it, who arc the only Inhabitants! 
asCTfooulandyClore to it, takes its-Name from 
the ^eat Numbers of Cocoa-nut Trees 
growing on it. 

Boros is the next Place that abounds in 
Goldj.Camphire, and Benzoin^ but admits 
of no foreign Commerce. It lies within the 
South End of Ho^s liland, about the fame 
Diilance from it that Labou is. This Place 
fets a Boundary to the Kingdom of Atcheen. 

Ayerbatme is the next Place of Notice. It 
produces Gold and Pepper, it lies about one 
Degree to the Northward of the yEquator, 
and has the Advantage of a good fafe Har- 
bour, but it is little frequented, becaufe of 
the Treachery of the Natives, who make 
fnudl Account of murdering Strangers, if they 
can- but get the lead Advantage % it. Tbo 
Harbour lies in a fmall but deep Bay, and three 
fmall Iflands lying before it, make it a mod 
excellent Harbour; and the Chanels between' 
the Iflands, and between the Shore and the 
Iflands, are clear of Danger. The North End 
of VuUo-nayas lies about twenty Leagues 
without it. The Inhabitants of that Ifland 
prove the bed Slaves in and are fold at 
an higher Price in the Atcheen Market than 
any others. 

Tadang is about twenty Leagues to the 
Southward of the /Equator, where the *Dutch 
have a Colony, and a drong Fort to defend 
it dom the Inlults of the Natives. It 
cod the *Dutch many h^en, and much Trea-

fure before they could force a Settlement 
there, tho* at laft they gained their Point, 
, but being a Country that produces only Gold 
and Pepper, the Profits can hardly bear the 
Charge. Tlie Ifland of Good Fortune lies a- 
bout %o Leagues without it. 

Indrapura is the next, and lies about fifty 
Leagues to the Southward of the .Equator. 
It was formerly an Englijh Faftory, but the 
^utcfj infulted it in King lViUiani% War 
/ with France^ and it has made but a forry Fi- 
gure in Trade fince. Its Commodity is only 
Pepper, but it affords great Plenty of it, and 
v yery cheap;, The Ifland of Nafaw lies about 
15 l4eagues without it. 

Bencokn is an Englijh Colony, but the 
ropem Inhabitants not very numerous. A- 
bout the Year 1690. the Eajl-india Compaq 
ny built a Fort there, and called it Fort, 
but Brick or Stone Walls in that Country can- 
not 1 (^ continue firm, becaufe Concullions 
of the&rtb are fo frequent by Earthc^uakes, 
\that folid Walls are rent by the ffaaking of 
their Foundations. It has the Conveniency 
of a River to bring their Pepper out of the 
inland Countries, but great Inconveniencies in 
Hupping it off on board the Ships, for there 
is a dangerous Bar at the River’s Mouth, 
which has proved fatal to many poor Englijh 
Men. Tlie Road for Shipping is alfo incon- 
venient} for in the South-well Monfoons, 
there being nothing to keep the great Swell 
of rolling Seas off them, but a fmall Ifland 
called Rat Ifland, tlie Ships are ever in a 

vio- 
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violent Motion while that Monfopn lalls.^ 

The inland Princes are often at Variance 
among themfelves, and fometiniesare trouble- 
fomto the Trade of our Colony, but as their 
Wars arelhorti the Engfijh^x^ in little Dan- 
ger by them. In the Year 1693. there was 
a great Mortality in the Colony, the Gover- 
nor and his Council all died in a fhort Time 
after one another, and one Mr. Sowdou being 
the eldeft Faftor, had his Refidencc at ^Praj- 
maut or Priamaity a fubordinate Faiftory to 
Bencoloify being called to the Government of 
the Colony, but not very fit for that Charge, 
becaufe of his intemperate drinking, it for- 
tuned in his fhort Reign, that four Princes 
differed, and rather than run into Afts of 
Hoflility* referred their Differences to the Ar- 
bitriment of the Governor, and came 

to the Fort with th«r Plea. Mr. Sowdon foon 
determined their Differences in favours of 
the two that complained ; and becaufc the 
others feem’d dillatisfied with his Determina- 
tion, ordered both their Heads to be ftruck 
ofi^ which ended their Difputcs effe^ually, 
and made them afterwards to make up Difte- 
rences among themfelves, without troubling 
the Englifl} with their Contentions and im- 
pertinent Quurrels, but Governor So-jsdon 
was fent for to Fort St. George^ and another 
fent in his Place lefs fanguin. 

And ever fince that Time there has been a 
Succelfion of moderate Governors^ and fome 
have been guilty of as much Temerity the o- 
ther Way. Fori* ^n«o 1719. the then Go- 
H % ver- 
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vemor, having feme Difputes with feme of 
the Natives, was fomewhat fearful of them. 
On a fellival Day, in firing Guns, a Wad 
from one of them fet Fire to an Houfe 
thatcht with Reeds, and fcveral others con- 
tiguous to it todc Fire fromit,fothatitfpread 
through the Market Place. The Governor 
believing it to be done malicioullyby the Na- 
tives, leK the Fort precipitantly, and got on 
board of a Ship in the Road, leaving fome 
Chefls of Money, and all the Artillery, Arms, 
Ammunition, and other Ellefts of his Matters, 
behind him, and his Garifon, following their 
Leader, left their Potts, and got aboard 
alfo. 

The Natives being furprifed with the 
fudden Departure of ihsEndiJht went into the 
Fort, and took what they had mott Occafion 
for ; but fome Chine fe Merchants, who had 
fettled at BencoUmy being alfo frightned,em- 
barked on their Veflels,and difperfed them- 
felves in Places where they thought they might 
be mott fecure. 

The chief Merchant of the Chineje^ who 
is generally called the China Captain, in the 
Places where the Chinefe have Trade, went 
to Battpvia to fome Relations he had there, 
but the 'Dutchy according to their wonted 
Hofpitality in India^ punifhed him as a Cri- 
minal, and taught him to make Lime and car- 
ry Stones the Remnant of his Days, for dar- 
ing to fettle among the EngUJIj. Some of 
the Chinefe I faw the fame Year at Trangano 
in Johore^ who gave me this Account. Where- 

ever 
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ever thefe ipoor Chinefi came, in Places where 
the ^utch had Power, they were as heartily 
perfecuted as a Poor Vroteftant is that takes 
Sanduary in a Country where the holy, chari- 
table, zealous Clergy have Power. 

Th e Natives were almoll ruined by the Eh~ 
glijh Defertion. For as their Trade lay all 
on their. Pepper, none came to bu^ it, and 
their Regret being known at Fort St. George^ 
there was a new (jovernor fent back with a 
new Garifon,to take Poflellion again of their 
own Fort. What the Company loft by that 
unaccountable Piece of Temerity, I know 
not, but they gained very little Credit by it. 

The Country above Bencolon is moun- 
tainous and woody, and I have heard that 
there are many Vukanoes in this Ifland \ but 
whatever may be the Caufe, the Air is full 
of malignant Vapours, and the Mountains are 
continually clothed with thick heavy Clouds, 
that break oiit in Lightning, Thunder, Rain, 
and Ihort-liv’d Storms, '^heir Food is not 
fit for every Stomach. Tame Buffalo may be 
had, but no Cow-beef. Poultry' are fcarce 
and dear, and fo is Fifli, but fome Sorts of 
Fruits are pretty plentiful ; however, the 
Gentlemen there live as merrily, tho’ not fo 
long, as in other Places blcft with Plenty, 
and fo fociablc, that they leave their Eftates 
to the longcft Liver. 

SiUebar lies but four Leagues to the South- 
caftward of BencolmitOX^^ has a fine conveni- 
ent Harbour to Iheltcr Shipping from all 
Dangers caufed bv Storms, but the frelh W a- 
' U 3 ter 
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tejT is bad, and if drank any confiderable 
Time, canfes Grippings and Fluxes, but it 
wants a River to /bring Pepper from the in- 
land Countries. ^Tbere is no Place of Comr* 
merce or Note between SiUebar and Lam- 
foun Point, which is the Southwardmoft Point 
on Sumatra, nor any Thing remarkable on 
the Sea ihorej)but a imaU Village called 

whidi has a fmall low Ifland lying a 
little Way off it, and there is above 40 Fa- 
thoms deep within an Englijh Mile of the 
Shore. And the Ifland of Engano lies in the 
OiHng, about ao Leagues from it. It is an 
Ifland about 3 Leagues long, uninhabited, 
very fmooth, without Mountains, and may 
be feen nine or ten Leagues off. 

{jomfouH lies twenty Leagues from the 
Point within the Streights of Sunda, at the 
Bottom of a deep Bay. The Englijh had a 
good Pepper Fadtory there, but it being a 
Part of the King of Bantam’s' Dominions, 
that Fadlory was loft when the ’Dutch com- 
pelled the Englijh to leave Bantam, in Anna 
1683. and what produces, is carried 

to them at Bantam,

CHAP. XLin. 

Treats of the Eafl Si^ of Sumatra, with 
the a^acent jfiands^ their TroduBf Cem^ 
merctf and Cujioms. 

T here are no other Places of Note 
on that Part of the SumatraCon&tXSXi 
we come to TulUmAamy which lies oppofite 
to the North 'Well Point of the IHand of 
Bankot about four Leagues dillant from it. 
Tullambam is a T>utth Fadlory that brings 
them great Quantities of Pepper, being un-. 
der Contrad with the King of ‘Pullambamt 
and other inland Princes, to take off all their 
Pepper at a certain Price, I think it is for lo 
Pieces of Eight, or fo Shillings Ster. a Bof- 
haoTt of 400 Pounds Englijh futtle Weight, 
one Half to be paid in Money, and the other 
Half in Cloth. The Cloth Part the Compa- 
ny pays at 70 per Cent, on the prime .Coll; 
but all other Nations are debarr’d Commerce 
there, except the Chinefit and by their Means 
the Englijh come in for a Share of their Pep- 
per, as our Ships pafs through the Streights 
of Banka. 

TuUar^am lies about eight Leagues from 
the Sea, on the l^anks of a large River, which 
divides it felf into fevcral Branches, and they 
difcmbo(}uc at four Mouths into the %a. The 
T)utch keep two fmall Sloops cruiling about 
thofe Mouths of the River, to prevent Smug- 
gling, but land many others have found Ways 
and Means to lade our Ships full with Pep- 
H 4 per, 
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E eVf. notwithilanding the llrid Guard. An 
undred Pounds to the King, and as much 
~h 


fmd Bahaars eafily procur’d. 

(The Tullat^amV&ppet is very foul, info 
much that we feldom find lefs than lo or ix 


^er Cent. Garblage, but then we buy it for 
nine Pieces of Eight a Bahaar. The®»#fA 
lade oflf about 3000 Tuns per Annum, from 
this Place, and the Chine/e and Natives lade 
off as much more. The Natives are obliged 
to carry theirs to Batavia, and fell to the 
IDmtcb Company, but if they meet with a 
Market by the Way, they’ll embrace it ; for 
the Company’s Payment being moft in Cloth 
at high Rates, they are not fond of trading 
with them. 

The ^utch Company formerly drove a 
good Trade mOphiHm,2X 7 uUa^am,'^\acYi 
(like Claret and Brandy ) drew much 

ready Calh out of his Country, as thofe do 
out of ours, but in Anno 1708. the King or- 
dered only the Importation of three Chefts, 
each containing aoout t6o Pound Weight, 
and if Smugglers were detefted, they 
paid their Goods and Lives for their Difobe- 
4ienc^ 

The Ifland of Bania\ying fo near the Coaft 
of ¥nllambam. I’ll take a View of it as I pafs 
along. It is about fifty Leagues long, and fix- 
teen broad, fome Places being broader, and 
fome narrower. For about 30 Leagues it 
faces the Sumatra Coafi, keemng between 3 
and 6 Leagues difiant. The Entrance from 

the 
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the Southward being iiuthefi.difiant in the 
Streights of Bmis, at the Mouth of which 
is the Ifland of LMeipara, a finall barren I> 
fland, which fends forth Sand Banks almoft 
duree Leagues towards the Coaft of Suma- 
tra. And within a Mile of that Shore, where 
the Chanel is deepefl, there are but fourFa> 
thorns and an half Water, but the Bottom is 
foft. 

About Leases from the North End 
is the Place of the King’s Refidence. In 1710. 
a Son of the King of 'TulkmAam was 
"'and a Fire accidentally hapi^ning in a Vu- 
lage, when the Fire was extinraiihed, they 
chanced to find much melted Metal under 
the Rubbiib, which proved to be Tin. *1116 
King ordered his People to dig a little into 
the Ground, and they found Plenty of ^e, 
which he now reaps a good Advantage 
The ‘Dutch fent from Bataoia for Leave to 
fettle a Fadory there, but could not obtain 
that Favour, the K^g declaring that his 
Country Ihould be free for all Nations to 
trade iio 

Th fixatives of the Ifland are, as moflo* 
ther Malayasy very treacherous, inhumane and 
inhofpitable to Strangers, who have the Mif- 
fortune to be fliip-wrackt on that Coaft. 1 
knew one Captslin Telling, who belonged to 
feme Gentlemen oiAtebeen, and had the 
Misfortune to be fliip-wrackt there, and they 
cut him off and all his Crew, except two 
Boys who were made Slaves: But I mow a 
very honeft ingenious Gentleman now alive 

in 
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io Engkndt who had better Fortuny fori 
after his Ship was loft in the Streights of 
Banka, he and his Men direAed their Courfe 
to VuUambam^ where a very hofpitable ‘Dutch 
Gentleman, who fortuned to be Chief of the 
Dutch Aftairs at that Time, gave them a 
kind Reception, and procured them Paftage 
for Batavia, where, iome Years after, I was 
in Company with the Hoft and Gueft toge*. 
ther. 

B^a has a very foul Coaft for 6 Leagues 
within Mmafin Point, which is the North- 
weft Cape-land on the Ifland ; and over that 
Cape there is an high Mountain called Ma- 
u^m Hill. On the North-eaft Coaft of the 
Hland there are fo many Banks and Rocks 
under Water, that Navigation is very preca- 
rious, and none but ‘Panjalangs and ^rawa 
( fmail Veflels ) venture to go that Traft ; 
befides, there are no Places of Commerce 
on the North-eaft Side of Batata, tQ invite a 
Stranger by the Profpeft of Gain, jind fo I 
return back to the Coaft of Sumdtra again, 
without taking Notice of the little Pepper 
and Danmar that are the ProduA of Biutka. 

From ‘PuUambam there are no Places of 
Commerce on the Coaft, till we come to 
Jan^e, which is about xoo Englijh Miles. 
Here formerly the Englijh had a Fadory on 
an Iftand near its River’s Mouth, called Ba- 
rella ; but the Impediments their Trade met 
with from the Dutch, who had a Faflory in 
the Country up the River, made the EngUflf 
Company withdraw. TheSD«/f/&kept auttle 

FaAory 
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FaAory at Jandtee till 1710. and then with-> 
drew alfo. That Country produces only 
Pepper and Canes ; and, by the Lazinefs of 
the Inhabitants, there is hardly any of them 
procurable. 

The Ifland fdSgpL lies under the Equa- 
tor, about 10 Leagues from Jambeet ^nd as 
far from the River of Johore\ and is a Part 
of the Johore Dominions. It is about twen-< 
ty Leagues long* and ten broad. It is very 
mountainous within, and very low towards 
^he Sea. Its Produft is fome Pepper and 
"Canes, and it abounds in Porcupines, which 
^ affords them the valuable Porcupine BeaJcoar. 
^me of them I have feen as big as a W all-nut, 
and of the fame Shape, and pretty near in 
Colour, valued at 600 Pieces of Eight. Be- 
tween Isingen and Sumatra are theStreights 
oiDrionst where generally Ships pafsthatgo 
f^m Malacca to Batavia. 

<. O N the Sumatra Shore there are no Places 
of Commerce, till we come to the South 
Entrance of Andraghira River, and there lies 
‘Pattafan^ a Town belonging to the Domi- 
nions oijohorey that affords Pepper and Gold.''^ 
Off* the Mouth of that River anout ten Lea-"^ 
gues ly the two Iflands of Carimony and ber 
tween them and the Sumatra Shore, are the 
Streights of Labon. Upon the Eall Side of 
the great Carimotiy is the Entrance of the 
Streights of Drhns ; and between the fmall 
Carimon and Tanjmg-bellong on the Conti- 
nent, is the Entrance of the Streights of Sin- 
Cfifure before mentioned, and alio into the 

Streights 
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Streights of Govemadaret the largeft and est* 
fiefl PalTage into the Chvta Seas. There are 
many Iflands lying thick hereabout* all tut* 
der the Dominions of Jobore. 

The *Dutch have alfo a Faftory on the 
River of Andragbira^ called Stacks but of no 
great Moment. It is fo unhealthfol, that in- 
corrigible Sots, and other Lumber of the a- 
dive World, are fent thither toescpiate their 
Offences againll Nature, and very feldom a- 
ny return back to give an Account of the Sa-^ 
Inbrity of the Country. The Reafon may be* 
that yearly there are vaft Numbers of Fifh 
called Sbadesf about the Bignefs of a large 
Haddock, full of Bones, and Rows about 
one third of their own Magnitude, which 
come into that River to fpawn,and great Num- 
bers of People refort thither in that Seafon 
to Catch them, for the fake of their Rows, 
and throw away the reft of the Fifli, which 
fo corrupts the Air, that few can hold out 
one Year, but are relieved every fix Months, 
except thofe who are fent for Sacrifices to 
*Pluto. 

The *Dutcb have another Faftory right 
oppofite to Malacca^ on the Side of a large 
River, called Bankalis. Whether that be a 
Branch of Andragbira River I know not, 
/but. I believe it is." The Company vends a 

g reat Deal of Cloth and Ophium there, and 
rings Gold-dull in Return. That benefici- 
"^1 'ftade was not known to the ^utcb be- 
fore x68;. that one Mr. Lucas, a Faftor in 
the Company’s Service at Malacca, was ad- 

vifed 



viied ^ %*iiafi$yato fend fome SMtaf Bajttur 
dyed blue, and tome Berams dyed red, wincb 
are both coirfe Cotton Cloth much worn in 
that Country ; and Ophium is as much ia 
Requeft there, as Tea is with us. In lo Yeats 
that he kept that Trade v^olly to 
tho’ in other Mens Names, he got an 
of xo or la Tuns of Gold, or about loooeo 
Pounds Eu^Jhy and then revealed the Se7 
cret to the Company, who took that Tirade 
altogether into their own Hand^ 

Th£re are prodigious Nimims of tviU 
Swine about Baniu^Si and, in the Months 
of ^December and January., their fleih is ve- 
ry fweet and fat. In tlmfe Months great 
Numbers of People refort thkher in fmatt 
Tarawa. Some go into the Woodh, and 
them towards the River, while odiers are 
ready with Dogs to drive them into it, and 
when one goes, dl the Herd follows. Okheit 
are ready with Lances in their to 

purfue them in the Water, and laaoe di^, 
and fo many as are lancet drop down tan 
the other ^lore, and they are immediately 
carried to Places af^inted, where there are 
many Fires made arBrulh-wood and Leaves 
of Trees, which the Woods afford in great 
Plenty, and, in.thofe light Flames, theyfinge 
the Hair o^ and take out the Intrails, and 
cut them up in proper Pieces, and fait them 
in the Traws ; and every Traw has a 
Share proportionable to the Number ofhfen 
it brings. After it has lien three or four 
Days in Salt, they waih the Pork, and ^ng 

it 
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it in Smoke, and then put it hito Casks, 
which they have ready for their Purpofe, 
with fome dry Salt, and fell it by the Cask 
to the belt Bidder. And I think it is the molt 
favoury fait Pork that ever 1 tailed. 

Th o s e Filh Rows caught at Siakf they 
pickle up in Salt and Tamarinds^ and then 
dry them in Smoke, and when dry enough, 
put them up in large Leaves of Trees, and 
tranfpoit them to all the Countries about, 
from Atcbeen to Sitan. It is called, when dri* 
ed, Turbow, and of Pork and Turbow they 
drive a good- Trade, which, I think, far ex« 
ceeds Cantor . 

There is no other Place on the Sumatra 
Coaft, between Baaludis and Atcbeen^ that 
adnuts of Commerce with Strangers, tho' 
there are feveral large Rivers, at lealt, by 
their Outlets to the Sea, they appear to be fo. 
Hiere is one called *DeU^y that lies $ Leagues 
within *PuUo Vereroy a fmall uninhabited I-^ 
Hand, that affords nothing but frelh Water 
and Wood. The Inhabitants on that Part of 
Sumatroy are fsud to be Canibals. T^iamoud 
Point lies about ao Leagues to the Norths 
welt of VuUo Vereroy that fends dimgerous 
^ocks above a League off Shore. 'peJn^ 
^habitants are uncivilized, murdering all^oih 
they can furprife or mailer./ And at Tiffaugy 
about lo Leagues to the Wellward of 7)ia-. 
mond Point, there is a fine deep River, but 
not frequented, becaufe of the Treache- 
^ and bloody Difpofition of the Natives. 
TVelve Leagues farther Welt lies Teditr.

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It has the Benefit of a good River, but be> 
ing but eight Leagues from Atcbeen* it has 
no Trade.

CHAP. XLIV. 

Trials of Java, and the IJlands near it^ with 
an Account of the G art (ms and Factories 
fettled m that IJland by the Dutch, the 
Trodult and Commerce oflzvzy Bally, Lom> 
bock, Flores, Soiore, Leolana, Panterra, 
Mifcomby, Timore, Banda and Molucca 
Iflandst and the IJlands of Celebes their 
Troduilf Extent and Commerce, 


A ND now having ended my Tour round 
/X Sumatra^ I muft return to the South* 
ward, and travel to theEallward of Sumatra* 


and to the Southward of the iEquator, a- 
mong thofe famous Iflands ; and Java bei^ 
the weftmofl, I begin there, and march EaC 
ward among Iflands far firOm any Continent. 

nt 


of Java. It has a Chanel between it and Ja^ 
vot but there is fome Danger in it. There 
are no Inhabitants on it ; but there are three 
Places that afibrd good Water, and Wood 
enough for Ships bound out of the Strei^ts 
of Suuda to Europe, There are feveral o- 
ther Iflands in theStreights, as Caccotoa, Hu- 
arsf in the Way, the Suttm and Cafe^ and 
feveral others without Name. 

Ths 
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The firfi Place of Commerce on the Weft 
End of yava, is the famous Ba$tam, where 
the Englijh and leones had their Fadories 
flouriihing till Anno i68x. at which Time the 
neighbourly ^utch fomented a War between 
the old King of Bantam and his Son, and 
becaufe the Father would not come into their 
Meafures, and be their humble Slave, they 
Ifauck in with the Son, who was more cove- 
tous of a Crown than of Wifdom. They, 
with the Ailiftance of other Rebels, put the 
Son on the Throne, and took the old King 
Prifoner, and fent him to Batavia ; and, in 
1683. thw pretended a Power from the new 
King to frad the Engliflj and *Danes a pack- 
ing, which they did with a great Deal of In- 
foloice, according to Cuftom. They next 
fortified, by building a firong Fort within 
a Piftol-lhot of one that the old King had 
bi^ before to bridle their Infolence. 

JThb only Produft of Bantam is Pepper, 
wherein it abounds fo much, that they can 
export 10000 Tuns fer Annum. The Road 
is good, and fecure for the Safety of Ship- 
ping. It is in a pleafant Bay, wherein are ie- 
veral fmall Iflands, which retain their Eng- 
lijh Names Hill ; and the Natives flill lament 
the Lofs of the En^ijh Trade among them, 
but the King has much more Reafon than his 
Subje^ to regret the Lofs of their Com- 
. merce^ The Good-wdll the Natives bear to 
the V^tcb may be conjediured from their 
Treatment, when they find an Opportunity, 
for if an Hollander goes but a Musket-lhot 

from 
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from their Fort, it is five to one if ever he 
returns, for they are dextrous in throwing a 
Lance, or (hooting of poifoned Darts thro’ a 
wooden Pipe or Trunk ; and the King ne- 
ver redrelles them, pretending the Criminal 
cannot be found. 

Batavia is about xo Leagues to the Elafl- 
ward of Banttany and a gi*eat Number of 
fmall Iflands ly fcattered in the Way, toote> 
dious to mention. ‘Pullo-fanjang off Ban^ 
tanty zndEdam oflf Bat avia vcq the mod cun- 
foicuous, and the Road of Batavia is almolt 
mrrounded with Iflands, fome of them inha- 
bited, and fome not. Its Topography I’ll re- 
fer to another Time, with fome hiflorical 
Accounts of it, both ancient and modern. 

Cheraboan is the next Colony on the Coafl, 
to the Eaflward of Batavia^ belonging to the 
*Dutchy where they have a Fort and a fmall 
Garifon. 

Tagal is alfo a *Dutch Settlement,, with a 
fmall Fort for its Defence ; and there is no 
other remarkable Place till we come to Sama- 
rangy a good Colony, with a Fort of Mud 
^nd Wood to defend it. Womack and Cou- 
tusy two Places that ly between Samaraug 
and Jafaroy are noted, one for the Abun- 
dance of Rice.that it exports, and the other 
for great Quantities of good Sugars that it 
produces. They are peopled moftly with 
Cbinefi^ndi fo is 

J^aparay which formerly had an Englijh 
Fanory, but now is altogether in the *Dutch 
Hands. It is defended by two Forts, one 
n. I on 
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on an Hill> and the other in a Plain, where 
the Town Hands, and has a fmall River to 
wafli its Walls. The Road is fecured by two 
lAands that ly about a League off the Town. 
I bought good white Sugar in Cakes here 
for two Hutch Dollars per ‘Peculy being 140 
lb. Englijh futtle Weight. 

Tampeira is the next Place to the ELafl- 
ward, and to the Eaftward of it is Rambmgy 
about X Leagues from it, where the Hutch 
have a fmall wooden Fort, and a little Ga- 
rifon of flxteen Men. Thofe two afford no- 
thing but excellent Teak Timber for build- 
ing. And to the Eafiward of Rambang is 
S^robajfy, which lies within the liland Madu- 
ruy and, I believe, is the eaflmofl: Settlement 
^the Hutch have on the Ifland of Java. It 

f iroduces much Pepper, fome Bees-wax and 
. ron. Sorobay is about ixy Leagues to the 
Batavioy and the Country, along 
Shore, as pleafant and fruitful in Grain and 
Fruits as any in the World. Tame Cattle 
and wild Game are very plentiful, good and 
cheap. At Rambang I boimht a Cow, flelhy 
and fat, for (wo Pieces of Eight, that weigh- 
ed above 300 Weight; and wild Ho^ and 
Deer we killed daily with our Fowlin^pieces, 
as we did alfo Peacocks and wild Poultry. 
The Cocks are all like one another, with red 
Necks and Bodies, and black Wings and 
Tail; and the Hens are exadly like large 
Partridges. The Cocks are pretty lar^e, and 
when they take Wing, they make a None that 
may be heard half aMle. 'Hieir Flelhisboth 

fa- 
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lavoury and juicy ; and the wild Hog is ex- 
cellent. In the Woods are many flying ^uir- 
rel^ Some of them I have feen tame in Ca- 
ges.' They alfo have little Horfes wild in the 
Woods, and fome Tigers, but being not 
much pinched with Hunger, they feldom at^ 
tack Men. They have one dangerous little 
Animal called a Jackoa, in Shape almoll like 
a Lizard. It is very malicious, and piiles 
at every Thing that offends it, and wnere- 
ver the Liquor lights on an animal Body, it 
prefently cankers the Flefh, unlefs immedi-^ 
ate Cauterizings are ufed, and if that cannot 
be had, the Piece muft be cut out, for, if 
once it blifters the Skin, there is no Cure for 
it afterwards ; but he feldom fails of giving 
Notice where he i(S, by a }oud Noife calling 
Jaekoa. 

I was once at Supper with fome ^utch 
Gentlemen at Rambang, in an Houfethatcht 
with Cocoa-nut Leaves, and we were no 
fboner fet, but one of thofe Jackoas opm-' 
ed its Throat almoft over our* Heads. The 
THutch Gentlemen took the Alarm, and a- 
rofe from the l able in great Halle, and ran 
out.ofthe Room, calling to me, who fat llill 
(not a little furprifed to fee their fudden 
Right) to follqw them, for my Life was in 
Da^er, and, on hearing that Admonition^ 
I was not Itnig after them ; but its Noife fpoil- 
ed our Supper. 

As there are many Species of wild Ani- 
mals in thofe Woods, there is one particular, 
called the Oran Outant. It is neareil to human, 
I % both 
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both in Shape and Sagacity, among all the 
Herd of Animals. I law one about four 
Foot high, grofs bodied, long Arms from 
the Shoulders to the Elbows. His Finger 
Ends reacht iuft to his Knees, as he flood up- 
right. His Thighs and Legs plump, but too 
fmall in Proportion to his Body. His Feet 
long, and broad at the Toes, but a little too 
narrow at the Heel. His Belly prominent, 
covered with a light-coloured Fur, the refl 
of his Body being brown, and the Fur thick- 
er and longer than the Belly Fur. His Head 
fomewhat large. His Face broad, and full. 
His Eyes gray and fmall. His Nofe little and 
flat. His Upper-lip and Under-jaw very 
large. He blows his Nofe, and throws away 
the Snot with his Fingers, can kindle a Fire, 
and blow it with his Mouth. And I faw one 
broyl a Filh to eat with his boyled Rice. 
The Females have their remlar Menftrua. 
They have no Tail, and walk upright. They 
are of a melancholy Difpofition, and have a 
grave deje^ed Countenance, and even when 
they are young, they are never inclined to 
play, as mofl other Animals are. There is 
a fmaller Sort, but of a different Species, cal- 
led Oumfaes ; but their Legs and Arms are 
very fmall. 

They have many large Crocodiles or AI- 
legators in their Rivers and Marilhes, and 
fometimes they go a Mile or two off to Sea, 
and get foul of the Fifhers Nets. I was clean- 
ing a Veflel (that I bought at SamaroHg) on 
a Bed of O0«e, and had Stages fitted for my 

People 
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People to* {land on» when the Water came 
round the Veflel, and we were plagued with 
five or iix AUegators, which wanted to be on 
the Stage, and every Moment diflurbed our 
Men, io I, and two of my Men, fat on the 
Veflel’s Deck, and fired Muskets at them, 
but our Ball did them no Harm, becaufe 
their hard fcaly Coat was Shot-proof. At 
lafl we contrived to (hoot at their Eyes, and 
we {hot at one fo. AfToon as he found him- 
felf wounded, he turned Tail on us, and, 
with great Flouncings, made towards the 
Shore about half a Mile from us, and the 
reil following him, we were pretty quiet af- 
ter that. A Day or two after, fome Filhers 
told us, that they had feen a dead Allegator 
lying on the Shore, and pointed whereabout 
they faw him. I went, in a Boat, alhore,and 
found him lying at full Length. I meafured 
his Length, and found, from his Nofe to his 
Tail, twenty I'even Foot and an half, and he 
was about one third Part of his Length in 
Circumference about the Belly. 

I was in Samar ang in 1704. in the Months 
of July and Auguft^ when Navigation on 
that Coail is accounted dangerous. A War 
happened then to break out between the Na- 
tives of that Parr of Java and the ‘Dutch^ 
about the Sucdeifion of a new Sun Suonau 
or Emperor, the old one demifmg about 
that Time. The *Dutch would impofe the 
old Emperor's Brother on them againll the 
general Bent of the Nation, and the Nobili- 
uty were for his eldeit Son, being the 
I i ellabli- 
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e&bliihed Law and Cufiom of the Coun* 
try. 

1 being then bound for Batavioy the Com- 
modore defired me to carry a Parauet of 
Letters for the General and his Cfouncil, 
which I did, and delivered them, before 
they were fix Days old, to the General {Jm 
V m Hosm) which Piece of Service recom- 
mended me to his Favour, which he demon- 
flrated afterwards in fome Indulgences 1 had, 
and fome Confidence he repofed in me. 

The War begun then, lafted xo Years 
longer than at firll the *Dutch imagined. It 
Caught the JavoHs the Art of War, having 
a great Number of Maceajfers and Bailies^ 
who had been trained up in the Com- 
pany’s Wars againfi feveral Nations. Many 
of them came into the eldeil: Son’s Intereft, 
who having as good Courage and fubtle 
Stratagems, with much greater Amlity of 
Body than the *Dutcht made the 'SV^r more 
terrible and dangerous than any the Compa- 
iw had ever entred into, notwithfiandingthe 
Pretender had a large Party and 

was allified by Maccajferst Amhoinefit Bailies 
and Bougies ; but they wanted the European 
Difcipline that the others had who ferved 
the young Emperor, for they could encamp 
and mine as well as the Hutch. 

A Hittch Captain, in his March towards 
the Hutch Camp, fell, with his Compan]^, 
into an Ambuft of Javans. Some of his 
Men were hilled, but he, and molt of his 
Men were taken Prifoners. The Hutch 

Camp 
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Camp was pitched on the Side of a River, 
and the JavMts a few Miles above them on 
the fame River’s Side. Next Day, to the 
great Amazement, they faw the Cap- 
tain and his Men fwimming down with the 
Stream, on Bundles of Reeds, with all their 
Legs, Thigh-bones and Arms broken, and 
moft of them alive. Their Country-men 
took them out of the River, and ufed Means 
to fave their Lives, but very few lived, 
which put their whole Army in fome Dread, 
by obferving what Quarter they might ex 
peft if any of them were taken Prifoners. 

The Religion of Java is partly Mahome- 
/tan and partly Vagan. The Vagans choofc 
Women to be Prieftefles, and they are gene- 
rally old, and well skilled in Witchcraft. 
And it is reported, that they have frequent 
Converiation with the Devil, who appears to 
them in an horid monftrous Shape, and the 
PrieftelTes facrifice an Hog to him. The Em- 
peror refides at an inland Town called Car- 
tafiuriy about three Days Journey from Sa- 
marang^ where I’ll leave him, and proceed to 
/The Illand of Madura, that produces no- 
'^thing for a foreign Market, but Deer Skins. 
They may be had in great Abundance, and 
\ery cheap. This Illand confronts Java to 
its very eaftermoft Point. I have no Know- 
ledge of the Iflands to the Eaftward oijava, 
but what I have had by Information from the 
V^uteb, who are the only PoflciTors^ of that 
Commerce, except two Englijh Ships that 
fell in among fome of thofe tllands, and fo 1 
I 4 will 
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will go on in thofe lame Obfervations ^nd 
Remarks. 

I obferved before, that Sorpbayyi9s the 
eallermoil Settlement the *t5utco have on 
Javoy neither have they any Footing, that 1 
have heard of, on the South Side of that I- 
fland, tho’ the Natives are pretty well civili- 
zed, and as Ships from Europe ikll in with 
that Coaft, they will bring ofFProvifions to 
,fell them, particularly if they fee Englijh 
Colours, for very often the *Dutch buy 
their Commodities, but pay nothing for 
them. 

^ T H E Ifland of Bally lies next Java to the 
Elallward. It abounds in Provinons for the 
Inhabitants, but affords nothing fit for Ex- 
portation. The Natives are daring and bold, 
even to Defperation. Many of them enter in 
the *Dutch Service, and make good Soldiers. 
Between Java and Bally are the Streights 
of Bally. 

Lambock is next Bally to the Eaftward, 
and about the fame Magnitude. It produ- 
ces the fame Neceffaries as Bally^ but no- 
thing to export. 

~'~0)inbava is next to Lambock to the Eafl- 
ward, an Ifland as big as both the laft two 
mentioned. It produces nothing for Export. 
Between it and Lambock are the Streights of 
jillafsy named from a Town Handing on the; 
Shore, about the Middle of the Streights. 

The next Iflands to the Eaftward oiCom- 
bavoj are the two Iflands of Sappi^ of fmall 
Account in Commerce, and fo is 

The 
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TuElfland of Flores to the Eaftward of 
them, tho’ it is an Ifland above 50 Leagues 
long, and 18 broad. In Anno 1703. Captain 
Wright in LegJjorn Galley, loft his Paf- 
fage fsomBanjar oxiBomeo^ioBataviOi and 
by contrary Winds, and ftrong Currents, was 
driven to this Ifland, and anchored at a Town 
on the Weft End of it called Larrentoucka, 
Finding the Place convenient and fafe to pafs 
three or four Months of the Wefterly Mon- 
foons, he took an Houfe afliore, and kept 
fometime one Part of his Ship’s Crew alhore, 
and fometftnes another, to refreih them. He 
gave Warning to the People of the Town 
not to truft his Men, but they, minding their 
own Profit, had trufted the Seamen about 
ICO L. SterL A little before he was ready 
to fail, the Creditors came and demanded 
their Money. He refufed Payment, alledg- 
ing that a publick Crier had gone through 
the Town forbidding any Body to truft his 
Men, and that Crier was ordered by a Ma- 
giftrate to proclaim the Prohibition. Tho 
Creditors faid it was true they could not re- 
cover any Thing by Law, but if he valued 
his own Health he would fatisfie them, if not 
in all, yet in Part, and fo he paid one Half, 
which moft of thpm were content with, but 
one old Witch was not, but threatncd his 
Deftrudlion, if Ihc had not all her Demand 
paid. 

Th E Captain knowing that the Natives were 
very skilful in the Art of Poifoning,refolved 
to prevent their taking any Opportunit^hac 
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Way, and fo went on board to eat andfleep* 
and was fo cautious, that he would not lb 
much as tafte their green Fruits, nor fmell 
their Flowers, after the Time that the old Hag 
threatned him, and yet before he left the 
Place, he found himfelf much troubled with 
Grippings and Fluxes. I was at Batavia 
when he came there. He could not reach 
the Road with his Ship before he anchored, 
but was forced to anchor without, and fent 
his Boat on board of my Ship, to defire Help 
to weigh their Anchor. I lent a Boat with 
ao Men and an Officer, to bring* their Ship 
into the Road, which next Morning they did; 
the poor Man was brought to that Pafs by 
the ElTedts of Poifon, that he could not 
walk without being fupported, nor could he 
lift his Hand to his Head. 

I waited on him alhore, and he defired to 
be carried to his ufual Quarters, at the Sign 
of the red Lion, krat by a W oman called Black 
MoUj a Native of the Illand of Flores, and 
he giving her an Account of his Condition, 
and how ignorant he was of the Caufe of it, 
ihe bid him be cheerful, for Ihe knew how 
he had been poifoned, not by any Thing ta- 
ken inwardly, but by a Spell, and bid him 
recoiled himfelf, and try if he could remem- 
ber if he had not ftept over a Bit of Paper, 
or the Leaf of a Flag, in going in or out of 
any Houfe, which, after a little Paufe, he 
could very well remember he had. She af- 
fured him that he Ihould be perfcdly well in 
a Month’s Time, and ihe performed her Pro- 

mife 
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mife to Admiration. I left Batavia before 
the Cure was perfeded, but afterwards when 
I came to Batavia^ fhe gaVe me an Account 
that fhe had reftored him to perfect Health, 
and feveral Y ears after, I faw him at Fort St. 
George. 

f Solor, Lootmoy Vanterra^ and Mi/cotnhy^ 
' all ly to the Eaftward of Flores. They pro- 
duce a little Sandal-wood, and CaJJia-liffia. 
The *Dutch have a Fadory on Solor. 

The Ifland Timor lies within xo Leagues 
to the South of thofe four Iflands abovemen- 
tioned. It is a large Ifland about 90 Leagues 
long, and 18 broad. The Natives acknow- 
ledge the King of ‘Portugal their Sovereign, 
and have embraced the Romijh Religion. 
They permitted the ‘Portugueze Colony of 
Maccaoxn China^ to build aTort on it, which 
they called Leifaw, and the ‘Dutch a Fadory 
called Coufangj but would never fuffer either 
to interfere with the Government of their 
Country. The Portugueze of Maceao drove 
a very advanta^ous Trade to Timor for many 
Years, and finding the Natives inclined to be 
pafiive CatMickSf tried by fair Means to get 
the whole Government of the Country into the 
Church’s Hands, but could not be^ile them 
that Way, therefore they tried borce, and 
commenced a War, but to their Coft they 
found, that the Timoreans would not lofe 
their Liberty for fear of the Lofs of Blood. 
They chofe one Gottfales Gomez their Ge- 
neral. He was a Native of Timor, and had 
travelled to Maccao and Goa. He allowed 

the 
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the King of Portugal to be the Sovereign and 
Protedor of their Country, and they u'^ould 
be his loyal Subjeds, providing their Laws 
and Liberties might be fecured to them. 

That War with the City of MaccaohVxA. 
about fifteen Years. It began about the Year 
i<$88. and was not quite finiihed in the 170^. 
and Maeeao in the End was ruined by it, for 
it exhauiled both their Stock of Men and 
Money to fuch a Degree, that of 1000 Ci« 
tizens the Town had oefore the War, there 
was hardly fifty left at the End of it, and of 
forty Sail of trading Ships, not above five 
left. 

The Vice-roy of Goa fent anEmbaiTyto 
Gonfaks Gomez^ in the Year 1698. to ^r- 
fwade him to Peace, and to accept of a Go- 
vernor Genei*al and an Archbiihop from Goa^ 
but to no Purpofe, for they declared, that 
they would admit of no foreign Governors 
in their County; either in Church or State. 
'The Produd of the liland is Sandal-wood, 
the bell and larged in the World, which is 
a great Commodi^ in Chiua, alfo Gold and 
Bees-wax. The Gold is plentiful, but of a 
low Touch, not amounting to vo Caralts 
fine^ And ail MannerofProvifions are plen- 
tiful and cheap, but no anchoring about the 
Ifland, except at Leifaw and Coufang, And 
the Coad is fubjed tofir^uent Tornadoes^ or 
Squalls of Wind and Rain, introduced with 
much Thunder and Lightning. 

Th e Natives report, that at a certain Sea- 
fon of the Year, ader the South-wed Mon- 

foons 
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foons are fet in, they can difcern an high 
mountaiipus Land to the Southward of thenif 
and continues in Sight from December to the 
latter End of Februarj^ or the Beginning of 
Marcbt and then difappears. If the Report 
be true, it mull be fome floting Ifland, that 
comes from and goes to New UollMd^ which 
is the next Traa of Land to the South of 
Timr. Thefe Accounts I had from a Tor- 
tugueze Gentleman edied Alexander Tinto^ 
who was a Captain at Leif<m four Years, 
and was bound from Batavia to Gootin An- 
no 1704. He went Paflenger with me, and 
ieem’d to be a Man of Probity. 

I never met with any Body that could mve 
me anv tolerable Account of the lllantfe to 
theealnvard of TTm^r, or of New Gntnea, or 
NewHoUand, and folll pafs by them, and di> 
re£l my Courfeto the lOandsor Benday^\etxz 
Cloves, Nutmegs, and Mace grow, but are 
now all engrofled by t^tDatch^ who allow 
one of them called TnUo-wtyy to belong to 
the EngUJhtO&ex they had been at 40 Years 
Pains to cut down ail the Clove and Nut* 
meg Trees that grew on it, and have made 
it l^th for the Natives ever to plant any 
on It. 

The EngliJh^hsA alfo a FaAory onTullo- 
rw, but were glad to leave it about the Year 
1618. The Dutch have that Ifland ilill, with 
Lotttore and Noro^ where they reap plentiful 
Crops of Spice. 

1 mull now fleer Wefl-north-weft about 30 
Leagues, to the famous Ifland of Amboine, 

where 
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where 4 s real a Tragedy was a6led on the 
Eu^lijh, as ever haj^ned amongFriendsand 
Allies. The Story is too well known to need 
a Place here. However, at prefent it has 
altered its Scene, and turned prodigioully re- 
ligious, having no lefs than yo ^utch Tro- 
tefimt Churcmes on that holy Ifland, and the 
h»tives are very fond and forward to turn 
Converts, efpecially fince Ibme Amboineje 
Youths have been fent to HoUand, and 
trained up in their Univerfities, and ho- 
noured with Church Orders. They coming 
back to their own native Land, loaded with 
fuch fine Qualifications, and receiving great 
RefpeA from their Mafiers the 1Dufc6,mzke 
the Converfion of the Populace very eafie. 

Thb *Dutch have fo fortified Amboinoy by 
their own Report, that they think it impreg- 
nable. It is true ViEtoria Bay is fiithomlefs 
till Shipping come within a Mile of their 
Forts, and there is no other Place for ancho- 
ring on that Side of the Ifland, but 1 have 
heard fome Hutch Officers, in difputing their 
Knowledge of AmboinaA'x^y that on that Side 
that fronts the Coafl of Ceram, there arefe- 
veral Places of anchoring at a Mile or two 
dilbnt firom the Shore, and never a Fort built 
to impede an Enemy’s landing, and that if an 
Army fuperior in Force to what the Hutch 
have at riBoria, would march but fixorfe- 
ven Leagues by Land, they might come on 
the Back of the Town, and lodge on Hills fo 
near it, that none could pafs the Streets in 
the Town, nor appear on their Bulwarks or 

Bat- 
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Batteries; but this was a Secret that the£ff- 
or French ought not to know. 

The Ifland Ceram, near Amboina, has alio 
Cloves and Nutmegs, and the T^utch appro- 
miate that lAand to themfeWes, and have a 
Fadory on it called Ambay, It is a large 
Ifland of 70 Leagues long, and ly broad. 

Buro is alfo a *Dutcb Ifland, producing 
Cloves and Nutmegs. It lies Wefl-north- weft 
of Amboina, about 3$* Leagues diftant. It is 
about ^o Leagues long, and in the Middle 
10 broad. 

VulUhouby lies in the Way between Buro 
and Gitolo, the largcft of all the Molucca I- 
flands. The South Part of Gikk is called 
Batta-china, and theJiquator cuts the Ifland 
in the Middle. On the Weft Side of Gikk, 
and at a little Diftance from it, ly Batchimt, 
Matcbian, Montil, Tidor, and Tematey. They 
are butfmall Iflands, but produce thegreateft 
Quantities of Cloves and Nutmegs, of ill the 
Molucca Iflands. 

One Captain Ethrine^, in a Ship called 
the Rejblutiou, made a Trip to Gikk about 
the Year 1691. and got 40 Tuns of Spice. 
He called at Batavia in his Way to England, 
and ihe^utch being very folicitoustoknow 
where he had been, he freely told them, to 
let them fee the Englifl} were not quite igno** 
rant of that Navigation, if they had a Mind to 
follow it. 

I now continue my Courfe Weft ward along 
the i^quator, to the Ifland Celebes, the Eaft- 
Side of which Ifland, and a great Number of 
* fmaller 
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fmaller ones, are little frequented by Stran- 
gers, but on the South-welt Comer of it is 
Maccaffery where the *Dutch have a Faftory, 
but its chief ProduA is Corn^ which indeed 
all thofe ealtern Illands abound in, and con- 
feouently in Poultry. The Natives aae of a 
light Ohve Colour, and the Women well 
ihaped, and pretty beautiful, for which Rea- 
fon they are in great Elleem among the *Duub 
and Chinefiy vmo buy them for Bed-fellows, 
and often mari^ them. The Men and Wo- 
men are both fnort in Stature, but well fea- 
tured, and well limb’d. They are very lov- 
ing and faithful if well ufed,. but exceeding 
revengeful if ill ufed. The Country is popu- 
lous and very large, being almollaoo Leagues 
long, but the Breadth unequal. At the broad- 
eft It is about 70 Leagues. About 30 Leagues 
Weftward lies 


CHAP. XLV. 

Gives an Account (^Borneo. 

T he great Ifland of Bomewy or Bor~ 
ueoy the largeft except CAifimioyVMhei 
known World. The Weft Side of it is for 
the moil Part defert. On the South End lies 
7*ullo-laHty a moft excellent Harbour for 
Shiroing. The Ifland is but thinly peopl’d, 
its Produd being nothing but Rice, out the 
North End of it lies near many Rivers that 
come out of the Pepper Countries. The I- 

fland 
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Hand is about zo Leases long, but of an 
unequal Breadth, tho’ in fome Parts it is 11 
Leagues broad. 

There is a Chanel runs between Tulh- 
lout and the Ifland of Borneo^ about two 
Miles broad, fome Places narrower, and fome 
broader, and from feven to five Fathoms 
deep, all the Way through, and there are fe- 
veral rifing Grounds along that Shore, fit to 
build Houfes on, which is a Rarity on the 
Sea Coafts of Borneo^ feldom to be met with. 

1 heard Mr. Sylvauus Landeut who had been 
Chief of Bomeot fay, that he much wondred 
why the Company of England ihould have 
fettled a Faftory at Baujar-maJfeen, where 
they were forced for feveral Years to keep 
their Faftory on Flotes of great Trees tied 
together, ana made fail to Trees growing in 
the Water, on the Side of a River, with Cables 
made of Rattans., and when they built a 
Faftory, they were forced firft to drive Poles 
in the Ground, to make a Foundation, as the 
*Dutch do at Amjierdam, and raife Earth on 
them to build upon. 

Captain Barry, a very ingenious Gentle- 
man, drew the Plan, but died before the Work 
was brought to any great Forwardnefs, and 
Mr. Cunuiughitm, who came thither from Tul^ 
lo~c(mdore, when that Fadlory was cut off by 
their Maccaffer Soldiers, came to the Head 
of the Company’s AfBiirs. He was bred a 
Surgeon, and had turn’d Virtuojb, would 
f))end whole Days in contemplating on the 
Nature, Shape, and Qualities of a Butterfly 
Vot. H K or 
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or aShellfilhyand left the Management of the 
Company’s Bufinefs to others as little capable 
as himfelfy fo every one but he was Maften 
Their Faftory was not half finiflied be- 
fore they began to domineer over the Na- 
tives* who pan; in their Boats up and down 
the River, and very imprudently would needs 
learch one of the King’s Boats, who was car- 
rying a Lady of Quality down the River, 
which fo provoked the King, that he fware 
Revenge, and accordii^ly gathered an Army, 
and Ihipt it on large to execute his 

Rage on the Fadory and Shipping that lay 
on the River. The Company had two Ships, 
and there were two others tnat belonged to 
(private Merchants, and I was pretty deeply 
concerned in one of them. 'The Faftory re- 
ceiving Advice of the King’s Defign, and the 
Preparations he had made, left their Fa^lorv, 
and went on board the Shipping, thinking 
themfelves more fecure on board thanafliore. 
When all Things were in a readinefs, the 
Army came in the Night, with above loo 
Vrawsy and no lefs than jooo defperate Fel- 
lows. Some landed and burnt the Fadory 
and Fortifications, while others attackt the 
Ships, which were prepared to receive them. 
The Englijb bad made iaft Nettings from 
the Mizon to the fore Shrouds, about two 
Fathoms high above the Gunnel, that th^ 
might not be too fuddenly boarded by the& 
netny, and to have the Opportunity of ufing 
their filunderbuihes and Lances, before the 
Enemy could get on their Decks Afibon 

as 
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as they in the Ships favir the Fleet approach- 
ing near them, they plied their Guns with 
double Round and Partridge, and made a great 
Carnage, but all did not deter the AiVailants 
from boarding, who when they got as high 
as the Gun-wall or Gunnel, were at a Lofs 
how to get over the Netting, and fo were 
killed with great Eafe. Some got in at the 
head Door of one of the Ships, and killed 
Ibme Englijh in the Fore-caftle, but they were 
foon dclfroycd. The two great Ships, tho* 
in Danger, beat off the Enemy with fmall 
Lofs, but the little Ships were both burqt, 
with mod of their Men, and one *Dutch 
Gentleman who was obliged to flee from Bar> 
tavia on one of the fmSl Veflels, was alfo 
burnt in her. His Name was Hoogh Camber^ 
and had been Ambaflador to the King of 
'Perfia. 

I heard fome China Men fay, who were 
there at the Time of the Engagement, that 
the killed, ( in two Hours that the 

Action was hot,) above lyoo Men, hefides 
many wounded and maim’d, but the Engtijh 
were forced to be gone from their Settle* 
I mem. The King thought his Revenge had 
gone far enough in driving them from their 
Settlement, and finding the Lofs of the En- 
gHfl> Trade a'ffeded his Revenue, he let all 
Englijh who traded lojohore znA other cir- 
cumjacent Countries, know, that he would 
ttill continue a free Trade with the Englijh 
on the old Footing, but would never lufief 
them, or any other Nation to build Forts in 
K » his 
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his Country. Several have been there 

fince, and loaded Pepper, and have been d- 
/villy treated ; .and the *Dutcb fent a Ship 
from Batavia in Amo 171%. to trade with 
them, but the Natives refufed Commerce with 
them. 

The inland Country is very mountainous, 
but towards the Sea very low and marilhy, 
occafioned by the great Rains that continue 
about S Months in the Year. It produces 
Rice, and many Sorts of Fruits in ^eat A- 
bundance. Pepper k peculiar to the Countries 
about Banjaar ; and to the weftward about 
Succadamoy they have fmall Diamonds, but 
their Waters beine inclined to be yellow, are 
not fo much in£&em as thofe otGokondah.^ 
The had formerly a Fadory at' 

SuceadaoHay but why they left it I know not, 
unlefs it was for the Unwholfomnefs of the 
Country ; yet in Amo 169^ I met with a 
Ship from Fort St. GeorgCy bound to Succa- 
daanay commanded by one Captain GuUock, 
who^had been there the Year before, and 

E " d it for a wholfom Country, and the 
itants very civil and obliging. He bought 
fome Surat Baftaes of me, at 45: fer Cent. 
on bivoyce, and expeded to make as much 
himfelf. 

It is reported, that on the Coall of Bor- 
ntOy between Lao and Sobary there are ma- 
ny Canibalsy but I never heard it confirmed 
by any but Chine fe. And from Sobar to Sue- 
cadaa$ia, the People are civil enough to Stran- 
gers. 
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* Sambas is the next Country of Commerce 
to the’Nofthward of Succadaana. > It produces 
but very little Pepper, but fomeGbld, Pearls, 
and Bees-’vax, which makes it well fre<nuen- 
ted by the Chinefcy who carry Surat Piece- 
goods from Malacca and JohorCt and barter 
to very good Purpofe for the aforefaid Com- 
modities. Bees-wax is the current Cafli in 
that Country. It is melted but not refined, 
and caftin Moulds of an oblong Square, the 
Breadth about two Thirds of the Length, 
and the Thicknefs Half of the Breadth, and 
a Rattan Withy to lift them by, caft in 
the Wax. A Piece weighs a Quarter of a 
keenly which comes to in Engltflj Weight, 
34 Pound, and a Vecul is valued in Payments 
at 10 Maffeiesy or 40 Shillings Sterl. '^ey 
have alfo for fmaller Payments Pieces of Eight 
to a Vecul and Sixteenths, and for fmaller 
Money they have Couries. The Prince and 
People are very hofpitable and civil, fo that 
Strangers trade there with Security. I knew 
a French Armeniany who coming from .Af«- 
nilloy had the Misfortune to lofc his Ship on 
that Part of the Coaft that belongs to the 
King of Sambas. They had but little Goods, 
for generally Spanijh Dollars are the common 
Return for Goods fold at Manilla. When 
the People that Were Ihipvvrackt came ailiore, 
they were carried to the King, who examined 
what they were, from whence they came, and 
whither bound, with what they were loaded, 
and feveral other Interrogatories, and then 
ordered them Provilions, and Men and Boats 
K ? 
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to aflift them in faving their Treafure, for 
there was but very little loft befldes the Ship 
and Stores that were not worth the Trouble 
of faving. The King gave him Pearls and 
Bees-wax for his Silver» at fuch reafonable 
Rates, that the Armenim gained /pPer Cent. 
at Batavia. ( whither he went on a ChinoY 
fcl)for the Goods he difpofed of ther^ At 
Batavia he took PalTage on board a Frmeb 
Ship for Chinay and in their Way called at 
TranganOy where I met with him in the 17x9 
I had the whole Account from himfelf^and faw 
fome beautiful Pearls that he was carrying 
to the China Market, and among them x

The Ch'tueje drivea fmall Trade from Si~ 
and Cambodioy to the Town called Bor- 
neo, that lies about 80 Leagues to the North- 
ward of Sambasy and thefe are all the trading 
Placesythat ly about the North End of this 
Iflandy^hat I could hear of. The Religion 
in Borneo is Tag^y except in fome Places on 
the Sea Coaft mere are fome Mabometansy 
and fo I muft leave Borneo, and fteer my 
Courfe towards the Coaft of Jobore on the 
Continent, but in my Way there are two 
Cluftcrs of Iflands that ly half-way. *One is 
called Anamboy and the other Natunay but 
by the Natives Sciantany is the common Ap- 
pellation for both Clufters. ^Their Inhabi- 
tants are called Bougiesy a fierce de^rate 
People, and the only ProduA of thofe Iflands 
is Betle-nut,^nd the Religion Mahometan 
The Iflands are very high, and may be 

eafily 
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eafily feen in a clear Day above fifteen 
Leases. 

CHAP. XLVr. 

A Continuation of the ^Dominions of Johore 
on the Continent^ and the IJlands ayacent. 

I H E Johore Iflands to the North-eaft- 
war<i of the Promontory of Romano^ 
1 whence I took my Departure, when 
f fleered among the Iflands ) are firft ¥uUo~ 
tingitthen TuUo-auret then ‘Pullo-fifangtind' 
then RuUo-timouny the highell and mrgeft 
among them.^^ They •are all inhabited and 
produce Poultry, and fmall Goats, and fome 
Fruits, but no Commodities for Export. Their 
Religion is Mahometan. 

Vahaung lies North-weft of ‘PuUo-timouny 
about 20 Leagues diftant. 'PuUo-vareUaWes 
in the Way, but it is rather a Rock than an 
Ifland, therefore hardly worth noticing. 
hauttg River has a pretty large Ifland lying in 
its P^outh, which makes two Chanels into it. 
The North Entry has no Icfs than four Fa- 
thoms and an Half at High-water, and the 
Chanel is about an hundred and fifty Yards 
broad. Juft within the Bar is good fccure An- 
choring in fix Fathoms, and there are good 
frefh Water Springs within two hundred 
Paces of the Sea-fhore. The River is a Mile 
broad, but fo full of Banks, that it is with 
Trouble a fmall VefTel of thirty Tuns can go 

K 4 ' to 
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to the Town, which lies about twelve Miles 
up the River, where 1 left Rajah Bowneea, 
before I took my Ramble among thelflands. 
He was there in Anno 1719. with five or 
fix hundred Men to keep that Country firm 
to his Father. 

Tahaung River runs far into the Country, 
and walhes the Foot of MaUucaY^. There 
is Abundance of Gold Dull found in it, and 
I have feen feme Lumps, of five or fix Ounces 
each. They do not aivefor the Duft above 
three Fathoms, tho’ there are fome Places 
' in the River above Ten deep, and general- 
ly where the deepell Water is, moft Gold- 
dull is found. It has exported forae Years 
above eight hundred Weight. Along the 
Sides of the River Pepper is planted for Ex- 
port, but not above 300 Tuns in a Year, be- 
caufe they want Vend for more, tho’, if they 
had a Market to carry it off, in five Years 
Time they could make a Produft of 3000 
Tuns. Beiides Pepper and Goldy there are 
Tin and Elephants Teeth, but in no great 
Plenty, and the hell Canes in the World 
grow hereabout^ The Country is woody, 
and is ftor’d wltn wild Game and Fruits, 
their Rivers and Sea with great Plenty 
and Variety of excellent Fi(h,butthe Coun- 
try is not reckoned very healthful, becaufe 
of the Abundance of Rains. Trangam is the 
next Place of Note for Commerce, and in An- 
ita 1710. the Place of Refidcnceof a poor di- 
llrell King, who by a fenfelefs Devotion to Su> 
perdition, ruin’d his Country and his own Fa- 
’nilv.. 1 
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I gave an Account before of his Brother’s 
tragical End> and the daring Boldnefs of a 
Youth that fliewed him the Way to die by 
his own Hand. In 1719. I faw the Youth 
waiting on the King, and fanning him with a 
Peacock’s Tail. In my Way to Siam^ I cal- 
led at TrattganOf and went to wait on him, 
and he remembred that he had been acquain- 
ted with me five and twenty Years before. 
I fbud about a Week, and every Day he 
wanted to fee me. He often re^nted his 
taking the Weight of Sovereignty on his 
Shoulders, and reared that his End would 
prove as tragical as his Brother’s. 

TroHgaao mnds pleafantly near the Sea, on 
the Side of a River that has >a fhallow Bar, 
and many Rocks fcatteredto and again with* 
in the River, but Room enough in many 
Places to moore fmall Ships very fecurely, to 
keep them fafe from the Dangers of the 
Winds or Floods. There may be about one 
thoufand Houfes in it, not built in regular 
Streets, but fcattered in ten or twenty in a 
Place diflant a little Way from another’s 
'la of the fame Magnitude. The Town isa- 
bove half-peopled with Chinefey who have a 

g ood Trade for three or four Jonks yearly, 
elides fome that' trade to Siamy Camodioy 
Tunqueen and Sambas. When I came back 
from Siam with my Cargo unfold, as 1 
mentioned before, I came to Traagano to 
difpofe of what I could of my Good^ and 
td procure a new Cargo for Suraty the 
kino King aflifled me in doing both, with 

all 
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all the ReadineTs and Cheerfulnefs imag^- 

able5 

While my Ship lay in the Road, the 
Bougies came with a Fleet of two hundred 
Sail of ‘Prawst deiiming to plunder the Town 
KiS Trimgauoi but uiey were afraid to pafsfo 
near our Guns as they muft have beennecef- 
fitated to do before they could get into the 
River. When they came to a Place about y 
Leagues ofl& they lent a Pram to my Ship, 
and the Officer told me, that he had aCom- 
miffion to proffer and pay me 3000 Spauip 
Dollars, if 1 would let them pafs quietly into 
the River. I ordered him away, and threat- 
ned, that, if they came, they Ihould feel the 
Force of my Powder and Shot. When I 
came afhore, the King askt me if I would 
proted him. I told him I would with all 
the Force I had. He wept, as if he had 
been diffident, and defired that I would take 
him on board of my Ship, and carry him 
whitherfoever I went, for nis Life was bur- 
denfom to him, and he could truft none of 
his own People. I perfwaded him that I was 
lincere in my Refolution to proteft him, and 
that it would look too mean to run away from 
his Kingdom, while there was a Poffibility to 
regain it. 

He told me, that he had fent Ambalia- 
dors to the ^ntcb at Malacca for Affiftance, 
according to the ancient League between 
his Ancefiors and them, when they joyned 
their Forces to expel the Portuguexe from 
Hciacca $ but inftead of finding Relief there, 

his 
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lus Enemies were aififted with Powder and 
Shot, and his rebellious SubjeAs had a lafe 
Retreat at Malacca. 

I advifed him to take Protedion f« om the 
^utchj and allow them the Monopolization 
of the Trade of his Country, and to part the 
Revenues between him and them. He Teem- 
ed to be oflended with the Propofal, but 
laid he would be ^lad if the EngliJjfj would 
fettle in his Dominions, and fortify what 
Places they pleafed, and that he would wil- 
lingly come under their Protection, and that 
there were none that ever entertained the 
*Dutch in their Countries as Guells but 
would willingly be quit of them again, if they 
could. 

There hapTCned to come a French Ship 
thither at that Time, being bound to China, 
The King ^ave the Captain and me an Invi- 
tation to Dinner^ and, after we had regaled 
ourfelves, we entred on a Difcourfe of the 
miferable State of a Country under the Ma- 
lignancy of a civil War. He asked us, if 
fuch Calamities had happened to England or 
France. We afTurcd him there had been 
often fuch Diflempers among us, but that 
when the Difeafe was cured, our State be- 
came as Arong and vigorous as ever. 

He had feveral Times askt me, if I thought 
the Englijh might be perfwaded to fettle a 
Colony in his Country, that Tahaung might 
be made a Place of great Trade, if there were 
Shipping and Stock to carry off the Pepper 
and Tin which that Country alone could pro- 
duce. 
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duce. I told him, I could give him no En* 
couragement to believe they would. 

He then defpairing of getting an EngUfo 
Colony fettled, propofed to Tedro^il- 
tammt Garden^ who commanded the French 
Ship, if he thought the French Nation might 
be induced to fettle in his Dominions, and 
the French Gentleman gave him Hopes that 
the King of France might be induced to ac- 
cept of his Friendihip, and fettle a Colony, 
providing he would certify his Requell by a 
Letter, which the King of Johore readily a- 

f reed to. It was written in the Mau^an 
iangnage,.and tranllated by a Chine fe into 
Vortugueze^ and I tranllated it from that 
Language into Englijh. The Original and 
the Englijh Tranlbtion were delivered to 
the French Captain, but I never heard of it 
lince. 

H E told me, that when I came to Bombay t 
I Ihould acquaint the Governor of the De- 
Itre he had to live under the Protection of 
the Englijh f and that with lyo Men they 
might bridle the Infolence of his own rebel- 
lious Subjects, and their Allies the Bougtes- 
too. 

Trangano is a very pleafant and healthful 
Country, and affords a fine Land-skip from 
the Sea. The Hills are low, and covered 
with ever-green Trees, that accommodate the 
^habitants with Variety of delicious Fruits, 
fuch as Lemons, Oranges, Limes, Mmgoes, 
Mangojlans, Rambojlans^ Letchees and 
reofts: And in the Vallies, Corn, Pulfe and 

Sugar- 
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Sugar-canes. 'Fhe Ground is cultivated by 
the ChtHeJe, for the lazy Malayas cannot take 
that Trouble.^ 

’The Prbduft of the Country is Pepper 
and Gold, which are mofily exported by the 
Chinefe. About 300 Tuns are the common 
Export of Pepper, and we have it almoll for 
one half of the Price that we pay for Mar 
lobar Pepper From the Month of Oitober 
till Marchy their River is fhut up by the Bar, 
which fills up by the Impetuofity of the great 
Seas fent on that Shore by the North-eaft 
Monfoons ; but in the Months of Jufy and* 
Auguft their Seas produce the fineft Fifh that 
ever I faw or tafte^ There is one Sort ex- 
aAly like a Salmon, both in Shape and Tafte, 
but the Filh is white, as the Salmon is red. 
Their Poultry are large, plui^ and fweet, 
but Beef is fcarce, except Bumlo Beef, and 
that is plentiful enough. 

In Jnno \^xo. the Bougies came xo*PuUo- 
cafafsy wluch is but five Le^es from Tran- 

f ano ; but there are other Illands that ly iz 
..eagues more foutherly, called, in the Maps, 
by the Name of Pullo-capafiy but their ri^t 
Name, which the Natives call them by, is 
PuUo-tetang. 

However, from ^ulkrcapajs the Bou^ 
gies fent an Amoafiy to Tranganoy pretend- 
ing an Accommodation with the Kin^ to fee 
if he would allow them to ei^y the Conti- 
nent and Iflands beyond the Promontory of 
Rmanoy and they would leave him the qui- 
et PolTeflion of the reft; and, while they

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CHAP. XLvn. 

Gives a» Account of the dominions and City 
cf^m, with Remarks on the Revolution 
that h^fened there. 

S ANG ORE is the firft Town on the 
King of if Dominions. On that Side 
It IS under the Government of LieoretVf}okh 
was once the Metropolis of a Kingdom of the 
fame Name» but, by civil Diflenfions, it be< 
came aPrew to the King of Siam. 

Smteore mnds on the Side of a large Ri- 
ver. It yields fome Tin, Elephants Teeth, 
Agala-wood and coarfe Gold, but the Inha** 
bitants meet with fo great Encouragements 
in digging for Hn, that there is very little 
CO be procured ; and what is manu&dured, 
is bought up by the2)«^ri&Fadory ni Ligore. 

Ligore lies about ix Leagues to the North- 
ward of Sangorct and between them lies a 
low uninhamted Ifland, called Vafier. It 
reaches from Sangore within 3 Leames of 
Ldgfift River. It is well Itored with wild 
Bimloes, Hog and Deer, which are free for 
all Perfons to kill at Pleafure. The Road 
of Ligore lies two Leagues from the River, 
and about a Les^e within the River's 
Mouth frands the ^utch^ Fadory, a pretty 
commodious Houfe, built of Brick, after the 
*Duteh Falhion. Tbe Town Hands about 
two Miles above the Fafrory. It is built of 
BambowSf and thatcht witn Reed. There 
are many Tc^an Temples in it, which have 

Steeples 
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ufedy and in thofe Ports it has continued e* 
ver fince. \ 

The Jobore Dominions reach but four or 
five Leagues farther North, which, like moft 
Borderers, are inclined to Rapine, and lying 
fo near another’s Dominions, where they 
may be fcreened from the Power of their 
own Laws, when the^ commit Depredations, 
it makes them exercife their Villanies with 
Impunity. Between Trangtm and ‘P^tmyXy 
the Illands of Redout. Iney are uninhabit- 
ed, but fometimes the Saketers or 
Freebooters frequent them, and when they 
meet with trading VefTels that they are able 
to mafier, they make Prize of them, and car- 
ry the Men into other Countries than where 
they belong to, and fell them for Slaves; 
and when they meet with no Purchafe at 
Sea, they go alhore in the Nights, and fleal 
all they can get. Men, Women and Chil- 
dren go all into the Booty ; but the China 
VelTels afford them moft Prizes. ,^ 

The Kings of Johore ever paid Homage 
to the Kings of Sianty by fending them a 
Rofe made of Gold in a golden Box once in 
three Years. The Year 1719. happened to 
be the Year that the Rofe came, for 1 faw 
the Melfenger that brought it at ytaniy where 
he had Orders from his Mafter to know how 
my Affairs went, with a Prefer of the King’s 
Service, if I came back into his Country. 


Chap. 
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Steeples built very high, in Form of very 
fliarp Pyramids. Tliey are fo fmall, that, in 
die Road, they look like Ships Mails. It 
produces Abundance of Tin, but the ^utch 
en^ofe it all. 

VuUo Caroy an high Ifland, lies about xz 
Leagi^ off Ligare. The next Place of Note 
is Oti, a Place that produces great Quanti- 
ties of Tin and Elepiunts Teeth, but til are 
Tent to the City of Si*m or O^a for the 
King's Ufe. The reft of the Coaft being littte 
^frequented, I will pafs by it, and fteer for 
the Bar of 

Siam. The City ftands on anTflaodin the 
River Mamua, which, by Turnins and 
Windings, tndtesthe IMftance from the Bar 
adioiit fo Leagues. 'Die Country is low, and 
as fruitful as any Spot of Ground in the 
World, in Rice, Legumen, Fruits and Roots, 
Cbtde wild and tame. And the River a-< 
bounds in many Species of excellent Fiib, 
x^ich plentifully indulge thelnlubicancs, and 
make them indolent and lazy, arid confe- 
quently fnpprftiriqus and wanton. 

The City is reckoned ten Miles found 
tile Walls, and many Canals, from thelUver, 
merce thro* the City from all Quarters. <^e 
Walls of the City are high and thick, built of 
Stone and Brick ; but the Houfes of the Na- 
tives, tbo’ large, are low, built on Stakes driven 
into die Ground, about lo or iz Foot high; but 
the Mdbometaas, Chine fe and Chriftims raife 
the Grounds they build on high enou^ to be 
feenre from the yearly Inundations. The Na- 
Vox., n. L tives

fives Houfesareraifed on thofe Stakes on the 
fame Account, and as their Walls are built of 
Bmbow and Reeds, their Roofs are built of 
the fame Materials, and are allthatcht, except 
what are buik on Terra firmot and they are ge- 
nerally tiled.\There are many arch’d Bridges 
in the City, ^It of Brick or Stone, and fome 
of Wood. The Floors of the Natives Hou- 
fes are made of fplit BanAow or Reeds made 
fall together, fo that one cannot move on 
them without both Noife, and Ihaking them. 

The three Palaces of their Kings, and 
fome Temples, are the only magnificent £> 
difices in the City ; and fome Steeples be- 
longing to the Temples are gilded with Gold 
on the Outfide, ana in a Sun-lhine they re- 
flefl the R^s fo firongly, that, at two or 
three Miles J^kance, they dikurb the Eye, 
when lookt upon. 

They have many large Temples wellde> 
corated aker their Way, and well kocktwith 
sided Images of Gods and Goddekes, of the 
Prieks Contrivance and Canonizing, and they 
never want Devotees to adore them, who 
pap their deceitful Impofers very well for de- 
ceiving them; but they are not the only 
People that are fo cunningly deluded, for 
the fatal Cukom has fpread univerfaUy in all 
the Corners of the World. 

The great God, who created the Uni- 
verfe, they have no Image of, nor can they 
make any of him, becaufe he never Ihewed 
himfelf in any bodUy Shape, and therefore they 
can form no Idea of ms Shape, l^enfions 

or 
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or Beauty ; but Tifedahy the great God’s Part> 
ner has often ihewed himfeTf, and him they 
worfliip in his Image with the higheft Ado- 
ration. Vrofia ^rumbzxA SotnmGuddem his 
Friends they adore with the fecond Degree 
in Worihip; and Trapout and Sam fay have 
the third ^rt of Veneration paid to their I- 
in^es. 

They have many little Deities inferior to 
thofe above mentioned, whom they adore as 
Patrons or Proteftors of feveral Tribes of 
Men, and other Animals of different Coun- 
tries and Cities, of Health, Profperity and o- 
ther Chances and Cafiialties, fo every one is 
^ at Liberty to choofe his own Patron or Pro- 
! teAor, and worihip him according to his 
own Mind, but none are perfecuted ibr the 
Opinion of the Way he is to worihip, either 
the great or the little Gods. That heavenly 
'Frenzy is only a raging mad Diflemper that 
afieAs the melancholick Brains of the weftemi 
World. 

I was in one Temple pretty large, bitilc 
exadily foursquare, ana each &uare contain- 
ed juu an Hundred Images. Tney wery)la- 
ced in Notches or *Dmes about four Foot 
.from the Ground. There were more God- 
S defies than Gods, and all were in a fitting 
iPofture crofs-legg’d, as Taylors fit on their 
^hop-boards, ^eir Nofes were low and 
fmaD, their Village long, their Ears large,- 
and the Lappets of them thick and plump.- 
They fatpromifeuoufly in thofe Notches, and 
all clothed in one Livery of Gold-leaf, lliey 
I, z were 
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were almofi as big as full-grown Men and 
Women, but very different in their Sub- 
feances. The Priefts told us* that fome were 
of pure Gold, others of 7fr«/^ver, which 
has no A loy in it, fome of C<w^r and fome 
of Jirafs* and ftmie of bak’d Qay ( but, for 
Want of fumpture Laws among them, it was 
hard to know the Gentleman from the Bej^r 
by their Garb, or a Lady from a Lawndre^ 

In <me Temple, as I was informed. Bands 
the famous Sam/p twenty Yards in Height* 
He is in a right lineal Defcentfecmi Uttfe iKaiiv* 
fay, who eauled fo much War between Si^ 
itm and which never ended but with 
the PiBbltttion of the Empire. In moB 
of their Temples there are frightful Dragons 
Banding Sentinels at their Gates, but whe* 
ther they are placed there to keep in the 
Gods, Gt to keep out Devils, I know not. 

There are reckoned no lefs than fifty 
thoufand Clergymen or TAUafoys belonmi^ 
to the Temples in and about the City of Si- 
ton % but th^are eafy to the State, having no 
Bated Benences or other Revenues, and yet 
th^ are plentifully lupplicd with all the Ne- 
eefiaries of Life by the Charity and Benevo- 
lence of the Laity. 

There is one Temple about three Miles 
below the City, on the oppofite Side of the 
River, called the Fijhes Temple, becaufe 
annually in the Month of September, when 
the Floods overflow the low Ground, in 
Egypt) there are good Numbers of Fiihes 
almofl like finall Salmon, that frequent a Pond 

clofe 
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clofe to that Temple, and are to be found 
in no other Place in the Siam Dominions, 
and they are fo tame, that they will come 
clofe to our Boats, and frisk and play on the 
Surface of the Water, if any Body has a Mind 
to feed them with Bread, Cocoa-nut Meat, or 
other Food that does not eafily feparate. ’Tis 
only to hold fome near the Surface of the 
Water, and they will take it familiarly from 
the Hand. I have often taken Pleafure to 
feed them, and fee them play, but afibon as 
we leave off feeding them, they will with- 
draw, fo that hardly one is to be feen till a 
new Supply of Viftuals is offered to them. 

But none dares offer to take one of them, 
for fear of raifing a zealous fandified Mob, 
who puniih fmall Faults with the greateft Se- 
verities, and thofe Filhes being confecrated 
to the God of that Temple, are fecurelypro- 
tefted by the Confecration. They continue 
about the Temple till the Middle of ^ecem- 
bevt that the Floods begin to draw off the 
Ground, and then they depart, and are feen 
no where in any River or Pond belonging 
to Siam^ till Seftmber brings them back to 
their Temple. 

Whatever Animal comes within the 
Verge of a Tempje, it is fecured from Pur- 
fuit or Violence. I knew a Tortugue&eXv^nA- 
bitant of Siam, who ihot a Crow as it fat on 
the Branch of a Tree that grew near a 
Temple, on which the Priefts raifed a Mob, 
who broke both the poor Man’s Legs and 
Arms, and left him in the Field for dead, 
L 3 but 
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but fome ChrijVians coming accidentally by, 
carried him in a Boat, in that deplorable 
State, to a French Surgeon, who fet his Bones, 
and cured him. 1 faw him alive and well in 
Anm lyio. 

The French have a Bilhop at Siam, with 
a Church and a Seminary for the Education 
of Converts. They Hand a little above the 
City, on the oppofite Side of the River. 
They make but few Converts, except when 
Corn is dear, and then fpme of the poorer 
Sort receive Baptifm, which intitles them to 
a Maintenance from the Church, but, when 
Plenty returns, they throw away their Beads 
and brazen S^int, and bid farewel to Chri- 
flianity. In Anno 17x0. there were not above 
feventy Chriftims in and about Siam, and they 
the mod dillolute, lazy, thievilh Rafcals that 
were to be found in the Country. 

The Bilhop was one Mr. Ciffee, a Man 
of about 80 Years of Age, who, in a Fa- 
mine that happened there in Anno 1708. took 
up about 3000 Pounds Sterl. from the King, 
to buy Corn for the Support of his Church, 
and fuch poor Siamers as were converted by 
the Neceffity of the Times, who relapfed a- 
gain alToon as the Famine ceafed, and the 
poor old Bilhop cannot leave the Country 
till that Debt be difeharged. He is fuperfii- 
tioully zealous for his Religion, and would 
fain go to Couchin-china or Tunquht to die 
a Martyr, becaufe it is Death by their Law 
to preach any foreign Dodrine without Leave 
firu obtained from their Kings. 

What- 
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Whatever Principles he may have had 
in Religion I know not, but I am fure that 
he was a diminutive Moralift, which i knew 
by Experience, in feducing fome of my Sea- 
men, who were black Chriftians, to leave 
my Ship at Sitmt contrary to his Promife, 
wmch obliged me to buy Slaves to fup- 
ply their Places ; but I left him fomc Caufe 
to repent of his Folly and Breach of Pro- 
mife. 

There were four or five Priells there 
befides the Bilhop, one whereof alw^s at- 
tends the College, and the others officiate 
daily In the Church. They live abftemiouf- 
fy, bur, I believe, rather thro’ Force than 
Choice, for their Incomes are very fmall, as 
Charity and Piety are very cold amo^ their 
Flock. The Tortugueze have alfo a Church 
there, built on the Side of the River oppo* 
fite to the lower End of the Town ; out 
their Priefis are generally fo fcandalous in 
their Lives, that few fi-equent their Church, 
or care for their Converlation. The Chinejfe 
being very numerous in Siamy have feveral 
fmall Temples, but none remarkable for their 
Strudure or Beauty. 

The *Dutch have a Faftory there, about a 
Mile below the Town, on the fame Side of 
the River. Their greatell Invellments are 
in Tin, Sapan-wood and Deers Skins, which 
they buy up for the Jafon Market. The Si- 
am Market takes off but little Europem 
Goods ; however the ^uteb Chief makes a 
pretty good Figure there. 


The 
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The Englijh, for many Years, had alfo a 
Fad^orv there, till about the Year i68tf. the 
Eafi-india Company feeking Occafions to 
pick a Quarrel with the Siamersy in order to 
withdraw, they took hold of fuch as they 
could firft find, tho’ never fo frivolous. The 
.firfi was about Anno 1684. The CarcUnOt^ 
bouRch from England to Chinoy had the Nfi#’ 
fortune to loie her Pafiage, and coming to- 
Siam to pafs away the North-eaft Monfoons, 
and the King of Siam having Occafion for 
fome Stores for Shipping our of the CaroU- 
na's Cargo, to equip fome Ships that he had 
built in order to humble the Cambodians and 
the Ceuchin-chine/e, who difiurbed the Navi- 
^tion of his Country, he civilly requeued 
the Englijh Chief to fupply him at the Pri- 
ces the fame Commodities ufed to be fold at 
to Merchants, but he could not find that Fa- 
vour, which he relented, and threatned to 
d^Aurb their Commerce. At length they fup- 
plied him with fome Part of what he deman* 
ded, to avert the ill Confequences that might 
happen by a total Refufal. This was repre- 
fented to the Company in the darkeft Co- 
lours, and they thought that fufHcient to 
ground a War on; but they had, at that 
Time, a Fleet of large Ships, which they 
had equipt to regain their Trade of Ban- 
tam and other Places, which the *Dutch 
had infqlently robW them of; but they 
were difappointed by the deep Politicks 
of King Charles 11. as is before obferved. 


How- 
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Howbver» the Kong of continued 
his Indulgence to the Company and thdr 
Servants, in much Affluence and Luxury, 
onotinudly caroufing in Debaucheries with 
Wine and Women, tiU their common Va- 
ries and Gains by Trade, were in no Propor* 
tion to their extravagant Ebspences, however 
that being a free Country, they had Liberty 
to Ibend their own and their Mailers Eflates, 
as they^eafed. 

The King of Sitan having formed the De* 
lign of a War, as above mentioned, with 
bodia and Couchin-cbma, employed a good 
Number of Engfijh who had reforted to 
any to partake of the King’s Indulgence and 
Bounty, and to help the Company’s Servants 
tofpend their Money. Alltnc A»g/i/bwho 
had a Mnd to lift themfelveson board of his 
Fleet, had great Encouragement of honour- 
able Polls and good Salaries wcD paid, and 
they did perform Adions in the War wor- 
thy of the Bravery and Courage of the En- 
glijh Nation, by which the King’s Favour 
to the Enghjh, increafed more than before 
the War. 

One Mr. Tots happened to be Chief of 
the Englijh Faftory at that Time, who by 
his extravagant Luxury had rioted away a 
great Part of his Mafiers Goods apd Money, 
and had run his own Credit out of Doors. 
He then began to form Projeds how to clear 
Accounts with his Mailers and Creditors, 
, without putting any Thiim in their Pockets. 
Thefirft was on yoo Cheffl of Copper, 

which 
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which his Mailers had in Specie at Siam^ and 
they were brought into Account of Profit 
ana Lofs> for fo much eaten up by the white 
Ants, which are really Infefts* that by a cold 
corroding liquid Quality, can do much Mif- 
chief to Cloth, Timber, or on any other foft 
Body that their Fluids can penetrate, but Cop> 
per 1$ thought too hard a Morfel for them ; 
nowever, I faw that Article in the Company’s 
Accounts, as they were remitted from Siam 
to Bombay y and werc in Mr. Vaux'% Cnflody 
at Surat afterwards^ 

But that fmall Article of Pounds, 
went but a fmall Way towards clearing of 
his Accounts. So after Supper one Night as 
they were merrily caroufin^ the Faftorywas 
fet on Fire, and that balanced all other Ac- 
counts. Mr. alledged to the King, that 
his Subje^s the Siamers, had done that Mif- 
chief, and eimeded the King to be accoun> 
table for LolTes and Damages, fullained by 
the Company and their Servants. 

The King, on the other hand, preferred 
to prove, that Mr. Tots and his drunken 
Companions had done it, and that heexped- 
ed the Company fliould be accountable to his 
Subjbfh for the Lofs they had fuftained by 
the Fire, which had burnt feveral Houfes 
that lay near the Faftory. However, the 
Company adhered to the iuft Complaints of 
their honeft Servants, and thought that the 
King’s Reftdal to make good their Demands, 
was a fufticient Piece of Ground to build 
their War on. However, the Company con- 
fide- 
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iidering that a War could bring them no Ad*- 
vantage, thought it enough to oully the Sia- 
Tnersy but never declared a War. 

I N the Year i68f . the Company fent two 
Ships to the Bar of Siam. One was the Her~ 
bert of 800 TunS) the other the prudent Aftf* 
ry of to frighten the S tamer but they 
did no Damage to them, and the Siamers trea- 
ted them civilly. 

About the i<$8o. there was one Omffau- 
tine Falcon, a Greek by Birth, that fome Years 
before had Ihipc himfelf Steward of an En- 
ti^ Ship at London, bound to India, and 
jeiM ordered for Siam, and finding fome 
ill Treatment on board, he deferred from the 
Ship, and fled to a fmall Village fome Di- 
llance from the City, where he amufed himi 
felf in learning the Language. He be- 

ing a fober, ingenious, and induflrious Per- 
fon, foon made himfelf Mafler of the Lan- 
guage, and ferved as an Interpreter for the 
Englijh at Court, where he was remarkably 
taken Notice of, and got a Poll there. His 
Behaviour recommended him to greater Pre- 
ferments, fo that in a very few Y ears he became 
prime Minifter of State, and behaved him- 
felf fo well in that high Station, that every 
Thing belongiim.to the State of the Coun- 
try profpered, fo that Siam became the richefl 
and powerfuDcfl Kingdom in that Part of the 
World. 

Th e JeJnits hearing that one of the Romijb 
Communion flit at the Helm of the<f/4Mr Af- 
flurS) and it being a rich Country, brought 

whole 
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whole Troops of them into Sia$»j who got 
the whole Management of Ai&irs into their 
Hands, through theinterefl: of the Barka- 
Imgt that being the Appellation of firft M- 
nimr. They tickled themfelves with the 
Fancy of brin^g the whole Kingdom of Si- 
oDt under the Pope’s Jurildidioo, andiff jitt- 
no the firft Year of his they 

got the King to fend an EmbafiTy to the King 
of Ftaiue, which Ambafiador came alfo to 
Lanitmy and fettled a Treaty of Commerce 
for the En^Jh that fliould trade in Siam, 

T REjefuitsimpofed ontheKingof/VvMrre, 
rad made him believe, that if he would fend 
an Einltelly to Siamt that King would leave 
. his own Superfiition,and embrace theirs. Ac- 
cordingly an Ambafiador was fent, with ma- 
ny valuable French Curiofities, and among 
fhem a very fine Mafs-book, with beratiful 
Cuts of all the firft Rate Saints in the 
Kfiendar. 

O N the Ambafiador’s Arrival, he was re- 
ceived with the Refpe^l due to his Chara- 
ffer, and when the Prefents were laid before 
the King, according to Cuftom, he feem’d 
much pleafed with their Curiofity,but when he 
viewed the Piffures in the Mafs-book, he askt 
a 7c/5<'^^whowas Interpreter,what they were, 
who anfwered, that they were the Pifturesof 
holy Men now in Heaven, and fuch as his 
Brother the King of France adored, and as 
he defigned an eternal Friendfhip with his 
Mijefty,he hoped that he would alfo adore 
thofe Pitres, and worihip the Images of thofe 

Saints, 
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Saint;, rather than thofe Idols that were wo»- 
flipped all over lus Dominions. The King 
returned Anfwer, that the Cods ofhisGoun^ 
try had been aufpicious to them who livi^ 
in it for Time out of Mind, and as it would 
be unjuft and ungrateful to baniih thofe Gods 
that had been fo long very kind to his PredeceC- 
fors and himfelf, fo he could not turn his old 
God? off and take new ones in their Places 
that he did not fo well know, and that he would 
oblige his Brother of Fraxce in any Thing 
but that. 

Tu? King ot* France comphmented Mr.r 
F^on with the Onder of Knighthood, and 
in his Letter to him,wherdn he recommen- 
ded the French Af&irs to his Care, particu^ 
krly that of Religion, he fill’d him Loving 
Coufin and Counfeller. 

^ A F T E R the Kmbafly was gone from Siam 
to Franccy the JeJkits thou^t of nothing 
but bringing the Trade of Siam undo* die 
Power of the French^ and in order to that, 
got the King to order the building of a Fort 
on the River’s Side, oppofite to die Fort of 
Bencockt a Town about %o Leagues below the 
City of Sim, and to have it mann’d with a 
Garifon of Freneht to be paid by the Exche- 
quer of Siamy and all this was granted accor- 
aii^ to their Mind. 

The Fort is a regular Tetragon, and can 
mount about 8o great Guns. When the French 
got Polfeinon they grew intolerably arro- 
gant, which made the Siamers uneafie, and 
murmured at the King’s Weaknefs, bat that 

was 
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vas in private, for certain Deftrafticm isthe 
fure Reward of talking publickly of any Mif- 
mafiagement of the State, for a King of Si0Ui 
can no more err in Politicks, thanaPopecan 
in Matters of Faith. 

Y ET about the Year 1688. by fome male- 
volent Planet that over-ruled his A^ons, he 
made a War with his Neighbours the l^gs 
of CsMAoiSM,and Coucbm-^ina. Hefent an 
Army by Land, and a Fleet by Sea, to cany 
cm the War, but wasnot fuccefsfiil by Lana. 
However in the Land-army there was a mean 
Perfan,a Citizen of Siam, who kept a Fruit- 
Ibop, he had a bold daring Spirit, and be- 
haved himfelf fo well on all Occafions, in the 
Land War, that he came to Preferment, and 
at laft was made Generaliifimo, and then 
ended the War to the Satishiftion of the whole 
Army abroad, and his Prince at home ; but 
when he brought back the Anm to Siam, fee- 
iim the King wrapt up in the (minion he had 
or the JeJktts Gounfels, and the Management 
they had in the AfEursof State, by theCoun- 
tenance of the King and his firft Miniller 
my L(wd Paktm, he {nckt a (^uarrdwkhthe 
King, and having moil of the Army at his 
l^otion, feized lus Mailer and put him to 
Death, after the Mtnner of royal Criminals, 
or as Princes of the Blood are treated when 
comucled of capital Crimes, which is, by put- 
ting them into a large Iron Caldron, and poun- 
ding them to Pieces with wooden Pefiles, be- 
cauJe none of their royal Blood muftbe fpilt 
on the .(^000^ it being, by their Rdigion, 

thought 
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diouftht great loifnety tp contaminate the di> 
vine Blood, by mudng it with Earth. And 
after he had murdered tus Mafter, he fum- 
moned all theil/as^^r^AfjintheCityftohold 
a Council in the Palace. 

M V Lord FaleoHy for that was generally 
his Defignation, had, by his civil Deportment 
towards People of all Ranks and Degrees, fo 
ingratiated himfelf, that he had a ftronger 
Party by far, both in the City and Country^ 
than the General ; and befides, bid all the 
Fleet at his Devotion. Many of my Lord’s 
Friends dkfwaded him from obeying the Sum- 
mons, but to raife the Forces of the City, and 
revenge the Death of the King, and many Of* 
ficersof the Army that detefted the Re^cide 
would have come over to his Party, which 
at leaft was above yocxnftrong, but beingin* 
fttuate, he was deaf to all good Advice, and 
went to the Palace, where afibon as he had 
iiet Ills Foot, he was feized by the General’s 
Guards, and beheaded, fo the Ufurper took 
the Sovereignty into his own Hands, and at 
chat Infiant was by jure diviuo made an in- 
fallible Favourite or Heaven, and the Sup, 
Moon, and Stars, had the Honour to be his 
near Relations. 

H A D my Lord Fakm followed his Friends 
Advice, or had Courage anfwerableto hiso- 
ther good Qualities, he had certainly been 
honoured with the IXadem in iS'i4w,andifhe 
had introduced Fofery in the Place of F4^- 
he had been honoured with a Place 
m the Pope’s Almanack, but his Pufillanimity 
made him unworthy of both. I 
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I had this Account from my Lord Secre< 
tary Mr. Ba^^ooItVfho, on his Mger’s Death, 
ms clapt up in Prifon, and lay three Years 
with his Neck in the Congoes, which are a 
Pair of Stocks made of BanmeSf and was nev«: 
takoi out, but in order to be feverely whipped, 
to make him accufe rich Men whom the U- 
furper had a Mind to deftroy, that he might 
feize their Ellates under the Umbrage of ju- 
fiice and Law. 

I &w my Lady Falcon in Anno 17x9. and 
the was then honoured with the Superinten* 
d«icy of his Majeffy’s Confedionary. She 
was born in Siam of honourable Parents, and 
at that Time much refpeded both in the 
Court and City, for her Prudence and Hu- 
manity to Natives and Strangers, when they 
came into Difficulties, or under the Weight 
of Opprelfions from the Officers of the Court 
or City. 

Wh E N the Siam AmbafTador returned from 
France and EngUmdt in the murdered King’s 
Time,hisMafier,among many other Queflions, 
askthim if the King of France had any Pala- 
ces like his at Siamt for Beau^ and Magni- 
tude, and the poor l^n unadvifedly told him 
Truth, that in France were many finer, nay, 
that the King of Francis Horfe Stables in 
Tarisj exceeded any Buildings in which 
his Majeily took fo ill, that he diferac’d him, 
and was very near lofinghisHeadforhis tel- 
ling Truth. 

The King of Siam is as fond of lofty Titles 
as the King of 7 egu. Befideshis Proximity 

witn 
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with the heavenly Luminaries* he is a God 
on Earth* in whofe Court are to be found 
Juftice, Merc^and Benevolence to Mankind* 
with fuch a Train of fenfelefs Hyperboles* 
and at lafi* to illuilrate all the reft, ne is Kins 
of the white Elephant* a Title that nonedif* 
putes with him but the King of "Pegu. 

The King beftows his anniverfary Blefling 
on his People in the Month of SeftenAeri 
when he paftes through the City attended 
with a numerous Train of Elephants* among 
whom is the white Elephant* but he is qfily 
of a Cream Colour* and I have feen feverals 
at BangariCi a Village near Jonkceyloant as 
white as him. All the Elephants that Day 
are dreft in their flneft Trappings, with Drums* 
Trumpets* Hautboys, and other mufical In- 
ftruments making a Noife as they go along* 
but whether it is to divert his Majcfty or 
his Elephants, I know not, but I amfuretbe 
Noife was harlh in my Ears. 

W H I L E he is making his Elephantine Ca- 
valcade through the City* the Populace dares 
not look him in the Face, but proftrate on 
their Knees and their Elbows on the Ground* 
with their Hands open and jovned above 
their Heads, and their Eyes nxt on the 
Ground, or ihut,till he has pall by them* then 
they are permitted to rifeand look on his back 
Parts or Side. 

I N the Month of November he alfo Ihews 
himfelf on the River* in a BaUong or Barge 
of 30 or 40 Yards long* about two Yards 
broad* and two Foot deep, with a Throne 
VoE. II. M placed* 
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placed near the Middle of her Length, about 
feven Foot high, and a rich Canopy over his 
Head, and being feated on the Throne, his 
greatefi: Lords or Minions fit under the 
Throne, and about yoor 60 Rowers are feat- 
ed a-fore and be-afr the Throne, (clothed in 
Carnation coloured Waiftcoats, with fine Caw 
or Turbands on their Heads ) to row or paddle 
his Majeily wherever he orders them, and 
there are ordinarily above 1000 other Barges to 
wait on his Majeily, befides feveral Thoufands 
of other common BallongSymiomxch^ that for 
5* or Miles, the River is covered with Boats, 
except near his Majefty’s Barge, and there is 
half a Mile of the River clear for his Barge to 
move in. 

About four or five in the Evening, he 
goes in his Barge to a Temple about three 
Miles above the City, on the oppofite Side 
of the River, where the Priefts pray for him, 
and prefent him with two Yards and an Half 
of Cotton Cloth, that mull befpun and woven 
the fame Day that the King comes to receive 
it. After Sun fets, he embarks again (leaving 
Ibme royal Gratuity to the Priefts for their mi- 
raculous Prefent) and is attended in State to 
his Palace. 

His Reafon for honouring the River and 
his People that Time of the Year, is to forbid 
the River formally to flow higher or long- 

f er than luch a Number of Inches in 
leight, or of Days in Time, as he fets 
it ; vet fometimes it difobeyshis royal Com- 
mands.

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All the belonging to the Go> 

vernment, whofe ADairs tequire their Refi> 
dence in the City, whofe Numbers generally 
amount to 3000. muft daily attend in the Pa- 
lace, except they have Leave to be abfent, 
and if any one tranfgrcfles, he is feverely 
whipt with fplit Rottans^ which cut pretty 
deep into the Flcfh, and leave confpicuous 
Marks behind them. The greater the Marks 
appear, the greater the Honour they take them 
to be. And the pretty Ladies are not exeetn’d 
from the Flagellation, for very fmall Faults. 
And I have feen (ome pretty a^eeable youn^ 
Gentlewomen with Rattan Marks on the& 
Backs, which they are fo far from coverings 
that as they pafs the Streets, they expofe their 
BackSy tho’ their Breads, Bellies, and Necks 
are covered with a Scarf, feeming to glory 
in being fo much taken Notice of by the 
greated King on Earth. 

The Women in Siam are the only Met- 
^ chants in buying Goods, and fome of them 
trade very confiderably. The Husbands in 
general are maintained by the Indudry of 
their Wives. And the Eurofeans that trade 
to Siamy accommodate themfelvcs as they do 
in >with temporary Wives, almod on 
the fame Conditions too, and it is thought 
no Difgrace to have had many temporary 
Husbands, but rather an Honour that they 
have been beloved bvfo many diderent Men. 
The Chrifiian Priefts cry down that Way of 
Marrying, and want every Heretick, as well 
a*: Chrifiian Catholick^ to be tied to fome 
M a young 
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young Lafles of their bringing up* but the 
Hereticks* according to their innate Prin> 
ciples* generally continue deaf and obitinate 
to the grave Advice and found Dodrine of 
the holy Fathers* and marry according to 
the Siam Way. The Catholic ks dare not do 
fo for fear of ^communication* but the Si- 
Wives generally prove the moil obedient, 
loving, and chaile, for which Reafon, when 
the Catholicks once go from Siam to follow 
their Bufinefs in other Countries* they fel- 
dom return to Siam, but leave their beloved 
Wives a Legacy to the Church, who is a very 
indulgent Mother to her termagant Daugh- 
^ters^ 

The Natives of both Sexes go bare-head- 
ed* and their Hair cut within two Inches of 
the Skin* and gumm’d* and comb’d upwards* 
which makes their Head feem verybig* and 
all in Briilles like a Boar’s Back. They are 
well lhap’d in Body and Limbs* with a large 
Fore-head and a little Nofe, and handfom 
Mouth with plump Lips* and black fparkling 
Eyes. Their Ears of a moderate She* but 
large thick Lappets. The Men have but 
little Hair on their Chins* and they are of an 
Olive-colour* but the Women of a Straw 
Complexion, and fome of the Ladies have a 
little Tinfture of red in their Cheeks and 
Lips* but whether it is natural or artificial 1 
know not. They are very prolifick and 
long-lived, which may be partly imputed 
to their Temperance in eating and drink- 
ing. 


After 
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After the Ufurper had fettled himfelf 
on the Throne of SiatOy he ordered the 
French to deliver their Fort at Bencochytonxi 
Officer that he fent to take Pofleffion of it, 
but they refufed, without firfl: makingTerms 
for thenifelves, on which he fent a Part of his 
Army to attack it, andthreatned every Man’s 
Life that returned before it was taken. His 
Orders were pun61ually put in Execution, and 
til the Frmco got, was the Honour of dying 
bravely in the Defence of their Liberty. The 
Fort (lands Hill undemoliihed, but no Artillery 
is in it. 

In Siam they have feveral Ways inpuniih- 
ing Criminals with Death, for Theft and o- 
ther fuch like Peccadilloes. Beheading is 
the common Way. For Rebellion or Muti- 
ny they are ript up alive, and their Guts and 
Intrails taken out, and their Carcafes woven 
up in a Twig-cafe, and tied up to a Stake for 
Vultures and other voracious Fowls, or Dogs 
to feed on. I faw Eighteen one Morning 
going to be executed fo for Mutiny. They 
were each put on a triangular Seat, with their 
Necks and Hands in wooden Fetters, and 
carried by three Slaves in Chains through 
the Streets to the Place of Execution, but 
they lookt as if they had been almoil llarv’d 
in Prifon, for they were very meagre. Some 
were weeing, others joyful that they were 
near the End of a miferable Life. 

For Treafon and Murder, the Elephant is 
the Executioner. The condemned Perfon is 
made fall to a Stake driven into the Giound 
M 3 for 
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for the Purpofe, and the Elephant is brought 
to view him, and goes twice or thrice round 
hini> and when the Elephant’s Keeper fpeaks 
to the monftrous Executioner* he twines his 
Trunk round the Perfonand Stake, and pul- 
ling the Stako from the Ground with great 
Violence, tofles the Man and the Stake into 
the A.ir, and in coming down, receives him 
on his Teeth, and (baking him off again, puts 
one of his fore Feet on the Carcafe, and 
fqueezes it flat. 

In Amio 1717. the King of Sum made War 
on his Neighbour of Cambodiay and invaded 
his Country with an Army ofyoooobyLand, 
and xoooo by Sea, and committed the Care of 
his Armies to his BarktUongy a Qhinefey alto- 

S ether unacquainted with War. The China 
dan accepted of the Charge with much Re- 
ludancy, but the King would not be denied. 
The W ar prov’d unfuccefsfukbut I’ll leave the 
Particulars till I treat of Cambodioy and re- 
turn to SioMy where 1 had fome Difficulties 
to meet with. 

/» Anno 1719 . 1 went thither with a Car- 

f ;o to difpofe on, e^eAing to trade on the 
footing of the old Treaty concluded at /.Mr- 
dun with the King of Englandy and the King 
of Siam's Ambafiador, in Anno 1684. but on 
my Arrival, 1 found that Mr. CoUety Gover- 
nor of Fort St. George, had cancelled that A- 
greement by his AmbalTador Townyy as I 
have already obferved, and the new Condi- 
tions being too hard for me to (land to, I fo- 
liated for Liberty to depart again with my 
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Ship and Cargo, which I could not obtain ia 
lefs than four Months. 

CoUef& Attorney at the Court of 
was a *Perfan by Birth, but had come to Sp- 
tm with his Father when very young, and had 
remained about 40 Years at Siam. He was 
as complete a Rafcal as CoUet could have 
found for his villanous Purpofes, for by falfe 
Informations to the King, he had brought ma- 
ny honell Men in to Trouble, and foine Trea- 
fure into the King’s Coffers. 

When I underffood that he was the Re- 
mora that had put a Stop to my Commerce, 
I tried if I could remove him by large Pre- 
fents, but all to no Purpofe, for if I traded. 
It muff be on the Scheme laid down by C 5 ?A 
let thy the Negotiation of •Pflw»j',who kept 
one CoUifbn as his Relident at Siamt to con- 
fult and inform the Terfian of the beft Me- 
thods to ruincthe En^lijh Traders tnat had 
not Collet'% Letters of Proteftion. 

This Tcrjian., ( whofe Name was Ota Sen- 
tierat ) and I, were difeourfing one Day of 
my Affairs in the Indujlan Language, which 
is the cffablilhed Language fpoken in the 
A/i»^«/’s large Dominions, and, among other 
Things, I was laying down to him theDiffi- 
'culties that might .attend the King of Siam's 
Trade, carried on from Merjec to Fort St. 
GeorgCt becaufe if thercllof the EnglifliQQ- 
lonies were forbid trading with^ Siamt they 
had juff Caufe to forbid liis Subjcfls to trade 
' to Fort St. Georgey or any where clfe, and 
that other Troubles might arife to the King's 
M 4 \f. 
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AfEiirs, by thus impofuig on the King, who 
was ignorant of the Con^uences that might 
follow in breaking the A^eement made in 
Englandt without fo mucm as once 
Warning to the Englijh Colonies ofother 
Parts of India. 

He anfwered me, that the King of Fort 
8t. George could bell give me an Anfwer, who 
was able to proteft the King of Siam'% Trade 
thither, and that his Majelly had no other 
foreign Trade but that he valued, and 

the Englijh had no Trade that Way to _di- 
ihirb his Matter’s Commerce, and that if I 
did not comply with the Agreement made by 
Vownyt in Collet's Name, I might go away 
when I could. 

I told him that 1 had a Mind to fee the 
King, and would make him a Prefent of a 
thoufand Dollars, if he could find Means to 
introduce me to his Prefence. He anfwer- 
ed me, that the Engliflj had not good Man- 
ners enough to be admitted into the Prefence 
of fo great a King, and therefore 1 ought not 
to expe£i: to appear before him, and tor fear 
I Ihould have made Application to forae o- 
ther Court Favourite to introduce me, about 
two or three Days after our Confabulation, 
I heard that there was a Proclamation pub- 
liflied, all over the City, that no Foreigner 
fhould dare to approach within fuch a Dittance 
of the King’s Palace, under very fevere Pe- 
nalties. 

About a Week after I had a Summons 
to appear before a Tribunal, to anfwer to an 

In- 
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IndiAfflent of faking Treafon of the King* 
I knew my felt innocent, and appeared at the 
Time appointed, which was about Eight in 
the Morning. The Court was held in a large, 
Ibuare, oblong Hall, open on all Sides. About 
Nine the Judge came with fome Thoufands 
of Attendants, and, as he palled by me to 
take his Place, he viewed me very narrowly, 
as I did him with much Attention. He was 
a Man of a middle Stature, about yo Years of 
Age, of a pleafant, but grave Countenance, 
and had a quick Iparkling Eye. He fpoke 
to my Interpreter, to bid me have a Cara 
of my Tongue, left I Ihould prejudice myfelf 
in anfwering to intricate Queftions. I thank** 
ed him for his Admonition, and told him, A 
Word to the Wife 'laas fufficient. 

Having placed himlelf, he ordered my 
Indiflment to be read, which was according- 
ly done, and in about half an Hour’s Time 
it was ended. He askt me by my Interpre- 
ter, if I underftood what was libelled againft 
me. I anfwered, No. He then bade the In- 
terpreter inform me of the Meaning of each 
particular Paragraph, as they were read a fe- 
cond Time with Deliberation, and, having 
heard my Impeachment, which was ground- 
ed only on my faying. That the King had been 
tmfofed ttpoui, I thought 6t to deny all, and 

F ut my Adverfary OiaSennerat to prove that 
had uid fo ; but, by the by, I found, that 
faying the King of Siam was capable of be- 
ing impofed on, is rank Treafon. 


Thf 
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The Judge chofeout ofthe AlTembly two 
Procurators for each of us, and there were 
no fmall Debates for three or four Hours, 
Whether or not aStranger^ who was ignorant 
of the Laws of Siam, conU com under tlx 
‘Penalty annext to the TranCgreflion of their 
LawSf when they were broken throng Jgyuh 
raneot and not with ^ejtgn ; but my 
tagonift at lail carried it in the Affirmative, 
tho’ the Judge feemed to incline towards the 
Opinions of my Advocates. 

Th E N the Judge put Oia Sennerat to prove 
what 1 was accufed of, and he produced two 
of his own Servants, who flood at fome Di- 
flance when we were difcourfing of my Af- 
fairs ; but my Advocates challenged the Laws 
of Siam for their Infufficiency, for that Law 
admits not of a Servant’s Teftimony, either 
for or againfl his Mafler. Then he prefer- 
red to bring an undeniable Witnefs againfl 
me, who was the only Perfon with us when 
W'e difcourfed, and that was CoUifeuy who 
was prefently fent for, and being let by my 
Adverfary, the Judge askt him by the Inter- 
preter, if he was prefent at fuch a Time, 
when Oia Sennerat and I were in warm Dif- 
courfe. He anfwered. He was. He then 
interrogated him, if he had heard me fay in 
my Dilcourfe, that the King had been impo- 
fed on. He affirmed he had, on which I 

g nrceived a Cloud overfpread the Judy’s 
ountenance, and many others, who bad 
come to hear the Trial, feemed forrowliil. 


Af- 
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After a little Paufe, the Judg'-, by the 
Interpreter, askt me what 1 had to fay to O/- 
Ufifi's Evidence. 1 anfwered, that I had little 
Knowledge of him, but that he might be an 
honell Man, or otherwifc, as his Interell led 
him. All continued mute for a little ^ace, 
and I broke the Silence by deliring the Judge 
to ask CoUiJon in what Language! held that 
Difcourfe in with Oia Senneraty which the 
Judge did, and was anfwered, that he did 
not well know, but that he believed it was 
in the Induftan Language. I begged the 
Judge to ask him if he underllood that Lan- 
^age, and he did fo. CoUifm, after fome 
Paufe, anfwered. No. Then the Judge askt 
h't .1 angrily, and with an Air of Difdain, how 
he could come in as an Evidence of Words 
Ipoken in a Language that he did not un< 
derftand, and he limply faid. That he thought 
I had faid fo, at which the whole Crowd 
gave an Huzza, and clapt their Hands, and 
ieemed joyful. The Judge reprimanded Out 
Sennerat for putting him and the Court to 
fo much Trouble, and complimented me on 
my fafe Delivery, and fq departed fecmingly 
well fatisfied. 

I had two Britifl} Gentlemen that accom- 
panied me all the Time of my Trial. One 
was Commander of a fmall Ship from Ben- 
galy called Mr. Alexander Hal^lijhy and one 
Mr. John Saundersy who was Iccond Super- 
cargo under me ; and when the judge came, 
fome Executioners followed him with their 
Inllruments of Death, to put the Sentence in 

Ehcecu- 
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Execution aflbon as the Judge pronounces it. 
Our Debates held fo long, that it was near 
Eight at Night before we got Home. Had 
I been call in my Procefs, my Head had been 
X Sacrifice to my Adverfary’s Refentment, 
and my Ship and Cargo to the much injured 
King, and, to fum up all, my Ship’s Compa- 
ny had been the King’s Slaves. On my re- 
turning Home viflorious, I had the Congra- 
tulations of all my Friends, particularly the 
Chinefe Merchants, whofe Lives and Ellates 
might have been endangered by the like vil- 
lanous Informations. 

My Adverfaries being ihamefully difap- 
pointed in that Projedl, had one more to try 
their Skill in, and that was to bring me in 
for Piracy, for, about fout Years before, 
Mr. Harri/bnt then Governor of Fort St. 
George^ had fent a Ship to Amoy in Cbina^ 
and Tome China Merchants having taken 
Goods and Money, to the Amount of aoooo 
Ti^elsy or 6700 Pounds Sterl. when the Term 
of Payment came, they eloped, and the Super- 
cargoes could have no Redrefs, which made 
them give Orders to the Captain of the Ship 
to make Reprifals, which they did on a large 
Jottk belon^ng to the Barkabmg of Siamt 
which Jonk they carried with them to Fort 
St. George^ and which Faft my Adverfaries 
fixed on me, tho’, at that Time, I was in A- 
rabia or Verfiot which I preferred to prove 
by fome Mahometan Merchants that faw me 
there ; but all that I could alledge would have 
been inefieflual, if 1 had not accidentally 

found 
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found fome Chinefe who belonged to the 
Jonk when (he was feized, and who knew 
both me and Captain Jenes^ who was the 
Captor, and fo it never came to a Trial. 

It being high Time for me to get from 
Siam at any Kate, 1 applied myfelf to my 
Judge for his Alfiftance, and carried a Pre- 
fent of four Yards of fcarlet Cloth, and 
fome Pieces of Surat Goods, to the Value 
of ao L. in all. He received me very cour* 
teoufly, and promifed me his Aififlance, but 
WQuld accrat of none of my Prefents. At laft 
on my prefling him to take it, he accepted 
of the fcarlet Cloth, but would not touch a- 
' ny of the Surat Goods, tho’ they were very 
fine in their Kind, but recommended me to 
two Officers more, whom I mull addrefs tp 
make my Requell be the eafier granted, and 
he told me, that thofe Surat C^ods would 
✓ ferve to make them my Friends./! took his 
Advice, and in three Days had my Clearance, 
for paying about aoo L. for my Ship’s Mea- 
furage, (an Impofition of Mr. Collet's) and 
fo I fell down to Bencock^ where, according 
to the Siam Cuflom, I was oblij^d to put 
my Guns afliore, before I could to up to 
the City. I lay. there four or five Days be* 
fore Orders were fent to deliver my Guns, 
which, ailbon as I had got on board, and 
mounted, I told the Officer that delivered 
them, to give my Service to Oia Smuerat, 
and tell him, that if the King’s three Jouks 
arrived on this Coail this Seafon, he would 
hear farther from me by them. 
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B Y that Time I was clear at Btncock, Cap- 
tain *DalgleiJh arrived there alfo> in order to 
moceed to Bengal. He had fallen into the 
Trap laid by CoUety and had paid Meafurage 
andCuftoms, befides the ufualPrefentstothe 
Court, according to the old Conftitution, 
but he could not get read^ to go fo foon 
out of the River asl, otherwife 1 defigned to 
have brought fome Troubles on Senneraty if 
not on Collet and *Powney% Af&irs at Sianty 
but Captain *DaldeiJh being itill in their 
Power, tied my Hands. 

Siam Baris only a large Bank of foft Mud, 
and, at Spring-tides, not above ten or eleven 
Foot Water on it. It is eafy getting into 
it in the South*we(t Monfoons, becaufe, in 
two or three 'Hdes, with the Motion the 
Ship receives from the fmall Waves and the 
Alliftance of the Wind, Ihe Aides thro’ the 
Mud. My Ship drew thirteen Foot, and we 
had not above nine on the Bar when we 
went into the River, but coming out with 
the Nortb-eaft Monfoons, the Sea being 
fmooth, we are obliged to waro out with An- 
chors and Halfers, and, if the Ship draws any 
confiderable Draught of Water, we are fome- 
times two Spnngs in warping over, but, at 
twelve Foot Draught, I got over in four Tides. 

And now, having given fome particular 
Accounts of my Obfervations on and in dV- 
4 mr, I will alfo give fome general Remarks, 
and begin with the Fertility of the Country, 
which, on that Point, is inferior to few ( if 
any) in the World. 


There 
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There are but two Parcels of Moun- 
tains to be feen in the Places that I pafled thro’, 
and theyly between Eaft and North-eafi from 
the City of OdiOf about ten Leagues difiant, 
/and they produce good Timber ror building, 
/ and Agala-wood for Perfumes. They have alio 
Mines of Iron, Tin, Lead, Silver and Gold, 
but they are all entailed on the Crown, who 
has the foie Benefit of them. They breed vail 
Numbers of wild Deer, which are hunted 
and killed for the fake of their Skins, which 
they yearly fend to Jafm. 

The Plains produce all Sorts of Grain ne^ 
ceflary for animal and human Sullenance. 
They plentifully bear as good, if not the bell 
Oranges, Lemons and Limes in the World. 
Their Rivers fuperabound in Filh of feveral 
Species, very good in their Kind. Their Vil- 
lages are numerous, and well inhabited wiiii 
Artificers and Peafants; but there are but 
five walled Towns in all the Siam Domini- 
ons, and Odia is one of them. 

They have Abundance of wild Animals 
in their Woods, fuch as Elephants, Rhinoce- 
rofes, Leopards and Tigers, and tame Cattle, 
as Bullocks, Buffaloes and Swine, in Abun- 
dance about their Farms. Temples and Priefis 
are more numerous here, in Proportion to 
the Laity, than in any Country I ever faw 
out of the Dominions of Tartag/tl. Their 
Talh^oys or Priefis are difiinguilhcd from 
the Laity by a cinnamon or orange-coloured 
Cloke which they wear, they again differing 
among themfelves bv diftin^ilhing Badges, 

by 
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by which they know their Degree and Dig> 
nity. Their Heads, Beards andE^e-brows 
are kept clofe ihaven. They are forbidden 
Marriage or meddling with Money, and if 
any of the Prieilhood is convided of Incon- 
tinency with Women, he is burned for it a- 
live, and, if only fufpeded and brought to a 
Trial, he is degraded and banilhed. 

They have Sermons or Le6hires four 
Times in a Moon, the Gates of the Tem- 
ples being fet wide open, and the People 
meet in good Order. Their Sermons con- 
fift in recommending moral Duties to the 
People, and Charity towards one another, 
but {larticularly to the Church, by which 
A6fs it fubfifts; and, after the Prieus Bene- 
diAion, every one goes to an Image, and kif- 
fes it, or bows to it, and marches off in good 
Order. Thqy have Morning and Evening 
Prayers, and iing Anthems. They vifit the 
Sick, and pray tor the Dead, and acconm- 
ny the Co^ to the funeral Pile, and uhg 
Obfi^uies. They go to Weddings, and make 
Sacrifices for the Profperity of the Bride- 
groom and Bride, but have no Hand in joyn- 
mg them together. 

Marriages are there made up by 
Parents or near Relations, without the Con- 
fent of the Parties to be married, for that 
Reafon they are commonly married very 
young; but, if they are come to the Years 
of Dtfcretion or l^turity, then the Spaiit 
gets fome female Friend to acquaint his Mi- 
Itris with his Paflion for her, and if (he will 

per- 
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permit a Vifit from him, the Bargain is as 
good as made. The civil Ma^ltrate with 
them officiates the Priell’s Part with us, and 
when once they are married, they feldom 
fue for a Divorce, which is very hard to pro- 
cure, except in Cafe of Infufhciency in the 
Man, or Barrennefs in the Woman, for A« 
dultery, in either Party, is not reckoned infe- 
mous; and Fornication is either allowed or 
tolerated. 

The Children are carefully educated^ in 
Schools by Priefts fet apart for that Service, 
and it is rare to find a Siamer but who can 
write. After &hooling, they are put to fuch 
Callings as fuit befl with tneir Genius and 
Quality : And there is generally a reciprocal 
Harmony between Parents and Children, 
The Children are obedient, and the Parent 
indulgent. In Childhood and Youth the Pa- 
rent rurnifhes the Child with what is necef* 
fary, and in old Age the Child fuppUcs all 
the Wants of his Parent, as far as he is able. 
In Marriages they make no Account of Con- 
fanguinity, farther than between Father and 
Daughter, Mother and Son, and Sifter and 
Brother 5 all other Degrees are lawful. 

And now it .is Time to fleer my Courfe 
to the Southward again as for as Cambodia, 
Coafting along Shore, the firft Place we meet 
with is Bankajhyt a Place not frequented by 
Strangers, tho’ it produces much Agala and 
Sapan-woods, and Elephants Teeth ; but all 
are fent to the King, who, for all his gaudy 
Titles, yet {loops to play the Merchant, I 
VoL. A n fup- 
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fuppofehe makes Ufc of Trading in Honour 
of his Kinfman Mercury ^ who Tuperincends 
Merchandizing, but was never reckoned a 
fair Dealer, and in that Point the King is 
nearly related to him : But Baukafiy is fa- 
mous, chiefly for mokivcigBaUichmgt a Sauce 
made of dried Shrimps, Cod-pepper, Salt and 
a Sea Weed or Grafs, all well mixed, and 
beaten up to the Confiftency of thick Mu- 
ilard. Its Tafle and Smell are both ungrate- 
ful to the Nofe and Palate ; but many Hun> 
dred Tuns are expended in Siam and the 
adjacent Countries,)^ 

Banka^ River lies but 4 or y Leagues 
to the E^ftward of Siam Bar, and there are 
two Hands, called the Tiuteb Hands, where 
great Ships are obliged to flay in the South* 
weft Monfoons, when they cannot get Wa- 
ter over the Bar that bears off it South-caft 
and by South, about nine Leases diftant. 

I omerved before, that the Company fent 
the Herbert and another Ship from EngUmd 
m jimo 1685'. and in 1686. as the Herbert 
lay at thofe Hands, one Captain ^dal^ who 
commanded her, died, and the fucceeding 
Captain carried his Corps alhore, and buried 
it in a pretty deep Grave. Two Days after, 
fome of the Ship’s People goii^ afhore, had 
the Curioflty to go and fee the Grave. When 
Y they came near, to their great Wonder, they 
/ faw the Corps ftn'pt of its winding Sheer, 
and fet upright againft a Tree. It was after- 
wards put again into the Coffin, and buried 
in the lame Grave, with a Quantity of heavy 

Stones 
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Stones on it, and next Day they came to the 
Grave, and found it opened a fecond Time, 
with the Corps ftanding upright againft ano- 
ther Tree, fo they made faft forae Stones to 
it, and carried it a pretty Way into the Sea, 
and buried it in the Water, where it remain- 
ed undifturbed. This ftrangc Refurreftion 
left Room for various Conjefturcs, but the 
moft probable feemed to be, that fbme Sor- 
cerers took it up, and put it in that Pofture, 
whilft they, by their Sorceries or Incantati- 
ons, interrogate it about future Events, and 
received Anfwers thro’ human Organs. The 
IMatter of Faft I have heard often affirmed 
by feverals who were there at the Time and 
faw it, which made me enquire, if any Peo- 
ple in Siam ufed to enquire about future El- 
vents after that Manner, and 1 was told that 
thw did. v/v^ 

The Coafis of Liampe and Chiamfa are 
the Territories of Siamy but for yo Leagues 
and more along the Sea-lhore, there are no 
Sea-ports, the Country being almoft a De- 
fert. It produces good Store of £apan and 
Agala-woods, with Gumlack and Sticklack, 
and many Drugs that I know but little about. 
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CHAP. xLvra. 

Gives a» Account ^Cambodia its Trade, air 
Jb of a late War brought into their Country 
by the Siamer, and the ill Succefs they had. 

T he firft Sea-port to be met with is 
Cupasigfoaf, a Town in the Domini- 
nions ot Cambodia. It affords Elephants 
Teeth, Sticklack and the Gum Casnbouge or 
Cambodia \ but there is no free Commerce al- 
lowed there, without a Licence from the 
Court of Cambodia. 

The next Place is Tonteamafs, a Place of 
pretty good Trade for many Years, having 
the Conveniency of a pretty deep but nar- 
row River, which, in the rainy Seafonsof the 
South-weft Monfoons, has Communication 
with Banfack or Cambodia River, which Con- 
veniency made it draw foreign Commerce 
from the City of Cambodia hither ; for the 
City lying near loo Leagues up the River, 
and moft Part of the Way a continual Stream 
running downward, made the Navigation to 
the City fo long and troublefom, that few 
cared to trade to it, for which Reafons fo- 
reign Commerce chofe to come to Tontea- 
m^s, and it ilourifhed pretty well till the 
Year 1717. that the Siam Fleet deftroyed it. 

When the Siam Army and Fleet threat- 
ned Cambodia, the King knew his Inability to 
withftand the Siamers, fo the Inhabitants that 
lived on his Borders had Orders to remove 
towards the City of Cambodia^ and what they 

could 
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could not bring with them, to deftroy it, fo 
that for fifty Leagues the Country was a 
mere Defert. He then addreft the King of 
Couchin-china for Allifiancc and Proteftion, 
which he obtained, on Condition, that Cam- 
bodia fhould become tributary to Couchin- 
chinoi which was agreed to, and he had an 
Army of lyooo to affill him by Land, and 
3000 in nimble Gallics well mann’d and e- 
qumt, by Sea. 

The o MW Army by Land was above double 
the Number of the Cambodians and Conchin- 
chinefe in Conjundion, and their Fleet above 
four Times their Number. The Land Army 
finding all the Country defolate, as they mar- 
ched into the Borders of Cambodioy foon be- 
gan to be in Diftrefs for W ant of Provifi- 
ons, which obliged them to kill their Carri- 
age Bealls, and their Elephants and Horfes 
which they could get no Sullenance for, and 
the Soldiers being obliged to eat their Flelh, 
it being a Diet they had never been ufed to, 
an epidemick Flux and Fever feized the 
whole Army, fo that in two Months one 
' Half was not left, and thofe were obliged to 
retreat towards their own Country again, 
with the Cambodian Army always at their 
Heels. 

Nor had their Navy much better Succefs, 
for they coming to *Ponteamafsy fent in their 
fmall Gallies to plunder and burn the Town, 
which they did effedually, and, of Elephants 
Teeth only, they burnt above xco Tuns. 
The Ships and Jonks of Burden lying in the 
N 3 " Ro.id, 
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Road, above four Miles from the Town, the 
Coucbin^hinefe taking hold of that Opportu- 
nity, attackt the large Vellels, and burned 
fome^ and forced others alhore, whilft their 
Gallies were in a narrow River, and could 
not come to their AfRftance till High-water 
that they could get out. The Couchtn-chinefi 
having done what they came for, retired, not 
caring to engage fuch a fuperior Number, 
and the Siamers fearing h amine in their 
Fleet, fleered their Courfe for Siam with 
Dii^ace. I» Amo lyzo. I faw feveral of the 
Wracks, and the Ruins of the Townof?*fl»- 
teamafi. 

The City of Cambodia {lands on the Side 
of the great River, about yo or 60 Leagues 
fybm ‘Ponte'amafs by Land, or by Water in 
South-welt Monfoons. The Country 
produces Gold of twenty one Caratts fine, 
raw Silk at no Dollars per keenly Elephants 
I'eeth at 50 to yy Dollars for the largefl. 
The fmall are of different Prices. They Eive 
alfo much Sapan-wood, Sandal-wood, Agala- 
w’ood, Sticklack, and many Sorts of phyfical 
Drugs, and Lack for Jamning. They are ve- 
ry defirous of having a Trade with the Eng- 
lijh { but they will not fufler the *Dutch to 
fettle Fadlories in their Country. 

Provisions of Flelh and Fiih are plen- 
tiful and cheap, and are the only Things that 
may be bought without a Permit from the 
King. I have bought a Bullock, that weigh- 
ed between 4 and yoo Weight, for a SpoMiJb 
Dollar; and Rice is bought at Eight Pence 

per

ftr ^ecult which is about 14c tt. but Poul- 
tty are fcarce, becaufe the Country being for 
the mofi Part woody, when the Chidkens 

S ow big, they go to the Woods, and ihifc 
r theml'elves. Tigers and wild Elephants 
are numerous in the Woods, and there are 
alfo wild Cattle and Buffaloes, and Plenty of 
Deer, all which Animals every Body is free 
to catch or kill. 

/ There are about two hundred Topajfes^ 
Indian Vortugueze fettled and married in 
Cambodia^ and fome of them have pretty good 
Pofts in the Government, and live great after 
the Fafliion of that Country ; but they have 
NnoPriefis, nor will any venture to go among 
them, for in Atm 171a a poor Capuchin 
went there to officiate, and finding one of 
the toppingeft of his Congregation to have 
two Wives, ordered him, by virtue of his 
facerdotal Power, to put one of them away, 
but his Parilhoner would not obey in that 
Pmnt, w'hich made the Priefi ufe the Wea- 
pon of Excommunication againA him, which 
the other took in fuch Dud^on, that he 
knockt his fpiritual Guide’s Brains out for 
his unfeafonable Severity. Since that Time 
they wrote to Siatn and Macao in China for 
fome more ghoffly Fathers, but not one will 
gOytho’ perhaps they might have the Honour 
of dying Martyrs. 

They all of them have finall Penfions 
from the King, but too narrow to maintain 
them, fo they go to the Woods with Fire- 
arms, and kill wild Elephants fpr their Teeth, 
N 4 which 
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turhich they fell to Foreigners ; and their 
Way of killing them is very iingalar» for 
they form a Piece of Iron like a Slug* and 
the foremoll End is made iharp. In the 
Woods grow certain Trees with a thick 
Bark of a violent poifonous Quality. They 
drive the Iharp End of the Slug into the 
Bark, and let it Hay a Ihort Time in it* then 
put the Slug into their Gun charged with 
Powder* and coming near the Beaft* fire 
the Slug into its Body. The Elephant being 
thus wounded, flees from the Man, but the 
Man keeps Sight of it for a fmall Space of 
Time, and then it drops down dead. 

And with the fame poifoned Slugs they 
kill Cattle and Buffaloes, for their Tongues. 
This fubtil Poifon has alfo another llrange 
Quality, that if Men become hungry or thir- 
fty. (as they often do in the Woods) they 
foueeze a few Drops of it on a Leaf of a 
Tree, and they licking the Leaf, it gives im- 
mediate Refrefhment ; but if the Skin be 
broken, and the Juice touch the Part* it 
proves mortal without Remedy. 

When I arrived at 5P®«re/iw^* an Officer 
came on board, who could fpeak a little Tor- 
tugueze. He brought a Prefent of Refrelh- 
ments along with him* and advifed me to 
fend to the King, to give him an Account of 
my Arrival, and acquaint him that I defign- 
^ed to trade with his Subjeds by his Permilli- 
^ on, which I did* and in twelve Days* receiv- 
ed an Anfwer that I might* but defired me 
to fend fome Perfon up with Mullers of my 

Goods, 
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Goods» that he and his Merchants might fee 
them, and fent two Tortugueze for Interne- 
ter% one to Hay with me on board of my 
while 1 ftaid, and the other to accompany the 
Perfon I defigned to fend to him with the 
Matters. On their Arrival I difpatcht my 
lecond Supercargo, with an Equippage of xy 
Men, well armed with Fuzees ana Bayonets, 
with two fmall Bales of Matters, and Pre- 
fents for the King, with Inttru6ttons to let me 
hear from him once a Week by an Ehq>ref^ 
if no other Opportunity ofifered. ' 

After he arrived at the City, he had a 
large Houfe allowed him for the Accom< 
modation of him and his Retinue, and had 
ttore of Provifions fent him, and many Folks 
of Dittin6:ion vifited him, but ten Days paft 
before he could fee his Majetty, who at latt 
received him in great State, fitting on a 
Throne like a Pulpit, with his Face vailed 
below his Eyes, and after many gracious 
Speeches, fonie whereof were pertinent to 
my Purpofe, but many not, he gave me Li< 
berty and Encouragement to trade. 

I nad ttaid above three Weeks in ExpeAa- 
tion to hear from my fecond Supercargo, but 
could get no Account from him. I oegin- 
ning to be uneafie, got an Exprefs to carry 
Letters to him, and ordered him to fend it 
back with as much Speed as was pottible,but 
had the Mortification to find he had been ftqpt 
at the City. I was extremely uneafie ror 
want of Advice what was become of my 
People, and the approaching of the South- 

weft 
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weft Monfiwnsy which would h«ve madethat 
Coaft a Lee>ihwe, and would have oblig’d me 
to take SaoAuary in one of their Haibonrs 
for five or fix Monchtt and was not certain 
whether I ww in a Friend’s or an Enemy’s 
Country, In this Labyrinth I condnuod' a 
Week, and at taft reiblved to depart by a oa> 
tun Day, and leave my People to come a£> 
ter me to ATsAwsra, if they were ^veand air 
Liberty. Tiie4Gik)0ds:I hadfimt up withtheniy 
would have been fiiliictent to nave hired a 
Veflel to carry them thither. I told my Re<' 
folution to my Interpreter, and that 1 mould 
be oUiged to carry nim Md. fome more of 
the King’s Subjeds along with me as Hofta* 
gesfor the civil Treatment of my People at 
X^ambodis. He feemed fiirprifed at ray Re- 
flation, and got a Perfon to go to the City 
in all Hafte to ^ve an Account of my Impa- 
tience and Del^, who returned infourteen 
Days, about two l^ys before my Term was 
expired, that I had fet for my Departure. 
Tmre accompanied him three 
who brought me Letters from my leeond 
SupercarTO, that he had taken Leave of the 
King, and was coming to me with all Hafte, 
and in three Days after the TortuguejoecaiVaSt 
he arrived with all his Retinae, with a Let- 
ter of Compliment to me in the T$rtittMesse 
Language, and one direded to the Cmver- 
nor of Smbayt to invite the Englifl^ to fettle 
in his Country, and tp build FftAories or 
Forts in any Parc of his Dominions to proteA 
Trade. 


The 
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Thp Reafttt why he keM us fo long in 
Sufpence. was, that he would enter into no 
Gomipondence with us without the Know* 
ledge and Gonfent of his Guardian the King 
ef CoMcbiiKhina, who at laft confented to 
atloUr us Comiherce both in Cambodia , andui 
his own proper Dominions, but that the Sia- 
mert bad deftrOwd the Country where they 
had been, and they had nothing ready for 
Baiter, with my Cargo then, but in a Year or 
two they would be provided. 

W HEN the King befiows his Favour on 
any Perfon whom fie has a Mind to honour* 
which be never does without -a coufideraiUe 
Prefent, he prefents the Perfon with two 
Swords to be carried always before him when 
be goes abroad in publick, one is the SwOrd 
of State, and the other of Juftioe. Ail People 
that meet him when thofe Swords are carried 
before him, muft give him Place, and falute 
him by a fetForm of Words, but if he meets 
udth another Court Minion, then they com- 
pare the Dates of their Patents, and Segnio- 
riry takes Place, and mull be drft laluted. 
Wherever thofe Mandareens epin theCoun- 
try, they hold Courts of Jumce, both civil 
and criminal, and they have the Power of 
laying on Fines, but they are paid into the 
Kmg’s Treafury ; but in capital Crimes, his 
Sentence is Law, and fpeedy Execution fol- 
lows Sentence. 

The CmafodMUxareofafightbrov^nCom- 
p)eadoa,and very well fhap’d, their Hair long, 
andBei^thin. Their Womcai are very band- 

fom. 
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fom, but not very modefl;. The Men wear 
a Veflment like our Ni^t-gowns, but no- 
thing on their Heads or Feet. The Women 
wear a Petticoat reaching below the Ancle, 
and on their Bodies a Frock made clofe and 
meet for their Bodies and Arms, and both 
Sexes drefs their Hair. 

I £iw none of their Priefis, but underBood 
from my Interpreter, that they worlhipthe 
£une Gods that are adored in Siam. They 
worfhip the great God under the Name of 
TifeiMt and Praw *Prumbi andPrawPaaf, 
are his Sons. The Church fubfifts by Free- 
will-offering and their Priefis are not much 
reQ>e6fed, being generally chofen from a- 
mong the lower &rt of the Laity. 

The Kingdom of Laas borders on Siamy 
CamboSoy Coucbia-chinayVadiTon^in. It pro- 
duces Gold, raw Silk, and Elephants Teeth 
are fo plentiful, that they fiake their Fields and 
Gardens about with them, to keep out wild 
Hogs and Cattle from defiroying their Fruit 
and Com. They are all Tagans in Relimon. 

The Natives of Laos are whiter in Com- 

r lexion than their circumjacent Neighbours. 

faw fome of them at Siamy of both Sexes. 
Their Women were little inferior to Vortu~ 
fftesseox Sfmijh Ladies. 

There arefeveral Iflands that ly off the 
Coaft of Camboditty but none are inhabited, 
becaufe the Saketersy or Pirates that infeft 
that Coqft, rob them of what they get by 
Pains and Indufi^, tho’ there is one about 
three Leagues Wm of Tmteamajiy called 
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^utirol, that has good Qualifications for a 
Settlement. It is about three Leases long, 
and one broad. Wood and freih Water are 
plentiful, the Ground of a moderate Height, 
the Soil black and fat, except along the Eaft 
^de which faces Tonteamafsy and that has 
Teveral fine fitndy Bays, and they are good 
fide Harbours in the rainy and windy Sea- 
Tons. 

About 30 Leases Eaft-fouth-eaft from 
*P(mteamafsy is the Weft Entrance of CanAo- 
4.ia River, generally called Bocca de Caran>- 
gera. The mallowell Place in the Chanel in 
going in, is four Fathoms, and within it deep- 
ens to Twenty in fome Places. The North 
Entrance is broader, but much lhallower,and 
lies about ten Leagues diflantfrom the Weft 
Chanel, but is little frequented. Between 
*P9Hteamafs and the River, are feveral fmall 
uninhabited lilands. ^uUo-fanjang is the 
largeft, and confifts of a Clufter of eight Ifland^ 
which form a pretty good Harbour. *PuUo- 
I'ubi is the Eaflmoft, and affords good Mads 
. for Shipping. 

^uUthcendore is the largeft and higheft, 
compofed of four or fivelflands. It lies about 
If Leagues South of the Weft Chanel of 
Cambodia River.* ^ullo-condorehudLORC^tSaR 
Honour of an Englijh Colony fettled on it, 
by Mr. AUm Ketchpoltt in Anno 1701 when 
the Fa^ory of on the Coaft of Ckinay 

was broke up, he being then Diredor for 
Affiiirs of the Englijh Eaft-india Company in 
thofe Parts. 


He 
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Hb made a bad Choice of a Place for « 
CbtonVy that Ifland producing nothing but 
Woody Water* smd riih for caching. He 
fgot foTDR Maecajfers to ferve for SoldierSi 
and help to build a Fortification* and made 
a firm Q)ntraA with them to difcharge them 
at the End three Years if they were min- 
ded to quit his Service* but did not perform 
what was contraded* which was the Caufeof 
his own Ruin* and the Lofs of the Colony* 
for thofe Eaftem Defperadoesare veryfidtn- 
ful where Contrads and Covenants are duly 
qbferved when made with them* but in De- 
failiance* they are revengeful and cruel. IVfr. 
Ketebptle having detained the MaccaJJersht- 
yond their Timeof Agreement* Hill entrufied 
them with the Guard of his own Perfonand 
the GariftMi, and they taking the C^por- 
tunity of the Night* when all the EiuUJh were 
in their Beds* who lodged in the Fort* they 
inhumanely murdered them all. There was 
fome Noife made by thofe who were awake* 
which a few who lodged without the 
Fort* hearing* took the Alarm, and ran to the 
Sea Side* where kind Providence direded 
them to a Boat ready fitted with Oars and 
Sails* which they imoarked in* and put off* 
from the Shore* and were not aStone's-throw 
ofl^ till the bloody Villains on the Shore were 
in (^efr of them. So thofe in the Boat* with 
mura Fatigue, Hunger, and Thiril in Riling* 
and rowing above loo Leagues* got to ibmc 
Place of the King of Jobore's Dominions* 
where they were treated with Humanity. 

The 
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The revierend and ingenious DoAor 
was oneof thofethat efcaped* and Mr. Sohh- 
mm Lind (an old Acquaintance of mine ) 
was another. 

There were two Harbours, or anchoring 
Places, at *PulUh(OHdt>re, but neither of them 
good. One at the North-eaft End, they were 
forced to ufe in the Soutb-weft Monfoons, 
the other on the We^fide for the North- 
eaft Winds, the Bottom of which is rocky, 
and therefore dangerous for lofing Anchors 
and Cables, yet tlut was the Place chofen to 
build their Fort on, but fince a Factory was 
thought necefl&ry to be fettled on thatCoaib 
I wonder why they chofe thefe Iflands, ra- 
ther than ^adrole which I mentioned be- 
fore. 

Th e City of Cimbodia is reckoned to \j 
100 Leagues up from the Bar, and the Ri- 
ver fill’d with low Iflands and Sand Banks. 
^The Country of Laoi\s about ^Leagues far- 
'ther up, but what Navigation is ufed above 
the City of Cambodia, is done by fmall row- 
ing Veffols, and the River being one of the 
longed in the World, employs great Numbers 
. of thofe rowing Boats. 
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CHAP. XLIX. 

Treats ^Couchiii-china»<a!r</Tonquiny tbeir 
Religton, Laws^ and Quftoms. 

C OTiCHIl!l-CHINA \& only divided 
from Cambodia^ by the Fiver, which in 
fome Places is three Leacmes broad. It is a 
Country far lar^r than Cambodia, and much 
richer, and the Inhabitants more couramous 
and hardier for enduring Fatimes inLwour 
or War, than the Cambodians^VLt are not fo 
converfable and civil to Strangers. The Ctfa- 
ebm-chinefe draw one Half of the Cuftoms 
and Taxes raifed in Cmnbe£ahy Commerce 
and Merchandizing, but they ^ve little En- 
couragement for Strangers to trade with 
them. Their Country abounding in Gold, 
raw Silk, and Drujgs, they bring them to 
Candtodia, to difpote of there, except what 
they fend yearly to Canton in China \ and 1 
have feen tome of their Jonks trading at Jo~ 
hire and Batavia. 

Their Religion is Tagan after China 
Way, worfhipping the fame Gods, after the 
fame Manner as the Chime fe do. Their Laws 
are fevere and bloody for Crimes of Treafon, 
for not only the guilty Perfon fuffersa pain- 
ful Death, but the Relations within the Bounds 
of Confanguinity fufier Death alfo. Their 
Cities and Towns are divided into Ward- 
Ihips, and at the Ends of each Street are rail- 
ed Gates, placed to confine each Ward with- 
in its own Limits. Thefe Gates are ihutand 

lockt 
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lockt every Night* fothat they have no Com' 
munication by Night* but it a Fire breaks 
out in one of the Wards* its whole Inhabi- 
tants are cut off except the Women and 
Children. 

There are but few Chriftians tolerated 
in Couchin-chinoy yet there was ( and perhaps 
is) a French Prieft in great Eueem among 
them* but it is capital for any other Wieu 
to be found in their Country. This French 
Man kept a Correfpondence % writing* with 
Mr. Cil %e Biihop of Siamy and he having a 
Relation of the Danger CAr/)?//** Prietts were 
in there* made the old Zealot half-mad to 
get thither, to receive the Honour of Mar- 
tyrdom, and had he been honeft in his Pro- 
mifes to me (which was only not to proteft 
any of my fugitive Seamen at Siam') i would 
have favoured him with a Palfage to Catnbo- 
diayfram whence he might have ealily gone 
to get that glorious Crown. 

Couchin-china has a large Sea-coall of about 
700 Miles in Extent, from the River of Cam- 
bodiay to that of ^i»»^i»,and ithastheCon- 
veniency of many good Harbours on it, tho* 
they are not frequented by Strangers ; and 
along the Eafl; Coafr it is very deep, for in 
feveral Places I founded the Depth, and found 
between 60 and 80 Fathoms within Half a 
League of the Shore. 

There are feveral lilands on this Coaft. 
Thofe neared thq Shore are not dangerous. 
^Pullo-fecca de terra, lies mod Southerly, and 
neared the Shore. It is uninhabited, and looks 
VoL. II. O only 
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only like a Parcel of fcorcht Rocks, without 
either Tree, Bylh, or Grafs to be feen on it. 
Imlt within a Mile of it, and it lies about a 
Mile from the Shore. 'Pulh-fecca de maret 
and all the Chain oflllands that llretchfrom 
the dangerous Shallows of are rather 

to be accounted Rocks than Iflands. Tul- 
lo-cambir lies about 15 Leagues off the Shore, 
near the Paracels. It is uninhabited tho’ 
pretty large. ^uUo-cantonMts near the Shore, 
and fo do the Iflands of ChamfeUo., but there 
are no Dangers ly off from them. There 
are llrong Currents that run to the South- 
ward in the North-eafl Monfoons, which 
makes Pilots take Care to keep near the C0»- 
cbtH-china Coafl, for fear of being driven a- 
mong the Taracelst which are a dangerous 
Chain of Rocks, about 130 Leases long, 
and about ly broad, and have only fome 1- 
flands at each End. There are feveral In- 
ter-currents among thofe Rocks, but no 
known Marks to keep clear of Dangers by, 
yet I knew an Englijh Ship from Suraty that 
drove accidentally through them, and neither 
knew nor faw their Danger till it was over, 
when they uncxpe^edly faw the Coaft of 
Couchiu-cliina. 

In Anno 1690. a Tortugne&e Ship was loft 
on one of the Northermoft Iflands of the 
*Paracclsy and all were loft but three or four 
Pcribns who fvviinm’d afliore. There were 
many Pieces of the Wraclf followed them, 
and fomeCanifters of Flour were accidentally 


thrown afhore, whereby they were fupported. 

They 
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They built an Hut of what Timbers and 
Boards they could ufe for that Purpofe, and 
they found fome frelh Water in the Caverns 
of the Rocks, and in one Place they built a 
Ciftcrn to fave the Rain Water for the dry 
Seafon. They took Sea Weeds and mixt 
with Mud that they found about the Coafl: erf 
thelfland, and placing that Mixture in a con- 
venient Part to retain the Rain Water, 
they fubfifled by that Means a dry Seafon. 
Their Food was* Sea Fowls, and Tortoifes 
which frequented that Ifland in great Num- 
bers. In three Years they all died but one, 
and tn Anno 1701. a Ship bound to Mmcm^ 
coming near the Ifland againft their Will, 
feeing the Figure of a Man waving his Hands 
over his Head, they had Companion and 
fent their Boat to the Ifland, and were allo- 
niihed to find the Perfon to be one of their 
own Country Men, and much more when he 
told them his Misfortunes, and how long he 
had been alone on that Ifland. They clothed 
him and fed him, and carried him to Mac- 
caOf where I fawhim in Amo 1703. and had 
the Account from his own Mouth. 

B UT it is Time to return back to Couchin- 
chinot which about three or four Centuries 
;ago, was but a Province oiToncium^ at leaft 
they were both under the Dominion of one 
King, who dying without Ifliie, divided the 
Government or his Dominions between a 
Brother and a Sitter of his, whom_ he very 
much etteem’d for their good Qualities. He 
ordei'ed his Brother to refide in Couch'tn-chi- 
. O X nos 
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nOi and take Care of Af&irs there, while the 
Sifter took Care of the Government of Ta*- 
quin-t but to have a Meeting once a Year to 
conlider and confult of Matters for the Good 
of the State. 

The Lady being young, thought fit to 
marry, and the Harmony of State foon end- 
ed by the Marriage. The Husband grew 
ambitious, and wanted the Government whol- 
ly in his own Hands, but carried fair with his 
Brother in Law, and one Time talking with 
the Queen of the Necellity of uniting both 
Kingdoms into one, as formerly, and that of 
RigTit both belonged to her, as being pofleft 
of the moft ancient and noble Kingdom, and 
that in order to get both Kingdoms into her 
Hands, he would find a Way to cut off her 
Brother, without Sufpicion of their being ac- 
ceflbry to it. The Queen feeming to ap. 
prove oftheDefign, privately let her Brother 
know his Danger ; being then at the Court 
of TonquiHy fhe advifed him to pretend to go 
a hunting for a few Days, but to make what 
Hafte he could unto his own Government, 
where he might be fecure from Confpiracies 
on his Life, which Advice he followed, and 
gotfafe into Couchin-chinay and calling a Coun- 
cil of his Nobles, related the whole Af&ir to 
them. 


The Couchin-chinefe took the defigned In- 
juty to their Prince, fo ill, that from that 
^me they renounced all I'riendlhip and Com- 
merce with the Tonqtiinersy and the Rivet 
^ambm being made the Bounds of Tenpin 
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Dominions to the Southward, and of Cwchinr 
china to the Northward, they both raifed Ar- 
imes of 40 or ycxxoMen each, and they con- 
tinue Hill facing one another, the River ly- 
ing between them, and nothing of AAion 
has happened all this while. If any Couchin- 
chineje happens to flee from the JuHice of 
his own Country, to the they re- 

ceive him kindly, and treat him civilly, but 
if a Tonqumer fall under the fame Circum- 
Hances, and go for Sanduary to the Couchin- 
chinefct he is condemned to Slavery, and fo 
mud continue till he gets a Pardon from his 
own Court, and pay hisRanfom. 

Tonkin is the next Kingdom I muft fleer 
to of Courfe, where the Euglifl> and Dutch 
both had their Faftories, but the Eufjiijh 
Company’s Affairs being a little out of Order, 
they withdrew theirs in January 1698. and 
the Dutch findi^ but little Advantage by 
their Trade in Tmquiny withdrew theirs a- 
bout fix Years after. However, xhtEncliJh 
had a private Trade pretty good till the Year 
1719. that an Enelijh ship from ruin’d 

it ^an Aft of Violence. ) 

T H E Ship being laden and ready to fail, 
fell down the River from Catebeo the capital 
City of Tonquiuysaid in Defiance to the known 
Laws of the Country, the Supercargo got a 
Tonquin Girl on board, in oraer to carry her 
with him, but her Friends miffing her, infor- 
med the civil Magillrate, who fent to demand 
her, but the Supercargo would not refign his 
Millris, whereupon Afts of Hoftilityenfued, 
O 3 and 
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Mid fome were killed on both Sides, and Cap- 
tain who commanded the Ship, had 

the fortune to be one of the flain, however, 
the Englijb bravely carried off their Prize, 
but I never heard any more of the Tonqum 
Trade fince. 

Tonquin is bounded with Couchin-china on 
the South, Zrtiox on the Weft, ^uanfi a Pro- 
vince of China on the North, and the Ocean 
on the Eaft. The Country is prodirioufly 
fruitful in all Things neceflary for theConve- 
niency and Support of Life. 

/ It produces Gold and Copper, but neither 
of them fine. They have Abundance of raw 
Silk, and manufadbire Part of it in wrought 
Silks, but none fine. Their Baaz is the beft, 
which • they generally dye black. It wears 
very long, bec.aufe it is loft and well fpun, 
and the oftner it is waflied, the Colour looks 
brighter, if blacker may be fo called. They 
make Bowls, Cups, and Tables, of Rattans^ 
and cover them very neatly with Lack of 
divers Colours, and gild them. They have 
alfo fome ^Porcellinet but very coarfe and ill 
painted. And thofeare the Commodities for 
Exrortation from Tonquin^ 

There is a great ChW of impaftable 
Mountains that run from the Sea above lyo 
LiCagues, along the Confines of and 
Provinces of China^ which fecure 
Ttmqum from any Invafions that may come 
that Way from Cbiuat and thofe Mountains 
•re covered with thick Woods well fiockt 
with wild Elephants, Tigers, and Deer, but 

the 
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the Ufe or Oftentation of training up tame 
Elephants, is not much minded in Toaquiut 
nor in China. 

The Religion isfiridily forbiden 

to be preacht in Tonquia^ yet there are fome 
ChriJIians of the Church there. Their 

own Religion is ^PagaUf according to the Do- 
Arine of China. And they have a Tradition, 
that many Ages ago, Tmquiu and Couchin- 
china were both Pi*ovinces of China. 

/ The ’Tonquiners ufed to be very defirous 
/ of having a Brood of Europeans in their Coun- 
try, for which Reafon the greateft Nobles 
thought it no Shame or Diigrace to marry 
their Daughters to Englijhoxidi Seamen, 
for the Time they were to ftay in Tonquin^ and 
often prefented their Sons in Law pretty hand- 
fomly at their Departure, efpecially if they 
left their Wives with Child, but Adultery was 
dangerous to the Husband, for they are well 
veried in the Art of poifoning. 

The Men and Women are both well 
fhap’d, and tolerably beautiful, but of a low 
Stature. The Maids kero their Teeth very 
white, till they have loft the blue of their 
Plumb, and then they dye them as black as 
Jet, with the Juice of a certain Herb which 
thro hold in their Mouths for three Days fuc- 
celuvely, and the hlack TinAure continues 
ever after ; but while that Juice is in their 
Mouths, they dare not fwaliow their Spittle 
it being of apoifonous Quality.

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CHAP. L. 

Gives /me Accounts of the Reli^iott, Lmos, 
Cujioms, Commercey Ricbesy CitiesyTmfleSf 
GodsyflndGoddeffes/PriefiSyMilitaryF&rcesy 
^roduccyoud Manufadoriesy &c. <^China. 

T he Ifland of Aynam lies in the Bay of 
TonquinyVcA hot above iz Leagues di- 
llant from its Northern Confines. The Ifland 
is larg& being about i 8 o Miles in Lentth, and 
1X0 in Breadth. It was formerly under Tm* 
quiuy but at prefent a Part of the l]k)minions 
of China. Its greatefi ProduA is Salt>and is 
^ot frequented on account of Trade. There 
u noPaflage for Veflels of Burden, between 
it and the Continent, being fo full of dange< 
rous Banks and rapid Currents. Tlie mid 
Lands feem very mountainous. The Eaft 
and South Sides are low, but clear of Danger. 
About two Leagues from its Shores, is 
from xo to xy Fathoms Water. 

The next Courfe I fleer, is into ^an/t, 
the Southcrmofl Province of Chinoy and as 
yet has not been brought to acknowledge the 
Domination. It admits of no Corn- 
/merce either with Foreigners or Cbine/cy that 
are under the Tartar Government, but on 
all Occallons commit Afis of Hoftility on 
them, and are fo bold and contagious, that 
one of their little Gallies will attack four of 
the Enmeror’s, and make them flee before 
them, for they give Quarter to none that 
bear Arms under the Tartar Prince, as they 
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call the Emperor. The Country is* fruitful 
andpopulousy and produces much raw Silk 
and I^ugs> fuch as China Root, GaUin^al^ &c. 
It has 80 Leases of a Sea-coa^ and u faioun-* 
ded by the Z</i^<ir4oIllands,and Canton River. 

Canton or ^antung ^ as the Chineje exr 
prefs it) is the next maritim Province ; and 
MaccaWf a Ci^ built by the Torengneze, 
was the firft Place of Commerce. This 
City (lands on a fmall Ifland, and is al- 
mott furronnded by the Sea. Towards the 
Land it is defended by three Caftles built on 
the Tops of low Hills. By its Situation and 
Strentfh by Nature and Art, it was once 
thon^t impregnable. Indeed their beautiful 
Churches and other Building give us a re- 
fleding Idea of its ancient Grandeur, for in 
the Forepart of the feventeenth Century, ac- 
cording to the Chriftian Mroy it was the' 
greateu Port for Trade in India or China. 

The larged Brafs Cannon that ever I faw 
are mounted in proper Batteries about the 
City. I meafured one (amongll many) out 
of Curiofity, and found it 23 Foot from the 
Breech to the Muzzle Ring, nine Inches and 
a Quarter diameter in the Bore, and it was 
112^0 BsPnllaes or lb. \V eight of folid Metal. 

The City contains five Churches, but the 
JeJuits is the bed, and is dedicated to St. 
Tout. It has two Convents for married Wo- 
men to retire to, when their Husbands areab- 
fent,and orphan Maidens are educated in them 
till they can catch an Husband. They have 
alfo a Nunnery for devout Ladies, young or 
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oId» that are out of Conceit with the Trou- 
bles and Cares of the World. And they 
have a SanEta Cafa or the holy Houfe of the 
Inquifition, that frightens every Catbolick in- 
to the Belief of every Thing that holy Mo- 
ther Church tells them is Truth, whether it 
be really fo or no. 

The Forts are governed by a Captain-ge- 
neral, and the City by a Burgher, called the 
¥rocuradore, but, in Reality, both are go- 
verned by a Chineje Mandereetty who reudes 
about a League out of the City, at a Place 
called Ca/a Branca. The ^ortugueze Ship- 
ping that come there, are admitted into 
their Harbour, and are under the Protediion 
of the Town ; but the Chineje keep the Cu- 
fiom-houfe, and receive Cuftoms for all 
Goods imported. 

That rich ilouriihing City has ruined it- 
felf by a long War they made with Timorey 
as I have obferved before. They exhaulled 
their Men and Money on that unfuccefsful 
Proiedt of Domination, fo that out ofaThou- 
fand creditable Houfe-keepers that inhabited 
the City before that War, there are hardly 
fifty left ; and out of forty Sail of trading 
Veflels, they have not above five left, fo 
that in the whole City and Forts, there are 
computed to be about two hundred Laity, 
and fix hundred Priefts, and about fifteen 
hundred Women, and many of them are 
very prolifick, for they bring forth Children 
without Husbands to father them. 


la 
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In Anno 1703. 1 was bound from Surat to 
Atn^t and oS the Maccoa lflands» in the 
Month of Auguflt I met with a fevere . ^lurK 
riqine. We had vifible Signs of an apprrach> 
ihg' Storm before it came, the Air was in 
great Agitation by much Lightning continu- 
ally flafhing, but no Thunder nor Rain. We 
prepared ror its coming from Noon to Sun- 
fet, making every Thing in the Ship faft, our 
Yards lowered as low as conveniently they 
could be, and our Sails made faft with Coils 
of fmall Ropes, befides their ufual furling 
Lines. At Nine in the Night It laid our 
Ship’s Gunnel under Water, and I wiiht our 
Main-maft had been away, which about Ten 
was effefted, and it carried our Mizzen-maft 
along with it. On its going over board our 
Ship came to Rights a little, and her lee 
Gunnel was clear of the Water, but much 
Water getting down at the Hatches, we had 
five Foot Water in the Ship, and no Polfibi- 
lity of getting it out by pumping, for our 
Main-maft breaking in the Parteners of the 
Upper-deck, difabled both our Pumps. A- 
bout Midnight we had cleared the Ship of 
the Main and Mizzen-mafts, by cutting the 
Rigging that kept them faft to the Ship. By 
this Time the Wind had ihifted from North- 
eaft to South-eaft, and had rather increafed 
than alTwaged, and thofe two Winds had 
put the Sea in two violent Motions ; howe- 
ver, we got our Ship before the Wind, but 
broaching too brought her Head almoft to 
the which met her fo violently, that 

broke 
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brdce quite over the Ship^ carrying away our 
Foie^naft and Boltfprit, two Anchors from 
the lee Bought three great Guns of twenty 
two Hundred each, with our Pinnace and 
Yole. We foon cleared ourfelves of the An- 
chors, by cutting the Cables, and, before 
Ihiyt we were quit of our Fore-mall and 
Boltfprit. About Ejght in the Morning 
the Storm abated, and at Ten 1 called over 
the Mufter-roll, and found none wanting, 
but between feventy and eighty bruifed and 
wounded, who were carefully drell by our 
Surgeons, and all recovered. The Sea con- 
tinued turbulent, but we having two ^re 
Top-mafis, rigg’d them up, and naving lav’d 
our Mizzen-yardandEnfign-llaff, fitted them 
for Yards, to which we bent Sails, and Hood 
towards the Land, and, before it was dark, 
anchored near fome Illands called Les Ilhos 
ie VUdas by the ^Portugueze. Next Morn- 
ing we had much Trouble to get our Long- 
boat out of the Ship. It was about lo Tuns 
of Burden, and llrongly built; but, after 4 
Hours Labour we put it into the Sea, and 
lent it alhore to try if we could get a Pilot, 
but found no Body on that Ifland ; however, 
they met with two Pieces of Ma^ of final! 
Vellels that had been call on- the Illands, and 
thofe they brought with them, which did us 
very great Service in bringing us to the Mae-> 
€00 Illands, which were about xy Leagues 
frmn us. 

W B kept the Boat founding the Depths 
before the Ship, till we got about 8 Leagues 

on 
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on our Way, and anchored in good onsf 
Ground, under an Ifland that kept the roi- 
ling Seas from dillurbingus, and in the Mor- 
ning, by Break of Day, we difpatched the 
Boat in Quell of Maccaoy and to bring us 
Pilots. Before Night they landed at the Ci- 
ty, and next Day returned with a Pilot and 
, a Jonk to attend us, and, in two Days more, 
the Pilot brought us fafe to an Anchor in 
^eipe §ueberado, a very fecure Place for 
Shipping to ride in. It is about four Miles 
from the City of MaccaOy where I found a 
Company Ship called the Canterbury, com- 
manded by Captain Kingsfbrd, who had come 
from Amy in March, and could not reach 
the Streights of Malacca, fo was forced to 
pafs the South-well Monfoons in this thur- 
TOur. 

I went to the City, and arolied myfelf to 
the Captain General and the Trocuradore for 
Afliftance, and, they made large Promifes. 1 
addrelled each' of them with a Prefent of 
fcarlet Cloth, and Surat AtlalTes, which they 
thankfully received, but foon after I found 
they were in no Condition toal&ft me. lliey 
indeed deluded to compliment me with fome 
frelh Proviuons, but had not Interellenou^ 
with the China Mandereen to get Liberty to 
fend them on board of my Ship. 

Non would he fuf&r any Body to fupply 
me with Necellaries, tUl he received Orders 
from the Chonteck orVice-roy of Canton. That 
Incivility prefaged but ill Succefs to my Af- 
fairs there ; however, I went and paid nim a 

Vifit, 
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sndjwefented him with a Slvet Sal- 
Ver and a Piece of Adas on it, both in Va- 
lue about 45* Tayelsy or i; L. Sterl. whkb 
he received, and made an Apology for his 
prohibiting Commerce with my Ship till he 
nad received Advices from the Vice-roy. 

H E treated me with Tartarian Tea, which 
I took to be Beans boyled in Milk, with fome 
Salt in it, and it was ferved in wooden 
IXihes, as big as Chocolate Cups. When 
cMxlUgalia was over, 1 took Leave, and he 
loaded me with fair Promifes, and fent after 
me a Prefent of an Hog, two Geefe, a Goat 
and fome Wheat Flour, and a fmaU Jar of 
Sam/hevoy or Rice Arrack. 

Having nothing to do till the Vice- 
roy’s Orders came, I went among fome 1- 
llands to find a Watering-place, and, on a 
pretty high Ifland about a Mile long, and 
naif as broad, I faw a fine clear Stream trick- 
ling down the Face of a Rock, about half a 
Leame from our Ship. I ordered my Men 
to fill about ^o Tuns of it, and being clearer 
than we had before, we made Ule of it ft>r 
drinking and boyling Rice. About ten Days 
after we had made Ufe of it, all my Men 
were aifrAed with a violent Head-ach, and, 
among the reft, myfelf, which was a Diftem- 
per 1 never had been troubled with before. 

I began to fufpe^ that the Water might 
be the Caufe, and ordered a large Ctq^r- 
pot to be filled with it, and to boyl one Half 
of it away, and fet the reft to cool a Day and 
a Ni^t, which was accordingly done, and, 

on 
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on pouting off the Water, I found about a 
lafj^ Handful of a dark Salt at theEk>t> 
tom, of a iharp unfavoury Talle, which made 
me empty what remained of it into the Sea ; 
but there was an hi^h large Illand about two 
Le^es from our Ship, that had many Springs 
of Water, which I tried, and found to be 
good. 

One Day 1 was difcourfing with a 
gueze Phyfician of the Quality of the Water 
we firft ufed, and he told me, that moft of 
the Springs in ChtHA had pernicious Qualities 
l^ecaufc the fubterraneous. Grounds were {h>- 
red with Minerals, as Copper, Quick-lilver, 
-^lom, Toothenague, &c. *and the Springs 
running thro’ or near thofe Mines, the Wa- 
ter becomes afieded with their natural Qua- 
lities, which was one Reafon why the 
nefi boyl’d all their Water before they drank 
it, and as the Boyling caufes the Spirits of 
Water to evaporate, they ufed Tea to in- 
fufe new Spirits in the Place of the old^ fo 
that it was more out of Neceflity than Choice 
^that the Chtnefe drank fo much Tea, tho* 
they do not drink it half fo llrong as gene- 
rally we do in Europe. 

It was near a Month after my Arrival be- 
fore the Vicertoy’s Order came to fettle my 
Afhdrs. They had reprefented to him, that 
our Ship was a Wrack, and, by the Laws of 
the Country, Ihe fell to the King; but the 
Vice-roy dillrulling the Report of the Ctn- 
iefii fent a French Gentleman to bring him 
true Accounts of our Condition, and what 

Mer- 
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Merchandize we had to difpole of. When 
the French Man came on board, I entertain* 
ed him civilly, and mve him a Sight of the 
Mufters of our Goo^ and their Quality, and 
we had fiflied up fome fmall Fir-trees, which 
we had converted into Malls and Yards. 

On the French Man’s Return, and giving 
the Vice-roy an Account of what he had feen, 
lie feemed amazed at the falfe Information 
/he had from MaccaOt and ordered the Ha^n 
or Cuftom-mailer to go and take an Ac- 
count of our Goods, and take the Empe- 
ror’s cullomary Dues, and mve me a nee 
Toleration to trade. Accordingly the Hn- 
came, and brought three Merchants a- 
long with him to buy our Goods. When 
they came on board, they were furprifed 
to fee fo large a Ship, with fo many Gun^ 
living forty mounteo, and fuch a Number of 
Men, I having above an Hundred and fifty. 
I faluted the Hapoa with fome Guns, and 
treated him with a Dinner after the Euro- 
pean Falhion, and gave him good Store of 
Wine to wafli it down ; but he lik’d Canray 
befi,and drank of it till he was well fluflrea. 
Then he ordered the Length of the Ship to 
be meafured on the upper Deck, and the 
Breadth at the Main-malt, and departed. 

Nbxt Day I went to vifit him, and carri- 
ed him a Prefent as cufiomary. In our Dif- 
courfe he told me, that he had brou^t a 
very honell Man along with him, who Tpake 
the Fortugueze Language, and that he muft 
be my Interpreter at Maccaoy and buy all my 

Pro- 
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Provifions fpent in the Ship, and on my 
Table afliore, and that he had alfo brought 
three Merchants to a»ee for my Cargo, all 
Men of Subftance. 1 anfwered, as to the 
Buying Provifions, I had no Occafion for a- 
ny, and for making a Contrad with thofe 
Merchants,! had no Mind to it, becaufe I de- 
fined to carry my Cargo to Canttm in final! 
/jinks, and when I arrived at CMton with 
my Goods, and had enquired into the Mar- 
ket, it would be Hme then to make Bar- 
g^ns. He feemed to be angry that I was 
not direded by him, and told me, that he 
had taken much Pains to ferve me, but that 
.1 flighted his Service. I ^wered, tf^j^be^ 
ing a Stranger, I might be allowed to walk 
cautioufly till I had informed myfelf of the 
current Prices of Goods, and the King’s Du- 
ties to be paid on them, but I fiiould always 
have a great Regard to his Friendihip. He 
alledged that there was great Danger in car- 
rying Goods between Maccao and Canton, 
becaufe there were many Pirate Veflels in 
the Way, belonging to ^anji, and that nei* 
ther the Emperor nor the Vice-roy could 
be accountable for what Robberies might be 
committed by thefc Pirates,^ I replied, that 
I defired non,e to anfwer for fuch Lodes, 
but would be very glad to meet with thOfe 
Scar-crows, that I might have an Opportu- 
nity to make a Prefent of fome of them to 
the Vice-roy. 

When he found that none of his Argu- 
ments prevailed, he gave Orders to have my 
Vo I., n > Goods 
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Goods put on board of fmall Jonks^ and that 
I might put five Men of my own in each 
Boat for a Guard, and ordered one of his 
Merchants to accompany me in that which I 
went in, fo that we were twenty five Euro- 
peans well armed, in our little Fleet. We 
took the inland Pafiage, which was the near> 
eft, and failed by feveral Iflands on both Sides 
of us. I kept in the headmoft Jonky and a 
good Officer in the fternmoft ; and every Vef- 
iel we faw, they told us they were Pirates. 
I anfwered them, I wanted to be near them, 
but 1 could not perfwade them to fteer to- 
jvards them. 

After we had failed about i8 Leagues 
from Maucaay we came to a fmall City cal- 
led Ja^an. The T^toek or Governor fent 
me a CompUment, and invited me aihore ; 
hut I excufed myfelf, becaufe the Wind was 
fair, and I was in Hafte to be at Canton. A- 
bout 5 Leagues above Janfin^ we entred in- 
to a Canal cut thro* a large Plain of Corn- 
fields, where we faw many large flat-bot- 
tom’d Boats built to breed Ducks, which 
they bring up for Sale, and to weed the Rice 
Grounds for Hire. TTiey have three or four 
Stories over one another, where are the 
Ducks Nefts. On the nppermoft they fit and 
hatch Eggs. In the others they lodge w Night; 
and it is wonderful to fee what Order and 
Oeconomy thofe Ducks keep ; for fome old 
Drakes (on the Winding of a Whiftle) drive 
all the younger Novices Into the Water, fome 
going foremoft to fliew the Way, while o- 

thers 
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thers t^e Care that none loiter behind. There 
is a fmall Port made about a Foot high from 
the Watery and a Piece of Deal Board laid 
in it, whofe other End lies in the Water 
on a gentle Defcent, thdt ferves them for a 
Bridge to go out, and come in at when they 
are out about Service. The Mailer goes in 
a. fmall Boat among the Rice Grounds, (for 
that Grain always grows among Water) and 
winding his WhiiUe, they all follow his Boatj 
and fall to their Work, to deilroy Frogs and 
fmall Fiihj with the Weeds that would hin- 
der the Growth of the Corn. About Noon 
he winds his WhiiUe again, on which they 
adl repair on Board of their own Veflel in 
good Order, fome of the old Drakes bring- 
ing up the Rere, whilil others guard t& 
Bridge^ to take Care that no Stranger Ducks 
enter with their own Tribe; and when aU 
are in, the old Guardians enter alfo and take 
their proper Foils. 

Sometimes when two or three of thofe 
Boats are employed in one Field, and their 
Ducks mingle, and fome young Novices^which 
do not underiland their proper Mailer’s 
WhiiUe, chance to come in Company to ano- 
ther Boat, and would enter with the reil, the 
old Guardian Drakes foon foy them out, and 
beat them away hrom the Bridge, and on no 
Account will they fuffer them to enter, more 
than an eUabliihed Company will admit In- 
terlopers to enter into their Trade. ^ 

Between ^anfan and Cantout which is 
about twenty League^ ttere are many pref- 
P » ty 
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ty Viliams feated in the Plains* and the Pea* 
Yants bnng Fiih,Fowl, £^» Eatables to 
fell at very moderate Prices ; and there are 
alfo fome fmall high Towers built on high 
Grounds. The Reafons why they were built 
1 could not be informed of my by Compani- 
ons* but the Foot of their Covering is nung 
round with Pieces of Glafs of feveral Sizes, 
fo near, that, with a fmall Gale of Wind, 
they beat againft one another, and make a 
pretty agreeable Noife. 

"When I arrived at Catttou the Hafoa or- 
dered me Lodgings for myfelf, my Men and 
my Cargo in an Haung or Inn belon^g to 
one of his Merchants, where none but the 
Frencht who had then a FaAory there, had 
Liberty to vifit me, and when I went abroad, 
1 had always fome Servants belonging to the 
Haung to follow me at a Dillance. I had 
ilaid about a Week, and found no Merchants 
came near me, which made me fufpedi, that 
there were fome under-hand Dealings be- 
tween the Hi^oa and his Chaps, to my Pre- 
judice, but I could not be informed what 
they defigned. At length, one Night I had 
fupp’d in the French Fa^ory, and begm to 
make my Complaint to Mr. ^etclAertie the 
Chief, of the itrange Method I was treated 
in, that ail Merchants fhunned my Company, 
but for what Reafon I knew not. He winkt 
on me to follow him into his Bcd-chamber, 
and, (hutting tiie Door, told me, that thofe 
three Merchants, or rather Villains, LinquOf 
j/lnqn4 and had paid to the Hafoa 

40C3 
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<4000 Tayels fox the Monopilization of my 
Cargo, and that no Merchant durft luve ai^ 
Commerce with me but they, but withal ad- 
vifed me to carry fair with them, and bar- 
gain with them on whatfoevcr Terms they 
would allow me. ' 

Accordingly 1 had a Meeting with 
my Chaps, and, in my Difcourfe, I told them 
wnat the current Price was in Town for e- 
very Species of my Goods, and dellred to 
know what they would give. They Teemed 
furprifed that I knew the Market, and would 
fain have known who had informed me of 
the Prices, but I defired to be excufed on 
that Point, and to proceed to bid for them- 
.felves. My Cargo confifted in Cotton, y«r- 
chock or Radix dukisj RofamaUa or liquid 
Storax and Surat coarfe ChiutSf which, ac- 
cording to the current Market, would have 
come to 14000 TayelSf but they would not 
come within 80 per Cent, of the Market Price. 

I finding mylelf infulted, had a Mind to 
w.iit on the Vice-king, who refided at a 
Town called Sachow^ about xo Miles up the 
River, and, in order to go thither, I applied 
myfelf^ by the Alliftance of the French Lin- 
guifl, to a Mandereen called the Cfjumpiut 
for Licence to go to Sachovtft and for his 
Letter of Recommendation to the Vice-roy. 
The News of my being w'ioh the Chumfin a- 
larmed the Hapoa and my Merchants, who 
found no Way to impede my going but by 
feizing any Linguift that fhould ferve me ei- 
ther in Canton or in my Journey, and accor- 
P 3 
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(dingtyi AS I was going next Day to receive 
iny Letters* and the French Linguift along 
with me* he had a fmall Iron Chain thrown 
over his Head* ( a Cuilom that is among the 
Cbmefe when tbe^ arreft a Man ) and he was 
dragged before the Haj^oay and was accufed 
of amfiing the French in running Goods on 
board of their Ships* for they had two lying 
at Whampooy a Village about 4 Leagues be- 
low the City. The poor Man was kept in 
Prifon as long as I flaid at Cantmy and his 
Imprifonment fo terrified others* that I could 
get none to ferve me but whom thofe Villains 
of Merchants recommended to me* and none 
durfi ferve me as Lineuift. 

I finding no Reme^* but Patience, to my 
difiiirbedMind, was forced to comply with 
the unjufi Impofitions of the Hafooy and fo 
ilruck up a Bargain at the villanous Mer- 
chants Rates, but to receive Silver for my 
Goods; and after I had delivered them* 1 
defired to fettle Accounts* and to have my 
Money according to Contract. They made 
UP a large Account of Charges* as 3000 Tm- 
y elf for the Meafurage of my Ship* locx) for 
Liberty to buy Malls* Cordage and Provifi- 
ons* and zooo Tayels for Prefents to fome 
MandereenSf and then they told me* for what 
remained I Ihould have Goods at the current 
Price of the Market, tho’ I was obliged to 
take them between 40 and f<^erCent. high- 
er. They made me pay 13 Tayelfj^er Che& 
for Copper* which I could have bought 
for 9 Tiyelsy and for China Copper I was 

charged 
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charged ten and an half, which I bought at 
Maccao for feven, fome Fir Mails that I ^ 
cheapned fordo Tayels they made mewyifo^. 
It was the Middle of January 1704. berore I 
had ended my Accounts with them, and 1 
wanted Permiilion to go to Maecao^ but that 
I could not have. They put me ofl^ from 
Day to Day, about a Week. At length I vi- 
iited the French Chief, and he frankly told 
me, that they would not let me go till I laid 
out ten thouiand Tayeh of Silver with them, 
which they were informed I had on Board 
of my Ship, and that my Merchants had told 
him lb. I anfwered, that being bound to A- 
tHoy, 1 had Bills on Merchants there for near 
that Sum, which, with my Goods, had been 
fudicient to have loaded my Ship there, for 
which Reafon I had brought no Silver with 
me; but I found there was no End to their 
Villany, and therefore I would go without 
Leave, if I had it not in three Days. He told 
me of many ill Confequences that would at^ 
tend violent Courfes; but I anfwered him. 
That I could no longer bear their Infults, 
and, if I had not nw Permiilion in three Days, 

I would run a Muck., (which is a mad Cu- 
ilom among the Mallayas when they become 
defperate) and that I thought twenty five 
Men well armed, were fumcient to go off 
by Violence, when by fair Means they could 
not obtain it, that being the lail Remedy, 
what Blood might be fput in the A6lion, the 
Hafoa and his Chaps would anfwer to the 
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Emperor for, who, no Doubt, would enquire 
into the Caufe. 

I then bade farewel to all the Gentlemen of 
the French Faftory, and left a Prefent of yo 
Tayels for the Lingilift that lay in Prifon, 
and came Home to my Inn, and acquainted 
my Men with my Refolution, who unani- 
moully approved of it, promiling to live and 
die with me, and immediately we new clean- 
ed our Arms, and new loaded them with 
Powder and Ball, which the Servants of the 
Haung taking Notice of, went and informed 
my Merchants what we had been doing, and 
that we lookt brisker than ufual. The Mer- 
chants went to the French Chief, to fee if 
he knew what Deilgn we had, and he frank- 
ly told them all that 1 had told him. They 
immediately acquainted the Hafoa^ who forth- 
with fent us a Permit for ourfelves and Goods, 
and next Day I departed with twelve of my 
Crew, and fome Goods, leaving the reft to 
follow with the reft of my Goods and Mafts. 

In three Days we got to Maccaot and got 
all Things in Readinefs to fail. There were 
two Vortugueze lay in Tiefe^queberado waiting 
for me to accompany them for fear of a Fren^j 
Cruifer of 31 Guns, that had been at Mani- 
la. One Mr. Burno commanded her, who 
. had made his Brags to the Sfaniardsy that he 
would bring all the Englijh and ^ortugueze 
that were bound from China to the Streights 
of Malacca^ into Maniloy and make aPrment 
of our Ships to the Sfaniards^ which fright- 
ned the Tortugueze, One was a Ship of 

two 
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two and twenty Guns, and the other of 
fixteen. 

Ho w EVER, fome China Merchants con> 
traded with me to carry them, and about lyo 
Tuns of Bricks and China Ware, to TuUo- 
condorCtmiL were to pay me loooTayeh. Three 
Days after my Arrival came my Mafls, and 
as they were fifing through the Harbour of 
Moccm, towards my Ship, they were fioptby 
the Procuradore of the City. When Word 
was brought me, I fentmy Purfer, who fpake 

g ood Tortugueze, that if my Mails were not 
elivered the fame Day, I would take the 
Mails out of their Ships that lay clofcbyme, 
let the Confequence be what it would. Soto 
avoid Trouble, my Mails were cleared. 

Two of my Merchants came to Maccao^ 
under Pretence of clearing Accounts fairly. 

I invited them on board to dine with me, but 
they would not do me that Honour. They 
had heard of the Contrad I had made witn 
the China Merchants, to carry them and their 
Goods to VuUo-coudorey which Contrad they 
broke, for that itrong Reafon, that they had 
bought me of the napoa, and that Freight I 
had no Power to contrad for, but they 
would furnilh them with a Paifage for them 
and their Goods, on the fame Terms that 
I had agreed onj fo I was obliged to lofe my 
Freight. 

I received what Goods they werepleafed to 
bring me, but I found wanting 8o Cheils of 
Japan Copper, and fome Toothenague that 
1 had weighed off at Canton, and put the 

Stocky 
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Stocks Mark on them. I askt the Reafim 
why they did not deliver thofeGoodS) fince, 
accordingto their own Account, there was 
a Balance due to me of lioaTayels. They 
told me that they would give no more, and 
the Balance they would keep, for fear they 
ihould lofe on my imported Cargo. 1 Irid 
them l&rewel, and promifedto let them hear 
from me by the firil Jonk of theirs that I 
met with. Next Day I fent diem my Ac- 
count, wherein I ihewedthat they and the Ha- 
^4 had cheated me of laooo Tayelsytaid that 
1 Ihould not fail to make Reprifals when 1 
met with any Effeds of theirs. According- 
ly I did at Johore, by the King’s Permiflion, 
imze a Jonk of theirs, and fecured their Books 
of Accounts, having two Natives 

of MaecaOf who could fpeak and write Chi- 
nefi^ and they found out what. Merchandize 
belonged to thofe Villains, which I took on 
board of my Ship, among which was my 8o 
Chefts of Copper, and xoo Teculs of Tooth- 
enague, with my own Markon them, I drew 
out a fair Account, and fent them with a 
letter of Advice, that I had received but 
one third Part of the Balance due to me, but 
upon their fiir dealing with the EntHJh for 
the future, I would forgive the reu, but if 
they continued to aft like Villains, I would 
profecute my Refentment till I had recovered 
the fall Peny of my Balance. 

W H nN I gave the King of Jobore an Ao- 
ount how they had ufed me in Cbmot he 
wondred that I (ud not feize all the other Mer- 
chant 
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chant Goods that were in the Jonk, and fell 
the Men for Slaves. So having ended this 
ihort Digreflion to yobore, 

I return back to Cnr/offt to give an Account 
of my Obferyations on that line City and 
Country,

CHAP LI. 

Sme Obfervatkns and Remarks on the *Pro* 
vinee and City 0/ Canton ar Quantung,<i»</ 
of the Province of Fokien, with feme Oc* 
currences that happened there. 

C ANT O N was once a Kingdom of It 
felf, and was called Nangvee. It had 
been feveral Times conquered by the Empe* 
rors of China, and lhak’d off the Yoke when 
they found Opportuniw. At laft, about three 
Centuries ago« it was lubdued and made a 
Province of China. It borders on ^anfi to 
the Weitward, Kiangfi to the Northward, 
Fokien to the Edward, and the Ocean walhes 
about 100 Leagues of its Coail to the South-, 
ward. The Country is as pleafanc and pro* 
fitable as any in the World. The Ground 

C * Ids two Cropi a Year of Rice, Wheat, and 
wmen. The People are ingenious, in- 
duitriousy and civil, but are too numerous, 
which makes them tolerate a bafe and cruel 
Cuftom, that when a Man thinks he has too 
many laughters, he may deftroy as many as 
he pleafes of them, but they do not kill them 

out 
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outright, but ferve them as Mo/es was in £- 
gyfty \yj laying them on an Ark of Reeds, 
and letting them flote on the Stream of aRi-^ 
ver, while they are In&nts, and if any chari- 
table Perfons fee them, and commiferate their 
Condition, they may take them out, and 
bring them up as their own, either forMar- 
ria«. Concubinage, or Slavery. 

The abominable Sin of Sodomy is tolera- 
ted here, and all over China, and fo is Bug- 
^y, which they ufe both with Bealls and 
Fowls, in fo much that Eurofeans do not 
care to eat Duck, except what they bring up 
themfelves, either from the Egg, or from 
fmall Ducldings. Whoredom is not punilh- 
ed in this Province, tho’ very feverely in 
fome others. 

The City of Canton (lands upon theEad- 
(ide of a pretty large River called Taa. Its 
Walls are high towards the River, but to- 
wards the Ead the Ground is a little hilly, 
and the Walls are much lower. The Walls are 
about ten Miles in Circumference, but fome 
reckon them Twelve, tho’ there are laree Spa- 
ces towards theEad and South, kept for Gar- 
dens, and no Buildings but Summer-houfes 
are there. 

There is a large Building of Timber on 
thchighed of the little Hills to theEad, that 
(lands clofe to the Wall, and it bears the 
Name of the King’s Banqueting-houfe. It is 
four Story high, fupported with great Fir 
Mads, very finely painted with Vermilion, and 
japann’d and nilded, as are all the Walls and 

Ciel- 
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Cielings within it. From it a very fair Pro> 
of the City and Suburbs may be had. 
'Die Suburbs are fo large, that fomeofthem 
look like Cities. Half of the Number of 
Houfes built in the Garden Plots, would fill 
them up, and all the other vacant Places in 
the Town. 

There are many (lately Buildings in the 
City of CMttoHf and above a Dozen of trium- 
phal Arches in feveral Places of the City, and 
a great Number of Temples, well (locktwith 
Images. The Church makes an hand- 

fom Figure, but the French Chapel is but 
mean on the out-fide. 

There was a new Temple built by the 
King of Couchin-chiuay and aedicated to one 
of his Gods called Mitleekt whofe Image is 
placed in it, in a lazy l^Bure, fitting on a Car* 
per, with his Heels drawn almofi to his But- 
tocks, clothed in a loofe Robe, with his Bread 
and Belly bare, and leaning on a large Cufliion 
or Bolder. He is very corpulent, and always 
laughing, which merry Afpedmademe think 
that he might pafs for ^Democritus of jfbdera 
in Greece. There is another Im^e of a youim 
God that died before he reacht Twenty. He 
is plac’d fitting on a Chair, and as we approach 
near him, he nods his Head, by Means of 
fome Springs that reach from the Pavement 
that we tread on: However, this young dead 
Fellow (hews as great a Wonder in nodding 
to his Vifitants, as St. Charles of Millan does 
to his Devotees on theanniverfaryDayof his 
Canonization. 

Can- 
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Canton was the lait neat City of CbinatYat 
the Tartars conquered, when they over-ran 
that Country about the Year itfyo. and had 
it not been for the Cowardice and Treachery 
of the Governor, it might ilill have been an 
independent Province as well as ^anfi. The 
Tartars loll above loocxx} Men in redu- 


cing it, for they lay nine Months before it, 
and the Citv nowife diftreft for Want of 
Provilions, haying the River free for Com- 
munication withtoreim Places; but upon 
the Governor’s Surn^ that it mi|;ht be taken 
at* lafl, and he and his Family lacrmced to the 
Refentment of a barbarous Enemy, he fe- 
cretly articled with the General of the Tar- 
tars, and perfidionfly opened two Gates in 
one Ni^t,andthe74fVizrx entringHorfeand 
Foot, foott made the City a Theatre of 
Horror and Mifery. 

t made a Calculation of the Number of In- 
habitants within the Walls of Canton, by the 
Quantity of Rice daily expended in it ; for 
they reckon xcooo Teculs is the daily Import 
of that Grain. It is alfo reckoned, that eve- 

g Perfon confumes one Tecul in 3 Months, 
that by that Calculation, there muft be a- 
hove aoocxjo People in it, and the Suburbs 
one Tnird of that Number, and there is no 
Day in the Year but fhews ;ooo Sailof trad- 
ing y«»ix,befides (mail Boats for other Ser- 
vices,lying before the City. 

A little Way below the City, are two fmall 
Hands in the River; they have each a Caftle 
built on them, and their Garifonsesoimine all 
Veflels and Boats that pafs by them. Thi 
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^ The ProduA of the Country, befides Com 
. and Fruits, is Gold, Quick-ulver, Copper, 
Steel, Iron, raw and wrought Silks, and be- 
fides the Silk Manufadories, there are lack’d 
or japann’d Ware; and at Sacbow there are 
much *PorceUine or China Ware made. We 
have the fame Sort of Clay in feveral Parts 
of Great Britainy that TorceUine is made 
of, but we want the warm Sun to prepare 
it. 

They reckon that the Province of Cantm 
or ^tmtungy pays yearly to the Emperor 
laooooo *Peculs of Rice, and zoooo ¥ecuh of 
Salt, out of which is ferved out to the Mi- 
litary (who are reckoned 80000 continually 
kept in the Emperor’s Pay) 320000 Teeuls 
of Rice, and 8000 Petals of Salt. The reft 
is fold in Markets, at the common Price of 
S Modes a Teculy which may amount to 
445000 Tayelsy which is appro^uted towards 
the Payment of the nulitary Expence, which 
may amount to 1000000 of Tayels yearly. The 
Cuftoms on Merchandize and Poll-money a- 
mounts to prodigious great Sums, all wmch 
are gathered according to the Book of Rates, 
and fent to the Treamiy of the Province) 
for the Ufe of the Empire, which makes the 
E^Mror’s Tceafury always full. 

&kien is the next maritim Pr&vince to the 
Eafti^rd of Cantmy^verj mountainous Coun- 
try, and has about 90 Leagues of a Sea-coaft< 
It reaches from the Ifland Lama, which 
lies diredly under the Tropick of Caneery 
and fnakes a very fpadous fecure Harbour 
* for 
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for Shipping, between it and the Continent, 
but no Stranger frequents it, but to fhelter them 
from Storms, be^aufe they admit of no Trade 
with Foreigners.^ About 3 Leases without 
the ^eat X,anf 6 dt are fome fmali Illands un- 
inhabited. They are called the fmallXdiw^. 
There is a good clear Chanel between tbofe 
fmalllflands and the great one, of Fathoms, 
OQ a good oazy Bottom. 

The next Place of Safety for Shipping, is 
the Ifland of where the Enmfl> once 
had a Fadory, and a good Trade, but now it 
is fhut up from foreign Trade, by the Em- 
peror’s Order. ' There are feveral fmall I- 
flands ly off it; particularly the Ifland Tangfiy 
by the Engliflj called Chapel Ifland, and by 
fome the Hole in the WMy becaufe there is 
a large Hole that pafles quite through it, be- 
ing undermined by the Sea below, but a- 
bove all is fail without Frafture. It appears 
like the Arch of a large Bridge. About fe- 
ven Leagues within it, is the inner Harbour 
of Amyy where Ships ly very fecure in \x 
Fathoms oazy Ground, within zoo Yards 
of the Shore. The Town is built clofe to 
the Sea, and fome Houfesinit at high Water, 
are wafhed by the Sea. 

About the Year 154;. the 7 )utch had a 
great Mind of poflefling Amoyy for theCon- 
veniency of its Situation and Trade. They 
came to an Anchor with five large Ships in 
the outward Harbour, and landed about 300 
Men. There were none to oppofe them but 
a few Merchants and Mechanicks,whowa‘e 

foon 
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foon frightned} but were ib cunning>that^> 
fore they left their Town, they left their 
Houfes well ftor’d with Samjhewt a Kind of 
ftrong Arrack made of Rice, and with 
JheWf a Kind of llrong Ale made of Wheat- 
malt, by Fermentation. 

The *Dutch fearing no Enemy, or Defign 
againll; them,entred the Town, and fomein- 
conliderable People being left in it, were civil- 
ly treated by the ‘Dutchyzndi thofe poor Chi- 
nefi Ihewed their new Mafters the beft Houfes 
in the^ Town, where the 9 «rr 6 tookup their 
Lodging^, and, according toCuftom,carouz- 
ed heartily, that before Midnight there were 
but few of them fober, and fo went to fleep. 
The Chine fe who were left in the Town, went 
and informed their Country-men what Po- 
fture the Dutch Aftairs were in. They ar- 
med all they could get, with Swords, Lances, 
Bows, and Arrows, to the Number of xocx>. 
and came on the Dutch, before they could 
put themfelves in a Pofture of Defence, and 
cut them all oflv which Difafter made the 
Dutch depart without making any farther At- 
te^t. 

This Hiftory is written in large China 
Characters, on the Face of a fmooth Rock 
that faces the< Entrance of the Harbour, and 
may be fairly feen as we pafs out and in to 
the Harbour. 

^my was famous in the Tartar War, be- 
tween the Years 1648. and 167$’. by the Di- 
verfionit gave to the Tartar Forces at Sea, 
by the Courage and Conduct of one Cockjina 
Voi.. II Q a 
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a Native of Amwy who gave them many De> 
feats, and could never be brought to com- 
ply with Tartar Ufurpation,tho’ he had 
many ?»dvantagious Offers to lubmit, but his 
Death gave the Tartars a quiet Poffeffion of 
the whole Province. 

Abo ut the Year 1648. the Tartars took 
Chinchewi a very large City, reputed to be 
as large and rich as Zlanton. They did not 
fond out above nine Weeks, becaufe they 
forefaw that Want of Provifions would com- 


pel them to a Surrender at laft, upon worfe 
Terms than they might have had, if the Siege 
had been but fhort, however, they capitulated 
to have their Lives and Fortunes fecured, and 
fubmitted in all other Things to the Tartar 
Government and Cuftoms. 

This Province of Fakien^ borders on C&f- 
quim to the North-eafi, on Kiamfi pn the 
North-weft, on §ua»tuHg on the South-weft, 
and the Sea wafties theSouth-eaft Part of it. 
There are feveral Iftands ly on its Coaft, 
and ^amy is but two Leases from 
and is much larger, but not fo well inhabi- 
ted, becaufc of the near Neighbourhood of 


Qbmhevo. 

In Anno 16^3. 1 was at Amoyt and then the 
Ifland was governed by a Chungcounj or a Ge- 
neral of 10000 Men. He was a Man of a- 
bout 80 Years of Age, of a very agreeable 
Afpefl. He had done many fogular Servi- 
ces to his Country, particularly in ftmpreffing 
Pirates that mightily difturbedtbe Province, 
and governed with much Juftice and Mode- 
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ration, but next Year he died, and was 1‘uct 
ceeded by a Teytock^ or a deputy General of 
$000. Jn Anno 1697 . 1 went thither again, and 
found a new Temple built in Honour to the 
old ClMngcoiin., and his Image placed in it, as 
much like his Pcrfon while alive, as ever 1 faw 
any Thing reprefcnted in my Life, with every 
Lineament and Feature in his Face, and 1 faw 
many Votaries worflrip his Image. It feems 
the Chinefe are fpeedicr in their canonizing 
than the Romans are. 

The Teytock has a Deputy called the 
Chumnaehy Title, and another Ofiicer called 
the Cliumpitt^ who fuperintends the Affairs of 
the Sea and Rivers. In thofe three Perfons 
Hands is the Management of the Affairs of the 
Ifland, except theCuftoms on Goods imported 
and exported, and thefe are in the Hands of the 
who farms thofe Cuffoms of the Court 
at Peking, but the other three are put in by 
the Chungtockf who keeps his Court at Hock~ 
few, a large City about loo Miles North<eaft 
of Amoy, 

There are no beautiful Buildings in ora> 
bout Amoy, but fome Temples, in one of 
which I faw Hell painted in frejfio, on a Wall 
according to Cartes'^ Syftcm oi^eme- 
Mlegy, the Demons being painted in the fame 
Shapes and Figures as are in the Cuts of2>^/ 
Cartes'^ Book, their Methods of tormenting 
the damned, very near the Notions delivered 
by Chriftiatt Decors, and ^Purgatory bet- 
ter reprefented according to the DoArine 
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of the Church, of ,Rme, than I faw it in 
a Church in the City of Antwerp. 

THEREare fomeCuriofitiesin^w^. One 
is a large Stone that weighs above forty Tuns» 
that is fet fo dextroufly on a Rock, in Inch 
an Equilibrium, that a Youth of twelve Years 
old can eafily make it move, but an hundred 
Men can make it move in no greater Motion, 
than that fiqgle Youth can. 1 faw it tried 
with a Pair of FRnd Screws, but to no Pur* 
pofe. 

Another Rarity is of five large Stones, 
as biff, or bi^er than the lafl mentioned, 
placed in an fallow at the Foot of a Moun- 
tain ( whether by Nature or Art I cannot tell ) 
they are each about thirty Foot long, and 
Twelve or Fourteen Diameter. TTiey lean 
their Heads a^ainlt one another, and form an 
Alcove at their Feet, wherein is placed a 
TaU^ and Benches around it, of Stone, and 
there is a pretty clear Rivulet nins clofe 
by the Table. We Europeans fi^uented 
that Table on Sundays^ for we often dined 
there. 

T H E RE is a fine large Citadel at the Back- 
fide of the Town, with good high thick Stone- 
walls, and two Gates that face one another, 
and in the Middle Hands the T^tock's Pa- 
lace. The Front of it is built of Wood, and 
the Back and Sides of Stone, as moft Man- 
dareeus Houfes are in this Province, as well 
as the Temples. There are Sentinels and 
Guards always in the Gate-ways, but 1 faw 
none any where elfe, except when he gave 
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publick Audience to Strangers, then he had 
about 5*0 Men attending at the Palace. 

There are about fifty Chrijf ions in Amoy^ 
and they have aChapelferved by FrmchMxi^ 
fionaries, but the Parifiionersareof the Scum 
of the People, as they are of Chriftianity. 

I heard a pleafant and true Story about the 
fiimous Chunghee^ who died in Anno 17x3. 
and the Chungtock of Fokieuy who was alive 
in Anno 1700, which I had from Mr. U BlanCy 
a French Millionary, as well as from fome 
eminent China Merchants, and it happened 
about the Year 1690. the Chungtock being then 
Chu^ae, or Deputy-governor of the llland 
of ^uamy^ that Ifland having about. 3cxx» 
Inhabitants, not reckoning Women andChil- 
■ dren, they were all poor, and had their Sufte- 
nance by their hard Labour, in manuring 
the Ground, and Filhing. 

A great Part of the Ifland being low and 
marimy, by the Overflowings of Spring-tides, 
made Travelling very incommodious. The 
Chungcoutt being a Man of Pleafure, could not 
bear living at Home in rainy Weather or 
Spring-tides, and in going to hunt, he was 
obliged to go a great Way about, before he 
could reach the Places where the Game was. 

One Day in Council he propnfed to take 
one Half of 'the miferable Inhabitants from 
their daily Labour, to bring Stones from fome 
neighbouring Mountains, to build a Bridge 
or Caufey over the Morafs, which was a- 
bove three Leagues long, and being the Em- 
peror’s Work, it muftbe done gratis. 
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The Cbtmgnae oppofed it, laying down the 
the Difficulty, if not thermpoflibility for thofe 
poor People to carry on fuch a W ork, which 
could not be finiihed in lefs than three Years. 
He laid before the Council, that the Inhabi- 


tants could hardly live by their Labour, when 
every one of them were imployed, and how 
could they fubfift on the Labour of one Half, 
that he could forefeethe Ruin of the Whole 


by taking off the Half from their manuring 
the Land, and Fifliing. However, it was put to 
the Vote, and the ChimgcouH carried it, on 
which the Chuugnae laid down his Commif- 
fion, and proterted that he would not be ac- 
ceffory to the Deftruftion of fo many Inno- 
cents, whom he forefaw would be wrought 
and ftarv’d to Death, and fo bade the Chung- 
coun, and the reft of the Council, adieu. 

The Chungnae having fpent moft of his 
Time in the Study of Letters and Philofophy, 
had made a good Progrefs in both, and hav- 
ing a fmall Fortune or ton or twelve thou- 
land TayeU in Money, took -a Journey to 
*PeckingyX.o try if he could get into fome con- 
venient Poft in the Government there, but 
found that none was to be got, without 
Friends and Money, fo that he took a Reib- 
lution to leiid a private Life on the Intereft 
of his Money, and to follow his Studies. 

And hiring a Chamber in a By-lane of the 
City, he fell to writing aTraft of moral Phi- 
lofophy, being well qualified in writing a good 
Hand, and a good Stile. He began to write 
on the Imbecillity of human Nature, when 

our

our Paflions were more followed than Rea- 
fon ; of the difmal Confequenccs of Tyranny 
when fupported by Power, and feveral other 
fuch ufeful and commendable Topicks, and 
having carried his W ork pretty well forward, 
one Morning he went to a Neighbour’s Houfe 
to drink Tea, and forgot to Ihut his Cham- 
ber Door or SVindows, which being on the 
lower Story of the Houfe, and facing the 
Lane, any liody that paft by could fee what 
was in the Room. 

The Emperor had gone abroad that Mor- 
ning incognito^ to hear what News pall cur- 
rent in the City, and accidentally came into 
that Lane while the Gentleman was at his 
Tea, and looking in at the Window faw a 
Book lying open on the Table, and the Wri- 
ting feem’d to be extraordinary fine, which 
made him have the Curiofity to enter at the 
Door, and to fit reading till the Owner Ihould 
come in, that he might^know both the Subjeft 
written on, and the Author. 

I T is the Cuftom in China for a Stranger, 
td“ read on any Book that he fees lying on a 
Table. ) If it be a Merchant’s Book of Ac- 
counts', they take that Liberty; and the Em- 
peror having read above half an Hour, was 
mightily plcafed .with the fine Writing, and 
ingenious Reflections made on each Subject 
by the Author. At laft the Gentleman came 
in, .and was furprifed to find another in liis 
Chamber, but the Emperor addrcflhimin fo 
obliging Terms for his intruding into his 
Chamber without Leave, led by the firong 
Q 4 Chains 
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Chains ofCurionty, and the Opportunity that 
offered to give him SatisfaAion,by the Door 
being accidentally left open, that the Chung- 
nae could take nothing ill that was done. 

The Emperor asked him of what Coun- 
try he was, and what had brought him to 
^ekingy and the Chungnae fatisfied him that 
he was a Native of Fokieut and re-counted 
the Hiftory of his Afliirs in ^amy. The 
Emperor was much taken with his Story, and 
the modeft Way he expreft himfelf in it, 
and told him that he found his Adiions to 
quadrate with his Dodirine. Then he askt 
the Chungnae if he had an Employment, or if 
he had a Mind to accept of one. He anfwer- 
ed, that he had been in Teking above a 
Year, and could obferve,that Merit was but 
a weak Recommendation to Preferment, and 
he did not deiign to buy it. 

The Emperor told him, that he was near- 
ly related to a great Mandereen at Court, 
and that if he would accept. of a Poll, he 
would ufe his Endeavours to procure him 
one, for he found him recommended by two 
good Qualifications, Ingenuity and Honelly. 
The Chungnae thank’d him in very obliging 
Terms, and told the Enmeror, that he was 
willing to accept of a Pou, providing it was 
not too high, becaufe his Fortune was too 
low to fupport the necelfary F^xpence, nor 
too low, lell it Ihould make him contemp- 
tible. The Emperor affured him, that his 
Kinfman had feveral Polls to difpofe of, 
and that he might depend on one fuitable to 
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his Mind, and giving the Cbungnae his Fan, 
ordered him to call at a Gate of the Palace, 
called the Elephant Gate, and deliver that 
Fan to the Captain of the Guard, and tell 
him, that you want to fpcak to a Mandereen 
of fuch a Name (as the Emperor borrowed 
for that Time) and the Captain would con- 
duA him to his Apartment ; but withal he 
be^’d the Ufe of tiis Book for a few Days, 
and, as he was a Man of Honour, he would 
return it. 

The Chungnae complimented him with 
the Ufe of the Book, making a modcft A- 
pology for its Incorredlnefs, and fo they par- 
ted ror a fliort Time. 

The Emperor fent for iomc Coleasy Man-- 
dereens of the fird Order, and gave them a 
pleafant Account of his Morning’s Adven- 
ture, and fhewed them the Book, which 
they were highly pleafed with, and the Em- 
peror told them, that he had promifed the 
Author an handfom Pod, and defired to 
know if any were vacant. One Mandereen 
told hisMajedy, that he had received private 
Advices that Morning, that the Chungtock of 
Fokien was dead, and that there would be 
certain Information next Day at Court, if it 
was fo or not, and that if it was true, his Ma- 
jedy might bedow that Pod on him, he be- 
ing a mtive of that Country, and confe- 
quently knew the Manners and Cudoms of 
his own Country better than a Stranger could. 
His Majedy approved of his Advice. 


And 
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And next Morning, according to Ap- 
pointment, the Chungnae went to the Ete- 
pbant Gate, and enquired for the Emperor 
w the borrowed Name, and, on Sight of the 
Pan, was conduded by the Captain of the 
Guard to an Apartment in the grand Pa- 
lace, and was ordered to flay till the Cap- 
tain came back to him. When the Emperor 
knew of his being in the Palace, he ordered 
a Council of Mandereens to be fummoned 
forthwith, and when they were convened, 
and himfelf feated on the iTirone, the Chung- 
nae was fcnt for, and he paying the ufual 
Compliment of falling on his Knees, and 
bowing his Head three Times to the Ground, 
the third Time to continue in that Poflure 
till he was ordered to rife, the Fimperor orde- 
red him immediately to Hand up. The Chung- 
nae foon knew who had been his Guell the 
Day before, and would have begg’d Pardon 
for the P'recdom of Speech he had ufed to 
the Emperor in Difguife ; but the Emperor 

E revented him by beginning an allegorical 
Xfcourfe, recounting the Chungnae'^ Adven- 
ture at ^amqyt as if it had happened in a fo- 
reign Country, and when he had made an End, 
he askt the Opinion of the AfTembly, what 
both the Chuttgeouu and Chungnae deferved. 
They unanimoully condemned the Cbungconn^ 
and commended the Cbungnaet and were of 
Opinion, that the Chungnae deferved a better 
Poft than he had before. 

The Em^ror told them, that this was the 
Cafe of the Perfon before them, and that the 

Govern- 
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Government of Foki&t was vacant by the 
Death of the Chuntoucky which Advices he 
had received that Morning, and that he had 
Thoughts of bellowing that Place on him be- 
fore them, which they, all approved of, on 
which he ordered Robes of tne fecond Or- 
der to be brought, and invelled him in the 
Office and Dignity, and ordered locxxxiTay- 
els to be paid to him, in order to equip him 
for his Journey, and withal told him, that he 
expefted he would govern his Province ac- 
cording to the Dodlrine that he preached to 
others. 

A c c o R D I N G I- Y the new Chuntouck took 
his Journey to Hockjhe'tt'y where, on his Ar- 
rival, all the Mandereens of Note in the Pro- 
vince came to compliment him, and none 
mull come to wait on him till Aril introdu- 
ced by a Prefent, which is pundually fet 
down in a Book kept for that Purpofe. 

And among the Crowd of Vifiters came 
his old Friend the Chungcoun of ^amqy. Af- 
ter the common Compliment of Genuflexi- 
on and Proftration was done, he ordered him 
to Hand up, and asking him if he did not re- 
member him, he received a negative An- 
fwer. He askt him how his Government of 
^tatnoy thriv’d, and how far the Bridge was 
brought forward. The Chungcoun gave him 
a fad Account of the State' of his llland, 
which, he alledged, was occalioncd by a ra- 
ging Plague, that had fwept oil' above the half 
of the People, and the Bridge was not car- 
ried one Quarter of the Way forward. 

Then 
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Then thsCbimrtock made himlidf kfiown 
to him* and upbramed him with his Cruelty, 
and the Cbunffoun having little to &y in ^ 
own Defence* fell at his Feet* and implored 
Mercy. The Cbungtoek bade him rife, and told 
him* that for the lake of bis Family, he would 
fave his Life* which he had juflly forfeited, 
but withal banifhed him to a Palace on the 
Side of an Hill on the Ifland of ^uamy, 
where heihould be allowed xoooTayeH year> 
ly, for the Subliilence of his Wives and 
Children* but he was never to meddle in 
Government again* and fo difmifi him* and 
fent one along with him to take PofleiEon 
of his Government, with Orders to redify 
all Things that had been amifs in his Govern- 
ment* and to invite People to the Manuring 
of the Ground and catching of Fi(h* on better 
Terms than had been before. Thofe juft and 
generous AAions of the Emperor vad Chung- 
tock were worthily admired by all who lov- 
ed Jufiice and Generofity ; and I have bora 
BO fmall Veneration for both their Perfons 
ever fince. 

I muft now give an Account of the Chung- 
toek's Juftice and Generofity in an Aftair re- 
lating to feme fliip-wrackt EngUJb Men at 
Amty, 
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CHAP. LII. 

Is a CmtinuatioH of the Hijiory of Chung- 

tock (^Fokien, in relation to fame Occurs 
reuces that happened ammg the Engliih at 
Amoy in Anno 1700. 

J Being then bound to Amoy in a Ship 
^ from Surati enmioyed by Sir Nicholas 
'aite the new Eaji-inaia Company’s Prefi- 
dent there, and Commodore Littleton be- 
ing then at Surat with a Squadron of four 
Men of War, by fome confiderable Reafons 
was perfwaded by Sir Nicholas to let one of 
his Si^adron go as far as Amoy to look after 
the Englijh Pirates that then infefled the 
Streights of Malacca. 

T H £ Harwich was the Ship pircht on, a 
so Gun Ship, commanded by Captain Cockt 
and we failed in Company as far as Atcheent 
and there we were parted by a Storm. He 
called at AtcheeUf but 1 made what Hade 1 
could for the Port of Malacca. I ftaid there 
above a Fortnight for him, and when he had 
taken in fuch Provifions as he wanted, and 
that I had paid for them, we failed from Mn- 
laccot in order to proceed for Amoy. 

WuEJt we ^ived there, we found three 
European Ships, and a Country Ship from 
Suraty employed by Sir John Gayer Prefi- 
dent for the old Eajl-india Company. The 
Supercaraoes of thofe Ships, on Sight of a 
Man of War, fent a Conmliment of sooTayy 
els to the Teytock, to diilwade him mom gi« 

ving 
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ving the Harwich Permilixon to come into 
the Harbour, for fear of lofii^ a Feather that 
they had put in their own Capes, of wear- 
ing a Pendent at their Top-maft Heads, fo 
that when I went to pay my Compliment to 
^<sTeytocky and give him an Account of our 
Cargo, and to deilre Liberty for the Man of 
War and my own Ship to come into the 
Harbour ; he told me, that my own Ship 
was welcom, but he could not, with Safety, 
admit of the King’s Ship into the Harbour, 
but that Ihe might be fupplied with whatlhe 
wanted, in the Road. 

I told him, that the Kind’s Ship’s Bottom 
wanted Repair, and that if he would not 
permit her to come into the Harbour, both 
ihe and I muftgo to Qantouy and if the Captain 
of the Man of War refented the illUfagehe 
was like to meet with at Anwy, thofe ought 
to anfwer who had given the Teytock that ill 
Advice, and fo I took Leave very ill fatisfied. 

The Linguift and I had been acquainted 
fome Years, and, on our Way from the Ci- 
tadel, 1 told him, that if the Teytock cqnti- 
^ed his Refolution of denying our King’s 
Slip the fame Civilities that he granted to 
Merchant Ships of our Nation, 1 could not 
anfwer for the ill Confequences that might 
attend that Affront, and, if ihe had not Per- 
tniifion in three Days to come in, on the 
fourth we would proceed for CoHtoit. 

H B then very franldy told me, that it was 
none of the Teytock's Fault, but the Engl^ 
Captams and Supercargoes, who had fent 

him 
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him with a Mclfage to the Teytock, to ac 
quaint him, that if the Man of War was per 
mitted to come into the Harbour, their Men 
would be rude to the Merchants, and would 
be tied up to no Rules or Laws which the 
Merchant Ships obferved, that the Women 
would be debauch’d, and many other aggra- 
vating Crimes, they alledged, the Man of 
War’s Men would commit, and withal had 
fent the Teytock a Prefent of foo Tayels to 
keep her out of the Harbour. 

I carried the Linguift into a Merchant’s 
Houfe that was my Acquaintance, to confult 
with that Merchant about removing that Re- 
mora that ilopt the Man of War from entring 
into the Harbour, which could be done no 
other Way than by my being bound for the 
good Behaviour of the People belonging to 
the Man of War, and to give a Prefent lupe- 
rior to theirs, which I confented to. 

Then we confulted how the Captain of 
the King’s Ship fhould be received by the 
Teytockt when he ihould make his Vifit, and 
we agreed, that all the Captains and Super- 
cargoes ihould be called to the Teytock\ in 
Company with Captain Cock, and that he 
ihould enter before us, and have an high 
Chair placed a little before the Teytock'% 
Chair, on the left Hand, which, among them, 
is the Place of Honour, and we Captains and 
Supercargoes to be fet on felt Cuihions on 
the Floor, and on the right Side of the Tey- 
tock's Chair, which was raifed on a plat Form 
of Deals, with three Steps of Afcent. 

Wb 
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W E had no fooner done with our Confttl> 
Cation than I difpatchc my Friend Shawbtny 
for that was the Merchant’s Name, with the 
Linguiil, to acquaint the Teytock with what 
we had refolved oi^ and he approved of all, 
and two Days after fent a Summons for the 
Captains and Supercargoes to accompany 
Captain Coek^ and all obeyed but one, who 
metended Indifpofition ; however he fent his 
fecond Supercargo to fupply his Place. 

Assoon as we were in the Citadel, we 
were conduced to the Teytock'i Palace, and 
entred the Chamber of Audience, and were 
feated according to the Method before agreed 
on. The Teytock being feated before, he 
made a Speech pretw long, wherein he told 
how he had been informed of the loofe Be- 
haviour of Men of War’s Men, which had 
armed him with Caution, but that he knew 
of a more convenient Place on an Ifland 
within three Leagues of the Town, for the 
Man of War to hale alhore, if we would be 
ruled by his Advice. The Captain made a 
Bow, and acceded to that Motion. 

H E then wanted to know who would be 
Surety for the Captain and Men beloi^ing 
to the Man of War, that they ihould oblerve 
the Laws and Cuftoms of the Place, without 
being Molellation to the Natives. I found none 
cared to enter on fo hazardous an AfBiir,fo I 
flood up, and proferred myfelf, Ship and Car- 
go for Security. The refl not expeding that 
the Captain could have found liich &curity, 
one, who made a good Figure among us, 

told 
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told me, I was too forward in my Profcr. I 
anfwercd him, that I only 'engaged what I 
had the Command of, but meddled with no 
Body’s Aftairs clfe. 

The Teytock feemed well fitisfied, and 
gave us a very handfom Entertainment, and 
then difmill us. The Man of War went to 
the liland, and landed fome of her greateil 
Guns, but found fo much Difficulty in car- 
rying Things afliore, that we got an Order 
from the Teytock to bring her into the Har- 
bour, and accordingly Ihc came in. 

T H E R E is an liland oppofitc to the Town 
of Amy, called CtUlemJhoe, about half a 
Mile dillant, and it has two convenient Pla- 
ces to lay Ships on, in order to clean their 
Bottoms, or repair them, and there are fomc 
Rocks that ly between thofe Places, that ap- 

E ear dry at low Water. In one of thole 
iays the Har'-svich was haled alhorc, and 
cleaned, and her Sheathing being much worm- 
eaten, it was repaired with a great Deal of 
new Sheathing, all which Charges I had Or- 
ders from tny Employers to dtsburfeon their 
Account, in ExpeClation, that carrying back 
aoo Tuns of China Goods would I'uffici- 
cntly reimburi'e them ; but Captain Cock 
being a young Man, not very well verfeJ 
in the Aftairs "of Shipping, took Advice ol' 
fomc other Captains of better Knowledge, 
and daily c.iroufing with them on board of 
his Ship, chanced^ that Day that his Ship ha- 
led oft, to be a little inebriated, as well as 
his Tutors. I was none of the Cab^I, aiid lb 
\’oi., II. R llaid 
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ftaid in my Fadory. The Tide of Ebb was 
made before they began to remove the Ship 
from the Bay that Ihe had been fitted in, 
and in haling off, the Tide fet her upon the 
Rocks above mentioned, and on them fh» 
was loft. 

Assoon as the Ship fat fall on the Rocks, 
his Counfellers left him to think on his Mif- 
fortune. Next Morning all the Captains and 
Supercargoes went over to the Ifland (where 
he and all his Men were lamenting their 
Condition) to condole his Misfortune, but 
not one had the Chari^ to invite him to a 
Dinner. About Ten I went over to vifit 
him, and found him weeping. I diflwaded 
him from grieving at what could not be re- 
medied, and invited him to dine with me, 
if he was not pre-engaged. He then wept ve- 
ry bitterly, and told me, that noi one of all 
his Companions that had been vifiting him, 
had the good Manners to give him an Invi- 
tation, and that I, who had jull Caufe to be 
angry with him for his Folly and Contempt 
of my Counfcl, had Ihewed him more Hu- 
manity than thofe who had fworn eternal 
Friendfhip to him. 

1 carried him and his two Lieutenants a- 
long with me to Dinner, and allowed them 
a Chamber in my Fadlory to lodge in, and, 
to fliew a good Example to the reft of the 
Captmns, I took forty of the poor Seamen on 
board of my Ship, and gave flicm Provifi- 
ons. They were in all "One hundred and 
eighty two Men and Boys in the Crew, and 

there 
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there being five Ships, I thought, I had ta- 
ken a large Quota for my Share, but not one 
of the reli would follow ray b'xample, fo the 
Remainder of the Crew were in Diftrefs for 
W ant of Food and Raiment. I went over one 
Morning to fee what Condition the poor 
Men were in, who had made Te'nts or the 
Ship’s Sails, and I faw one newly dead for 
Hunger and Cold. 

I ufed all my Rhetorick amongft my Bre- 
thren the Captains and Supercargoes, to take 
Pity on the poor Ihip-wrackt Men, but they 
were all deaf to my Petitions, which obliged 
me to allow them a Pound Weight of Rice 
per Day each Man : And to clothe them, I 
bought three thoufand Yards of blue Cotton 
Cloth about ‘a Groat per Yard Value, and 
bought them Needles and Thread, and gave 
them_ about looo lb. Weight of Cotton tor 
jilting, and fo every Man was his own 
T^lor. 

But finding my Charges would be very 
great in maintaining fuch a Number of Men, 
and in carrying them Paflengers would take 
up too much Room in my Ship, which I 
could mucli better employ in carrying Chi- 
na Goods to Surat f I went to my old Friend 
Sharjobany with my Confident the Linguilf, 
and held a Confultatinn how we might com- 
pel my Brethren to be humane, and force 
them to take their Quotas of the poor di- 
flreft Men, and we fell on the Projeft to 
w^rite to the noble and jull Lhungtockzx. Hock- 
fe'iV before mentioned, to get an Order from 
R 7- him. 
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him, that no Ship (hould have Liberty to lade 
their Goods aboard, that did not nrft take 
their Quota of the Ihip-wrackt Men. W e went 
to the Teytock^ and acquainted him with our 
Defign, who much approved of the Proiefl:, 
and he feemed furprixed, that any of tnofe 
Ships durft go into our King’s Dominions, 
who had denied to aililf, not only his Sub> 
jefts, but immediate Servants. He was very 
human, and fent the poor Seamen Prefents 
of Pork and Hockjevi^ ( a ilrong fermented 
Liquor like our Ilrong Ale ) for me to diflri- 
bute among them, and thofc Prefents he fre- 
quently fent. 

I provided a Prefent to accompany my 
Letter to the Chungtock^ to the Value of 40 
Pounds Sterl. and got the bell Scribe in the 
Place to write my Letter, laying down the 
Mifery the poor Men were in, and how ea- 
fily and jullly they might be reliev'd by fuch 
an Order. 

I fent my Letter and Prefent by an Ex- 
prefs, who returned in (ixteen Days with a 
fatisfaAory Anfwer, and an Order to the Ha~ 
foa^ to fuffer no Goods to be ihipt off with- 
out confulting me. The Hafoa came to my 
Failory, and congratulated me on the Ho- 
nour that the Chungtock had done me, and 
promifed to obey his Orders in relation to 
ihipping Goods off. 

A Gentleman who n as Supercargo of the 
Ship *Dorrelj bound directly from to 
Rnglandf was the full that was denied a 
Permit to fliip Goods off He had fent for 

the 
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the Ship’s lioat to carry otf fome Cheils of 
Silk, but the alters Itopt them from put- 
ting them into the lioat, on u hich the Lin- 
guill was fent for to know tlic Reafon ; and 
he told the Supercargo, that the had 

received Orders to let no Goods be fliipt oft’ 
without confulting me hill about taking a 
Quota of the Man of W'ar’s Men ; on which 
my Antagonifts held a Council, and refolvcd 
to continue obllinatc, and that Supercargo 
before mentioned came early next Morning 
to my Houfe. When my Servants informed 
me that he was in the Court, I went and in- 
vited him in. I guefs’d his Errand, by his 
Countenance, and askt him to fit down, but 
he refufed. I askt him if he would drink a- 
ny Coffee or Tea, but he would nor. He 
then, in a Fret, askt me if I was Governor 
of his Affairs. I anfwcrcd, no, nor did I know 
how he could ask me fuch a llmplc Quellion. 
He fwarc that he found I was, and that if I 
were in another Place than yfmoj, I durft 
not a6l as I had done, and fware again, that 
not one Man of them Ihould be entertained 
oh board the T^orrel. I told him, that I durff 
do any Thing that was honeft and juft, and 
was always ready to defend what I had fo 
done ; but as xo his taking his Quota of the 
fhip-wrackt Men, he mull comply with it, if 
he had a Mind to lave his Palfage to England 
that Scafon. He ftill continued curling him- 
felf if he took any of them, and went a- 
way in a very great Hufti which I little re- 
garded.

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It wa»» and, I believe, is Hill the Cullom 
on board the En^tijh Company’s Ships, for 
the Captain to give a Remonltrance and a 
Proteft thirty Days before the Expiration of 
the Term for their Departure, to the Su|^- 
cargo or FaAor for the Company, accoraing 
as It is llipulated by Charter Party. Accor- 
dingly the Captain of the *Dorrel gave in bis 
Protefl about that Time to the aforefaid Su- 

E ercargo, which aggravated his Chagrin, and 
e told the Captain, who was my Friend, 
what Troubles I had brought him and the 
reft into. The Captain advifed him to confi- 
der what Time might be fpent in Content!- 
on, and that I, having the Government on my 
Side, would certainly carry my Pmnt in fpite 
of all the Oppofition they could make, and 
that it would be much better to comply in 
Time than to ftand out, and be forced to 
comply at laft. 

He told the Captain, that he might do as 
he plcafed, but he was refolved to give him 
no Orders on that Head. The Captain bade 
him look what was agreed on in Charter- 
party, where they found, that the Com- 
mander of a Company’s Ship was to take no 
Paftengers on board of his Ship, on Penalty 
of too L. for each Paflenger, without a writ- 
ten Order from the Company's Agent where 
he Ihould happen to be ; but where no A- 
gent was, he was then at his Liberty. 

After a little Deliberation, he bade the 
Captain fpeak to me of the Hardfliips they 
would be under in carrying fuch a Number 

of 
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of Pafliengers fo long a Voyage* and to try 
me* whether I would favour them in the 
Number of the Quota that they muft be ol> 
liged to carry : And the Captain came to dif- 
courfe me about it, and I agreed, that Cap- 
tain Cock, his Lieutenants, and feventeen 
more ihould have their Pailagc on board his 
Ship to Englatid., and that tnofe feventeen 
ihould be fuch as Captain Cock ihould choofe, 
that the Captain and his two Lieutenants 
Ihould have Captain H'tde'% Table, they pay- 
ing him io«L. each for that Favour, all which 
the Captain confented to, and the Super- 
cargo and I became Friends again. 

The other Sticklers footi complied, and 
took thirty fix each for their Quota, and the 
reft I provided for, and they were as for- 
ward to work and obay my Orders as my 
own Seamen, tho’ they were not fo onboard 
of the other Surat Ship, where they were 
like to mutiny for Want of Viftuals, even 
before they went to Sea, for the Captain of 
that Ship pretended, that he would allow 
them no Viftuals before they went to Sea, 
and the poor indigent Fellows fafted twenty 
four Hours on that Pretext. At laft Hun- 
ger compelled them to make their Complaint 
to me, and I furniftted them with a Supper, 
and bade them be eafy till next Noon, and 
if there was no Proviuon made for them, 
when the Ship’s Company’s Dinner was rea-. 
dy, to feize on it for their own Ufe, and let 
the others ftay till more was dreft, which Ad- 
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vice they took to be very wholfom, and pun- 
^ally followed it. 

The Captain complained to me of the 
Paflengers Rudenefs. I told him, that they 
oidy followed my Advice, fori could not fee 
wlut Pleafure he could take in llarving poor 
-Men, fince what they did eat was nothing 
out of his Pockets, for I knew the Charges 
would be allowed in his Accounts w'ith his 
Employers, and advifed him to treat them 
civilly at Sea, fince they being fuperior in 
Numbers to his Ship’s Company, might make 
them ufe Force to obtain what they ought 
to have by fair Means: Nor was I out in my 
Conjedure, for at Sea he put them to fo 
fmall an Allowance, that they mutinyed, and 
thrcatncd to carry him and the Ship to Ma~ 
Jagafcar, and deliver him to the Pirates. 

About Chriflmas I brake up Houle-keep- 
ing, and paid Houfe Rent for Captain Cock 
and his OfHcers to remain in it a Month af- 
ter me, and knowing the Scarcity of Money 
among him and his Family, I gave him a Bag 
with <000 Sfanifl} Dollars for his Subfiilence 
on his Voyage to EurofCt on condition, 
that when he was in a Capacity to pay me, 
he would not forget to repay me. I ^ve 
his firll Lieutenant 100. and the fecond Lieu- 
tenant fo of the fame Pieces, but without 
Provilion of Repayment. 

The Captain made his Acknowledgments 
in the moft emphatical Words he could ex- 
prefs, imprecating Vengeance to purfue him 
;f he did not thankfully repay with good Tn- 

terel^ 
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tereft, when he was able. I alfo wrote to the 
Lords Commillioncrs of the royal Navy, a> 
bout the Charges I had been at on acount of 
the Lofs of his Majclly’s Ship in Clnnot and 
petitioned that I might be retmburfed, and 
made Mr. Mattliew Cock^ a Brother of the 
Captain’s, my Attorney, to folicite for, and 
receive what their Lordlhips would pleafe to 
allow me. 

I received a Letter from the Captain, then 
at Cape Bona E/perancct in his Way home, 
wherein he gave me an Acount of their hard 
Ufage aboard of the Ship, and of the Death 
of his fecond Lieutenant, and that was all I 
had from him in 23 Years. When I arrived 
in Engl/^dy\6\di myfelf the Honour to write 
him from London to Leather-heady to try if 
1 could furbi h up his fhort Memory with the 
Remembrance of what had pall between us 
in Chinay but he protelled that he had quite 
forgot it. I anfwered him, that his firll llieu- 
tenant. Captain Falconary llill remembred it 
very well, and had made a grateful Acknow- 
ledgment of the fmall Favour he received a- 
bove twenty Years before. My Affairs cal- 
ling me to HoUandy in Anno 1724. he called 
for me at Londony when he knew I was in 
Hollandy and before I returned to Englandy 
he had paid his great Debt to Nature, with- 
out taking Notice of the fmall one due to 
me.

A Omtmuation of Obfervatims on the Godst 
Ckrgft end devotion of the Chinefe. 

A ND now I have followed him to his 
Grave. I’ll return back to.<^i»^, and 
obferve fome of their Guftoms, religious, ci- 
vil and criminal. Their Temples are built 
all after one Form, but, as in other Countries, 
very different in Beauty and Magnitude. 
Thei^ or Demi-gods are, fome of hu- 
man Shape, fome of monflrous Figures, but 
in the Province of FokientXhey are more de- 
voted to the W orlhip of Goddeffes than Gods. 
^uanhiem has the moft Votaries. She is 
placed in State, fitting on a Culhion with rich 
Robes, and her little Son Handing before her, 
with a charged Trident in his right Hand, 
ready to throw at Offenders of the Laws of 
Humanity and Nature, and alfo at thofe who 
make no Free-will-offerings to his Mother. 
The Chinefe who have feen the Roman Ca- 
tbolick Churches and Worfhip, fay that fhe 
is the Chinefe Virgin Mary, 

Th ERE is another Goddefs called 
who fwimm’d from a far Country, through 
many Seas, and came in one Night to Chinoy 
and took up her Refidence there. She fits 
on a plat Form, withaCufhionlaidonit,and 
her Head is covered with blue Woollinffead 
/of Hair. She is the Protedrefs of Naviga* 
/ tion, for which Reafon none go a Voyage 

but 
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butthey firfimake a Sacrifice of boiled Ho^ 
HeadS) and Bread baked in the Steam of boil- 
ing Water. It is fet before the Image when 
leeking-hot, and kept before her till it is cold, 
Ihe feeding on the amoke, and the Devotees 
on the Subfiance, when it is cold. On their 
Return firom a Voyage, they compliment her 
with a Play, either aned on board of the Ship, 
or before one of her Temples, > 

They have another Goddefs in Form of a 
Vir^n, called ^uonhiy who has many Votaries 
but IS mofily wo’rfliipt in the Provinces of Pe- 
king and Nanking, out being a Virgin, ihe has 
m^ Lovers all over China. 

The God Fe has an human Shape, except 
his Head, which has the Figure of an Eagle’s. 
Gan has a broad Face, and a prodigious great 
Belly. is a very majefiick God, and is 
always placed with a great Number of little 
Gods to attend him. Minifo in Fokien, I t<ike 
to be the God MigkSt at Canton, being alike 
in Shape and Countenance. He is called the 
God of Pleafure. Tuffa is fet crofs-lcggcd 
on a Culhion, befpangled with Flowers and 
Stars, and Ihe has eight or nine Arms and 
Hands on each Side, and two before that fhe 
holds in a praying Pofture. In every one of 
her Hands (except the two that are dedica- 
ted to Prayer)' Ihe bears fomc Thing emble- 
matical, as an Ax, a Sword, a Flower, tSc. 
The great God that made the Heavens and 
Earth, theybefiow an human Shape on him, 
like a young Man in Strength and Vigour, 
quite oppofite to the Churen of Rom, who 

make 
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make his Pifture like Salvador e Winter, old, 
cold, and hoary. I have feen many more 
wbofe Names 1 have forgot, fome with hu- 
man Bodies, and Dragons, Lions, Tigers, and 
Dogs Heads, and one I faw like Stour Tan- 
ker in Finland^ with a Man’s Body and Clothes, 
and with Eagle’s Feet, and Talons in the 
Head of Hands. 

The Priellhood are in no great Efteem a- 
mong the People, being generally of lowl^- 
traft. They have many different Orders a- 
mong them, which are diflinguiihed by Bad- 
Colour of Habit, or I<afhions of their 
Capes. They arc all obliged to Celibacy 
white they continue in Orders, and that is no 
longer than they pleafe. But while they con- 
tinue in Orders, and Ihould, or chance to be 
convicted of Fornication, they muft expiate 
the Crime with their Lives except their 
high Pried, who is called Chianti and he al- 
ways keeps near the Emperor’s Perfon, and 
is in very great Repute, and he has Liberty 
to marry, becaufe the high Priellhood mud 
always continue in one "Family, as Aaron's 
did for a long While, but not half fo long as 
it has been in this Family, who has kept up 
the Cudom above looo Years fucccdively, 
without the Intrufion of Interlopers. 

There are no Perfons of Figure or For- 
tune that care to have their Children confe> 
crated to ferve at the Altar, fo that thePrieds 
who can have no Idiie of their own, are o- 
bliged to buy Novices of fuch meanPerlbns 
as Necedlty forces to fell their Children, and 

their 
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their Study being in the large L^ends of 
their Divinity, and not having the ^neHt of 
Converfation with Men of Letters or Polity, 
they are generally ignorant of the Affairs of 
the WorQ, which makes them contemptible 
among fo polite a People as the ingenious and 
converfible Chiuefe Laity are. 

Confucius, or, as the Chmefe call him, Coufitce, 
was the Prince of their Philofophers. He was 
near contemporary with Artaxerxes, Nehmi- 
akfitiA Malachi, about4f o Years before our Sa- 
viour Jefus Chrift. He both taught and practi- 
fed moral Philofophy to Perfection, and acquir- 
ed fo great a Veneration among his Country- 
men, that his Sentences are taken for Tojiu- 
lata to this Day, not one fihee having offered 
to contradict any Thing that he has left be- 
hind in Writing. They have another DoCtor 
of Philofophy called 7i<»/fx£v who was almoft 
as ancient as Confucius, and wrote many ex- 
cellent TraCts of a virtuous Life, and the Me- 
thods to attain to it, but his Character is infe- 
rior to Confucius's. 

Their Preachers take fome Apophthegm 
out of thofe neat Mens W ritings, for Texts to 
comment and exfpatiate on. They live very ab- 
{lemiou{ly,and rife early before Day to pray. 
Every Temple has a Cloifter or Convent an- 
next to it, and has a certain Stipend allowed 
by the Emperor to fupport the Priefls and 
Novices, but they get much more by letting of 
Lodgings to TraveIlers,who generally lodge in 
their Cells, than the Emperor^s Allowance. Be- 
tides, they have a genteel Way of beggin^firom 
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Strangers, by bringing Tea and Sweet-meats 
to re^e them. 

^ The Chinefe don’t bury in or near their 
Temples, but in the Fields, and when 
Bouxi orPrieft tells a rich dying Perfon, that 
fuch a Piece of Ground is holy, and that the 
infernal Swits have no Power to haunt fuch 
Grohnd, they’ll perfwade the poor Man that 
is dillemper’d both in Body and Mind, to 
buy it at any Rate to be buried in, and 
fometimes they will pay a thoufand Tayeh 
for ten Yards Iquare of iuch holy Ground.^ 

The Filhers and Carriers by Water, who 
are born and bred in their Boats, and on the 
Water, muft alfo.be buried in it, unlefs they 
have Money enough to purchafe a Burying- 
place alhore. 

They have many Sefls among them, but 
all agree in the Tranfanimation of Souls, yet 
not one Se^ perfecutes another, but allow 
free Liberty to believe what they think bell^ 
and it is very natural for Men to embrace 
what they think is befi, whether it is the beft 
or not. 

The Chriftian Miilionaries have convert- 
ed many by the Indu^ence of feveral Empe- 
rors, particularly of Chunghecy and thofe A- 
pofiles indulge their Profelytes in manyThings 
tmpofite to the Syilem and Canons of the 
Weftern Cbriftimity, asPoylagmy,Concubi-r 
nage, and the Invocation and Adoration of 
Saints, as well as ChriftioHyin their A- 
pomeofis, which hascaufed nofmall Diilur- 
bance at Rme, 


W HEN 
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When a MmUeteen ofatiyConfideration, 
pailes through a Street or Hig^-way,hegoes 
in great State, either on Horfe-back, or in 
clofe or open Chairs, carried by Men, and he 
has Flags carried before him, and large Pee]$ 
lacquered, and painted black or red, with 
large golden Charadets writ on them, that 
mves the Oeiignationbf hisHtles and ^gnity 
The foremoft of his Retinue in their particu> 
lar Habit, with an high crown’d Hat in Form 
of a clofe Stool^n, and two long Feathers 
of a Phea&nt’s Tail, (landing upright in it, 
and they make an hideous Noife as they go 
along, crying inceilantly Ho-— ot,to warne- 
very one to go ofT the Streets or Hi^-way, 
till he pafs by. Noct to them are Fellows 
with (mail Chains in their Hands, ready to 
throw over any Body’s Head, and catch them 
by the Neck, that do not obey the Call of the 
foremoft Men. And nott them are Executi- 
oners with their Enfigns of Cruelty, as a neat 
Sword, an Ax, and fome large Pieces of U^d, 
painted black, and trailing on the Ground as 
they pafs along, to bambow the Delinquent, 
which is by throwing them on their Faces, 
and giving their Buttocks as many Blows with 
thofe Batons as his Worfliip the Maderem 
(hall order, and they have Caps like Sugar- 
looves. 1 knew an Englijh Gentleman now 
alive in Englandythnx underwent the Chaftile- 
ment of the BanAow. 

Y ET 1 heard of a comical Paflage that hap- 
pened at jimojy between a Mandexeeu and 
an Engtijh Sailor. The Mtmdtreen go- 
ing 
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in^ in his Chair, with hisufual Retinue, met 
a Milor coming with 9. Keg of Arrack under 
his Arm. Every Body went oiF the Street 
but the jolly Sailor, who had been tailing his 
Arrack, he was fo mannerly as to walkalide, 
and give the Mandcreen the Middle of the 
Street, but one of the Retinue gave the Sail- 
or a Box on the Ear, and had almoll Ihov'd 
him down Keg and all. The Sailor d — n’d 
him for a Son of a Whore, and askt what 
he meant ^ it, and at the fame Time gave 
the Aggrellor a Box on the Ear in Return. 
The poor Seaman was foon overpowered by 
the Retinue, but the Mandereen ordered to 
do him no Harm, till he had fent forthe^s- 
gliflj Linguill, who forthwith came. The 
Mandereen told the Linguill what had hap- 
pened, and bid him ask the Sailor wlw he 
gave him that Affront. The Sailor Iware 
that the Mandereen had affronted him, in al- 
lowing his Servants to beat him, while he 
was walking down the Streets civilly, with 
his Keg of Samjhevtf under his Arm, and fware 
by G — d that he would box the Mandereen^ 
or every one of his Gang, for a Dol- 

lar, and with that put his Hand in his Pocket 
and pull’d a Dollar out. 

The Mandereen ordered the Linguill to 
tell him ’verbatim what the Sailor faid, and 
why he pull’d his Money out. When the 
Linguill had told him all, the Man^reenv/9& 
ready to fall oil' his Chair with laughing. And 
after he had conmofed himfelf, he asked if 
the Sailot would Itand to bis Challenge, who 

fware 
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f^vare he would. The Mandereen had one 
Tartar in his Retinue, famous for boxing, who 
had won many Prizes at it, and called for 
him to try his Skill on the En^lijhman The 
Tartar was a lufty Man, and the Sailor Ihort, 
but well fet. The Tartar promifed an eafie 
Conquelt,and to the Combat they went. The 
Tartars ufe to kick high at the Guts, and 
the firft Time he kickt, the Sailor had him 
on his Back. The Tartar was much alham’d 
of the Foil he had received, and at the Sailor 
again, but Jack foon tripp’d up his Heels a- 
gain. He defired then to have a fiir Bout 
of Boxing without Tripping, which Jack a- 
creed to, and batter’d the Tartar's Face and 
Bread: fo with his Head, that he was forc’d 
to yield to old England, 'f’he Mandereen 
was fopleafed with the Bravery and Dexterity 
of the Seaman, that he made him a Prefent of 
ten Tayels of Silver. 

In the Puniihment of Crimes there are 
Laws made to proportion the Punifliment ac- 
cording to the Notoriety or Quality of the 
Crime. For Faults not capital, they ufe the 
Bambo'j) andVVhip,or a Pair of wooden Stocks, 
or a wooden Collar, being fomc Boards fixt 
together, with a Hole in tne Middle for the 
Head to go through. It is generally about 
five Foot Iquai e, and betwen 6o and 8o Pound 
Weight, that they are obliged to carry acon- 
fidcrable Way in the Day, and fleep in it at 
Night, fitting with that continual Weight on 
their Shouldcrs,becaufc there is no Ij ing down, 
which Puniihment lads as long as the Judge 
V’ o h. II. S de- 
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determines in his Sentence. Some they lay 
in the Stocks by the Neck, laid flat on their 
Back in the open Sun, with their Face con- 
tinually towards it while it Ihines, and this 
lafisfor one, two, or three Days, as the Judge 
thinks fit to order. 

Traitors, Murderers, and Pirates, are 
carried to Nasikintohc tried and punifht, ex- 
cept a fpecial Order from the Emperor car- 
ry Cufiom out of her Road. Thofe Goals 
in Nankin are only cleared of Malefadors 
once in three Years. In thofe Prifons they live 
in great Mifery, and often wilh for Death be- 
fore it comes. 

Every one of thofe Sort of Criminals has 
particular Prifons belonging to fuch Crimes, 
and when the Judge receives the Emperor’s 
Orders to reprieve fuch a Number, the Judge 
has it in his Power to fave whom he pleales 
of that Number fpecified, and the reil are im- 
mediately put to Death, as fall as they can 
difpatch them with the Sword and Ax. I have 
been credibly informed, that 30000 have been 
executed in one Month, and half that Num- 
ber reprieved. 

When the Emperor gives fpecial Order 
for the Punilhment of Piracy or Murder, the 
Delinquent is tied to a Stake, and an Execu- 
tioner cuts the Skin of his Forehead round 
from Ear to Far, and pulls it over his Eyes, 
and then delivers him to the Friends and 
Relations of thofe that had fuffered Injuries 
by him, and they have the Pleafure of tortu- 
ring him as they pleafe. 1 have heard of feme 

who 
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who have been tortured three Days and 
Nights before they expired. Others have 
had a Brick or Stone Cloke built round them 
clofe to their Bodies, by the Side of an High- 
way, and a Guard fet over them, who com- 
manded all Paflengers to fpit on their Heads 
as they paft by, and they are generally much 
longer a dying than the others. 

Parents have the Power of the Life 
and Death of their Children till they marry, 
and then that Power ceafes. Husbands have 
the fame Power of their Wives, if they are 
convided of Adultery. I knew an Inftance 
of the latter in Amyy by a Chinefi that went 
a Voyage to Fort St. and from thence 

to England. He had a good agreeable young 
Woman to his Wife, and he pretended when 
he returned, to make his Wife ufe the Free- 
dom of England^ in bringing his Wife into 
Englifh Mens Company wheft they came to 
his Houfe, and made her eat at Table, or 
drink Tea with them, but not when any C6/- 
nefi Strangers were in his Houfe. However, 
fee did not know how to behave her felf 
prudently in that'State of hreedom,but was 
debaucht by feverals,and he going a Voyage 
to Canton^ had (laid ten Months after the 
Englijb Shipping was gone, and found her 
big with Child at his Return. He fent for 
her Relations and feafted them, and then be- 
fore them upbraided her for her Difloyalty,and 
took a Piece of heavy Wood that they ufem 

K tunding Rice, and gave her a Blow on the 
eadthat killed her outright. 

Si * 
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1 heard of an Inilance of the other at Ca»- 
ton. A rich Merchant had a profligate Son, 
whom he fent abroad with a confiderable 
Stock to employ in Trade. In a few Months 
he had confumed all the Stock, and run in 
Debt. He gave his Creditors Bills on his Fa- 
ther, who anfwered them for his own Credit. 
The Son came back, begged his Father’s Par- 
don, and protefted, that for the future he 
would lead a virtuous Life. The kind in- 
dulgent Father intruded him with a fecond 
Stock, and he, in a Ihort Time, dettroyed that 
alfo, and when his Credit was gone, return- 
ed to his Father, who feemed to pafs by his 
Folly. But one Day he made an Entertam- 
ment for all his Relations, and when the En- 
tertainment was over, he began an Apologue 
that came pretty near his own Cafe with his 
Son, and asked their Opinion what in Juftice 
the Son ought to fuffer for abuflng his Fa- 
ther’s Kindnels, and ruining his Eftate. They 
did not know that he and his Son were the 
Perfons mentioned in the Fable, under bor- 
rowed Names, unanimoufly agreed that the 
Son ought to be punilhed with Death. On 
which the Father took a Knife and cut his 
Son’s Throat, before cither the Son or his 
Relations had the lead thought of it, and then 
he thanked them for paflingfo jud a Sentence, 
for that he and his Son were the real Perfons 
reprefented in the Apologue. 

If Children grow incorrigible, and defpife 
the Threats or Admonitions of their Pa- 
rents according to Law, the Parents are to 

com- 
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complain of them to the Magiftrate, and upon 
full Conviflion, the Magfilrate will fevcrely 
correft them. For if a Son break the efta- 
blilht Laws, the Parent fuffers Punilhmcnt as 
well as the criminal Son, if he had not before 
made the Magiilratc acquainted with his 
Son’s Vices. 

And if a Parent is brought to Poverty and 
Want, and has not brought his Son up to 
fome Calling, whereby he might get his Li* 
ving, the Son is not obliged to aillil his Fa* 
ther, but otherwife he is. 

In their Marriages the Bridegroom never 
fees his Spoufe till they are married, for the 
Match is made by Matrons of both Sides, and 
he is obliged to pay a Sum of Money to the 
Bride’s Relations, before he can have her, 
and when all Obliaclcs are removed, her Re- 
lations make a Feall for the Bridegroom and 
his Friends, and after that is over, flie is 
brought vail’d into the dining Room, and he 
prefents her with fome Jewel of fmall Value, 
or fome Pieces of Silk Stud's, and a Priellfa- 
cridccs a Cock, by cutting his Throat, and 
fprinkling fome of the Blood on them both, 
and then they arc married by L.a\v, and he 
feldom marries another while Ihe lives, except 
in cafe of Barrennefs, and then he may take 
another, and fo on in cafe of Failure in liTue, 
as far a:, four, but they cannot go beyond that 
Number, yet he may buy as many Concubines 
as he pleafes, and the Wives are ranked ac- 
cording to Priority, and the Concubines muft 
attend and fervethe Wives.

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The Ladies Drefs is very becoming. They 
wear fine Linen Breeches that reach to the 
Ancle, but they are covered with a Petti- 
coat handfomly platted, that reaches below the 
Ancle, and a Gown that reaches mid-leg 
down, tied with a filken Belt round their 
Middle, and each Sleeve (o large, that one 
Would ferve to put their Body in, and reaches 
almoft to the Ground. They have a Collar 
of Embroidery handfomly cut, that comes 
round their Neck, and covers the Neck of 
their Gown, and reaches half-way between 
the Neck and Shoulder-bone. They have 
naturally a great Deal of Hair as black as Jet, 
which theyfet on Wiers fitted to their Head, 
raifed four or five Inches, and covered with 
their Hair in a becoming Manner, and thofe 
who can afford Pearl, have fome of them 
bored on one Side, and fet in their Hair,^ 
and they have two or more Gold Bodkins* 
which keep all the handfom Fabrick fall. 

T HEIR Feet are bound up with Rollers 
of Cloth when they come to three Years of 
Age, and are always kept hard bound, fo that 
all the other Parts of their Body grow in their 
natural Shape and Magnitude, out their Feet, 
which by Rellraint, are always as fmall as they 
were when firft bound up. Their pretty 
little Shoe has a Piece of wood placed in the 
Middle between the Heel and tne Toe, that 
ferves for both Heel and Sole, which makes 
them rather trip along when they go, for their 
Ambulation cannot be called Walking. 

Their Forehead is large, pretty fmall 

Eye- 
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Eye-browsy well arched, their Eyes black, but 
almoft hid with the Lids, their Nofe fmall 
and flat at the Eyes, their Mouth little^ and 
pretty plunm Lips of a deep Vermilion Co- 
lour, their Cheeks and Chin in a good agree- 
able Symmetry, and their Neck fmall, their 
Arms long and flender, a fine little Hand, 
and to grace the whole Stru6iure of their Per*- 
fons and Ornaments, the Nails of their Fin- 
irgers are never pair’d, but are let grow to two 
or three Inches in Length, to Ihew that they 
are not employed in fervU Works. 

And this Fafhion of long Nails is followed 
by the Men of Diftindion, and are carefully 
kept clean, and formerly, before the Tartars 
were their Lords, they wore their Hair long, 
rolled up behind (as our Women in Britain 
formerly wore theirs ) and a Net of Hair or 
black Silk to cover their neat Rolls and Gold 
Bodkins, with double or treble Prongs lluck 
in their Hair, to keep it in Order, but now 
they have only a Lock at their Crown, plat- 
ted and hanging down their Back, and none 
are without that Lock, for if they have not 
Hair enough growing naturally on their 
Heads, they take fmall Locks of borrowed 
Hair, and twill in with their own to be in 
theFalhion. 

The Men of Figure have a Coat of Silk 
that comes down to their Knees, and a ihort 
Doublet over that, that reaches no farther 
than their Loyns. Their Breeches are large 
and full, which come under the Tops of their 
Silk Boots, neatly made and quilted, for great 
S 4 Meti 
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Men wear no Shoes. They generally wear 
on their right Thumb a thick Ivory or Agate 
Ring, very convenient for drawing tneir 
long Bows made of Buffaloe's Horn, they 
being all bred to Archery, and exercife them- 
felves much in Ihooting .at a Mark. They 
wear their Swords on The left Side, with the 
Point forward, and when they draw them, 
they lift up their lacqued Scabbard, that the 
Handle may reach above their Shoulder be- 
hind, fo that at the drawing of them with 
their right Hand, they can make a good and 
nimble Stroke on whatfoever they attack. 

A N D to drefs ovlv China or Tartar Gentle- 
man completely, he wears a Cap made of 
fine Mat for that Purpofc, in the Form of a 
blunt Pyramid, with a TalTel of Horfe Hair 
dyed red, that reaches from the Crown al- 
moll to the Bottom, and often an Amber or 
coral Button firilned to the Crown of the 
Cap, and they ufc a Piece of Hair-tape to 
come under the Chin, to keep it. from blow- 
ing off’ by the Wind, and to their Girdle 
they have a Purfe for their little Tobacco- 
pipe, which is made of fome Metal, and two 
other Purfes, one fmall for their Tobacco, 
and the other pretty large, with feveral Di- 
vifions in it for their Money and Papers, all 
drawn clofc by filken Strings, and their Hand- 
kerchief is a Piece of coarfe Cotton Rag (luck 
between their Girdle and Side, one End hang- 
ing to the Knee, and that ferves for a Towel 
and a Napkin alfo, and fo I have equipt him 
cither as a Courtier or Cavalier, 


But 
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But the Mandareens of the Pen have a 
long Gown to their Heels, with Badges or 
Blazons on their Backs and Brealls, to di- 
fiinguilh their Degree or Dignity, and be- 
fore they are admitted to thc'De^ec of Do- 
ftor, they muft pafs thro’ feveral Trials and 
Examinations. They alfo wear a diftinguiih- 
ing Cap on their Head, and look as grave 
as an old Advocate. 

A Merchant and Mechanick wear the fame 
Cap as the Courtier, but their Habit is a 
long Robe with narrow Sleeves, and Stock- 
ings made of coarfc Cotton Cloth, with 
fquare-toed Shoes, without Heels or Latchets 
to tie them on. The Peafant and Filhers are 
not tied up to fumpturc Laws, but wear 
what they pleafe. 

Every Houfe, Ship and Fiihing-boat keep 
a domeftick God that they pay Adoration to 
. Evening and Morning, and he has always a 
fmall flat Table with Ledges before him, fil- 
led with Wood-aflies fmoothed over, and 
fmall Furrows drawn thro’ the Afhes in Or- 
der, and thofe Furrows filled with Powder 
of Vutchock or Radix dulcis mixt with Pow- 
der of Sandal, Myrrh or Olibanumj and the 
Compofition is Hred at one End, and it gives 
a little, but pleal'ant Smoke the whole four 
and twenty Hours, without the Icall Need of 
mending or renewing it. ' 

When two China Men quarrel, (for 
they are naturally a little cholerick) if the 
Breach is fo wide that it will be difficult to 
be made up again, then they’ll threaten not 

to 
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to pay anv Reverence or Refpeft to one an- 
others God, and that Word cuts oiF all 
Means of Communion and Society ever after. 
And lb I leave them, and proceed to my 
Obfervations on other Thin^. 

CHAP. Lin. 

Gives OH Account of the natural Rarities of 
China, and of the Emperor's Revenue and 
cmmeu Exfence. 

T here are many artificial as well as 
natural Rarities in China. Their arti- 
ficial ones are in Ihipendous Bridges, that 
give fafe and convenient Paflages over great 
and rapid Rivers, and over Valties between 
the Tops of Mountains, to make Roads eafy 
and pleafant that would otherwife be very 
ileep, crooked and dangerous ; but I never 
faw any of them, tho* 1 have heard much 
Talk of them. 

They have alfo great and convenient Slu- 
ces to check the Violence of Floods from 
Lakes and Rivers, and toferve out their Wa- 
ters to lower Grounds, to moiften them and 
make them fit to yield good Crops of Corn, 
but I being confined to the Illand of 
could not Mve an Opportunity to fee them, 
fo that what I add more to my Obfervatiras, 
is only by Informations and Reports from o- 
thers, (who had travdled where I had no 

Per- 
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Permiflion to ^o) whofe Acquaintpce I ca- 
fually fought after to be informed. ^ 

I now begin again to continue^y Courfe 
along the Sea-coaft to the Northward : And 
in the fame Province of Fokien is the River 
and City of Hockfiw ; but whether the City 
of Hoc kj^ be the fame with Fochewy I know 
not ; it is very large however, and is famous 
for being the Relldence of the Chungtocky 
and in brewing a Sort of good ftrong Ale in 
fmall Pots of coarfe China Ware luted over 
with a Clay Head as big as the Pot. 

About twenty Leagues to the North- 
ward of Hockfew begins the Province of 
Chequiamy whofe chief City is Lmpoay by 
fome called Nitnpoay and by others Ningpoo ; 
however, it is a large City, and drives a 
great Trade. Here the ’Portngueze were 
once well fettled, and had a numerous Colo- 
ny. When the Chine fi were Mailers of their 
own Country, and the Fortugiteze of the 
Seas, it is reported, that they had above one 
thoufand ‘Portugueze Families fettled in 
Limpody and were governed by their own 
Laws. Their Trade thro’ China and Japotty 
which they carried in Shippii^ to India and 
China, made them prodigiouily rich, which 
brought them into Luxury and Debauchery, 
and, at lall, was theCaufe of their Expulfi- 
on from Limpoa\ 

They t^an^ be notorious Raviihers of 
Women. 'Iney would go into the Country* 
Villages, and carry off young Virgins by Vi.. 
olence, from their Parents, and when they 

had

had abufed them as long as they pleafed, fent 
them back to their Friends. Many Com- 

E laints had been made, but no Redrefs could 
e obtained. At length, when a I’arccl of Vir- 
gin Hunters had gone into the Country up- 
on an Expedition of that Nature, the Pca- 
I'ants fell on them, and killed them every 
Man. 

/ T ii I s Slaughter made the Tortugueze ve- 
ry loud in their Complaints, and demanded 
Julb’cc to be done on the Peafants. The 
Pcafants madefolid Replications tothcConi- 
plaints of the Vortugnczct and defired their 
Cafe might be laid before the Emperor, 
which was accordingly done, and the 'Portu- 
guezff were ordered to clear thcmfelvcs of 
the Crimes laid to their Charge, and they not 
being able to do it, w'cre banilhed Limfoay 
but had Liberty to carry oft' their Efteth: 
And thus ended the moft opulent Colony, 
at that Time, in the World. / 

Nanking is the next Province to Chequi- 
attiy and t(ie City of Nanking is ftill reckoned 
one of the largell Cities in Chinoj or per- 
haps in the World. I have heard many fty, 
that favv both Peking and Nanking^ that it 
occupies a larger Spot of Ground than Pe- 
kingy and that ‘the triumphal Arches, Palaces, 
ana other publick Edifices, are nobler than 
thofe at Peking. 

Thk Province begins 9iSouebev,'y a large 
/City, and one of the greateft trading Cities 
.in Chinay in Gold, wrought Silks, PorccUein 
or China Ware. It ftands near the Lake of 

Hm- 
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Hamche-JL\ which is about 10 Leagues long, 
and 16 broad, of fine dear freih Water, and 
it produces many excellent Sorts of b’Hhcs, 
fome .whereof arc daily font in J^oats to 
kinq^ for the Emperor’s Table. 

banking City llands on the Hanks of the 
River Kiam^ the greateft, but not the long- 
ell River in China. It is fituated about 100 
Miles from its Mouth, in a fine, pleafimt, fer- 
til Plain. It was formerly the Metropolis ol' 
all Chinat till the ‘Tartars grew troublefom 
and formidable, which drev\' the Court to 
Peking., to be nearer the Frontiers, in order 

check their Infolencc. 

V T H K Diflance between Nanking and Pe- 
king is about foo Englijh Miles. 'I’lieyhave 
a Communication by VV'ater in two royal 
Canals, one from Nanking to the yellow Ri- 
ver, fo called from the Colour of its \\'atcr, 
and the other from that River to the City of 
Peking, or very near it. They are tlic Work 
of Art, ilone by the hard Labour of manv 
Thoufiuuls of poor Workmen, in Obedience 
to their Emperor’s Order, to facilitate the 
Carriage of Merchandize between thofe great 
Cities.^ 

Tub yellow River, or Corcei River, is 
much lon^r than any River in ./Ifia, or per- 
haps in Europe, for there are 30 Degrees 
Diflance between its Source and its Mouth r 
And I heard one Mr. Fountanay a Miflionarv, 
who went to France on the E.mpcrt>r of 
««’s account,^ about the Year i6y4. fay, that, 
he bclievciVthcrc were as many PeopMc that 

lived 
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lived in Boats and Vellels on the Rivers of 
Kiam and Corcei as in the three ereateft Pro- 
vinces of France, for fn their Veflels they 
keep Fairs on thefc Rivers, one Seafon at 
one Place, and in other Scafons at other Pla- 
ces; and tho’ there may be looco Veflels 
aflembicd at a Fair, yet there is as good Order 
and Decorum kept, as in a well governed Ci- 
ty. All Ships and Boats who have the fame 
Species of Goods are moor’d toother along a 
certain Place on the River’s Side allotted for 
them, by proper Magiflrates, and, at Night, 
Watches are fet to prevent Thieving and 
Diforder, and Offenders are feverely puni- 
Ihed, without RefpeA of Pcrfons. 

There are alfo Fairs kept on the R^al 
Canal, between the Teliow River and Pe- 
king, in which all the Sorts of Commodities 
that China produceth are to be fold. ) 

The Magnitude, Beauty, and Opulracy of 
^Peking!, are fo fully defcribed by fome who 
have been there, that my Hear-fay Account 
can be of no Ufe, and for that Caufe I omit 
it, but the atbrefaid Mr. Fouatanay told me, 
that the Winter Seafon is much colder than 
in France, and, that in the Month of Novem- 
ber, the Fraternity bought three Deers, and 
hung them up in a Pantry without Salt, and, 
when they had a Mind for fome Venifon, 
they cut what they wanted for their Ufe till 
the Beginning of March, and what was left 
then began to grow flale, but not before, 
which Ihews the fubtil Coldnefs and Drynefs 
of the Air there. 


And 
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And now being at the End of my Journey 
on the Continent of jifiay I’ll make fome more 
general Obfervations on the Product of Cbi~ 
ftOy and return to the Southward, to take a 
View of the lilands that face the Sea-coafts 
of Chinoy and llccr back to the Northward 
as far as Japon. 

A s there are many Mountains in China, fo 
they have many dimrent Qualities. Some 
by their Situation and prodigious Height, 
Ihew their lofty Tops above the Clouds, al- 
ways clear and ferene, but none dare pre- 
fume to go to their Tops, becaufe the Air 
being too much ratified, infcnfibly takes a- 
way Perfpiration, and caufes Death, Others, 
tho’ as high, by nitrous and fulphurous Mines 
in their Bowels, fend up thick Vapours that 
always hide their Tops : And at the Foot 
of thofe Mountains are Springs and W ells 
of Fire, that continually burn in their own 
Cells, but never break forth in any other 
Places. 

Other Mountains arc cover’d with Trees 
of various Sorts. The Pine is the largefi, 
Ibme being fix Foot through, and four or 
five Score Covets hich, or according to En-. 
^lifl? Meafure, an hundred and fifty Foot 
in Length, and they produce Basnbows, as 
long, and fo big, that one Joynt between the 
Inter-nodes or Knots can contain above ten 
Catties of Water, which are of great Ufc to 
&a-faring Men, to hold their frelh Water in. 
They alio produce the Rofe Tree, which 
preferves an agreeable Smell and Colour as 

long 
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long as the Wood lafis, which is not lefs 
than a Century or two. 

In the fouthern Provinces, I have been 
told, that a Tree called ^anlang^ has a foft. 
Pulp growing within it, which *^the Inhabi- 
tants dry and pulverize, and apply it to all 
the Ufes that Wheat-flour ferves for, hav- 
ing the fame Tafte and Quality. I heard a 
Mflionary alfert, that not far from Limpoa 
in the Province- of Chequiamy he faw fome 
Trees that bare a Fruit pretty hard on the 
Outfide, but within a fat Pulp, which being 
|rat a While in the Air, becomes good white 
Tallow ; and it ferve^ for all Intents and Pur- 
pofes, for the fame Ufes that Tallow is put 
to, only with this Advantage, that it does 
not defile the Hand, nor gre^e and (lain 
Clothes. 

A L L the Provinces of China are well llor’d 
with Fruit-bearing Trees, and being of fo 
large an Extent, and the Seafons fo different, 
that in one Place it is Summer, while in ano- 
ther Place Winter predominates, as in the 
Provinces of §lnanfi and ^anfung it is plea- 
fant Summer, while in Zan^ and,'Pekingtbe 
chilling Colds of Winter, and Storms dumb 
the Air, and fhut up the Pores of the Earth. 

All the Provinces produce Tea in abun- 
dance, but Nanking and Chequiam afford the 
beff. I faw four or five Tea Shrubs grow- 
ing on the Eaft Side of Amc^y but it was in 
the End of Septembery when all the Leaves 
were ofti It is pretty like a young Willow ; 
and I was informed, that they plant once in 

three 
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three Years, and pull all up, or cut down all 
that are above that Growth. I was alfo in- 
formed, that, about the Middle of ^une, 
they pulled off the firft and heft Leaves, and 
about the Beginning of j^ugufi they had a 
Crop of Sungloa Tea, which is fomewhat 
groiler than the Bing or tirll Crop. Both 
thofe Sorts are put under a Shade to dry 
w’ith the Wind, and in September they firip 
the Bulh of all its Leaves, and, for Want of 
warm dry Winds to cure it, are forced to 
lay it on warm Plates of Iron or Copper, 
and keep it ftirring gently, till it is dry, and 
that Sort is called Bohea : And I have heard 
others fay, that fome Grounds will product 
none but fine Tea, and others arain none 
but coarfe ; but they all^ agreed in drying the 
the Bohea on hot Plates.* 

On the Skirts of the Mountains they plant 
their Mulberry-trees for their Silk-worms, 
and cut them down at two Years Growth, 
becaufe the Infed delights moft in a tender 
Leaf. 

There are many ufeful Trees in China 
that bear no Fruit. Some bear Beans, but 
of thofe I have feen in India at Surat and 
Bengal. One Sort they have that provokes 
Sleep,* by laying fome of the Leaves in the 
Bed near the Patient. The Iron-wood Tree 
is commodious for making Anchors for Ship- 
ping. It is prodigioully Ilrong and hard, and 
has natural Gravity enough to fink it to the 
Bottom of the Sea.

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On the Mountains of Zenfit near the hr 
nous Wall that divides from Tartary, 

S ows Abundance of that ufeful and valuable 
oot Rhubarb, whofe Ufe is fo well known 


in Europe. The Root Genfing grows alfo 
in Woods there, and when the Natives go 
in Queft of it, to find it, they are forced to 
go in the Night Seafon, with Torches in 
their Hands, for fear of being affaulted by 
the wild Inhabitants of the Woods, fuch as 
Lions, Tigers, Leopards, Rhinocerofes, ^c. 
of the brutal Kind, befides dangerous Rep> 
tiles, as Serpents and Snakes, which all flee 
from Fire. I have heard of Serpents thirty 
Foot long, and five in Circumference, whicn 
lurk all Day in their Dens, and come out in 
the Nights, to prey on Animals that ly fe- 
curely m theirs. 

This Root Geufiug, when dried, is like 
a little Carrot, of a fight yellow Colour, and, 
about Mid-way down, it branches in two, 
which makes voRChineJe call it the Man-berh. 
It has a^ fweetiih Tafle, but, being much 
chew’d, it fecms bitterifh. It is cut in Shreds, 
and drunk wUh Tea, and then it is efleem- 
ed a very great Reflorative of the animal 
Spirits. It IS exceeding hot in Quality, and 
therefore^ to be avoided by thole of ^ong 
Conftitutions. It is excellent in Confumpti- 
ons, and, for its feveral good Qualities, is 
fold at a great Price, fome at three Times 
its Weight in Silver ; but, after it is a Year 
old, it goes off at a Shilling per Ounce, be- 
caufe it is difficult to keep the Worm out of 
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it. Radix China or China Root grows in ma- 
ny Parts of ChinOf but the Illand of Aynam 
yields the beii. 

T« E Emperor’s Revenues, by Report, a- 
mount to 1800CXX00 of Tayels^ out or which 
he maintains fifty Cakes or Privy-counfellers, 
at 100000 Tt^els yearly. The Princes of the 
Blood are honoured with the Government 
of Provinces, and are allowed, out ot' the 
royal Treafury, from yooooo to looooooTay- 
els yearly. He has fourteen Provinces, 
wherein he maintains 80000 Soldiers in each, 
and each Soldier is allowed 10 Tayels fer 
Annum in Silver, and a Catty of Rice, and 
an Ounce of Salt per Day, which are deliver- 
ed monthly out of the Emperor’s Granaries. 
In a Word, 1 look on China to be the rich- 
eft and beft governed Empire in the World. 
And fo having given the beft Account I can 
of it, I fteer my Courfe to the Southward a 
mong the Vhili^ine Illands, whofe Defcrip- 
tions I take by Report. 


CHAP. LIV. 

Gives fime Account of the Iflands of Minda- 
noa, Lucoriia, Formofa and Tapon, with 
fame remarkable Occurrences that have haf^ 
pened on them. 

M JN1> ANOA is both the fouther- 
mpft and eaftermoft of all the Vhi- 
rx./ It has little or no Commerce with 
T a Stran- 
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Strangers, )flnd I ncfver heard of any Eurofe-- 
a» Ship that went to it fince Captain Swan 
called there in his Way from Tanama to /»- 
iiiat when Captain *Damf ier was with him, 
who, no Doubt, has given a good Account 
of it in his Travels : And I know no more of 
it, but that it is divided into many fmatt 
Principalities, and that the Sea-worm eats fo 
greedily Ships Bottoms, that in three or four 
Months they eat miite thro*, and that there 
is Abundance of Rice and other Provifions 
to be had very cheap there, and that it pro- 
duces very good Cajfia-lignumy or bailard Cin- 
namon.^' It is about Leagues in Length, 
but of a very unequal Breadth, having many 
large deep Bays running into it, which af- 
ford many Harbours for Shipping. 

Vaportoot or little Borneo^ is a very long 
narrow Tfland, being 90 Leagues long, and 
hut 14 or ly broad. It breeds the bell Sol- 
diers and Seamen that the Sfaniards have in 
the but produces npthingforEje- 

portation. The Spaniards have a Tort on 
the North-eall End of it, and fo they have 
on the Iflands of Tanay^ Negrofs^ Cobu, 
Leyte and Samar. They are aH Targe Illands, 
but have no Commodities for Export. And 
Mindoro^ that lies clofe to the lUand Luca- 
via, affords nothing for Trade. 

Laconia is the largeil of all the ^hiliffiae 
Iflands, and is richelt in its Produdlions, for 
it affords Corn, Fruits and Roots in great 
Plenty, as well as wild Game and Fou^h It 
produces Gold, but of a low Touch . ) It is 

not 
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fore either the Prince or the *Dutch Captain 
knew any Thing of the Matter ; and an Of- 
ficer bringing the News, the Prince ordered 
a Search to be made for the Ringleader, and 
being found, he fentenced him to be fmear- 
ed over with Hony, and made fall to a Co- 
coa-nut Tree in the Sun till he died. Next 
Morning the Sentence was put in Execution. 
Thefe Cocoa-nut Trees producing a fweet 
Liquor called Toddy^ bring vaft Numbers of 
Wafps and large red Ants to drink the Li- 
quor. Thofe Ants bite as painfully as the 
Stinging of W afps. W hen the Sun begins to 
be hot, they leave the Top of the Tree, and 
burrow in Holes about the Root. In their 
Palfage downward they fixt on the Carcafe 
befmeared with the Hony, and foon bur- 
rowed in the Flelli. The poor Mifcreant was 
three Days in that fenfible Torment before 
he e;»ired. The T>utcb Captain begged e- 
very Day for a Pardon, or at leaft for a mil- 
der or quicker D^ath ; but the Prince wa$ 
inexorable. 

In Anno 1701. I hired a Ship called the At- 
hemarle, in> Service of the new eilabliihed 
Eaft-india Compatw, to ferve me three 
Months and an half on a Voyage from Su- 
rat to the Malabar Coafl, and back ; and 
having Occafion to call at Cannanorey I ac- 
companied the Captain of the Fort and an 
Englifl) F’aflor from Tellicherry to the Court 
of Omnitrecy Succeilbr to the cldeft Son of 
the Samorin before mentioned, who died in 
bis Voyage towards Mecca. 

T 3 Car. 
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Captain Beawes, who commanded the 
Albemarle^ accoi^anied us alfo, carrying a 
Drum and two Trumpets with us, to m^e 
our Compliment the more foiemn. This was 
a Vidt paid him by all his Tributaries and 
Friends, to wifli him many happy Years, it 
being his Birth-day. We travelled eight or 
ten Miles before we came to his Palace, 
which was built with Twigs, and covered 
with Cadjans or Cocoa-nut Tree Leaves wo- 
ven together. We were admitted to his Pre- 
fence afibon as we arrived, in an open Green 
juft by his Palace Window, which lookt in- 
to it, where fat his Majefty, with his Queen, 
and three or four of his Children, pretty 
well grown up. We paid our Compliment 
each with a Ze^ueen in Gold, and a few 
Grains of Rice laid on it, and fo, by an Inter- 
preter we had fome frivolous Difeourfe. He 
treated us with Toddy, fome Tlantains, and 
young Cocoa-nuts: and then, after an Hour’s 
Stay, we had Audience of Leave, and fo de- 
parted. 

Omnitree himfelf was a Man of a good 
Afpeft, about 40 Years of Age, of an Olive 
Colour. His Drefs was only a Silk Lmgie 
or Scarf made fall by a Girdle of Gold Plate, 
about his Middle, that reacht to his Knees, 
with great Jewels of mafly Gold, fet with 
Rubles, Emeralds and Pearl, hanging at his 
Ears, but no Ornament on his Head, but a 
very beautiful Head of Hair hanging over 
his Shoulders. His Queen and Daughtert 
were in the fame Habit, only their Hair was 

tied 
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tied up behind. They were all naked above 
the Navel, and were bare-footed. The Queen 
had a cheerful Countenance, and very af- 
fable to us and others, who had the Honour 
to (land near her, dillribliting Bett/e and 
recta with her own royal Hands, to Stran- 
gers, who came, as we did, to compliment 
the Prince her Husband. 

About the Year 1680. there were three 
Princes of the Blood royal, who confpired 
to cut him and his Family otf, to polfcis 
themfelves of the Government of CaUiftree ; 
but being deteded, they were beheaded on 
Altars built of Stone. About two Miles from 
Cannanore the Altars were Banding when I 
was there. They were only fquarc Piles of 
hewn Stone, about three Yards liigh, and 
four Yards each Side. 

^dda Rajah's Dominions reach but ten 
Miles to the Southward oiCatmanorcy toTel- 
licherry River, near which he has an Har- 
bour called Dormepatam. Its Paflage inward 
is deep enough, but embarafled with Rocks in 
its Entrance. It has an Ifland againfl its 
Mouth, called Caeca ’Divoy about half a 
League from the i^ore, invironed with 
Rocks. 

^dda Raja!} has alfo the Dominion over 
the Lacca IDiva Illands, which ly about 40 
Leagues off the Malabar Goad, between the 
Latitudes of eight Degrees and an half and 
twelve and an half. I have fecn eighteen of 
jthem. They arc all very low, and nave ma- 
ay dangerous Sholes among them, and to the 
T 4 North* 
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Northward of them. The Chanel between 
them and the MaUiva Iflands, is called the 
eight Degree Chanel. There are no Dan? 
gers in it, and fometimes we pafs through 
without feeing eith&r the Maldivas, or them. 
There is another Chanel through them in ix 
Degrees Latitude. 

Their Produft is only Cocoa-nuts and 
Fifti. Of the Cocoa-nut Kernels they ex- 

E refs Oyl, which is fine and clear, fitting for 
.amps; and, when it is new, ferves their 
Kitchins. Of the Rind of the Nut they make 
Osjitfr, which are the Fibres of the Cask that 
environs the Nut fpun fit to make Cordage 
and Cables for pipping, and for feveral o- 
ther Ufes. Their Fifli they dry, and export 
to the Continent. Sometimes in the South* 
weft Monfoohs they find Amber-greafe flot» 
ing on the Sea. I faw a Piece in Adda Ra~ 
Jm*s Poflellion, as big as a Buihel, and he 
'valued it at loooo Rupees, or ityo L. SteH. 
What Religion they nave is Mahometan^ for 
no other Reafon but becaufe their Prince is 
lb, which Complaifance may teach others a 
LelTon of Conformity. 

The next Province to Adda Rtyah's Do- 
minions is Tellicberryy where the Englijh 
Eafl-mdia Company has a Fafiory, pretty 
well fortified with Stone Walls and Cannon. 
The Place where the Fadory now ftands be- 
longed to the Freueby who left the Mud- 
walK of a Fort built by them, to ferve the 
Englijh when they firft lettled there, and for 
many Years they continued fo, but of late 

no 
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ho ftauU Pains and Charge have been 
flowed on its Buildings; but for what Rea- 
fons I know not, for it' has no River near it 
that can want its Protedion, nor can it de^ 
fend the Road flom the Infults of Enemies 
unlefs it be for fmall Veflcls that can come 
within fome Rocks that ly half a Mile oflf^ or 
to proteft the Company’s Ware-houfe, and 
a Punch-houfe that flands on the S»-ihore 
a Ihort Piftol-fliot from the Garifon. 

The Town flands at the Back of the Forti 
within Land, with a Stone Wall round it, to 
keep out Enemies of the Chiefs making, for 
in 1703. he began a War that flill continues, 
at leaft there were Folks killed in 17x3. 
when I was there ; and I was informed by a 
Gentleman of Judgment there, that the War 
and Fortifications had taken Double the 
Money to maintain them that theCompan/^s 
Inveflments came to. 

The Occaiion of the War, as I was in- 
formed, began about a Trifle. The Najer^ 
that was Lord of the Manner, had a Royal- 
ty, for every Vellel that unladed at Tali~ 
cherry t paid two Bales of Rice Duty to him. 
There was another Royalty of every tenth 
Fifh that came to the Market there, and 
both together did not amount toao L. Ster. 
fer Amum. The Chief either apprtmriated 
thefe Royalties to his own, or the Compa- 
ny’s Life, and the Nayer complained of the 
Injuftice, but had no Redrefs. Thefe little 
Duties were the bell Part of the poor 
rr’s Subfifience^ which made it the harder > 

to 
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to betf , fo his Friends advifed him to repe} 
Fcvce by Forccj and diftarb the Fadory what 
he could, which he accordingly did (by the 
fecret Ainftance of his Friends) for above 
ao Y ears. The Company are the befl Judg- 
es whether the War is like to bring any PrO'* 
fit to their Affairs there, or no. 

The eflabliihed Religion of this Country 
i&^agauijmi but there are a few black Chri- 
that live under the Proteftion of the 
raAory, and fome of them ferve for Soldi- 
ers in the Garifon. They have a little Church 
itanding within the outward Wall of theFa- 
^lory, ferved by a Vortugueze Prieft or two, 
who get their Subfiflence by the Alms of 
the Parifh. And the Englijh have Punchr 
houfes, where the European Soldiers make 
Oblations to Bacehust and if they want De- 
yotion, which their Accounts can certify at 
Pay-day, they are forced to commute with 
t^r Officer, of undergo fome wholfom Dif- 
eipline or Chafiifement. 

About four Miles to the Southward of 
TMicherry, is a fmall French Fa^fory lately 
fettled at the Mouth of a fmall River, but 
for what End 1 know not ; but 1 believe more 
to employ a little Stock for the Gentlemen 
of Ciuecut Faftory’s Account, than for the 
French Company’s. 

And eight or ten Miles farther to the 
Southward, isBtirgara^ a Sea-port intheDo- 
y minions of Ballanore Burgarict a formidable 
Prince. His Country produces Pepper, and 
the belt Carchmums in the World. I once 
N called 
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called at his Port, and bought about 40 T\ins 
of Cardamtms for the Surat Market. Mf 
Ship was large, and of good Force, fp he 
fent me a Prefent of Poultry- and Fruits, \and 
fent me Word, that he had a Mind to fee 
me on board my Ship. 1 returned Anfwert 
that his Vifit would do me great Honour, 
and I fent my Barge to wait on him. He 
came on board in ner, and brought about 
xoo Attendants in other Boats, along With 
him. I carried him to the great Cabbin, and 
would have treated him with Coffoe, Tea 
and Wine, or Spirits, but he would taAe 
/hone, telling me, that my Water was poUoh 
ted by our Touch, but he thanked me. He 
defired to fee the Ship every where ; and I 
ordered he Ihould have free Liberty, and he 
went for an Hour to and again, making hit 
Obfervations ; and, when he had feen what 
he thought fit, he told me, that he would 
build a Ship of the fame IMmenfions, bet 
there wanted Water enough in his Rivers to 
flote her. 

This Prince, and his Predeceflbrs, have 
been Lords of the Seas, Time out of Mind, 
and all trading VelTels between Gape Cme^ 
rin and ^amaaat were obliged to carry his 
Pafles. Thofe of one Malt paid for thdr 
Pafies about eight Shillings yearly, and thofe 
with three paid about fixteen; but when the 
Torturaeze fettled in InJia, then they pre- 
tended to the Sovereignty of the Seas, which 
occafioned a War between him and them, 
that has lafted ever fince. He keeps fome 

Ught 
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light GatlieSy that row and fail very well, 
which cruize along the Coaft, from OStober 
to Mayj to make Prize of all who have not 
his Pafs. In our Difcourfc, I asked him if 
he was not afraid to venture his Pcrfon on 
board of a Merchant Ship, fince he himfelf 
was an Enemy to all Merchants that traded 
on thefe Coalts. He anfwercd, that he had 
heard of my Chara^fer, and that made him 
fearlefs, and that he was no E,nemy to Trade, 
but only vindicated his Soverci^ty of thofc 
Seas before mentioned, and that our own 
King was invefted with the like Sovereignty, 
not only on his own Coalls, but on thofe of 
France^ Holland and T)mmarkt and could 
have no greater Right than he had, only he 
was in a better Condition to oblige thcTranf* 
grelTors of his Laws to Obedience than he 
was ; However he would maintain his Claim 
and Right the befl Way he could, and who- 
ever loll their Ships or Veflcls for Contempt 
j6i his Authority, might blame their own Ob- 
ilinacy or Folly, and not hin^ 

He flayed about three Hows on board, 
and, at his going away, I prefented him with 
five Yards of fcarlet Cloth, a fmall Carpet, a 
Fowling-piece and a Pair of Piftols finely 
gilt, which Prefent he feemed highly plcafed 
with; and he took a Manila^ orWrift-jew- 
el off from his left Arm, on which was en- 

S aven fomething of their Language, in 
eir own CharaAers, and putting it on my 
left Arm, declared me a free Denizon in all 
his Territories; and all his Attendants paid 
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their Compliments to me with profound Re~ 
TpeA. Ac his going over the Side, he gave 
the Boatfwain xjuxC Zequeens for waiting on 
him while he viewed the Ship, and ten more 
for the Seamen to make a 'Feaft, and when 
my Barge landed him, he gave the Cockfwain 
five Zequeens^ and loaded her back with 
Poultry and Fruit. He was a vhry well Iha- 
ped Man, about 40 Years of Age, of a very 
dark Colour, but not quite black, his Eyes 
very lively and fparkling, and fomething of 
a majcflick Air in his Deportment. 

Next Day I waited on him aihore, and 
he carried me to his Palace, which was very 
meanly built of Reeds, and covered w'ith Co< 
coa-nut Leaves, but very neat and clean. 
He had two Rows of Bettle Trees, which 
are very tall and llraidit, fet in Order about 
fifty Yards from the Door of his Palace, for 
it was not large enough to be called a Gatc^ 
and there he treated me with Rice, Fowl 
and freih Fiih dreft after their Way; and, 
after Dinner, he ihewed me feveral Warc- 
houfes like Barns, full of black Pepper and 
* Cardamums ; and he told me, he wondred 
why the Englijh did not fettle a Fadory in 
his Dominions rather than at Calecut or Tel~ 
licherry^ for he fupplied both thefe Coun> 
triqs with his Commodities; and, confider- 
ing the Culloms paid to him were but y per 
Cent, and what was carried into their Coun- 
tries mull pay other Culloms to the Princes, 
the Company would find Pepper and Carda. 
anvwx much cheaper in his Dominions than 

they 
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they could pollibly have them at their Fa« 
dories where they were fettled. I told him, 
that fending his Veflels to cruize on Mer- 
chant Ships had blalled the Reputation of his 
Country. He anfwered, that if the Compa- 
ny would make a Trial of a few Years in 
trading with him, they would be convinced 
of his fair Dealings ; or, if I would come and 
flay in his Country, he would build a good 
Stone Houfe at his own Charge, and make 
a Fortification round it, in any Place that I 
iliould choofc }n his Dominions, and that 1 
Ihould be Superintendent of all the Com- 
merce and Trade in his Country. I told him, 
that I could not accept of his Favours with- 
out the Approbation of our Company, and 
that would require Time to be got. This 
happened in January 1703. 

In 1707. he built a new Ship, which I had 
a Mind to buy. I was then at Couchitty and 
fent him Word, that I defigned him a yifit. 
He returned an Anfwer, that I was a Free- 
man in his Country, and ro'ght be allured of 
an hearty Welcom. About ten Days after 1 
came in a fmall Boat, to a Place belonging 
to him, called Mealie. When News of my 
Arrival were carried to him, he fent a Per- 
fon of Diflindion, with twenty armed Men, 
to receive me, and ordered me to be lodged 
in a Stone Houfe, the common Place for 
AmbaiTadors to lodge in, when any had Bu- 
flnefs to come to him. The Bedding was 
only fome Mats fpread on a Couch ; but it 
is the common Bedding of the Country, and 

his 
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blc Highnefs has no better. Before ! was 
conduced to my Lodgings, there was a Pre> 
fent of Rice, Butter, Hens* Fruits and Roots 
put into a Pantry for me, and my Retinue 
and Guard, for Supper. Next Morning he fent 
a Compliment, that he delircd to fee me at 
his Palace. I went accordingly, and he re- 
ceived me very gracioufly, with many Pro- 
tellations of his Friendfliip, and told me, he 
would make good all that he had promifed 
before, if I would continue in his Country. 
I returned his Compliment in the properefl 
Terms I could, and told him, I came to ki6 
his Hand, and to buy his new Ship, if he and 
I could agree. He told me, that I fliould 
have her at a very reafonable Price, but that 
liis Religion forbad him to fell any Ship that 
he cither built or bought, till he had Aril 
employed her in one Voyage himfelf. Iftay- 
ed feven Days in his Country, and he treat- 
ed me after the fame Manner as ifl had beca 
an Amballabor, in defraying all my Charges, 
and allowing his own Servants to attend 
me. 

When 1 went to his Palace thcfirftTime^ 
1 was innocently guilty of ill Manners, for, 
walking with hiip near his Lodgings, I chan- 
ced to touch the Thatch with my Hat^ 
which polluted it fo much, that, aflbon as I 
went away, he llript it of its Covering, ber 
caufe Religion forbad him to flecp under it 
when it was thus polluted ; but it was foon 
re-iandified by a new Thatching. If any of 
his ownSubjeds had been gukyof the fame 

Fault, 
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Fault, they might have run in Danger of lo« 
fine their Lives for the Offence. 

r daily received for my Table fix Hensj 
two Pounds of Butter^ five and twenty Pound 
Weight of Rice, a Quarter of a Pound of 
Pepper, and feme Salt, fome BettU Leaves^ 
and green Areckts^ with twenty young, and 
ten old Cocoa>n(JC8, but no Fifn, which was 
a favourite Dilh of mine. I fent my Own Ser-* 
Vants to the Fifhing*boats, when they came 
from fifhing, to buy fome ; but the poor Fel-^ 
lows durft not take a Peny of Money, yef 
fupplied me with what Fifhl wanted, and-my . 
Servants took their Opportunity to pay for 
them, when none of the Prince’s ^rvants 
were prefent. 

W H E N I took Leave to depart, he feem- 
ed to be forry that I fiiayed fo Ihort a Time 
with him, and ordered two Days Provifions 
to be pot into my Boat, and I prefented the 
Officer that waited on me to the Sea Side 
with five Zemtens for a Feaft of Settle to 
him and his Companions. I do not certainly 
know how far foutherly this Prince’s Domi* 
nions reach along the Sea-coaft, but I believe 
to Tecorie, about ix Mies from Mtalie, and 
in the half Way is CotticOf which was fa- 
mous formerly for privateering on all Ships 
and VeiTels that traded without their Lord’s 
Pafs. 

I Th e R.B is a Rock lies off Cotticd about 8 
Miles in the Sea, which bears the Name of 
Sacrifice Rock. There are no Dangers neat 
it for ^ips to be afiraid of. How it came 

by 
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b||r its Name is uncertain; but common 'fra- 
dition tells us, that when the Tortugveze 
fettled firli at Calecut^ which lies about I’even 
Leagues South-eatt of this Rock, the Cot- 


tica Cruizers furprifed a ^Portugueze Vcllcl, 
and facrificed all their Prifoners on that Rock, 


which gave Name to it. It is obl’ervable, 
that tho’ the ‘Portugueze got Footing in all 
the Dominions of the Princes whole l.ands 


reach to the Sea-lhore of Malabar ^ yet they 
never could get a Foot of Ground in tht; 
Balanores Country, tho’ many 'I’rials have 
been made; and fair Means ufed to eifed it. 
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CHAP. XXV. 

Obfervations on the Samorin and his Coun- 
try, their Religion, Laws and Cuftoms, 
wrodud of the Country and its Commerce ; 
an Account of their IVar with the Dutch, 
begun in Anno 1708. and the Confeqnences 
of it. 

T he Samorin\ Countfy reaches along 
the Sea-coall from Ticori to Chitwa, 
about zi Leagues. His chief City (if it may 
be called one) is Calecut, where he general- 
ly relides. His Palace is built of Stone, and 
there is fome faint Rcfemblance of Gran- 
deur to be feen about his Court. He is reck- 
oned the powerfullell King on the Sea-coall 
of Malabar, and has the bell Trade in his 
Country, wliich makes both hiinfelf and 
t U People 
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People richer than their Neighbours. Thtf 
Englijh had a Fafiory there many Year^ 
but- now the Chief and the Fadlors areremo* 
ved to TeUicherry^ and what Quantities of Pep? 
}}er they procure there by their black Servants* 
IS fent 1 ^ Sea to TeUicherryS The French 
have alfo a fmall FaAory* fettled in Anwt 
1698. but they are not in a Condition to car<i 
on a Trade for want of Money andCre- 
it : And the Fortugueze have a Church* 
but poorlv decorated* and pitifully endowed* 
for Chriftian Charity is much decayed there 
as well as in other Places ; and the Priells- 
Pei^uifites are but fmall by Converts. 

' The Produft of the Samoriu'^ Country is 
Pepper in Abundance* Bettle-toxx. and Cocoa- 
nut* and that Tree produceth Jaggery t a 
Kind of Sugar* and Coferay or the Kernels of 
the Nut dried* and out of thofe Kernels there 
is a very clear Oylexpreft j alfo Sandel- wood* 
Iron* CaJJia-liguum and Timber for building* 
all which Commodities they export to the 
great Benefit of the Inhabitants.^ 

Many ilrange Cuiloms were obferved in 
this Country in former Times* and fome ve- 
ry odd onbs are ftill continued. It was an 
ancient Cuftom for the Samorin to reign but 
twelve Years, and no longer. If he died be- 
fore his Term was expired* it faved him a 
troublefom Ceremony of cutting his own 
Throat* on a pubUck Scailbld erefted for 
that Purpofe. He firll made a Feaft for all 
his Nobility and Gentry* who are very nu- 
merous. After the read* he faluted his 

Guefis* 
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Guells, and went on the Scaffold, and very 
decently cut his own Throat m the View of 
the Affembly, and his Body was, a little 
While after, burned with great Pomp and 
Ceremony, and the Grandees elefted a new 
Samorin. Whether that Cullom was a reli- 
gious or a civil Ceremony I know nut, but 
it is now laid afide. 

And a new Cuftom is followed by the 
modem Samor 'ms., that a Jubilee is proclaim- 
ed throughout his Dominions, at the End of 
twelve Years, and a Tent is pitched for him 
in a fpacious Plain, and a great Ecaft is cele- 
brated for ten or twelve Days with Mirth 
and Jollity, Guns firing Night and Day, lb ac 
the End of the Feaft any four of the Guefts 
that have a Mind to gain a Crown by a de- 
fperate Aftion, in fighting their Way through 
30 or 40000 of his Guards, and kill the oa- 
Tnorin in his Tent, he that kills him, fucceedi 
him in his Empire. 

In Anno i 6 ^$. one of thofe Jubilees hap- 
pened, and the Tent pitched near ‘Pennany^ 
a Sea-port of his, about fifteen Leagues to the 
^uthward of Calecut. There were but- 
three Men that would venture on that de- 
fperate Aftion, w’ho fell in, with Sword and 
Target, among the Guards, and, after they 
had killed and 'wounded many, were them- 
felves killed. One of the *DeJberados had a 
Nephew of fifteen or fixteen Years of Age, 
that kept clofe by his Uncle in the Attack 
ton the Guards, and, when he faw him fall, 
the Youth got through the Guards into the 
t 0 * Tenti 
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Tent) and made a Stroke at his Majefly’s 
Head, and had certainly difpatched him, if 
a large Brafs Lamp which was burning oyer 
his Head, had not marred the Blow ; bur, 
before he could make another, he was killed 
by the Guards ; and, 1 believe, the fame Sor 
fuorin reigns yet. 1 chanced to come that 
Time along the Coail, and heard the Guns 
for two or three Days and Nights fuccelltvely. 

When the Samorin marries, he mull not* 
cohabit with his Bride till the Nambourie or 
chief Prieft has enjoyed her, and, if he pleaf- 
es, may have three Nights of her Company, 
becaufe the hrll Fruits of her Nuptials mull 
be an holy Oblation to the God Ihe wor- 
fliips : And fome of the Nobles are fo com* 

E laifant as to allow the Clergy the fame Tri* 
ute ; but the common People cannot have 
that Compliment paid to them, but are for- 
ced to fupply the Priells Places themfelvcs. 
Any Women, except the firft Quality, may 
jMXxy twelve Husbands if they plcafe, but 
/cannot have more at one Time, and they 
mull all be of her own Cafl or Tribe, under 
Pain of Excommunication and Degradation 
of Honour, if Ihe marries into a lower Tribe; 
and the Men are under the fame Penalty if 
they tranfgrefs that Law, but they are not 
confined toafet Number of Wives, as the 
Women are to Husbands. 

W H E N a W Oman is married to the firll of 
her Husbands, Ihe has an Houfe built for 
her own Conveniency, and that Husband co- 
habits with her till Ihe takes a fecond, or fo 

many 
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teen Years, and three were fent in Company 
with a Corean Ambaflador to ‘Peking. 'I'hofc 
three profciled thcmfelves to be good Cat/jo- 
licks, and the Church at ‘Peking got them 
Paflage for C/mtoUt where they met with 
Opportunities to get Paflhge for Batavia. 
And now having made my Obfervations on 
all the maritim C'oatts and Cities between 
Cape Bona Efperansia and Jafony I conclude, 
and bid you Adieu.
